THE  NINETEENTH  BIENNIAL  CONGRESS, 

After  a  good  and  pleasant  experience  has  been  vouchsafed 
to  a  man  he  likes  to  let  his  mind  recur  to  it  often  in  after  life ; 
and  as  his  head  is  tinged  by  the  passing  of  the  years  it  seems 
that  these  experiences  take  on  an  added  pleasure ;  like  good  wine, 
they  grow  better  and  better.  But  the  Nineteenth  Congress  is 
both  like  and  unlike  these;  its  memories,  in  common  with  all 
enjoyable  things,  will  not  only  become  an  increasing  pleasure 
with  age,  but  it  has  left  us  in  the  present  with  such  feelings 
that  we  congratulate  ourselves  indeed  upon  having  been  in  New 
York  on  those  three  memorable  days.  Days  that  were  crowded 
with  good  work,  good  fellowship  and  song,  the  meeting  of  brother 
with  brother,  the  renewing  of  old  friendships  and  the  forming  of 
new  ones;  days  filled  with  inspiring  sights  and  the  glow  of  the 
heart;  days  when  the  younger  men  realized  the  strength  of  the 
Fraternity  and  the  older  ones  became  possessed  with  the  enthu- 
siasm of  yore. 

It  was  a  great  privilege,  and  one  evidence  of  this  was  that 
more  than  a  few  Alpha  Tau's  attending  Congress  for  the  first  time 
went  away  with  the  resolution  that  if  possible  it  should  not  be  their 
last  one.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  than  this,  when  to  enjoy  it  the 
A.  T.  O's  came  from  nearby  States  in  dozens.  Pennsylvania  Alpha 
Iota  sent  over  every  man  within  reach;  Penn.  Tau  some  fifteen 
members ;  Rhode  Island  Gamma  Delta,  five  or  six ;  Tufts  College 
almost  its  entire  chapter;  Vermont  Beta  Zeta,  eight  or  nine; 
St.  Lawrence  University  almost  every  one  in  that  neck  o'  the 
woods ;  Cornell,  eight  or  ten ;  while  from  far  off  Trinity  College, 
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North  Carolina,  came  five  knights  of  the  Maltese  cross,  and  more 
than  one  each  from  still  farther  away  Alabama  and  Georgia 
chapters. 

The  numbers  coming  from  these  chapters  were  alone  suffi- 
cient to  create  feelings  of  enthusiasm  in  the  breast  of  a  loyal 
fraternity  man — such  numbers  that  proved  a  determination  to 
take  advantage  of  a  Congress  while  it  was  near.  For  the  first 
time  in  its  four  years  of  existence  California  Gamma  Iota  was 
enabled  to  send  a  delegate  the  long  distance,  and  both  he  and  the 
Colorado  brother  were  greeted  with  rousing  cheers  on  the  floor. 
From  the  first  opening  session,  when  at  the  beginning  there  was 
seen  a  magnificent  attendance,  to  the  close  of  the  last  song  at  the 
banquet,  when  miore  than  one  eye  showed  dimness,  it  was  a  round 
of  fellowship,  pleasure,  and  business ;  our  hosts  bestirred  them- 
selves to  entertain  us  fittingly  and  finely,  and  they  succeeded; 
the  ''smoker,"  the  theatre  party,  the  banquet,  all  attested  to  their 
fraternity  loyalty,  their  good  judgment,  and  their  generousness. 

The  attendance  reached  the  high  water  mark ;  at  the  opening 
session  there  were  148  registered,  and  before  Congress  had  ad- 
journed this  number  had  grown  to  253 ;  of  our  fifty-one  chapters 
but  three  were  unrepresented,  and  it  is  believed  that  these  all 
had  some  good  reason  for  their  enforced  absentees ;  eleven  alumni 
associations  had  delegates,  and  163  men  sat  down  at  the  banquet 
tables. 

As  to  the  legislation  that  was  done,  perhaps  there  are  some 
of  us  who  did  not  get  all  we  wanted ;  and  there  are  others  who 
undoubtedly  think  that  we  were  given  all  that  was  good  for  us 
to  have;  however,  good  work  was  accomplished,  and  all  should 
feel  very  well  satisfied  with  the  results. 

The  editor's  pen  would  run  on  forever  did  he  tell  of  all  the 
good  that  came  to  those  who  attended ;  but  he  will  leave  special 
attractions  to  be  described  by  more  skillful  pens,  and  he  is 
reminded  that  his  readers  wish  to  learn  of  what  was  actually  done 
and  what  others  said,  so  he  controls  himself  and  summarizes 
results  below.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  proceedings  of  Con- 
gress will  be  published  separately  and  in  full,  and  also  that  there 
are  some  matters  which  necessarily  can  not  and  should  not  be 
published  in  the  Palm,  only  a  synopsis  of  each  day's  proceedings 
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will  be  here  given.     The  following  is  the  program  followed  by 
Congress :

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WEDNESDAY     MORNING. 

Congress  was  called  to  order  at  10.30  o'clock  by  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Lamar,  in  the  elegantly  decorated  and  largest  ban- 
quet hall  in  the  Hotel  Astor,  and  the  attendance  was  large  from 
the  beginning.  After  the  appointment  of  the  W.  G.  and  Ass't. 
W.  G.  Ushers,  Henry  H.  Hager  (Vt.  B  Z  )  and  A.  L.  Randell 
(Tex.  r  H),  and  the  W.  G.  and  Ass't  W.  G.  Sentinels,  J.  L. 
Cummings  (N.  Y.  A  O)  and  H.  H.  Thompson  (N.  Y.  B  ©), 
the  W.  G.  C.  directed  that  the  test  be  given  all  present  and  all 
entering  the  hall ;  some  of  the  older  brothers,  long  out  of  college, 
had  to  be  assisted  over  the  road  by  kind  and  lenient  hands,  but 
it  was  shortly  announced  that  only  tried  and  true  Alpha  Taus 
were  there  present. 

All  of  the  grand  officers  were  present  at  the  opening  exer- 
cises, all  the  provincial  chiefs  excepting  Wilson  and  Henderson, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  High  Council  excepting  Ehle,  who 
was  out  in  Minnesota  on  an  urgent  legal  case. 

The  Credentials  Committee  was  announced  with  Herbert 
Whitaker  (Ala.  A  E)  as  chairman,  and  Hugo  Wangelin  (Col. 
FA),  Jos.  R.  Tallman  (Pa.  A  I)  and  D.  W.  Bisbee  (CaHf.  T  I) 
as  members  thereon.  The  committee  made  a  preliminary  report 
at  this  time. 

The  roll  was  called  by  chapters  and  alumni  associations, 
and  forty-one  chapters  and  ten  associations  responded  at  this 
time. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  Congress  was 
dispensed  with  as  usual. 

The  standing  committees  were  then  announced  as  follows :

Official  Register. — Harry  N.  Gridley  (111.  r  Z),  F.  J.

Hosack  (Pittsburgh  Alumni  Asso.),  and  Geo.  A.  Post,  Jr.  (N.  Y. 
B  ©). 

Ways  and  Means. — Otis  A  Glazebrook  (of  the  High 
Council),  J.  S.  Slicer  (Atlanta  Alumni  Asso.),  and  Frank  G. 
Wrenn  (Boston  Alumni  Asso.) 
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Delinquencies. — Irving  L.  Price  (R.  I.  r  A),  Harry  M. 
Francis  (Mich.  B  A),  and  J.  H.  Marshall  (Ohio  r  K). 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  read  his  report,  and  it  was  in  sub- 
stance as  follows : 

The  report  is  confined  principally  to  his  administration  during  the 
past  two  years.  He  referred  to  the  fact  that  all  the  Grand  Officers  and 
members  of  the  High  Council  had  served  the  full  term  for  which  they 
were  elected  by  the  last  Congress ;  that  former  provincial  chiefs  had  all 
been  tendered  re-appointments  at  the  beginning  of  the  administration;  but 
that  Brothers  Merrill,  Thomas  Ruffin,  E.  F.  Eldridge,  and  A.  W. 
McCord  had  voluntarily  retired,  the  former  accepting  a  position  on  the 
High  Council. 

Mention  was  made  that  Brothers  Plato  D.  Durham  and  George  W. 
Trawick  had  retired  as  province  chiefs  and  been  succeeded  respectively 
by  Brothers  S.  G.  Hamner  and  T,  F.  P.  Henderson  a  short  time  ago,  and 
that  Brothers  Allen,  Mitchell,  Wilson,  Tupper,  Wise  and  Hickok  had 
served  for  the  full  term,  Brother  Mitchell  being  also  Worthy  Grand 
Scribe  of  the  Fraternity. 

It  was  announced  that  Brother  C.  C.  Pinckney,  of  Richmond,  Virginia, 
had  been  appointed  as  Congress  poet;  that  Brothers  N.  Wiley  Thomas, 
Leo.  Wise  and  John  M.  Thompson,  a  Committee  on  Revision  of  Laws ; 
Walter  B.  Hare,  Louis  C.  Ehle,  George  B.  Seikel,  Wilson  T.  Moog  and 
Henry  A.  Lyon,  a  Committee  on  the  Song  Book;  and  Brother  Otis  A. 
Glazebrook,  with  two  others  of  his  selection,  a  Committee  on  Burial  and 
Installation  Service.  It  was  also  announced  that  certain  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Eighteenth  Congress,  looking  to  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution, 
had  been  duly  adopted  and  promulgated ;  also  that,  by  executive  order, 
dated  May  i6,  1903,  the  whole  territory  of  the  United  States  had  been 
arranged  into  eight  provinces. 

The  new  and  improved  record  system  was  referred  to  in  detail  and 
it  was  shown  that  its  adoption  had  resulted  most  beneficially;  so  much  so 
that  no  executive  discipline  had  been  rendered  necessary  on  the  part  of 
any  chapter. 

It  was  shown  that  there  has  been  a  steady,  conservative  growth  in 
the  number  of  active  chapters  and  alumni  associations,  there  being  an 
increase  of  five  chapters  and  four  associations  during  the  past  two  years, 
to  wit :  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Rho,  reorganized  at  Lehigh  University ; 
Michigan  Beta  Lambda,  reorganized  at  the  University  of  Michigan; 
Florida  Alpha  Omega,  reorganized  at  the  University  of  Florida; 
Illinois  Gamma  Chi,  reorganized  at  the  University  of  Chicago ;  Indiana 
Gamma  Omicron,  reorganized  at  Purdue  University;  and  the  Atlanta, 
California,  Colorado,  and  Nebraska  Alumni  Associations  established. 

On  the  subject  of  fraternity  extension,  the  W.  G.  C,  among  other 
things  said : 

"With  the  decline  of  sectionalism  in  the  nation  and  the  dawn  of  an 
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era  of  brotherly  love,  there  has  been  a  marvelous  increase  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  charters.  A  desire  to  disseminate  our  principles  among 
all  worthy  youths,  makes  us  expansionists ;  but  we  must  ever  maintain  that 
degree  of  forethought  and  wisdom  necessary  to  avoid  the  pursuance  of 
any  course  which  would  serve  to  endanger  the  perpetuation  in  the  Order  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Fraternity.  It  might  be  added  that 
our  present  standard  of  excellence  can  not  be  maintained  without  re- 
garding both  the  internal  and  the  external  qualifications  of  all  of  the 
initiates.  *****  Qn  the  other  hand,  we  must  continue  to  exercise 
our  utmost  endeavors  to  initiate  men  of  the  same  standing  in  all  the  chap- 
ters and  thereby  increase  rather  than  decrease  any  tendency  there  may  be  or 
may  become  to  make  distinctions  between  the  initiates  of  different  chapters. 
This  has  been  my  attitude  during  both  administrations  on  the  subject  of 
extension;  and,  knowing  that  the  type  of  the  men  of  the  future  of  each 
chapter  is  that  of  its  charter  members,  the  most  minute  investigations  have 
been  insisted  on  as  to  the  personnel  of  the  applicant  clubs  as  well  as  the 
desirability  of  the  college  openings  in  all  instances" 

He  called  attention  to  a  number  of  applications  from  clubs  for  charters 
which  had  received  unfavorable  action ;  and  also  to  four  pending  applica- 
tions for  disposition  by  his  successor — two  in  the  East  and  two  in  the  West. 

One  of  the  rejections  was  based  wholly  upon  the  fact  that  it  was 
against  the  law  of  the  State  where  the  institution  was  located  for  college 
fraternities  to  exist,  although  it  was  admittedly  true  that  the  law  was 
lacking  in  penalties  and  has  been  violated,  without  serious  difficulty,  by 
certain  other  fraternities.  In  stating  his  reason  for  denying  the  request 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  application,  he  said  : 

"I  felt  compelled  to  adhere  to  the  position  that  it  was  out  of  harmony 
with  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  violate  or  countenance  the 
violation  of  any  law,  state  or  federal,  whether  the  same  is  enforcible  or 
not." 

Speaking  of  the  operation  of  the  present  laws  of  the  fraternity  in  the 
matter  of  extension,  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  during  the  four 
years  past  there  is  but  one  instance  in  which  an  application  from  an 
institution  of  learning  has  received  favorable  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  the  High  Council,  which  was  disapproved  by  the 
requisite  number  of  chapters  on  a  vote  of  the  chapters,  although  during 
that  period  six  chapters  have  been  organized  at  institutions  where  no 
chapters  of  the  fraternity  have  ever  before  been  located. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  legislation  of  the  last  Congress  on  the 
subject  of  chapter  houses  and  to  the  fact  that  the  same  has  had  a  most 
salutary  influence  in  that  most  of  the  chapters  in  need  of  chapter  houses 
two  years  ago  have  been  diligently  at  work  along  practical  lines,  and  that 
not  a  few  of  them  have  made  decided  progress  toward  the  ownership 
of  their  own  chapter  houses ;  that  appeals  for  aid  have,  for  the  most  part, 
been  confined  to  the  alumni  of  the  chapter  particularly  interested,  and  that 
members  of  graduating  classes  have,  as  a  rule,  assumed  obligations  for

future  payments  in  accordance  with  well  laid  plans  by  the  chapters.  On 
the  subject  of  the  need  of  chapter  houses,  Brother  Lamar,  among  other 
things,  said: 

"It  is  believed  that,  in  most  institutions,  chapter  houses  of  a  creditable 
character  are  a  necessity.  *****  In  other  places,  especially  where 
the  boys  are  young,  houses  are  only  needed  for  purely  club  room  purposes." 

He  urges  the  necessity  for  a  close  supervision  on  the  part  of  the 
general  fraternity  and  maintains  that  all  house  regulations  should  receive 
the  approval  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  and  that  copies  thereof  should  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  proper  provincial  chiefs.     He  also  said : 

"As  our  chapters  adopt  more  and  more  the  chapter  house  manner  of 
living,  with  the  increased  joint  financial  obligations  of  the  members  thereof, 
it  is  believed  to  be  not  inappropriate  to  warn  the  chapters  against  the  temp- 
tation of  initiating  more  men  than  they  would  otherwise  do,  but  for 
chapter  house  obligations.  Even  financial  necessities  do  not  warrant  the 
initiation  of  a  man  who  is  not  in  every  way  qualified  to  assume  the  duties 
of  an  Alpha  Tau." 

The  progress  and  plan  of  publication  of  the  Palm  was  mentioned. 

The  success  of  the  new  publication  of  the  Official  Register  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, containing  historical  sketches  of  the  Fraternity,  of  the  older  initi- 
ates thereof,  and  the  names  of  all  the  members  separately  arranged  by 
chapters,  geographically  and  alphabetically,  was  referred  to,  and  the 
Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  was  highly  commended  for  his  work. 

Congress  was  also  advised  that  the  Committee  on  Song  Book  had 
completed  its  labors  in  the  preparation,  ready  for  publication,  of  a  new 
edition  of  the  Song  Book.  The  committee  was  commended  very  strongly 
for  its  zeal  and  effective  work. 

The  province  system  was  pronounced  to  be  a  decided  success,  and  now 
an  essential  part  of  the  fraternity  organism. 

Great  care  was  enjoined  in  the  matter  of  ordering  fraternity  jewelry, 
and  certain  recommendations  were  made  looking  to  relief  against  unau- 
thorized jewelers. 

The  history  of  the  movement  for  a  general  revision  of  the  laws  of  the 
fraternity  was  rehearsed,  and  the  work  of  the  committee  on  revision  of 
laws  was  commended.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  different  province 
conclaves  and  reunions  were  commented  upon  at  length. 

In  concluding  his  report  to  Congress,  Brother  Lamar  said: 
"Knowing  as  I  do  the  importance  of  diligent  oversight,  the  anxieties 
and  the  drudgery  connected  with  the  work  of  this  organization,  I  can  not 
but  express  the  hope  that  the   serious   responsibilities   reposed  upon  you 
may  be  met  with  an  eye  single  to  the  interests  of  our  great  Fraternity." 

The   report   of   the   Worthy    Grand   Keeper    of   Exchequer 
was,  upon  his  request,  postponed  until  a  later  session. 
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The  report  of  the  High  Council  was  also,  upon  its  chair- 
man's request,  postponed. 

The  reports  of  the  Province  Chiefs  came  next  in  the  order 
of  business.  So  many  good  and  interesting  things  occur  in  these, 
that  the  editor  found  it  hard  to  decide  what  to  omit.  A  synopsis 
of  each  is  given  on  other  pages  of  thePALM.  Bro.  T.  F.  P.  Hen- 
derson, of  Province  VHI,  being  absent  by  reason  of  sickness  in 
his  family,  the  W.  G.  S.  was  directed  to  read  his  repoort.  Bro. 
Wilson,  of  Province  HI,  did  not  arrive  until  the  following  day, 
and  his  report  was  not  heard  until  then. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Province  reports,  the  chairman  of 
the  Song  Book  Committee  was  made  to  take  the  platform,  and 
from  that  vantage  point  he  told  us  of  the  labors  and  results  of  his 
committee,  and  that  the  book  would  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer,  and  that  he  wanted  subscriptions — which  the  editor  trusts 
he  was  given. 

Bro.  Giffin,  of  the  local  Alumni  Association,  made  an  an- 
nouncement regarding  the  "smoker"  to  be  held  that  evening,  of 
the  theatre  party,  and  of  the  banquet,  and  said  that  he  wanted 
all  of  us  at  all  of  these  features.  Bro.  Fall,  also  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, spoke  of  the  transportation  arrangements,  and  asked  that 
the  member's  railroad  certificates  be  deposited  with  him. 

The  Congress  then  adjourned  until  2  o'clock  that  afternoon. 


WEDNESDAY   AFTERNOON. 

Congress  was  called  to  order  at  the  expected  time  and  began 
with  the  business  on  the  calendar  in  a  prompt  manner.  Worthy 
Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  Glazebrook  presented  his  report  and  gave 
an  interesting  and  graphic  description  of  the  system  used  in 
keeping  track  of  all  new  initiates,  also  of  the  old  ones.  The  work 
is  laborious,  naturally,  but  being  well  and  methodically  done  it 
compensates  for  the  labor  put  upon  it. 

An  important  recommendation  was  made,  that,  instead  of 
the  regulation  annual  report  from  each  chapter,  the  W.  K.  A. 
of  the  chapter  be  required  to  send  to  his  Province  Chief  not  later 
than  May  15th  of  each  year,  a  complete  corrected  list  of  every  man 
on  his  chapter  roll ;  that  the  Province  Chief  should  then  take  the 
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lists  from  the  respective  chapters  and  have  them  printed,  same 
size  and  style  as  a  page  in  the  Official  Register,  and  then  send  each 
W.  K.  A.  sufficient  copies  of  his  respective  roll  so  that  each  living 
alumnus  may  receive  one  of  them. 

The  recommendation  was  made  that  a  safe  be  provided  in 
which  to  keep  the  annals  and  records  of  his  office. 

The  Worthy  High  Chancellor,  James  B.  Green,  being  es- 
corted to  the  front  by  Bro.  Merrill,  gave  a  verbal  report  concern- 
ing the  labors  of  his  office  during  the  past  two  years,  and  stated 
that  he  had  been  called  upon  for  several  decisions ;  and  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  and  with  the  constitution  to  guide  him,  had 
decided  what  he  believed  was  intended  for  the  Fraternity  by 
its  laws.  Bro.  Green,  in  his  own  inimitable,  vigorous,  and  inter- 
esting way,  caught  the  attention  of  the  boys  from  the  beginning, 
all  the  more  so  since  he  pleaded  for  charity  to  be  used  in  dis- 
ciplining youthful  offenders,  the  charity  which  should  cover,  so 
he  said,  if  not  "a  multitude  of  sins,"  at  least  a  certain  indefinite 
number.     To  which  no  doubt  some  of  us  said  ''Amen." 

The  chapter  reports  then  followed,  and  the  delegates  showed 
familiarity  with  their  subjects  by  delivering  these  in  many  cases 
from  memory,  and  in  still  others  depending  upon  notes  only.  It 
was  encouraging  and  inspiriting  to  listen  to  the  fine  accounts 
of  what  the  Alpha  Tau  boys  had  achieved  in  college  after  college, 
and  many  an  old  alumnus  felt  proud  to  learn  that  the  same  high, 
unusual  standard  was  being  upheld  now  as  it  had  been  in  his 
day.  Applause  followed  each  delegate's  report,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  California  and  Colorado  men  they  were  made  to  take  the 
platform  and  "show  themselves"  to  the  brothers  from  nearer 
home.  So  many  good  accounts  were  told  us  that  the  editor  is 
going  to  give  the  readers  of  the  Palm  samples  of  them,  and  they 
should  stir  a  feeling  of  pride  in  the  heart  of  every  loyal  brother. 
Here  are  some  of  the  things  said : 

We  have  the  largest  number  on  the  honor  roll  of  any  fraternity  in 
college. 

Get  along  well  with  the  Faculty. 

Don't  take  men  because  of  any  one  quality,  but  because  of  all-rounded- 
ness. 

Chapter  does  not  run  to  any  one  phase  of  college  life,  but  strives  to 
stand  well  in  everything. 
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Other  fraternities  acknowledge  that  we  are  at  the  top. 

Practically  in  the  leadership  in  all  college  activities. 

Time  not  yet  ripe  for  a  chapter  house,  so  funds  have  been  invested. 

Alumni  seem  to  take  much  interest  in  the  chapter. 

Expect  to  build  our  house  this  summer. 

The  university  is  very  friendly  toward  fraternities. 

Only  two  medals  given,  and  we  took  both. 

Financial  condition  is  of  the  best,  and  we  do  not  owe  a  cent. 

We  have  gotten  every  man,  excepting  one,  during  the  past  two  years, 
that  we  tried  for. 

We  hold  three-fourths  of  the  important  offices  in  the  student  body. 

One  of  the  boys  passed  the  Rhodes  exam.,  and,  we  understood,  stood 
highest  on  the  list. 

We  have  nearly  $2,000  raised  towards  a  chapter  house. 

The  more  I  work  for  the  Fraternity  the  more  I  love  it. 

We  have  fourteen  representatives  at  Congress.  The  men  are  leaders 
in  college  affairs. 

Financial  condition  is  the  best  since  chapter  was  established  in  1887. 

These  and  many  other  good  things  were  told  us ;  before 
completing  the  reports  the  time  arrived  for  closing,  and  Congress 
adjourned  to  meet  the  next  morning. 

THE  SMOKER. 

As  evening  came  it  brought  one  of  the  very  enjoyable  affairs 
that  all  men  enjoy,  that  great  mixer  of  men — the  ''Smoker," 
given  us  by  our  hosts.  An  informal  gathering,  to  which  some 
came  early,  and  some  more  leisurely,  yet  all  were  on  hand  for  the 
enjoyment  of  fellowship,  to  which  such  gatherings  are  always  con- 
ducive; when  we  mingled  together,  became  acquainted  with  one 
another,  and  left  business  for  other  times  and  seasons. 

It  was  not  long  after  the  smoking  and  the  refreshments  had 
begun  to  be  enjoyed  before  ''Larkin"  Glazebrook  singled  out 
Bro.  Irving  Bacheller,  and  called  for  the  story  of  the  "Adiron- 
dack Guide,"  which  he  gave  us  and  entertained  us  with  from  the 
platform;  and  then  Bros.  Fenn  and  Ingle  were  made  to  tell  us 
what  they  knew ;  and  the  songs  began  with  Fall  at  the  piano,  and 
Glazebrook,  Hare,  and  many  others  leading.  The  "Fellowship 
Song,"  "He  Rambled,"  "Brother  Dooley,"  "The  Maltese  Cross," 
and  the  A.  T.  O.  National  Hymn  set  to  "America,"  and  all  these 
stirred  the  blood,  brought  the  smile  that  didn't  come  off,  and  made 
us  call  for  more.

And  when  the  hour  of  one  arrived  and  the 
editor  left,  there  were  still  a  goodly  number  who  showed  no  signs 
of  doing  the  same.  But  Brother  Allen  will  tell  you  more  of  the 
enjoyment  and  of  the  generous  hosts  on  another  page. 


THURSDAY   MORNING. 

Congress  w^as  called  to  order  in  the  college  room  this  morn- 
ing, as  the  room  we  used  the  day  before  was  being  prepared  for 
some  special  event  in  the  hotel  that  evening.  A  large  attendance 
was  to  be  seen  from  the  beginning. 

The  reports  of  the  chapters  were  continued  from^  the  after- 
noon before,  and  were  all  of  the  same  inspiriting  kind.  These 
were  followed  by  those  from  the  different  Alumni  Associations. 
The  Birmingham  Association,  through  Bro.  Martin,  reported  that 
the  evening  before  a  big  cotillion  had  been  held  there  at  the 
Hotel  Hillman,  and  a  telegram  sent  to  Congress,  which  was  re- 
ceived this  morning,  extending  congratulations  and  best  wishes 
for  a  successful  gathering,  and  asking  that  the  next  one  be  held 
with  them  in  their  city.  Bro.  Martin,  at  this  point,  told  us  that 
down  in  Birmingham  they  wanted  to  see  what  the  other  A.  T.  O's 
looked  like,  and  also  wanted  us  to  come  down  and  look  them  over ; 
a  cordial  and  earnest  invitation  was  given  us  to  meet  there  in  1906. 

After  the  reports  of  the  Alumni  Associations,  Province  Chief 
Qaude  S.  Wilson,  who  had  arrived  that  morning,  read  and  pre- 
sented his  report  concerning  the  chapters  and  other  matters  in 
Province  Three,  which  is  given  in  part  elsewhere  in  this  number. 
Bro.  Wilson's  complimentary  remarks  about  the  Palm  brought 
applause  from  the  house,  and  the  editor,  away  off  in  the  corner, 
taking  notes,  and  listening  to  all  the  good  things  said,  could  only 
feel  grateful  that  his  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  magazine  and  the 
Fraternity  were  being  appreciated. 

The  High  Council  presented  its  report,  and  as  its  worthy  and 
revered  chairman  took  the  platform  the  Alpha  Tau  yell  rang 
out,  and  ''Glazebrook !  Glazebrook !  Glazebrook !"  followed  ;  and 
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there  was  another  evidence  given  of  the  affection  and  fraternal 
esteem  in  which  this  one  of  our  Founders  is  held.  The  report  is 
partly  as  follows : 

The  official  acts  of  the  chairman  have  been  the  approval,  conjointly 
with  the  W.  G.  C,  of  all  bills  and  checks,  and  giving  consent  to  the 
reestablishment  of  certain  defunct  chapters. 

There  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  High  Council  since  the  last 
Congress,  both  held  in  New  York  City.  The  business  was  of  a  purely 
routine  character.  That  there  have  been  no  matters  of  unusual  or  grave 
importance  demanding  our  attention  is  a  cause  of  congratulation,  for  it 
indicates  the  orderly  and  healthy  condition  of  the  Fraternity.  When  it 
has  been  necessary  to  consult  the  other  members  of  the  H.  C,  and  this 
has  been  the  case  on  several  occasions,  it  has  been  done  by  letter,  and 
the  action  ultimately  taken  has  been  based  upon  the  prevailing  opinion 
expressed    in   such   answers. 

The  greatest  harmony  has  prevailed  and  the  interest  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  H.  C.  has  been  alert  and  enthusiastic  to  advance  the  highest 
good  of  A.  T.  fi. 

A  serious  responsibility  of  the  H.  C.  is  the  custodianship  of  the 
Palm.  This  trust  has  been  discharged  as  faithfully  as  possible.  The 
death  of  our  beloved  and  brilliant  Bro.  Briggs  was  a  keen  disappointment, 
for  he  gave  promise  of  exceptional  ability  in  editorial  and  educational 
lines.  His  struggle  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  Palm  in  the  pres- 
ence of  increasing  bodily  infirmity  was  heroic  and  pathetic.  There  was 
no  purer  or  more  loyal  soul  in  the  Fraternity. 

In  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Simpson  as  the  successor  of  Bro.  Briggs, 
we  feel  that  we  have  made  no  mistake,  and  the  H.  C.  wishes  to  testify  in 
this  report  to  the  entire  satisfaction  which  Bro.  Simpson  has  given.  The 
late  issues  of  the  Palm  speak  for  themselves.,  and  it  requires  no  prophet 
to  predict  that  under  the  able  management  of  the  present  editor  and  his 
worthy  associates,  the  interest  of  our  valuable  magazine  will  not  suffer 
in  the  esteem  of  either  A  T  (2,  or  the  Pan-Hellenic  world. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  H.  C.  that  one  number  of  the  Palm,  preferably 
the  Congress  one  in  the  year  of  Congress,  should  be  gratuitously  sent  to 
every  Alpha  Tau.  Such  a  reminder,  it  is  believed,  will  do  much  in  the 
end  to  increase  the  income  of  the  Palm,  and  help*  to  renew  the  interest 
and  loyalty  of  all  brothers. 

A  single  matter  more  has  been  esteemed  of  sufficient  importance  to 
find  a  place  in  this  report.  The  opinion  of  the  W.  H.  Chancellor  was 
secured  by  one  of  the  chapters  in  regard  to  the  attitude  to  be  taken  toward 
such  organization  as,  under  Greek  characters,  solicit  now  and  then  mem- 
bership of  regular  college  Greek  letter  fraternities.  The  following  answer, 
in  our  judgment,  fully  covers  the  case,  and  while  we  appreciate  it  can 
not  and  should  not  affect  any  such  relations  already  formed,  the  H.  C 
earnestly  commends  its  wisdom.     The  opinion  is  as  follows : 
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"It  is  a  clear  violation  of  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our  constitution  for 
an  Alpha  Tau  to  join  another  Greek  letter  fraternity  of  a  general  or 
national  character.  What  constitutes  this  character  is  a  question  of  fact. 
*****  but  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  no  purely  class  organization 
confined  to  one  college,  would  be  within  the  objection.  *****  jf 
the  chapter  complaining  chooses,  it  may  adopt  measures  to  prevent  its 
members  from  joining  any  secret  society  in  college  on  the  ground  of  inex- 
pediency." 

Looking  at  the  general  work  and  condition  of  the  Fraternity  from 
the  vantage  ground  which  our  position  affords,  the  H.  C.  can  not  speak 
too  highly  of  the  ability  and  efficiency  which  is  being  displayed  in  every 
part  of  the  Fraternity  organization.  *****  fhe  great  nation,  from 
the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  from  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Gulf,  has  been 
caught  and  held  in  the  meshes  of  a  golden  net,  by  which  agency  more  surely 
than  by  gun  or  sword  or  even  by  constitutional  enactment,  the  unity  and 
high  individual  honor  of  the  great  Republic  is  assured. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  a  telegram  of  good 
wishes  be  sent  to  the  Sigma  Nu  convention  then  in  session  in 
New  Orleans. 

The  Credentials  Committee  reported  that  three  chapters  and 
—  —  alumni  associations  were  up  to  that  time  unrepresented. 
The  Committee  on  Delinquencies  at  this  point  also  made  its  report 
to  the  same  effect,  but  added  that  one  or  two  chapter  delegates 

were  on  the  way,  and  that  so  far  only chapter  seemed 

liable  to  the  fine  for  unrepresentation. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  reported  that  the  Song  Book 
would  be  in  the  hands  of  subscribers  sometime  in  February. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  Laws  reported  through 
Bro.  Dr.  Thomas,  its  chairman,  the  code  as  re-arranged  and 
classified,  and  this  digest  of  Congress  laws,  old  and  new,  was 
ordered  to  be  read  by  sections,  and,  unless  objection  was  made, 
declared  adopted. 

Then  followed  an  interesting  time,  indicating  that  Congress 
was  on  the  alert  for  any  improvements  it  thought  desirable.  The 
committee  had  prepared  a  thorough  and  exhaustive  report,  anJ 
Bro.  Leo  Wise  deserves  commendation  for  his  labors  thereon ; 
but  it  seemed  that  the  delegates  thought  a  few  things  needed 
changing.  Several  of  the  laws  were  discussed  in  a  lively  manner, 
two  or  three  amended,  and  as  many  more  passed  over  to  be  taken 
up  later. 
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The  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  a  digest  of  constitu- 
tional amendments,  old  and  new,  was  ordered  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  to  the  chapters,  to  be  acted  upon  in  1906. 

Congress  then  adjourned  for  lunch,  and  the  members  felt 
that  they  could  do  justice  to  a  little  resting  spell. 


FRIDAY  AFTERNOON.

Informal  Reception. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  presided  and  introduced  the 
speakers. 

The  address  of  welcome  by  Bro.  and  Hon.  Homer  Folks  was 
most  cordial  in  tone,  and  made  his  audience  feel  that  even  bisf 
old  New  York  was  highly  honored  by  our  presence ;  we  felt  also, 
after  he  had  told  us  something  of  the  city's  various  departments 
and  work,  that  we  had  fortunately  lighted  upon  quite  a  large 
town,  different  in  some  respects  from  any  other  in  America.  We 
took  Bro.  Folk's  word  for  it,  and  after  delivering  the  keys  of  the 
city  over  to  us  and  bidding  us  heartily  welcome,  we  investigated 
it  during  our  spare  minutes  and  found  it  true. 

Bro.  and  Rev.  Paul  Hickok  responded  to  the  address  in  a 
fitting  and  entertaining  speech  that  left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of 
our  local  brothers  that  we  believed  them  when  they  welcomed  us.

and  that  we  had  already  seen  a  portion  of  this  fine  spirit  and 
hospitality,  and  had  already  begun  to  appreciate  it.  Bro.  Hickok 
is  at  home  on  the  platform,  and  the  visiting  members  felt  well 
represented  in  having  him  to  make  the  response. 

Bro.  Lanham,  in  his  deep  base,  of  unusual  richness  varied 
the  intellectual  treat  by  not  only  one  musical  selection,  but  by  two, 
for  his  audience  applauded  until  he  had  to  do  it,  and  we  were 
amply  repaid. 

The  Congress  orator,  Bro.  R.  W.  Bingham,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  was  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  and  as  the  telegram  added, 
both  Mrs.  B.  and  the  doctor,  positively  refused  to  let  him  leave 
his  bed ;  so  the  W.  G.  C.  turned  to  one  of  our  prominent  brothers, 
Walter  H.  Page,  editor  of  the  World's  Work,  knowing  where  to 
look  for  something  good.  On  account  of  this  the  next  speech 
was  a  substitute  one,  gotten  together  in  the  spare  moments  of  a 
busy  man's  life,  inside  a  few  days,  as  Bro.  Page  told  us,  but  if  the 
writer  has  heard  a  finer  one,  substitute  or  otherwise,  in  many 
years,  he  has  forgotten  the  fact.  With  no  set  subject,  as  he  re- 
marked, there  was  begun  a  defense  of  modern  ways  as  opposed  to 
those  of  "the  olden  time,"  a  reason  for  the  practicalness  of  the 
present  age,  even  though  its  manners  and  courteousness  bordered 
on  the  mechanical  at  times,  and  a  plea  for  culture,  character,  and 
courtesy,  that  was  pitched  on  the  highest  plane,  and  made  it 
indeed  fortunate  for  those  who  were  there  that  they  heard  such 
an  oration.  The  editor's  pen  fails  him  in  telling  of  his  own 
appreciation  of  the  treat  given  Alpha  Taus,  and  sincerely  regrets 
that  he  can  not  give  his  readers  some  verbatim  extracts,  but  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  in  its  completed  state  the  oration  did  not 
exist  in  printed  form  this  is  hardly  possible. 

Unexpected  contingencies  again  intervened  to  keep  one  of 
the  orators  from  us  ;  Bro.  Pinckney,  the  Congress  poet,  telegraphed 
the  impossibility  of  being  there,  and  the  unfinished  state  of  the 
poem,  so,  always  equal  to  emergencies,  as  he  is,  Bro.  Hare  was 
notified,  and  read  one  of  his  own,  which,  though  not  written 
recently  and  for  this  occasion,  was  good,  and  the  audience  ap- 
plauded its  appreciation.     The  poem  is  given  on  another  page. 

So  closed  the  formal  exercises  to  which  the  Nineteenth  Con- 
gress and  its  fair  visitors  had  been  treated,  and  finer  and  more  in- 
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teresting  it  would  be  difficult  to  think  of.  After  these  were  over, 
those  of  the  fair  sex  attached  to  the  Congressional  party  formed 
in  line  and  all  the  brothers  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of 
meeting,  some  of  us  for  the  first  time,  the  wives  of  officers  who 
have  served  the  Fraternity  faithfully  and  wisely  for  different  terms 
of  years.  Among  the  ladies  were  Mrs.  Lamar,  Mrs.  Otis  A. 
Glazebrook,  Mrs.  Homer  Folks,  Mrs.  Larkin  Glazebrook,  Mrs. 
Thomas,  Mrs.  Vassar  Allen,  Miss  Banks,  and  several  of  the  loyal 
adherents  of  the  boys  from  St.  Lawrence  and  other  colleges.  So 
our  afternoon  services  began  most  cordially  and  ended  most 
pleasantly,  enriching  the  mind  with  good  memories  that  should 
last  for  years. 


THURSDAY  EVENING. 

The  evening  came,  quickly  following  the  program  described 
above,  and  there  was  a  hurrying  to  and  fro  to  get  ourselves  ready 
for  the  engagement  with  the  New  York  fellows  at  Wallach's 
Theatre.  The  crowd  showed  up  pretty  generally  about  the  same 
time,  but  this  didn't  worry  the  ushers,  and  if  some  A.  T.  O.  got 
into  another  A.  T.  O's  seat,  the  accommodating  theatre  boy  good 
naturedly  found  room  for  •  everyone.  George  Ade's  comic  opera 
'The  Shogun,"  was  on  the  boards  that  evening,  and  it  was  A.  T. 
O.  night.  The  play  was  of  course  well  staged  and  Ade-ishly 
comical,  the  boys  were  all  in  good  humor,  and  if  the  handkerchief 
mimicry  of  those  front  rows  didn't  put  the  chorus  out  of  business 
it  came  as  near  to  it  as  a  well  trained  stage  manager  really  cared 
to  see.  The  ''show"  caught  on  to  us  after  a  bit,  and  the  jokes 
on  "Alpha  Fau  Omega"  and  "OmiCga  Oil"  showed  that  they 
appreciated  our  presence,  and  we  think  we  showed  our  apprecia- 
tion by  the  number  of  encores  we  made  the  leaders  respond  to; 
in  fact,  after  we  permitted  them  to  go,  it  was  only  that  they  might 
secure  a  new  supply  of  fresh  air.  It  was  an  Alpha  Tau  yell  and 
then  "Shogun,  Shogun,"  "Hunnibun,  Hunnibun,"  at  the  end. 
The  audience  seemed  to  enjoy  having  us  with  them,  the  opera 
troupe  no  doubt  did,  and  we  all  had  an  extremely  pleasant  evening. 
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FRIDAY   MORNING. 

Friday  opened  clear  and  bright,  a  contrast  to  our  first  day  in 
New  York,  and  Congress  convened  in  the  large  banquet  hall  at 
the  usual  time. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  official  register  was  read, 
received,  and  filed. 

The  congressional  laws  passed  over  the  afternoon  before  were 
next  taken  up  and  two  or  three  amended,  and  two  or  three  new 
ones  passed,  and  one  or  two  failed  of  passage.  .  The  W.  G.  K.  A's 
recommendation  concerning  reports  of  chapters  being  sent  in  a 
new  shape  to  every  alumnus  became  a  law.  The  measure  pro- 
posed by  the  editor  of  the  Palm  concerning  the  minimum  number 
of  chapter  letters  from  each  chapter  required  during  a  college  year 
became  a  law.  The  measure  proposed  by  the  Fraternity  architect 
concerning  Province  architects  failed  to  be  passed ;  these  and  a 
few  others  came  up  for  a  final  vote. 

The  W.  G.  K.  E.  at  this  point  presented  his  deferred  report, 
and  while  it  obviously  can  not  be  given  here  in  detail,  it  showed 
a  very  good  income  and  a  comfortable  balance ;  and  there  can  be 
no  doubt  the  ofifice  is  m  the  hands  of  a  capable,  faithful,  zealous 
A.  T.  O. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  reported  and  recom- 
mended that : 

The  Song  Book  be  published  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  revised  laws  and  the  proposed  revised  constitution  be 
published  and  distributed. 

The  initiation  fee  of  the  Fraternity  be  increased. 

The  adoption  of  the  High  Council's  recommendation  con- 
cerning the  Palm's  Congress  number  being  sent  out  to  all  alumni. 
The  High  Council's  recommendation  concerning  certain  Greek 
letter  organizations,  and  applying  it  specially  to  ©  N  E. 

The  report  was  received  and  filed,  to  be  taken  up  in  detail 
that  afternoon. 

Bro.  Erdman  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
regarding  the  voting  of  the  chapters  on  the  granting  of  charters 
to  petitioning  bodies.  An  interesting  and  lively  discussion  fol- 
lowed, participated  in  by  Bros.  Sheer,  Tupper,  Lamar,  Shives, 
Simpson,  Jones,   Glazebrook,  Erdman,  and  many  others. 

An  amendment  was  offered  to  the  amendment. 
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A  motion  to  lay  the  entire  matter  on  the  table  failed  of  pas- 
sage. 

The  second  amendment  was  accepted  by  Bro.  Erdman  as  an 
original  amendment,  and  put  to  vote.  This  failed  of  passage  by 
the  vote  30  to  20 — four  short  of  the  necessary  two-thirds — a 
closer  vote  than  ever  before  occurring  on  this  matter  of  perennial 
interest. 

The  W.  G.  C.  announced  the  Nominating  Committee,  com- 
posed of  Bros.  Hugh  Martin  (N.  Y.  B  ©),  Claude  Wilson  (Neb. 
r  ©),  and  H.  E.  Gillaspy  (Pa.  T). 

The  Congress  then  adjourned  to  have  the  official  photograph 
taken,  which  was  done  in  front  of  the  new  building  belonging  to 
the  appellate  division  of  the  city's  law  courts. 


FRIDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  last  session  was  called  to  order  about  2.30  o'clock,  and 
the  delegates  soon  settled  down  to  the  work  before  them. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
regarding  an  increase  in  the  initiation  fee  was  adopted. 

The  recommendation  regarding  @  N  E  came  up  for  dis- 
cusion  and  after  this  failed  of  passage. 

The  Song  Book  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  recommendation  regarding  the  publishing  and  distrib- 
uting of  the  revised  and  proposed  code  of  laws  was  adopted. 

The  result  of  the  song  competition  was  announced,  and  "The 
Birth  of  the  Rose,"  published  in  the  Palm  of  December,  1903,  a 
composition  by  Bro.  Walter  B.  Hare,  was  awarded  the  prize. 
"The  Alpha  Tau  Hearth  Song,"  by  Bro.  Ernest  J.  Reese,  received 
complimentary  mention  by  the  judges. 

A  resolution  of  sympathy  for  Bro.  W.  W.  Moss,  of  the  local 
alumni  association,  was  unanimously  passed,  and  a  floral  token 
directed  to  be  sent  him. 

At  this  point  a  hearing  was  given  to  Bro.  Bartlett,  a  repre- 
sentative from College,  at  which  institution  a  body  of 

petitioners  would  shortly  ask  for  a  charter ;  he  told  us  of  the  club 
existing  there,  and  the  account  created  a  favorable  impression 
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with  the  delegates.  The  editor  wishes  him  and  his  petitioning 
associates  the  best  of  success  with  their  commendable  efforts. 

The  matter  of  a  convention  city  was  taken  up,  and  Birming- 
ham was  gracefully  placed  in  nomination  by  Bro.  Slicer,  a  delegate 
from  its  old  time  rival — Atlanta.  Bro.  Martin  read  an  invitation 
from  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Birmingham  for  us  to  meet 
there.  Bro.  Allen,  of  the  Birmingham  Alumni  Association,  gave 
Congress  a  cordial  invitation  to  come  down.  No  other  city's  claim 
was  presented,  and  the  inviting  city  was  unanimously  chosen. 

The  editor  here  made  a  little  speech  concerning  the  plans  and 
needs  of  the  Fraternity's  official  organ. 

The  hearty  thanks  of  Congress  were  given  to  the  New  York 
Association  for  its  generous  entertainment. 

Thanks  were  also  given  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of 
Laws  for  its  earnest  labors. 

The  Nominating  Committee  made  its  report,  and  as  a  result 
of  this,  after  an  additional  nomination  from  the  floor  had  been 
made,  Bro.  Chas.  H.  Fenn  (Mich.  B  O)  of  the  N.  Y.  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation was  elected  Worthy  Grand  Chief  of  the  Fraternity  for  the 
next  two  years. 

Bro.  Paul  R.  Hickok  (Ohio  B  M),  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  was 
elected  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain. 

Bros.  G.  D.  Ellsworth,  L.  W.  Glazebrook,  and  Geo.  W. 
Mitchell,  were  each  and  all  re-elected  to  their  respective  offices. 

With  impressive  ritual  and  closing  exercises  the  W.  G.  C. 
declared  the  Nineteenth  Biennial  Congress  adjourned,  and  the 
brothers  slowly  separated  with  A.  T.  O  cheers  ringing  in  the 
ears,  and  with  now  only  recollections  of  one  of  the  best  of  times. 


FRIDAY  NIGHT. 

The  business  of  Congress  was  over  and  the  time  was  ap- 
proaching for  enjoyment  pure  and  simple;  and  that  the  banquet- 
ters  found  it  that  evening  there  can  be  no  doubt.  The  tide  of 
enthusiasm  ran  high  from  the  beginning;  the  Alpha  Tau  yell  was 
strictly  in  it,  and  many  a  loyal  A.  T.  O.  was  honored  by  having  it 
precede  his  name  that  evening.  Different  tables  would  use  it  to 
the  full  to  honor  special  sons,  and  then  the  wave  would  run  regu- 
larly, table  by  table,  from  one  end  of  the  long  hall  to  the  other; 
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then  the  "long  table"  was  called  upon  to  show  what  it  could  do, 
and  the  officers  and  gnests,  old  and  young,  rang  out  ''Hip  hurrah, 
hip  hurrah,  three  cheers  for  Alpha  Tau — rah,  rah,  rah !" 

The  toast  and  menu  card  was  both  expensive  and  beautiful, 
and  after  trying  to  translate  the  exact  French  dish  we  were  eating, 
and  giving  it  up  as  the  editor  did,  but  yet  doing  full  justice  to 
the  feast  provided,  the  toasts  began,  and  the  flow  of  wit  and 
wisdom  continued  until  early  in  the  morning. 

A  better  banquet  would  be  hard  to  find — ^it  was  managed  well 
by  the  local  alumni  in  charge,  and  finer,  cleaner,  more  enjoyable 
enthusiasm  has  perhaps  never  occurred  before.  President  Giffin 
and  his  co-workers  deserve  lasting  commendation.  As  to  the  in- 
tellectual treat,  it  ran  the  scale  from  the  sublime  to  the  humorous, 
from  the  inspiring  to  the  laughable.  Dr.  Otis  Glazebrook's  re- 
sponse was  the  gem  of  the  evening,  and  as  he  said  that  he  and 
Marshall  and  Ross  must  have  been  inspired  when  they  laid  the 
foundations  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  so  also  it  seemed  to  many  of 
us  that  his  speech  must  too  have  been  truly  inspired.  And  Fenn 
made  a  fine  one,  and  Giffin,  and  Bro.  Lamar  presided  over  it  all 
with  tact  and  the  greatest  enjoyment.  And  Lanham  was  there 
to  help  us  with  a  fine  solo  or  two,  and  Fall,  ever  ready  to  lead 
the  singing  with  the  piano.  The  scene  would  have  made  the 
crustiest  old  croaker  believe  in  the  enthusiasm  arising  from  con- 
genial fraternal  spirits  and  fine  motives. 

Among  the  fair  visitors  who  watched  us  from  the  balconies, 
and  tasted  the  sweets  of  the  banquet  (for  the  brothers  could  not 
forget  the  sisters),  the  editor  recalls  Mesdames  Vassar  Allen,  Otis 
Glazebrook,  Thomas,  Folks,  Larkin  Glazebrook,  Lamar,  Magee, 
Meetze,  and  Lamb,  and  Misses  Jemison,  Bailey,  and  Lamb.  One 
of  the  ladies  was  heard  to  say  that  she  had  never  known  before 
how  much  enjoyment  could  be  gotten  out  of  a  "stag"  affair,  and 
no  doubt  it  surprised  all  the  ladies. 

But  the  editor  will  leave  the  details  of  the  banquet  to  Bro. 
Hare  to  write  about  on  another  page.  Sufficient  it  is  to  say  that 
the  good  things  eaten  and  spoken  and  sung  lasted  until  the  wee 
small  hours,  and  when  the  gavel  fell  and  the  brothers  said  good- 
bye to  one  another  there  were  eyes  moistened  and  many  a  desire 
uttered  to  meet  again  at  other  Congresses.

SEVEN   OF   THE   PRESENT   PROVINCE   CHIEFS. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  PROVINCE  CHIEF 
REPORTS, 

During  the  past  few  weeks  it  has  been  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to 
visit  in  person  six  out  of  the  eight  chapters  comprising  Province  No  One. 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  the  main  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  our  chapters  in  my  Province  are  satisfactory.  It  is  true  that  the  average 
membership  is  possibly  a  little  smaller  than  it  was  two  years  ago,  but 
this  does  not  mean  any  falling  off  in  interest  or  activity,  but  is  due  rather 
to  very  great  care  in  selection  of  new  men  at  this  session,  following  an 
unusually  heavy  loss  by  graduation  last  June.  There  is  a  steady  improve- 
ment in  our  educational  institutions,  the  standards  are  being  raised,  and 
altogether  a  better  tone  is  prevailing  in  our  student  bodies. 

In  my  former  report  I  expressed  the  idea  that  no  alumni  association 
would  do  any  work  or  in  any  way  justify  its  existence  unless  it  had  some 
definite  work  laid  out  before  it.  I  am  now  in  position  to  offer  proof  of 
that  former  statement,  at  least  proof  as  to  one  association — that  in  my 
home  town.  The  Birmingham  Alumni  Association  is  very  much  alive 
just  now,  holding  meetings  about  every  two  weeks,  and  giving  a  swell 
dance  and  reception  at  the  leading  hotel  of  the  city  this  very  night,  and  it 
may  be  safely  said  that  its  activity  is  brought  about  by  their  undertaking 
to  get  the  next  session  of  Congress  brought  to  our  city.  They  have  under- 
taken to  do  this  work,  and  in  doing  it  have  developed  a  whole  lot  of  good 
fellowship.  The  Atlanta  Alumni  Association  is  also  very  much  alive, 
and  Brother  Slicer  is  here  to  tell  you  of  their  aims,  efforts,  and  purposes. 

There  is  still  not  a  single  chapter  house  within  the  bounds  of  my 
Province — not  counting  the  rented  house  of  Georgia  Alpha  Beta — but  I 
am  hopeful  that  the  next  sitting  of  Congress  will  not  find  a  like  condition 
prevailing. 

It  is  perfectly  plain  to  me  that  our  Southern  chapters  unaided  and 
alone  can  not  hope  to  erect  creditable  chapter  houses  out  of  their  small 
resources.  The  average  Southern  student  has  an  allowance  so  small 
that  he  can  not  make  any  substantial  contribution  to  a  building  fund,  and 
so  the  matter  of  building  will  necessarily  have  to  be  undertaken  upon  a 
business  basis.  My  suggestion  is  that  either  a  State  or  a  Provincial 
incorporated  body  should  be  created,  with  the  authority  to  own  and  hold 
real  estate  and  to  issue  bonds.  This  corporation  could  then  take  over 
whatever  the  chapter  has  raised,  and  supplement  this  by  a  bond  issue, 
with  a  mortgage  covering  the  chapter  house  and  lot.  It  is  my  idea  that 
the  amounts  received  from  hall  rent  paid  by  the  chapter,  and  from  the  room 
rent  paid  by  the  members,  would  easily  pay  the  interest  charged  upon  the 
bonds,  and  at  the  same  time  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  the 
bonds. 

Since  my  last  report  a  new  chapter  has  been  established  at  the  Uni- 
versity at  Florida,  at  Lake  City,  Fla,  The  State  of is  still  without 
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a  chapter,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that  it  might  be  well  to  look  into  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  a  chapter  at  each  of  the  following  institutions :  (The 
names  of  the  three  mentioned  follow  here.) 

In  my  former  report  I  assumed  that  there  was  no  sort  of  room  for 
argument  as  to  the  advisability  of  holding  biennial  conclaves,  and  I  now 
take  the  position  that  the  holding  of  such  meetings  are  not  only  desirable, 
but  indeed  are  absolutely  necessary.  I  further  suggest  that  these  meetings 
be  held  not  biennially,  but  annually,  at  the  end  of  the  various  school  sessions 
in  the  summer. 

PROVINCE  II. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Congress  the  four  chapters  in  this  Province 
have  enjoyed  uniform  prosperity,  and  all  of  them  must  today  be  reported 
as  in  most  satisfactory  condition.  Some  of  them  have  attained  success 
which  I  think  truly  noteworthy,  and  not  one  of  them  can  be  classed  as  a 
weak  chapter. 

Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon,  the  oldest  chapter  in  the  Province,  still  main- 
tains a  position  which  entitles  her  to  be  called  one  of  the  banner  chapters 
of  the  Fraternity.  This  year  five  initiations  have  been  made,  and  the 
chapter  numbers  thirteen,  which  is  about  the  average  for  chapters  at 
Tulane.  This  chapter  is  always  prompt  with  their  correspondence,  faith- 
ful to  every  duty  to  the  general  Fraternity,  and  sound  financially. 

Texas  Gamma  Eta  has  also  suffered  somewhat  from  a  depletion  in 
numbers,  but  the  standard  of  the  chapter  has  always  been  such  as  to  keep 
it  in  the  front  rank  of  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Texas.  I  desire 
very  heartily  to  commend  the  spirit  displayed  by  the  brothers  of  this 
chapter  who  returned  to  take  up  the  fight  this  year;  they  have  done  work 
with  an  enthusiasm  and  determination  which  I  feel  sure  will  result  in 
greater  success  than  the  chapter  has  ever  before  experienced. 

California  Gamma  Iota  has  enjoyed  great  prosperity,  and  seems  to 
be  year  by  year  increasing  in  strength  and  influence.  Last  year  the  chapter 
consisted  of  ten  members,  and  this  year  of  fifteen — all  of  last  year's  mem- 
bers returning,  and  five  new  initiations  being  made.  They  are  comfortably 
situated  in  a  fine,  new  house,  where  they  entertain  frequently  with  dances 
and  alumni  smokers. 

Colorado  Gamma  Lambda  continues  to  grow  and  flourish  at  a  remark- 
able rate.  In  this,  the  fourth  year  of  their  existence,  they  are  occupying 
the  best  fraternity  house  at  their  University.  They  have  22  men  on  their 
roll,  7  of  them  this  year's  initiates,  and  the  Worthy  Master  reports  that 
the  chapter  is  working  together  with  a  unity  and  enthusiasm  never  before 
equalled.  This  chapter  maintains  a  custom  which  should  be  adopted  by 
every  chapter  in  the  Fraternity,  that  of  monthly  letters  to  their  alumni. 
As  a  result  I  beHeve  there  is  no  chapter  in  the  Fraternity  whose  alumni 
are  more  active  in  all  fraternity  matters  or  more  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  their  chapter. 
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It  has  been  a  source  of  great  regret  to  me  that  I  have  been  unable  to 
visit  any  of  these  chapters  in  person,  on  account  of  the  great  distances 
which  separate  us,  and  for  the  same  reason  it  has  appeared  impracticable 
to  hold  a  Province  Conclave  in  this  Province. 

Each  of  the  four  chapters  in  this  province  has  begun  the  accumula- 
tion of  a  fund  for  the  building  of  a  chapter  house,  though  rather  different 
plans  are  being  pursued  at  the  different  places. 

I  desire  to  repeat  the  suggestion  made  by  me  to  the  last  Congress  of 
improving  on  the  present  system  of  the  annual  printed  chapter  reports.

PROVINCE  III. 

In  my  report  to  the  Chicago  Congress  I  was  proud  to  note  the  fact 
that  Province  III  contained  more  chapters  and  covered  more  territory 
than  any  other  Province  in  the  Fraternity.  While  other  Provinces  have 
grown  during  the  past  two  years,  this  Province  has  maintained  its  lead, 
and  now  has  eleven  active  chapters  and  two  alumni  associations.  *  *  * 
The  jurisdiction  of  Province  III  extends  to  the  following  States:  Idaho, 
Iowa,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska, 
North  Dakota,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  Washington,  Wisconsin,  and 
Wyoming. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  the  conditions  of  the  Province 
have  been  most  encouraging  during  the  past  two  years.  Few  difficulties 
of  any  serious  moment  have  arisen,  and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
learn,  all  the  chapters  have  been  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

The  chapters  in  this  Province  have  been  very  diligent  in  mailing  appli- 
cations to  this  office  before  initiation.  In  no  case,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn,  has  this  rule  been  neglected.  I  have  a  system  whereby  I 
am  able  to  ascertain  the  failures  of  any  chapter  to  report  the  initiations 
promptly  to  this  office. 

Since  the  Chicago  Congress  I  have  received  and  approved  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  applications  for  initiation. 

From  1898  to  1900  this  Province  contained  seven  chapters  and  initiated 
eighty- four  men.  From  1900  to  1902  the  Province  contained  eight  chapters 
and  initiated  one  hudred  and  ten  men.  It  will  be  noticed  that  during  the 
past  two  years  we  have  made  a  gain  of  fifty  initiates  over  two  years  ago, 
and  seventy-six  over  four  years  ago. 
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The  active  membership  of  the  various  chapters  at  the  present  time 
is  as  follows :

The  Palm  is  doing  a  great  deal  of  good  and  should  be  encouraged  on 
every  hand.  The  active  chapters  should  do  their  utmost  to  have  their 
alumni  subcribe  for  the  Palm.  This  not  only  aids  the  Palm  from  a 
financial  point  of  view,  but  it  keeps  the  alumni  in  closer  touch  with  the 
chapters. 

I  believe,  where  possible,  that  it  is  advisable  to  hold  provincial  con- 
claves every  two  years,  the  same  being  held  during  the  years  that  Con- 
gress does  not  meet.  This  could  be  done  to  an  advantage  with  the  small 
provinces,  but  owing  to  the  great  distance  between  the  various  chapters 
in  this  Province,  I  consider  it  inadvisable.  The  Michigan  chapters  have 
held  such  conclaves  for  several  years,  and  great  good  has  been  accomplished 
therefrom. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  chapters  in  my  Province  have  been  so 
widely  scattered,  I  have  been  unable  to  make  a  personal  visit  to  any  of  them 
except  Kansas  Gamma  Mu  and  Illinois  Gamma  Chi. 

At  several  times  rumors  have  reached  this  office  that  applications  would 

be  received  for  charters  from  the and ,  but  no 

formal  application  has  ever  been  made.  In  this  connection  I  might  state 
that  there  are  several  good  institutions  in  the  Northwest  which  would 
pay  us  to  investigate.  Other  fraternities  are  rapidly  entering  these  insti- 
tutions, and  if  we  are  to  enter  them  at  all,  now  is  the  time.  I  trust  that 
every  member  of  the  Fraternity  will  do  what  he  can  to  assist  us  in  gaining 
a  foothold  in  that  section  of  the  country. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  various  chapters  for 
their  co-operation  and  unfailing  courtesy.  With  a  few  exceptions,  I  have 
received  prompt  responses  to  all  inquiries,  which  in  itself  has  greatly  aided 
me  in  carrying  on  my  work.  In  closing  my  work  as  Provincial  Chief 
for  Province  Three,  I  feel  assured  that  the  many  friendships  formed  in 
the  work  will  be  cherished  by  me  as  long  as  I  live-  \ 

PROVINCE  IV. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  I  invite  the  attention  of  the 
general  Fraternity  to  the  steady  progress  that  each  and  every  one  of  the 
five  New  England  chapters  has  made  to  the  goal  of  full  health  and  pros- 
perity. In  at  least  one  case  this  advance  has  been  against  many  odds 
and  difficulties,  but  on  that  account  it  has  been  all  the  more  gratifying. 
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(Here  followed  the  detailed  account  of  each  chapter  which  showed 
such  a  splendid  condition  of  all  that  the  editor  would  have  liked  to  give 
it  entire.) 

In  her  biennial  report  Beta  Upsilon  makes  this  pertinent  suggestion: 
"We  would  suggest  that  some  means  might  be  provided  whereby  the 
Provincial  Chief  could  make  an  annual  visit  to  the  chapters  in  his  Province. 
We  have  received  but  one  visit  from  a  Provincial  Chief  (Brother  Merrill) 
in  three  years,~  but  the  amount  of  good  that  that  one  visit  did  us  was  so 
great  that  we  hope  the  visits  will  be  more  often."  With  this  view  I  am 
entirely  in  accord. 

Very  pleasant  has  been  the  relation  existing  between  the  various 
chapters  of  this  Province.  The  exchange  of  brotherly  attention  is  natu- 
rally greater  than  it  could  be  were  the  chapters  scattered  over  a  wider 
area.  The  usual  meeting  place  has  been  at  the  banquet  table.  Vermont 
men  speak  with  delight  of  the  biennial  celebration  at  Brown.  Brown  men 
are  equally  enthusiastic  over  the  entertainment  extended  to  them  by  the 
brothers  at  Tufts,  while  the  Tufts'  brothers  in  turn  have  many  pleasant 
stories  to  tell  of  Maine  hospitality.  Between  the  Maine  chapters  a  friendly 
intimacy  has  always  existed.  Each  sends  a  contingent  to  the  annual  ini- 
tiation of  the  other,  and  Beta  Upsilon  men  were  prompt  to  rally  to  the 
assistance  of  Gamma  Alpha  in  her  hour  of  need. 

The  chapters  of  the  Province  are  variously  housed.  Gamma  Delta 
tells  of  her  recent  change  of  lodge  room.  This  chapter,  like  that  of  Colby, 
has  no  thoughts  of  a  house.  Beta  Zeta,  on  the  other  hand,  thinks  of  build- 
ing or  of  buying,  and  her  alumni  have  already  promised  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  new  home.  Gamma  Beta  occupies  a  house  where  all  the 
members  take  their  meals,  and  are  thus  brought  into  daily  association  with 
one  another.  As  has  been  already  said.  Beta  Upsilon  hopes  sometime  to 
exchange  her  present  tenancy  for  full  ownership  of  a  chapter  house,  and 
submits  her  plan  of  acquiring  a  permanent  home: 

"The  members  of  each  graduating  class,  and  all  others  on  leaving  col- 
lege, beginning  with  the  class  of  1903,  as  well  as  all  the  alumni  of  the  chap- 
ter, sign  a  series  of  ten  notes  for  not  less  than  five  dollars  each,  payable 
one  each  year,  or  before  if  the  subscriber  see  fit  to  do  so,  until  the  entire 
series  be  cancelled.  A  failure  of  any  class  to  follow  out  this  plan  releases 
the  signers  of  previous  series  from  all  liability  as  regards  all  unpaid  notes, 
and  all  money  paid  in  shall  be  returned  to  the  subscribers  or  signers  if 
so  desired.  All  notes  shall  be  non-negotiable,  and  all  unpaid  notes  of  a 
deceased  brother  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  treasurer,  thereby  releasing  his 
estate  from  all  liability  as  regards  them."     *     *    * 

Gamma  Delta  desires  to  assume  the  roll  of  sponsor  to  a  new  chapter. 
Her  delegate  writes  as  follows :  "There  is  one  project  that  we  are  so 
vitally  interested  in  that  I  wish  to  mention  it  here.     That  is  the  society  in 

which  desires  a  chapter.     Three  of  our  chapters,  of 

whom  I  am  one,  have  lived  in  all  our  lives,  and  are  thoroughly 
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acquainted  with  the  institution  and  with  the  possibilities  of  a  chapter  there. 
We  have  met  all  the  men  in  this  society  and  can  recommend  them  very 
highly  confident  that  they  will  honor  us.  The  New  England  chapters  would, 
I  believe,  be  glad  of  an  addition  to  their  number,  and  could  advise  and 
help  in  many  ways  if  a  charter  were  to  be  granted  there-"     The  Provincial 

Chief  has  had  no  recent  opportunity  of  visiting ,  but  he  has  been 

very  much  impressed  not  only  by  the  enthusiastic  recommendation  of  the 
brothers  at  Brown,  but  also  by  the  delightful  letters  that  he  has  received 
from  members  of  the  society  under  consideration.  It  is  his  present  opinion 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  would  make  no  mistake  in  granting  the  desired 
charter.  From  a  society  at  another  New  England  institution  the  Provincial 
Chief  has  received  many  letters,  but  in  this  case  he  thinks  it  wise  to 
make  no  recommendation.

PROVINCE  V. 

Inasmuch  as  each  chapter  makes  a  report  to  this  Congress  and  detailed 
reports  are  also  in  the  hands  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  I  deem  it  un- 
necessary to  make  any  analysis  of  the  conditions  of  the  chapters  in  the 
Province  further  than  the  following  tabulated  statement:

There  have  been  a  total  of  119  initiates  since  the  last  Congress  in  this 
Province,  and  altogether  the  chapters  can  claim  828  initiates  since  their 
birth. 

Until  recently  but  one  chapter  owned  a  house,  but  through  the  per- 
sistent determination  of  the  members  of  Pa.  Alpha  Upsilon,  they  have  al- 
most completed  an  edifice  at  an  expense  of  almost  six  thousand  dollars. 

Every  chapter  in  the  Province,  with  but  one  exception,  either  owns  or 
rents  a  house. 

While  regular  reports  are  not  sent  to  the  Provincial  Chief  by  the 
alumni   associations    in   the   same   manner   in   which   the    Chapters    send 
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them,  from  all  which  this  office  can  learn  the  Fraternity  has  reason  to  feel 
proud  of  the  work  of  its  alumni  associations  in  this  Province.  The  dele- 
gates will  doubtlessly  be  able  to  see  for  themselves  what  the  activities  of  the 
New  York  Alumni  Association  amount  to.  This  Association  has  held  an 
annual  banquet  for  a  number  of  years  and  has  made  a  systematic  effort 
to  strengthen  the  Fraternity  whenever  any  weak  spots  developed.  The  as- 
sociations at  Pittsburg  and  Allentown,  while  they  may  not  be  doing  the  con- 
tinuous active  work  which  the  loyal  brothers  of  New  York  have  laid  out 
for  themselves,  are  likewise  acquitting  themselves  well.  During  the  two 
years  which  have  elapsed  since  the  last  Congress,  the  Provincial  Chief 
wrote  234  letters,  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  copy,  besides  sending 
out  many  blanks  of  all  kinds  and  many  other  communications. 

If  permitted  by  the  Fraternity  there  would  be  room  for  a  reasonable 
amount  of  expansion  in  the  Province.  At  the  present  time  there  is  such 
a  movement  on  foot  and  the  Fraternity  will  shortly  be  called  upon  to  vote 

upon  an  application  from .    It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  application 

will  be  given  the  attention  it  deserves,  as  the  opportnunity  appears  to  be 
exceptionable  in  many  ways. 

While,  of  course,  a  Chapter  treasury  is  not  supposed  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  funds,  still  the  balances  shown  to  be  carried  by  the 
Chapters  are  entirely  too  low  to  comport  with  good  and  safe  housekeep- 
ing. Some  of  the  Chapters  are  not  making  the  number  of  initiations  they 
should.  While  initiations  are  not  the  sole  index  of  a  chapter's  strength,  at 
the  same  time  a  proper  number  of  them  indicate  zealousness,  growth,  and 
activity. 

I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  is  not  a  delinquent  chapter 
in  the  Province,  as  every  chapter  has  a  complete  and  clear  record  with  the 
Fraternity, 

The  records  of  this  department  have  been  kept  up  to  date  and  with 
the  exception  of  some  finishing  touches  are  ready  to  hand  over  to  my  suc- 
cessor. 

As  a  whole,  I  think  the  Fraternity  can  be  congratulated  upon" the  Chap- 
ters comprising  this  Province  both  as  entities  and  individuals. 

During  the  time  in  which  I  have  been  the  incumbent  of  this  office,  a 
period  of  over  three  years,  my  relations  with  all  dealing  therewith  have 
been  most  kind  and  friendly.  The  time  has  now  come  when  it  is  my  duty 
to  surrender  the  office  and  I  now  lay  down  its  burdens.  In  doing  so  I  de- 
sire to  thank  all  who  have  aided  and  assisted  me  during  this  period  of  time. 
Although  the  position  was  by  no  means  a  sinecure,  I  have,  through  it,  kept 
many  old  friends  and  made  some  new  ones  during  these  three  years  and 
they  serve  materially  to  draw  me  nearer  to  those  college  days  of  my  own 
which  are  but  too  rapidly  becoming  naught  but  misty  memories. 
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PROVINCE  VI. 

In  my  opinion  nothing  has  brought  the  men  of  Virginia  Delta  so  closely 
together  as  their  united  effort  to  build  a  chapter-house  at  the  University. 
In  1900  they  bought  a  large  lot  near  the  University  grounds  at  a  cost  of 
$1,000.00,  and  all  of  the  brothers  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  to  pay  for 
it.  At  the  same  time  they  secured  from  the  Virginia  Legislature  a  Charter 
duly  incorporating  the  Chapter  so  that  it  would  have  a  legal  existence  and 
be  capable  of  holding  the  legal  title  to  the  chapter-house  property,  and  on 
the  first  of  January,  1905,  they  expect  to  pay  the  last  bond  for  the  deferred 
payments  of  purchase  money. 

I  paid  an  official  visit  to  the  chapter  in  November  of  this  year  (1904) 
and  was  received  and  entertained  with  that  generous  hospitality  so  char- 
acteristic of  Virginia  generally,  more  especially  of  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia,  and  it  is  useless  to  say  that  I  had  a  most  pleasant  visit. 

North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta  is  the  only  chapter  in  Province  VI.  that 
owns  a  chapter-house  of  its  own  free  and  clear  of  all  encumbrances,  and  it 
deserves  great  credit  in  this  regard,  for  the  chapter  has  only  ten  or  twelve 
active  members.  It  was  by  untiring  work  among  her  alumni  that  this  small 
band  of  brothers  raised  the  necessary  capital  for  their  home. 

North  Carolina  Chi  has  only  eight  active  members  this  year,  but  ex- 
pects to  initiate  several  new  men  during  the  winter.  None  of  the  other 
fraternity  chapters  have  a  larger  roll  of  active  members  than  ours,  and 
none  of  them  rank  as  high  as  ours  in  the  quality  of  men.  North  Caro- 
lina Chi  stands  well  on  the  books  of  our  W.  G.  K.  E.  and  is  more  regular 
than  any  other  chapter  in  Province  VL  in  paying  Palm  dues. 

We  have  only  one  South  Carolina  chapter,  and  this  is  Beta  Chi,  lo- 
cated at  the  College  of  Charleston.  It  has  eight  active  members  this  year, 
and  will  probably  initiate  two  more  during  the  present  session.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  chapter  take  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  general  fra- 
ternity, and  I  take  pleasure  in  complimenting  them  on  their  promptness  in 
answering  official  communications  and  their  regularity  in  sending  in  their 
chapter-letters  to  the  Palm.

PROVINCE  VII.      . 

I  will  not  touch  upon  conditions  in  the  several  chapters.  Th'ey  will  be 
dealt  with  sufficiently  in  the  reports  from  the  chapters  themselves.  It  is 
enough  for  me  to  say  that  each  chapter  has'  had  its  due  share  of  successes 
and  of  honors  of  every  kind,  and  has  had  its  problems  to  meet  and  diffi- 
culties to  overcome,  and  has  encountered  every  experience  with  commend- 
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able  spirit.  The  term  of  service  has  been  one  of  sincerest  pleasure  to  me. 
It  has  brought  me  into  close  touch  with  a  magnificent  class  of  students  in 
our  Ohio  colleges.  If  I  have  been  able  to  give  them  even  a  small  return 
for  the  pleasure  and  benefit  I  have  derived  from  the  associations  with  them, 
I  am  happy  in  the  knowledge  of  the  fact. 

We  have  tried  to  make  the  two  years  stand  for  greater  emphasis  on  and 
efficiency  in  the  Secret  work  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  Ritual.  The  good 
effects  have  been  evident.  Every  chapter  has  improved,  two  or  three  of 
them  wonderfully,  in  these  important  elements.  Several  of  the  chapters 
have  adopted  the  suggestion  of  having  a  regular  "Initiation  Team,"  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  officiate  at  all  initiations. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  all  the  chapters  of 
this  province  were  regularly  visited  by  me  once  during  the  term  of  ap- 
pointment. These  visits  were  made  in  the  fall  of  1903,  and  after  regular 
appointment  had  been  made  with  each  chapter.  All  the  features  of  fra- 
ternity life  and  chapter  methods  were  very  carefully  inquired  into,  ques- 
tions asked  and  answered  so  far  as  possible,  and  suggestions  made  and  re- 
ceived. Especial  attention  was  paid  to  the  financial  methods  of  each  chap- 
ter, and  to  their  manner  of  conducting  the  initiation,  and  familiarizing  them- 
selves with  the  secret  work. 

Ohio  takes  especial  pride  in  the  Cleveland  Alumni  Association.  The 
spirit  of  loyalty  there  is  an  inspiration  to  all  the  chapters.  For  fifteen  years 
the  Ohio  chapters  have  been  meeting  annually,  about  the  last  of  February, 
in  State  Conclave.  With  the  introduction  of  the  Provincial  System,  Ohio 
found  herself  already  well  organized.  The  Conclaves  have  been  continued, 
under  the  name  of  Provincial  Conclaves.  Last  year  we  met  at  Wooster, 
with  an  attendance  of  almost  100  active  men  and  alumni.  It  seemed  much 
like  a  rather  well-developed  young  Congress.  The  meetings  are  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  many  local  and  general  problems,  for  the  benefits  of 
mutual  acquaintance.  Ohio  has  derived  incalculable  good  from  these  Con- 
claves. Each  chapter  is  host  once  in  six  years.  Every  member  gets  to  at- 
tend at  least  one  of  them.  And  the  result  is,  that  the  fraternity  idea  in 
Ohio  is  always  larger  than  the  local  chapter.  We  wish  to  commend  the  plan 
very  heartily  to  our  sister  provinces,  where  practicable  for  them.  I  believe 
the  active  men  ought  to  have  some  more  direct  rsponsibility  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  general  fraternity  expenses.  As  it  is,  the  only  funds  paid  to 
the  Fraternity  are  the  first  fees  of  the  initiates.  A  small  annual  tax 
would  not  be  much  of  a  burden,  and  it  would  be  of  financial  value  to  the 
Fraternity  and  moral  value  to  the  men.  This  might  make  it  possible  for 
the  subscription  rate  of  the  Palm  to  be  reduced  to  $1.00,  which,  in  turn, 
would  doubtless  increase  very  greatly  the  number  of  alumni  subscribers.  As 
a  third  feature,  we  would  suggest  that  some  arrangement  be  made  whereby 
a  part,  at  least,  of  the  chapter  delegate's  expenses  to  Congress  would  be 
met  from  this  fund.  Congress  is  our  highest  legislative  body,  and 
it  ought  to  be  possible  for  the  Fraternity  to  bear  part  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Chapter's  members  to  it. 
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As  a  Province,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  services  and  rare  worth  of  the  Grand  Officers  who  have  given 
themselves  so  unstintedly  to  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity  during  the  past 
two  years.  We  wish  also  to  mention  our  high  estimation  of  the  present 
management  of  the  Palm,  and  the  result  of  their  labors.  We  are  all  an- 
ticipating with  great  pleasure  the  advent  of  the  long-looked-for  Song  Book. 
Let  me  return  my  gratitude  to  the  chapters  in  Province  VII  for  the 
support  and  fidelity  they  have  shown  to  me.  No  one  chapter  has  been  be- 
hind any  other  in  this. 


PROVINCE  VIII. 

The  present  Chief  was  elected  November  20,  1904,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Bro.  Geo.  C.  Trawick.  Owing  to  the  lack  of 
time,  as  well  as  of  experience,  this  report  will  necessarily  be  almost  en- 
tirely based  upon  the  reports  of  the  different  chapters. 

Tenn.  Omega  easily  maintains  her  place  as  one  of  the  banner  Chap- 
ters of  the  Fraternity.  Situated  in  a  college  with  a  matriculation  of  over 
500  men,  this  year,  as  in  past  years,  Tenn.  Omega  numbers  among  her 
members  leaders  in  all  branches  of  college  life. 

Added  to  her  wealth  of  college  honors  is  one  of  the  prettiest  chapter 
houses  in  the  South,  owned  and  paid  for  by  the  Chapter. 

This  Chapter,  full  of  Alpha  Tau  spirit  as  it  is,  rich  in  the  glorious 
men  it  has  produced,  has  been  strangly  remiss,  I  understand  from  Bro. 
Trawick,  as  well  as  have  experienced  myself,  in  answering  letters  and  at- 
tending to  communications  from  the  general  Fraternity. 

Tenn.  Beta  Tau,  while  it  has  always  been  recognized  as  a  leading  fra- 
ternity in  its  college,  within  the  past  two  years  has  spread  out,  and  is  as 
worthily  represented  on  the  athletic  field  as  in  the  classroom.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  consistent  chapters  in  the  Province,  keeping  free  from  debt,  and 
attending  promptly  to  all  communications. 

Tenn.  Alpha  Tau  was  accorded  the  honor  of  being  the  banner  chapter 
of  Province  VIII  at  the  Chicago  Congress,  and  by  its  record  during  the 
past  two  years  merits  a  repetition  of  that  honor.  Situated  in  a  school  with 
a  matriculation  of  only  80  men, — 40  of  whom  are  fraternity  men, — with  a 
chapter  enrollment  of  9  men,  for  the  past  two  years,  Tenn.  Alpha  Tau  has 
won  every  academic  honor,  has  been  represented  in  every  collegiate  debate, 
represented  the  state  in  the  Inter-State  oratorical  contest,  and  last, 
but  not  least,  is  prompt  and  to  the  point  in  answering  all  communications 
and  attending  to  all  official  business. 

Tenn.  Pi  is  the  baby  chapter  in  Tennessee.  No  written  or  printed  re- 
port has  been  received  from  this  chapter.  From  outside  sources  I  learn 
that  the  chapter  is  considered  a  strong  one,  has  the  respect  of  the  faculty 
and  student  body;  that  its  prospects  are  bright,  and  while  in  number  it  is 
small,  in  quality  it  is  well  up  to  the  Alpha  Tau  standard. 
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Tenn.  Beta  Pi :  Some  years  ago  this  chapter  suffered  a  loss  of  twelve 
of  its  men  by  graduation,  all  of  whom  were  leaders  in  college.  From  this 
blow  the  chapter  has  been  recovering  year  by  year,  and  is  now  well  on  the 
way  to  the  position  formerly  occupied.  From  personal  observation  I  know 
that  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  successful  for  Beta  Pi  since  1897. 

The  chapters  in  the  Province  have  all  shown  an  improvement  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  Province  VIII  was  never  in  better  condition. 

The  conditions  at  University  within  the  past  two  years 

have  materially  changed.  Its  enrollment  has  almost  doubled ;  a  medical  de- 
partment has  ben  added;  leading  educators  employed;  its  president  is  a 

young,   energetic,   wealthy  man,   and  bids  fair  in  the  near 

future  to  rank  with  any  of  the  Southern  colleges.  In  the  olden  days  nine- 
tenths  of  the  fraternity  men  were  one-year  men.  This  was  directly  the 
cause  of  the  decease  of  Tenn.  .  While  not  recommending  the  re- 
establishment  of  our  chapter  there,  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that 
some  steps  be  taken  to  look  into  the  matter. 

Owing  to  the  comparative  accessibility  of  all  the  chapters  in  this  Prov- 
ince, I  would  recommend  that  some  steps  be  taken  by  the  Tenn.  delegates 
toward  organizing  a  State  Conclave,  or  at  least  having  a  State  banquet.

The  good  brothers  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association 
evidently  appreciated  fully  the  magical  influence  that  causes  men 
who  are  strangers  and  meet  casually  to  become  good  friends, 
almost  confidants  even,  under  the  spell  of  pipes  and  cigars 
mutually  proffered  and  received.  Therefore,  when  they  decided 
that  the  first  real  opportunity  for  close  acquaintance  among  the 
men  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  who  had  come  from  all  over  this  broad 
land  to  give  each  other  greeting  should  be  at  a  "Smoker,"  they 
well  knew  that  jovial  spirits  who  were  already  anxious  to  become 
better  known  to  one  another,  would  find  it  doubly  easy  to  do  so 
when  introductions  and  handshakes  were  prefaced  and  accom- 
panied with  jolly  songs,  good  stories  and  hearty  laughs,  all  these 
being  wreathed  and  festooned  with  tobacco  smoke. 

And  so  Wednesday  night,  December  28,  must  always  be  re- 
membered most  pleasantly  by  the  men  who  were  gathered  at  Hotel 
Astor,  for  then  it  was  that  all  formalities  were  laid  aside,  and 
every  man  made  it  his  business  to  know  his  neighbor  and  to  be 
known  by  that  neighbor,  and  it  would  have  required  either  a 
crusty  or  a  shrinking  soul  to  fail  to  catch  the  spirit  of  good  fel- 
lowship and  jollity  that  caused  that  hall  to  resound  with  song  and 
laughter  until  it  seemed  as  if  seriousness  and  care  had  no  places  in 
the  minds  of  the  splendid  men  gathered  there.  It  was  the  evident 
purpose  of  the  men  who  were  attending  Congress  for  the  first 
time  to  become  acquainted  with  everybody  else,  and  the  older  men 
who  had  been  fortunate  enough  to  attend  other  Congresses  knew 
how  to  renew  the  acquaintances  of  other  days,  and  yet  to  give  the 
younger  fellows  greetings  so  hearty  as  to  make  them  feel  as  if 
they  had  always  been  acquainted.  So  thoroughly  was  the  spirit 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  predominant  that  a  man  from  Maine  would 
be  seen  fraternizing  with  a  man  from  Texas  as  if  they  were  blood 
brothers  meeting  after  a  long  separation,  rather  than  as  two  men 
who  had  seen  each  other  for  the  first  time  a  few  minutes  or  a  few 
hours  before.  And  the  best  of  it  was  that  so  thoroughly  were  they 
commingled  and  blended  in  good  fellowship  that  one  could  not

even  tell  by  appearance  or  manner  whether  a  man  hailed  from  the 
Pacific  slope,  from  the  hills  of  Tennessee,  from  the  Hoosier  State, 
or  from  the  hills  of  Vermont. 

But  the  mere  mentioning  of  fellowship  and  jollity  would 
hardly  be  worth  the  while  without  telling  a  little  of  the  choice 
spirits  who  gave  of  their  time  and  talent  to  make  ''the  stranger 
within  the  gates  *'feel  entirely  at  his  ease,  and  that  it  was  surpass- 
ingly good  to  be  at  that  meeting. 

Among  the  older  men  were  seen  Brother  Schwartz,  who  is 
very  near  and  dear  to  the  boys  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu,  who  brought 
to  Congress  with  him  his  son,  now  being  trained  in  the  ways  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega ;  and  Brother  T.  A.  Lamb,  who  in  all  the  years 
of  active  business  work,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  busy  career,  has 
lost  not  one  whit  of  his  enthusiasm;  Brother  Fenn,  our  newly 
elected  W.  G.  C,  added  no  little  to  our  pleasure  in  giving  his 
humorous  sketch  of  New  York  and  the  "scrubway,"  and  although 
while  he  was  speaking  few  of  us  had  any  notion  that  he  would 
be  our  next  W.  G.  C.,  yet  the  genuine  good  fellowship  exhibited 
by  him  assures  us  that  he  will  preside  over  us  as  pleasantly  as 
he  will  wisely ;  Brother  Irving  Bacheller  gave  us  a  pleasant  ten 
minutes  with  his  story  of  himself  and  the  Adirondack  guide,  and 
at  its  conclusion  we  were  forced  to  take  issue  with  those  who  de- 
clined to  accept  the  guide's  estimate  of  Brother  Bacheller's  great- 
ness. 

Brother  Ingle  explained  to  us  in  words  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina mountaineer  how  it  was  that  General  Grant's  army  escaped 
entire  destruction,  and  the  brothers  from  the  South  were  especially 
pleased  to  learn  that  according  to  the  mountaineer  only  the  per- 
sonal efforts  of  General  Grant  dissuaded  the  mountaineer  from 
pursuing  his  originally  formed  purpose  of  extermination.

Any  meeting  with  such  jolly  fellows  as  Larkin  Glazebrook, 
Hare,  Fall,  Merrill,  Tupper,  and  others  of  their  kind  who  were  at 
that  meeting,  is  bound  to  be  a  time  of  delightful  and  inspiring 
fellowship  and  intercourse. 

Our  hosts  had  provided  elegant  refreshments,  which  were 
handed  around,  and  they  served  to  refresh  the  inner  man,  which 
was  in  danger  of  exhaustion  from  excessive  physical,  mental,  and 
emotional  excitement  which  had  been  provided  in  such  abundance. 

All  in  all,  it  was  plain  to  us  that  much  of  the  real  fellowship 
and  enjoyment  of  the  Congress  had  its  inception  in  and  dated 
from  this  glorious  meeting,  which  no  description  can  possibly  do 
full  justice  to.

The  wonderful  palace  of  Haroun  al  Raschid,  indeed  the 
whole  dream  of  Arabian  Nights  well  nigh  pales  with  insignifi- 
cance when  compared  with  the  grandeur  and  tangible  beauty 
of  the  Hotel  Astor  in  New  York.  The  red  and  gold  office,  the 
Indian  grill  room,  the  art  room,  the  green  orangerie,  with  its 
many  oranges  and  fountains,  the  Persian  room,  the  olive  ship's 
cabin,  the  gilt  Japanese  reception  room,  the  pink  tea  room,  are  all 
marvels  of  the  decorator's  art.  But  the  gem  of  the  building  is  the 
Banquet  Hall,  with  its  white  marble  columns,  its  white  colonial 
carvings,  its  full  length  mirrors,  its  candle  shaped  lights,  and  its 
white  velvet  draperies — everything  white,  glass,  marble  and  light. 
And  it  was  here  our  nineteenth  annual  banquet  was  held.  The 
room  is  long,  oblong-shaped,  with  massive  white  galleries  sur- 
rounding it,  and  six  colonial  entrances  down  the  long  side.

Then  up  and  down  the  eight 
tables  there  would  run  our  old  slogan,  "Alpha  Tau." 

The  entrance  of  the  ladies  in  the  balcony  caused  prolonged 
applause  and  cheers.  Brother  Glazebrook,  the  beloved,  arose, 
and  with  voice  trembling  with  emotion  proposed  a  toast  to  his 
absent  associate,  who  was  present  in  spirit — Erskine  M.  Ross. 
Then  everybody  cheered  for  Brother  Ross. 

The  waiters  came  in  and  we  all  looked  at  the  menu.     We  had

After  which  reading  everyone  was  glad  he  had  elected  French 
in  his  Freshman  year. 

Then  the  yelling  started  again — and  songs — Alpha  Tan 
Omega  songs — and  Brother  Fall  played  the  piano  and  we  all  sang 
the  "Stein  Song,"  and  "Annie  Moore,"  and  "Brother  Dooley," 
and  "Alpha  Tau,"  and  "Listen  to  the  Band,"  and  "Blue  Bell," 
with  the  glasses  clinking  a  merry  accompaniment.  Then  the 
Pennsylvania  boys  shouted  and  sang  the  songs  of  old  Pennsy 
and  the  other  large  delegations  followed  suit. 
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Telegrams  of  congratulation  were  read  from  Brothers  Gov. 
Heyward,  of  South  Carolina,  Hon.  W.  C.  Fitts,  of  Alabama, 
Bishop  Vincent,  of  Ohio,  and  others.

When  the  feast  was  over  and  all  settled  back  to  enjoy  the 
good  cigars  and  the  toasts,  Brother  Lamar,  the  Toastmaster,  arose 
and  said  in  part: 

This  is  the  highest  tide  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  There  is  something  in 
connection  with  truth  that  wields  a  wonderful  influence,  causing  men  to 
sacrifice  their  lives  and  making  soldiers  whose  valor  is  the  admiration 
of  the  world.  We  in  our  Fraternity  have  that  something  in  addition  to 
Truth.  After  nineteen  years  of  service  in  the  ranks  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
I  know  something  of  the  advantages  of  belonging  to  this  brotherhood. 
We  are  now  sought  in  every  part  of  the  country — we  are  not  to  remain 
in  the  narrow  limits  of  any  State — we  are  going  to  cover  the  Union,  nay, 
going  even  beyond  her  borders,  perhaps. 

The  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  are  the  grandest  principles  in  the 
world.  But  we  have  something  besides  these  glorious  principles,  some- 
thing in  addition  which  we  must  teach  to  our  men.  Something  which  must 
permeate  every  chapter.  Brothers,  after  over  thirty-eight  years,  we  have 
tradition,  and  these  should  be  instilled  more  and  more  into  the  rank  and 
file. 

We  did  not  have  Brother  Glazebrook  with  us  at  the  Chicago  Congress 
but  we  have  him  here  (cheers).  When  he  was  younger  than  any  of  you 
present  he  was  inspired  by  the  Almighty  to  formulate  our  brotherhood. 
His  influence  will  go  on  through  the  ages  and  ages  of  eternity.  It  is  our 
glorious  privilege  to  listen  to  him  once  more. 

Dr.  Glazebrook  was  received  with  cheers  from  everyone  of 
his  sons  in  A.  T.  O.     He  said  in  part: 

My  dear  brothers,  I  never  felt  so  helpless  and  so  hopeless  in  my  life, 
Helpless  in  the  consciousness  that  in  myself  I  am  unworthy  of  the  great 
work  which,  in  the  providence  of  God,  I  have  been  the  humble  instrument 
of  bringing  about,  and  hopeless  in  the  sense  of  expressing  to  you  the 
fullness  of  my  love  and  the  deepness  of  my  gratitude.  I  would  not  insult 
you   with   coming  to   you   with   any   formal   speech.     If   I   ever  must   be 
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natural,  it  must  be  now.  You  have  no  conception  of  the  emotion  of  my 
heart.  Never  did  I  feel  as  I  do  now  the  need  of  Marshall  and  Ross  to 
help  me  bear  great  burdens. 

I  know  one  thing — and  that  is  this — there  can  be  no  failure  where  the 
foundation  principles  are  right.  Our  principles  are  true  enough  to  support 
the  whole  structure  which  may  be  laid  upon  them.  It  is  not  material 
things  that  make  greatness.  The  temples  made  by  hands  are  most  wonder- 
ful, but  the  temple  of  the  soul  is  infinitely  higher.  The  building  of  the 
temporal  is  of  the  earth,  earthy,  but  the  building  of  the  spiritual  is  of  the 
heavens,  heavenly.  Earth  may  pass  away  but  one  thing  is  immortal  and 
shall  never  die,  and  that  is  character,  and  if  you  look  at  our  principles  you 
will  understand  that  the  object  in  view  was  not  temporal,  but  eternal. 
It  was  not  a  question  of  gold,  of  land,  or  high  education — it  was  a  question 
of  the  soul.  Virtue,  Truth,  and  Love — what  has  the  material  to  do  with 
these?  The  man  without  a  house,  the  man  without  a  bond  or  bank 
account  may  possess  them,  and  therefore  be  the  truly  rich  or  the  truly 
great,  and,  though  the  material  should  be  swept  away,  yet  this  man  has  that 
which  gives  him  the  power  to  cling  to  the  skies,  though  the  earth  be 
removed  from  under  his  feet. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  knows  no  section,  because  character  knows  no  sec- 
tion. Alpha  Tau  Omega  knows  no  distinction  of  caste,  because  character 
knows  no  distinction  of  caste.  Alpha,  Tau  Omega  knows  but  one  thing — 
the  man  who  is  true  through  and  through  from  head  to  foot,  and  through 
whose  system  vibrates  the  immortal  principles  of  Virtue,  Truth  and  Love. 
(Applause.) 

Cultivate,  my  brothers,  these  principles.  Incorporate  them  in  your 
spirit.  Then  go  and  lift  men  to  the  high  plane  of  your  own  noble,  grand, 
exalted  endeavor.  When  the  spirit  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  possesses  our 
hearts  and  illuminates  our  visions  our  men  have  secured  the  most  lasting 
reward  given  to  any  man  on  this  side  of  the  grave.  Let  your  purpose  be 
Truth,  your  action  Virtue,  and  your  life  Love,  and  then  go  forward  in 
your  life  work  and  accomplish  the  reward  of  a  true  and  noble  existence. 
(Prolonged  applause.) 

According  to  the  custom  of  the  Fraternity  the  Toastmaster 
announced  the  next  toast  a  "Silent  Toast  to  Our  Immortal  Dead." 
Brother  Larkin  Glazebrook,  the  W.  G.  K.  A.,  then  read  the  list 
of  the  brothers  who,  since  our  last  Congress,  have  passed  into 
the  Great  Beyond.  This  silent  toast  was  given  by  all  present 
with  aching  hearts,  for  scarcely  one  chapter  in  our  Brotherhood 
has  not  had  its  hall  draped  with  the  mourning  symbol  during 
the  last  two  years. 
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Brother  Lamar  then  introduced  Brother  Nathaniel  Wiley 
Thomas,  Ph.  D.,  who  spoke  on  "The  Crossing  of  Mason's  and 
Dixon's  Line  and  Our  Victories." 

Brother  Thomas  said  Brother  Stokes  of  Virginia  Delta 
crossed  the  line,  and  later  I  organized  Alpha  Iota,  then  Alpha  Pi, 
Alpha  Rho,  and  Alpha  Upsilon. 

Then  Brother  Shives  opened  the  West,  where  yet  Alpha  Tau  must  | 
be  up  and  doing  or  she  will  be  out  of  the  race.     Today  our  applications  | 
for  permission  to  establish  chapters  are  one  of  our  greatest  problems,  as   \ 
well  as  the  proudest  of  our  victories.     I  believe  in  enlargement.     It  must     ' 
needs  be  that  we  throw  around  our  temples  a  certain  wall  of  seclusion  that 
our  sacred  things  should  not  be  despoiled,  but  we  know  that  we  must 
help  mankind.     Let  us  know  no  North,  South,  East,  or  West,  but,  lifted 
above  prejudice,  see  spread  out  on  our  horizon  the  magic  words  "Alpha 
Tau  Omega." 

Brother  Frank  Andrews  Fall,  of  the  New  York  Alumni 
Association,  was  then  introduced  and  he  responded  to  the  toast 
"The  Nineteenth  Congress."  He  expressed  the  appreciation  of 
the  New  York  Alumni  Association,  and  said  that  the  delegates 
had  now  been  long  enough  in  good  little  old  New  York  to  have 
a  touch  of  Manhattanitis,  and  quoted  some  bits  of  poetry  to 
prove  that  if  we  had  we  would  never  get  over  it. 

You  may  find  yourself  in  Hongkong  or  the  Isles  of  Caliwump, 

Lying  dreaming  in  a  hammock  by  the  shady  mango  clump; 

But  one  day  you'll  get  the  fever  that's  been  slumbering  in  your  veins, 

And  you'll  hear  dear,  old  familiar  sounds  a-humming  through  your  brains. 

"Ring-a-ring ?  was  that  a  telephone? 

"Clang!  Clang!"  was  that  a  fire? 
"All  stashuns!"     "Mine's  a  highball!" 

Then  "Hello !      Just  hold  the  wire." 
Can't  resist  it.     So  there!     You  get  back  to  where  the  light  is — 
You  gay  Rialto  moth — for  you've  got  Manhattanitis. 

Everyone  was  given  a  cordial  invitation  to  stay  a  few  days 
longer  in  New  York,  and  take  in  the  many  sights  of  the  town, 
including  Columbia  University,  the  Riverside  drive,  Miss  Ely's 
select  school  for  girls,  and  the  new  "Scrubway."  "We  hope  that

Unpar- 
alleled clubbing  offers  with  the  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  can  be  announced, 
by  which  if  you  will  take  and  read  the  Journal  the  Palm  will  be  given 
you  free.  Bro.  Page  will  shortly  offer  the  World's  Work  to  club  raisers 
of  five,     (Of  course  you  get  that  kind  of  'work'  if  you  ge.t  the  Palm). 

The  N.  Y.  Tribune,  while  not  yet  heard  from,  it  is  confidently  believed 
will  get  into  the  band  wagon,  and  will  throw  itself  at  you  without  any 
charge.  The  circulation  has  soared  beyond  bounds,  and  ad  "rates  will 
now  be  doubled.  But,  on  account  of  Mr.  Lawson  and  his  articles,  the 
trusts  have  withdrawn  all  advertising  patronage,  and  we  have  had  to 
advance  in  price  from  10  to  15  cents.  Everybody's  Magazine,  all  Alpha 
Tau's  magazine — we  want  you  in  on  the  ground  floor  before  further  ad- 
vances are  made.

has  become.  Noble  she  was  before,  and  with  aims  and  ideals  unusual 
among  college  fraternities — thoroughly  national  also,  she  is  now,  and  the 
Palm  must  be  typical  of  her. 

Brother  Frank  J.  Meldram,  of  Purdue  University,  responded 
to  the  toast  ''The  Hoosier  Infant,"  and  brought  greetings  form 
our  baby  chapter,  which  made  its  initial  appearance  in  the  fra- 
ternity world,  nursed  by  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta,  on  November  25, 
1904. 

Following  the  regular  program  of  toasts  were  more  frater- 
nity songs,  and  then  impromptu  toasts  by  Bro.  Griffin,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association,  whose  speech  is 
given  in  part  on  a  following  page,  and  then  followed  Brother 
Fenn,  the  new  Worthy  Grand  Chief  of  the  Fraternity,  Brother 
Capt.  Ayers,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  who  entertained  us  with  stories 
of  Filipino  life,  Bro.  Geo.  M.  Hosack,  Bros.  N.  F.  Merrill,  Sheer, 
Folks,  and  Bolton. 

Then,  as  it  were  with  linked  hands  and  linked  hearts,  the 
brothers  sang  the  familiar  song,  ''Auld  Lang  Syne,"  and  eyes  be- 
came moistened  and  minds  solemn  as  the  Nineteenth  Biennial 
Banquet  came  to  an  end.

Brother  Green  said  in  part : 

My  Brothers :  As  the  responses  thus  far  listened  to  have  been  in  the 
lighter  vein,  principles  of  the  order,  memory  of  the  dead,  I  propose  to 
deal  vi^ith  mine  with  gravity  and  solemnity.  These  anniversaries,  Christ- 
mas and  New  Year's  Day,  and  the  biennial  recurrence  of  our  meeting, 
have  their  deep  significance,  their  serious  side.  Looking  back  a  year  we 
see  many  things  done  that  could  have  been  done  better,  or  that  would  have 
been  better  omitted,  many  things  to  regret.  We  miss  forms  and  faces 
that  used  to  contribute  towards  our  happiness,  now  no  longer  with  us. 
I  am  grateful  to  the  committee  for  assigning  me  so  wide  a  subject.  It 
goes  from  New  York  to  Pekin  and  from  the  Duckpond  Academy  to 
Harvard.  Why  a  comparison  between  two  hostelries  should  have  been 
deemed  necessary,  in  addition.  Brothers  Lamar  and  Glazebrook  probably 
know.  The  subject  was  wide  enough  without  that  to  satisfy  Bucephalus 
as  a  field  to  prance  around  in.  As  to  the  commercial  features  of  the 
toast,  let's  consider  New  York  as  typical.  Her  shield  should  be  painted 
red,  triumphant,  glorious,  chesty — walking  about  as  who  should  say,  I 
am  it.  Let's  put  a  Dutch  cheese  flanked  by  a  wicker  bottle  of  gin,  and 
pipes,  at  the  top.  On  the  lower  right  hand  side,  a  Dutchman  on  the  bank 
of  the  Hudson,  trading  with  the  Indians  for  fur,  with  his  foot  for  a  weight, 
and  the  red  man  looking  on  in  wonder,  and  by  parenthesis  it  may  be  ob- 
served that  New  York  has  been  putting  his  foot  in  it  ever  since,  "while 
all  the  world  wondered."  Hence,  we  have  our  Astors,  double  Astors, 
Astorias,  Asteroids,  Asterisks,  and  sic  iter  ad  astra.  On  the  lower  left 
of  the  shield  would  be  Transportation,  the  old  square  rigged  bark,  and  the 
"liner,"  the  stage  coach  and  the  underground,  overhead  and  surface  elec- 
tric car.  At  the  foot  a  palatial  structure,  marked  Stock  Exchange,  with 
the  legend,  "Who  enters  here  leaves  hope  behind."  As  to  houses  of 
entertainment,  nothing  more  sharply  illustrates  the  difference  between 
ancient  and  modem  times  in  the  way  of  luxurious  living  than  the  hotel 
we  are  now  honoring  and  the  ancient  tavern  or  coach-stand,  relay-house  of 
a  century  back.  The  Parish  House,  as  it  was  called,  was  located  in  my 
town  of  Charlottesville,  but  has  passed  with  the  Dodo.  Now  we  have  the 
Alhambra.  I  hear  derisive  laughter,  but  I  repeat,  the  Alhambra.  As  its 
name  indicates,  its  architecture  is  Moorish,  its  whole  effect  is  Moorish; 
sable  servitors  glide  about  to  do  your  bidding,  and  you  might  expect 
Aladdin  or  Othello  to  appear  in  any  doorway.     Of  the  life  of  the  place. 
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I  will  tell  you  two  short  stories,  as  this  is  often  the  best  method  of  im- 
pressing an  abstruse  proposition  upon  the  mind  of  the  young.

Bro.  Gififin  responded  in  part  as  follows : 

As  I  stand  here  before  you  tonight  and  see  a  brother  from  California 
sitting  side  by  side  with  a  brother  from  Massachusetts,  and  a  brother  from 
Michigan  sitting  side  by  side  with  a  brother  from  Louisiana,  and  brothers 
from  thirty  and  odd  states  gathered  about  this  board,  I  feel  more  forcibly 
than  ever  before,  that,  as  Brother  Thomas  has  just  said.  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
is  indeed  a  national  Fraternity,  which  knows  no  North,  no  South,  no 
East,  no  West,  but  one  grand  country;  and  when  I  look  back  and  consider 
the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  conceived  and  brought  into  being, 
how  from  the  ashes  of  "the  lost  cause,"  under  the  sunny  skies  of  Dixie, 
where  brother  had  taken  up  arms  against  brother,  and  whose  soil  had  been 
drenched  with  the  blood  of  the  flower  of  our  country,  who  had  striven  for 
what  each  believed  was  right,  there  arose  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  conceived  in 
love,  born  with  a  purpose,  and  dedicated  to  the  brotherhood  of  man, 
bearing  upon  its  shield,  not  the  bloody  symbols  of  war,  but  the  clasped 
hands,  emblematic  of  peace,  and  the  motto  "virtue,  truth  and  love;"  and 
when  I  think  that  to  our  Fraternity  is  due  some  of  the  honor,  some  of  the 
glory,  and  some  of  the  credit  of  making  from  a  land  rent  asunder  by  the 
ravages  of  a  cruel  war,  a  reunited  country,  I  feel  that  there  can  be  few 
honors  greater  than  that  of  being  an  Alpha  Tau,  and,  without  in  the  least 
detracting  from,  or  lessening,  the  love  which  we  all  bear  to  our  revered 
founder  and  his  associates,  I  am  forced  to  think  that  they  builded  better 
than  they  knew- 

To  you  delegates  from  the  active  chapters  and  you  undergraduates 
let  me  say  that  the  benefit  you  will  derive  from  your  Fraternity  will  de- 
pend directly  upon  how  much  of  your  time,  your  energy  and  your  efforts 
you  devote  to  it.  The  most  of  you  are  nearing  the  end  of  your  college  life ; 
you  are  in  the  midst  of  the  happiest  of  days,  to  which  you  will  look  back 
adown  the  dim  vista  of  the  years  with  the  fondest  of  recollections ;  you 
are  making  friendships  that  will  last  forever;  you  are  on  the  sunny  slope 
of  life,  with  hope  for  a  companion,  and  with  the  world  before  you;  you 
feel  that  there  is  no  obstacle  too  great  to  surmount.  Do  not,  I  beg  of  you, 
in  the  turmoil  and  the  strife  of  the  coming  years,  leave  behind  you  with 
your  college  classroom,  your  Fraternity. 

In  this  regard,  let  me  urge  upon  you  to  wear  your  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
pin;  to  wear  it  always,  in  the  place  where  it  belongs,  near  your  heart.  It 
is  the  most  beautiful  of  emblems;  its  four  arms  reach  out  over  the  four 
comers  of  the  earth;  they  embrace  men  of  all  sections,  of  all  political 
creeds,  and  of  all  religious  beliefs,  and  on  it  are  emblazoned  the  characters 
emblematic  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  our  Fraternity — principles  which 
are  eternal. 
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SOME  CONGRESS  COMMENT.

The  possession  of  the  Congress  photograph  will  be  an  added 
pleasure  as  the  years  roll  by.  Every  delegate  and  visitor  should 
get  a  copy,  and  the  photographer's  address  is  "The  Byron  Co., 
1260  Broadway,  N.  Y."  ;  the  price  is  $1.25,  postpaid,  and  it  is  an 
excellent  picture.  The  half-tone  frontispiece  of  the  Palm  is 
very  good,  but  can  not  of  course  compare  with  the  original  photo. 

The  debate  on  the  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  question  shows  that  the 
Fraternity  is  not  yet  ready  for  any  law  on  the  subject.  Our  High 
Council's  recommendation  that  no  Alpha  Tau  should  divide  his 
allegiance  with  any  other  fraternity  using  Greek  letters  brought 
forth  the  statement  from  Bro.  Hare,  who  is  one  of  the  national 
officers  of  0  N  E,  that  it  was  positively  not  a  fraternity.  Kappa 
Sigma,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  and  Kappa  Alpha  (  ?)  have  placed  the 
ban  upon  this  society,  rightly  or  wrongly,  and  the  question  will 
very  probably  come  up  again  at  future  Congresses  for  us  to  deal 
with.  The  editor  confesses  that  he  is  at  sea  as  to  the  society, 
having  had  no  acquaintance  with  it,  and  having  left  his  own 
Alma  Mater  before  0  N  E  became  of  national  importance.  Op- 
portunity will  be  given  in  the  future  for  a  discussion  of  it  in  the 
pages  of  the  Palm. 

Fraternity  Jeweler  Auld,  with  customary  enterprise,  had  his 
representative  on  the  ground  from  the  first  day,  and  with  a  liberal 
supply  of  souvenir  buttons  that  were  very  neat  and  pretty.  Pett- 
ing, of  Baltimore,  also  sent  over  a  package  of  neat  buttons,  and 
these  reached  us  the  second  day,  but  in  plenty  of  time  for  us 
all  to  want  one  apiece.  Auld's  handsome  diamond  badge  was 
won  by  Bro.  Geo.  E.  K.  Guth,  of  Pa.  Alpha  Iota  chapter,  and 
the  possessor  of  such  a  beautiful  Maltese  cross  deserves  congratu- 
lation. With  the  editor's  customary  luck  he  only  missed  drawing 
it  by  not  more  than  forty  numbers. 

It  was  the  regret  of  Congress  that  Bro.  W.  W.  Moss,  of  the 
local  alumni,  could  not  see  the  result  of  his  labor,  and  was  de- 
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prived  by  a  sudden  attack  of  sickness  of  the  privilege  of  enjoying 
the  meetings;  we  were  told  by  local  brothers  that  to  him  more 
than  to  any  one  else  was  due  the  fine  financial  way  in  which  our 

hosts  handled  the  entertaining.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to 
all  that  Congress  at  one  of  its  sessions  unanimously  directed  that  a 
floral  token  expressive  of  its  appreciation  be  sent  him. 

Men  have  been  energetic  and  have  done  much  good  work; 
and  they  have  been  unselfish  with  their  time  and  labor,  and  have 
set  fine  examples ;  but  we  have  never  seen  President  Gifiin  of  the 
New  York  Association  equaled.  The  "locals"  were  indeed  for- 
tunate in  having  him  at  their  head,  and  to  be  the  more  closely 
at  hand  he  took  a  room  for  all  of  Congress  week  at  the  hotel. 
The  Palm  wishes  to  give  much  praise  to  Brother  "Giff"  for  his 
untiring  efforts  and  their  successful  results. 

What  the  Gettysburg  chapter  (Pa.  Alpha  Upsilon)  has  done 
is  a  fine  example  for  all.  With  only  an  average  number  of  nine 
men,  and  now  possessing  a  home  valued  at  $6,000,  soon  to  be  oc- 
cupied, we  are  amazed,  and  give  them  unstinted  praise  for  the 
results  of  their  labor.  It  is  another  example  of  what  determina- 
tion, a  fine  fraternity  spirit,  aid  from  alumni,  and  "hustle,"  and 
self-sacrifice  will  do.  The  editor  heard  from  Bro.  Hartman,  Jr.,  its 
delegate  at  Congress,  the  story  of  the  chapter  house,  and  he  gives 
the  boys  much  congratulation  for  what  they  have  accomplished. 

After  sending  a  representative  to  Congress — an  A.  T.  O., 
too — to  plead  its  cause,  and  getting  up  that  very  fine  booklet  to 
present  to  the  delegates,  for  which  they  deserve  much  credit,  the 
editor  is  certainly  in  favor  of  granting  a  charter  to  the  petitioners 

at  College,  provided,  of  course,  that  the  Executive 

Office,  after  investigation,  recommends. 

Personal  notes  are  given  in  another  place  in  the  Palm^  and^ 
this  time,  also  here.  After  an  editor  has  been  "treated"  in  a  par- 
ticularly cordial  and  pleasant  way  by  Bros.  Giffin,  Thompson  and 
Folks,  of  the  "locals,"  he  wishes  to  acknowledge,  even  though 
inadequately,  his  appreciation  of  what  they  did  to  make  him  enjoy 
the  time  and  see  the  sights.     No  doubt,  too,  there  were  many  of 
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the  visiting  delegates  who  would  like  in  the  same  public  manner 
to  acknowledge  the  kindnesses  received  and  the  hospitality  shown. 

The  editor  regrets  it  as  much  as  anyone  that  three  of  our 
chapters  failed  to  have  their  delegates  at  Congress;  he  under- 
stands, however,  that  Alabama  Beta  Delta  had  chosen  its  man, 
and  that  he  had  bought  his  ticket,  but  that  his  mother's  unex- 
pected and  dangerous  illness  kept  him  constantly  at  her  bedside; 
as  to  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta  and  Michigan  Alpha  Mu,  he 
has  not  yet  heard  why  they  failed  to  have  representatives  there. 

With  his  customary  fidelity  and  promptness,  he  was  hardly 
home  again  after  getting  his  amendment  to  the  annual  report  law 
passed,  before  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  Glazebrook  had 
the  law  printed,  together  with  a  full  explanation  of  its  workings, 
and  mailed  to  the  chapters.  It  should  prove  a  great  improvement 
over  the  old  law,  and  if  the  K.  A.  in  each  chapter  will  be  even 
fairly  faithful  and  enterprising,  much  good  will  result  to  the  chap- 
ter, its  alumni,  the  W.  G.  K.  A.,  and  everybody. 

May  Alpha  Tau  be  always  blessed  with  as  fine  a  body  of 
Province  Chiefs  as  this  Congress  showed  she  possessed,  and  may 
our  new  W.  G.  C.  be  as  fortunate  in  his  selections  as  the  late  one ; 
Dr.  Tucker,  the  genial  and  level-headed  chief  of  Province  Four; 
the  strong  and  business-like  Allen;  the  faithful  and  popular 
Hickok;  the  conscientious  and  accommodating  Mitchell,  with  a 
province  so  large  it  spreads  from  sea  to  sea ;  the  energetic  Wilson, 
full  of  praise  for  the  Palm;  the  earnest,  serious  Hamner;  the 
astute,  diligent  Wise;  and  only  the  newly  appointed  Henderson 
missing  to  complete  as  admirable  a  body  as  it  is  possible  for  any 
Fraternity  to  possess. 

The  view  seems  to  be  gaining  ground  that  a  three-day  session 
is  too  short  a  one  for  acting  properly  upon  all  the  matters  usually 
coming  before  Congress ;  the  editor  himself  favors  one  of  four 
days;  that  of  the  shorter  length  necessitates  too  much  work  on 
the  part  of  many,  which  work  at  times  shows  just  a  little  of  the 
quality  of  haste,  and  this  is  not  good  for  the  Fraternity;  again, 
some  matters  do  not  secure  all  the  time  for  consideration  that 
they  deserve.  Besides,  it  is  always  better  when  it  comes  to  meeting 
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good  fellows  and  passing  important  legislation  to  take  life  and 
work  leisurely  enough  to  enjoy  the  one  and  to  do  full  justice  to 
the  other.  We  notice  that  two  or  three  other  fraternities  have 
adopted  a  longer  session. 

Another  Congress  thought: — Wouldn't  it  be  a  good  plan  to 
publish  in  the  Palm,  in  the  issue  preceding  a  Congress,  as  much 
as  possible  of  all  intended  new  legislation?  Of  course  not  all  of  it 
can  be  given  publicity,  but  some  can,  and  it  seems  as  if  the  im- 
portant matters  could  be  digested  all  the  more  thoroughly  if  this 
were  done.

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DAVID  STANLEY  BRIGGS, 

a: 

It  is  with  the  profoundest  sadness  that  we  who  know  him 
learn  of  the  death  on  December  13,  1904,  of  David  Stanley 
Briggs,  former  editor  of  the  Palm.  He  had  been  confined  to  his 
bed  off  and  on  for  more  than  a  year  with  tuberculosis,  at  Saranac 
Lake,  N.  Y.,  and  his  battle  against  the  inevitable  was  a  long  and 
hard  one. 

Brother  Briggs  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y.,  December 
26,  1878.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  that  city,  and  in  the  Ogdensburg  Free  Academy,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  June,  1898.  He  entered  St.  Lawrence  University 
in  September,  1898,  and  graduated  with  his  class  in  1902,  re- 
ceiving the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science.  While  in  college 
Brother  Briggs  was  prominent  in  nearly  every  branch  of  college 
life,  and  during  his  senior  year  he  was  editor-in-chief  of  the 
LaziTcntian,  a  monthly  publication  of  St.  Lawrence,  to  which 
position  he  was  appointed  by  the  faculty  during  the  spring  of 
1 901.  Here  his  work  was  of  a  high  standard.  In  speaking  of 
his  death  the  December  number  of  that  journal  says:  "The 
Lawrentian  of  that  year  is  a  lasting  memorial  of  his  faithful- 
ness and  ability  as  a  scholar."  In  the  spring  of  1902  he  was 
chosen  by  his  class  to  deliver  the  address  at  the  public  exercises 
of  Tree  Holiday.  This  was  considered  the  highest  honor  which 
his  class  could  confer  upon  him.  He  was  always  earnest  and  en- 
thusiastic in  everything  he  undertook,  and  success  vv^as  his  high 
aim. 

Brother  Briggs  was  initiated  into  the  Alpha  Omicron  Chap- 
ter of  A.lpha  Tau  Omega  October  14,  1899.  He  was  an  enthusi- 
astic worker  for  the  chapter,  and  always  had  the  interests  of  the 
Fraternity  at  heart.  After  graduation  Brother  Briggs  secured 
a  fine  position  on  the  New  York  World,  which  he  held  until  his 
failing  health  compelled  him  to  resign.  In  the  autumn  of  1902 
he  was  appointed  editor  of  the  Palm  by  the  High  Council,  and 
this  work  he  took  up  with  the  same  vim  and  determination  as  of 
old.     It  is  unnecessary  to  speak  of  labors  in  this  connection,  as

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nearly  every  Alpha  Tau  is  familiar  with  those  few  volumes  which 
he  published.  Dr.  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  Chairman  of  the  High 
Council,  in  his  report  to  the  recent  Congress  in  New  York,  pays 
a  high  tribute  to  Brother  Briggs  and  his  work. 

After  resigning  his  position  on  the  New  York  World  in 
the  summer  of  1903,  he  went  to  Saranac  Lake,  N.  Y.,  in  hope 
that  a  change  of  climate  and  a  few  months'  rest  would  restore  his 
health,  but  the  reverse  was  the  case,  and  he  gradually  declined  until 
his  death.  For  several  months  after  he  was  confined  to  his  bed 
he  continued  to  publish  the  Palm,  but  was  finally  compelled  to 
give  this  up  also.  In  speaking  to  a  classmate  and  brother,  who 
saw  him  a  short  time  before  his  death,  he  said:  "It  is  hard  to 
have  one's  prospects  blotted  out  like  this  so  early  in  life."  He 
was  never  strong  physically,  being  a  striking  example  of  a  strong 
mind  with  a  body  not  equal  to  its  task.  In  him  Alpha  Omicron 
and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  loses  a  loving  brother,  and  St.  Lawrence 
one  of  her  most  loyal  sons.  Besides  a  large  circle  of  friends  and 
relatives  he  leaves  a  mother  and  brother  to  mourn  his  loss. 

The  president  of  St.  Lawrence  University  and  a  number  of 
the  students  were  at  the  funeral  services,  and  his  chapter  attended 
in  a  body  to  pay  their  last  respects  and  bear  the  remains  of  our 
deceased  brother  to  its  last  resting  place.

entirety  of  the  different  officers  and  the  High  Council  must  be 
struck  with  their  general  and  specific  excellences  and  the  fidelity 
which  has  characterized  the  execution  of  the  duties  and  privileges 
in  each  case.  The  Palm's  advice  is  for  one  to  read  every  para- 
graph of  them,  in  case  he  has  access  to  them ;  and  this  can  be  had 
by  all  upon  application  to  the  W.  G.  C.  or  W.  G.  S.  for  a  copy  of 
the  ^'Official  Proceedings."  Their  excellences  indeed  were  the 
cause  of  no  small  difficulty  to  the  editor  when  he  came  to  make 
extracts  from  them  for  publication  in  this  number,  and  it  was  not 
easy  to  select  the  important  and  interesting  sections  for  they  were 
made  up  of  such.  Some  may  think  that  too  much  space  has  been 
given  them  as  it  is,  but  there  are  some  of  them  that  are  of  such 
interest  to  the  entire  fraternity  as  to  justify  numerous  extracts; 
while  others,  perhaps  not  falling  in  this  class — the  Province  re- 
ports for  instance,  vv^hich  by  a  stretch  of  opinion  may  be  so 
described,  that  are  still  interesting  and  important  to  the  active 
and  alumni  members  of  the  respective  provinces.  So  a  number 
of  pages  have  been  given  to  these  latter,  and  the  editor's  only 
regret  is  that  more  space  could  not  have  been  afforded  for  the 
reports  complete  and  entire ;  his  advice  is  for  everyone  to  read 
them  through. 

The  editorials  in  this  issue  will  be  found  here  and  there  on 
other  pages.  The  editor  feels  constrained  this  month  not  to  do 
or  say  anything  which  might  dilute  the  record  of  the  sayings  and 
actions  of  Congress.  And  he  admits  that  the  New  York  gather- 
ing has  been  so  much  in  his  mind  that  he  has  been  unable  to  think 
of  anything  else.  However,  there  are  two  matters  he  wishes  to 
urge  upon  the  chapters,  and  one  is  this :  do  your  best  to  carry 
out  even  this  June  the  recently  passed  law  concerning  annual 
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reports ;  see  that  your  W.  K.  A.,  and  his  assistant  if  he  needs  one, 
begins  work  now  and  continues  faithfully  at  it  until  it  is  com- 
pleted. By  a  commendable  performance  of  the  law  it  becomes 
the  finest  opportunity  perhaps  ever  presented  to  a  chapter  to 
secure  the  interest  and  support  of  its  alumni ;  it  will  be  at  first 
more  expense  to  some  of  the  older  chapters  with  a  long  list  of 
alumni  than  the  former  annual  reports,  but  this  expense  should 
diminish  year  by  year,  and  at  any  rate  it  will  be  fully  justified  by 
the  results. 

The  other  matter  is  that  the  editor  asks  for  close  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  chapter  correspondents  to  the  additional  instruc- 
tions to  them  concerning  the  information  desired  in  each  chapter 
letter  for  June.  This  is  important,  and  it  is  desired  that  they  bear 
it  in  mind.

Since  yon,  the  annalist  of  your  fraternity,  deny  the  correctness  of  the 
story,  I  most  readily  withdraw  my  statement,  such  as  it  was,  and  wish 
to  express  regret  that  an  incorrect  story  of  this  sort  ever  came  to  my 
ears  and  that  I  referred  to  it.  It  is  perhaps  ten  years  since  I  heard  it, 
and  the  details  have  passed  out  of  my  memory.  I  must  assume  that  it  was 
one  of  the  many  inventions  that  plague  the  Hellenes  from  time  to  time. —

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  state  on  reliable  authority  that  the  rumor 
that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  had  initiated  one  or  more  negroes  is  groundless. 
We  regret  that  this  report  should  have  found  its  way  into  the  Journal,  as 
we  would  not  intentionally  do  an  injustice  to  any  fraternity. — Editorial  in 
February   Kappa   Alpha   Journal. 

In  a  letter  to  the  editor  Mr.  Burnley,  of  the  K.  A.  Journal, 
says  that  he  does  not  blame  any  A.  T.  O.  for  being  irritated  at  the 
groundless  statement ;  and  indeed  we  were  a  little,  for  it  implied 
a  serious  violation  of  our  Constitution,  such  that  we  believe  and 
know  no  chapter  would  have  ever  been  guilty  of.  Mr.  Ammen, 
being  intensely  in  earnest  to  prove  his  case  in  a  certain  article  in 
the  October  Journal,  forgot  himself  for  the  moment  and  over- 
stepped the  bounds  of  fraternity  courtesy  by  quoting  something. 
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which  of  its  own  natural  voHtion  and  unaided  by  a  more  definite 
statement  easily  ran  into  an  ugly  charge.  However,  its  all  serene 
now,   and   its   publication   has   been   regretted   by   all   connected 

with  it.

Information  has  reached  the  editor  of  the  death  of  Bro.  William  H. 
Whitcomb,  Mich.  Beta  Omicron  '89,  at  Berthoud,  Colo.,  January  4,  after 
a  lingering  illness  from  tuberculosis.  Bro.  Whitcomb  was  a  charter  mem- 
ber of  his  chapter,  and  a  brother  of  the  wife  of  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief. 
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He  had  been  ill  for  a  long  time.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Pharmacy,  and  winner  of  the  Maisch  memorial  prize,  and  leaves 
a  wife  and  little  child. 

A  notice  of  another  A.  T.  O.'s  death  has  also  reached  us  briefly,  stating 
that  Bro.  Charles  Streeter,  of  Ind.  Gamma  Gamma  *02,  had  departed  this 
life  on  September  22,  1904,  at  his  home  in  Muncie,  Ind.  He  started  in  at 
Rose  Polytechnic  Institute  with  the  present  senior  class,  and  continued  with 
the  same  until  after  the  first  term  of  the  sophomore  year,  when  he  left 
school  to  go  to  China.

Later  he  had  a  relapse,  and  when  he  had  recovered  sufficiently  he 
came  to  Terre  Haute,  v/here  he  expected  to  enter  the  employ  of  the 
Southern  Indiana  Railroad  Company,  but  owing  to  continued  ill -health  he 
returned  to  his  home  in  Muncie,  where  he  died.

James  G.  West,  Jr.,  Ga.  Beta  Iota  '03,  who  has  been  a  chemist  for  the 
National  Tube  Co.  the  past  year,  at  McKeesport,  Pa.,  has  recently  se- 
cured a  fine  position  with  the  Edgar  Thompson  Steel  Works,  branch  of  the 
Carnegie  Steel  Co.,  at  Braddock,  Pa. 

The  Palm  is  in  receipt  of  an  elegantly  printed  booklet  entitled  "Life- 
Lines  for  Men,"  published  by  the  West  Side  Branch  of  the  New  York  Y. 
M.  C.  A.,  and  of  which  Bro.  Frank  A.  Fall,  Mich.  Beta  Omicron,  is  the 
author.     Some  of  the  sentiments  and  truths  expressed  therein  are  well 
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worthy  of  quotation,  and  the  Palm  intends  to  make  extracts  from  it  in 
the  near  future. 

A  clipping  from  the  Washington  Mirror  of  February  4,  regarding  Bro. 
R.  N.  Brooke,  Va.  Alpha  '71  : 

Nothing  has  proved  more  astonishing  to  the  wiseacres  of  Washington 
and  elsewhere  than  the  prices  procured  at  the  Waggaman  art  sale, 
which  took  place  in  New  York  during  the  part  of  last  and  three 
days  of  this  week.  Richard  N.  Brooke,  the  painter  and  critic,  has  been  gen- 
erously vindicated  and  all  the  aspersions  of  his  having  an  interested  motive 
in  rating  the  Washington  collection,  has  vanished  in  smoke.  Likewise  the 
haughty  critics  who  came  down  from  New  York  and  sniffed  around  and 
pronounced  the  gallery  worth  something  less  than  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  will  have  to  guess  again.  Mr.  Waggaman  valued  his  collection  at 
more  than  a  million,  but  proverbially,  there  is  a  difference  between  what  an 
owner  considers  the  value  of  his  property  and  what  that  property  will  bring 
in  cash.  Still,  the  widely  separated  estimate  of  art  critics  and  of  Mr. 
Waggaman  showed  that  Mr.  Brooke,  the  original  buyer  of  the  treasures, 
possessed  the  only  accurate  knowledege  on  which  to  base  his  speculations. 
The  astonishing  thing  was  that  a  picture  which  only  Mr.  Waggaman  himself 
considered  the  gem  of  the  collection,  "Sheeo  Coming  Out  of  the  Forest," 
by  Mauve,  brought  $40,200. 

A.  S.  Hartzell,  Alpha  Iota  '96,  is  the  composer  of  a  very  successful 
Christmas  service,  published  by  the  Reformed  Church,  and  was  used  in  a 
number  of  churches  this  past  Christmas.  Bro.  Hartzell  contributed  the 
words  and  music  of  several  songs  in  the  forthcoming  "Song  Book."  An 
Allentown  (Pa.)   paper  says  of  him: 

St.  John's  Reformed  Sunday  School  used  as  its  Christmas  service  last 
Sunday  evening  a  service  which  was  presented  by  one  of  its  members.  The 
author  is  Alfred  S.  Hartzell,  the  well-known  young  lawyer,  chimist  of  St. 
John's  Church,  a  tenor  in  the  choir,  and  a  member  of  the  Arion  Society. 
The  service  was  not  a  compilation  of  others'  productions,  but  was  entirely 
original  vAth  Mr.  Hartzell.  He  composed  the  hymns  and  also  composed 
the  music  for  them.  Competent  critics,  literary  and  musical,  have  pro- 
nounced the  songs  beautiful  compositions,  appropriate  in  theme  and  senti- 
ment, and  of  the  highest  quality  as  to  melody  and  harmony.  Speaking  of 
Mr.  Hartzell's  service,  a  leading  local  Reformed  Church  clergyman  stated 
to  a  reporter  yesterday  that  the  music  had  none  of  that  light,  jingling  qual- 
ity so  frequent  in  the  modern  Christmas  music,  but  that  it  was  dignified 
and  elevating. 

Leo  Wise,  Provincial  Chief  of  Province  V,  is  the  editor  of  the  Lehigh 
County  Law  Journal. 

A.  J.  Yost,  Pa.  Alpha  Iota  '90,  has  just  recovered  from  a  long  siege 
of  pneumonia.  Bro.  Yost  has  lately  been  honored  with  the  Democratic 
nomination  for  mayor  of  Allentown  (Pa.),  and  the  following  is  clipped 
from  a  local  paper : 

It  was  a  remarkable  convention  that  of  last  night;  one  that  has  never 
been  witnessed  before  in  the  ranks  of  the  Democracy,  and  probably  never 
in  the  political  history  of  the  city.  The  candidacy  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Yost  ap- 
pealed instantly  with  a  force  that  was  irresistible  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
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party,  and  his  nomination  was  assured  from  the  very  first  day  in  which 
he  made  his  announcement  that  he  was  a  candidate. 

It  was  a  case  where  the  office  sought  the  man,  for  neither  Dr.  Yost  nor 
his  friends  made  a  personal  canvass  in  his  behalf. 

In  his  profession  he  has  always  shown  he  same  high  sense  of  honor 
which  has  characterized  his  entire  career,  and  no  man  stands  higher  among 
his  professional  brethren  than  he.  Modest  and  unassuming,  not  vaunting 
himself  of  his  own  charity,  he  has  nevertheless  won  for  himself  a  reputa- 
tion among  the  poor  and  sick  for  kind  and  charitable  deeds  in  ministering  to 
the  afflicted  without  money  or  hope  of  reward,  which,  in  itself,  is  one  of 
the  highest  and  loftiest  tributes  which  can  be  paid  him  as  a  man  and  a 
physician.  Never  identified  with  any  faction,  he  has  ever  held  true  to  the 
tenets  of  his  political  faith,  a  Democrat,  without  fear  and  without  reproach, 
in  truth  such  a  man  as  was  so  well  and  eloquently  portrayed  by  Leo  Wise 
last  night 

Walter  J.  Meek,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Kansas,  now  professor 
of  biology  in  Penn  College,  Iowa,  has  a  paper  translated  into  the  Italian  and 
printed  in  the  Rivista  di  Fisica  e  Storia  Naturale,  accompanied  by  the  orig- 
inal illustrations ;  and  has  also  been  translated  into  several  other  languages. 
Bro.  Meek  did  graduate  work  in  the  Department  of  Entomology  of  the 
university.    He  is  a  charter  member  of  Kansas  Gamma  Mu. 

The  editor  hears  in  time  to  get  this  bare  mention  in  the  Palm  of  the 
very  pleasant  and  successful  Ohio  Conclave  held  this  year  at  Cleveland, 
v/ith  Gamma  Kappa  Chapter  as  hosts,  on  February  22.  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  Fenn  represented  the  general  Fraternity.  There  will  be  a  full 
account  of  it  in  the  June  issue.

Phi  Delta  Theta,  at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  purchased  a 
house  in  the  fall  and  had  it  remodeled  to  suit  their  needs.  They 
are  the  first  fraternity  to  own  a  house  there. 

Phi  Delta  Theta  was  the  first  fraternity  located  at  University 
of  Wisconsin,  and  dates  from  1857,  we  notice  by  an  article   in  the 


All  the  fraternities  located  at  the  University  of  Maine,  seven 
in  number,  are  located  in  chapter  houses. 
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Beta  Theta  Pi  recently  chartered  a  local  at  Case  School  of 
Applied  Sciences,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  announces  the  affirma- 
tive vote  of  the  chapters  in  its  February  magazine. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  the  follow- 
ing data  on  the  President's  fraternity  affiliations : 

"Since  last  going  to  press,  President  Roosevelt  has  developed  a  new 
fraternity  connection.  In  addition  to  his  being  a  member  of  both  Alpha 
Delta  Phi  and  D.  K.  E.,  it  now  appears  that  he  is  claimed  by  the  Columbia 
chapter  of  the  legal  fraternity,  Phi  Delta  Phi.  Another  census  of  the  Pres- 
ident's fraternity  record  is  promised  for  the  near  future,  when  it  will  likely 
develop  'that  there  are  others'  yet.  Unless  the  list  is  too  numerous  it  is 
our  intention  to  publish  it  as  amended." 

Delta  Chi,  a  legal  fraternity,  has  seventeen  active,  and  two 
alumni  chapters,  and  has  withdrawn  charters  from  two  chapters. 
It  publishes  a  magazine  called  the  Delta  Chi  Quarterly. 

Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  the  Southern  fraternity,  has  gotten  a 
"move"  on  itself  lately,  and  has  entered  the  State  universities  of 
Arkansas,  Florida,  and  West  Virginia,  and  the  North  Carolina 
A.  and  M.  College. 

The  S.  A.  E.s  met  at  Memphis  this  past  December  in  their 
biennial  gathering,  and  had  a  delegate  present  from  every  chapter. 
They  gather  again  in  1906  at  Birmingham. 

The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  December  announces  eighteen 
weddings  among  its  members,  indicating  that  there  is  a  general 
tendency  toward  expansion,  regardless  of  the  sentiment  to  the  con- 
trary recently  published  in  that  journal,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  ex- 
pect that  another  year  will  see  even  greater  expansion  than  is  at 
the  present  time  recorded. 

Kappa  Sigma  has  the  largest  list  of  chapters — seventy-one; 
Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  come  next  with  sixty-nine 
and  sixty-six,  respectively. 
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Several  of  the  fraternities  have  at  some  of  their  chapters  con- 
duced a  study  of  fraternity  history  accompanied  by  an  examina- 
tion. The  course  of  study  is  usually  intended  for  the  new  mem- 
ber, and  it  cannot  fail  to  make  better  fraternity  men.  The  practice 
deserves  to  become  more  popular. 

The ''Manual,"  which  seems  to  be  a  complete  history  of  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon,  including  things  done  and  left  undone,  its  achieve- 
ments, and  what  it  has  yet  to  achieve,  has  just  been  published. 
Judging  from  the  Record,  which  describes  its  concise  nature  by 
saying:  ''Everything  vital  has  been  boiled  down,  predigested, 
and  skeletonized,"  the  "Manual"  places  the  facts  before  the  fra- 
ternity in  a  canned  form,  and  we  can  imagine  that  the  directions 
on  the  wrapper  read,  "Add  water  and  serve." 

Phi  Delta  Theta  has  at  the  present  time  a  membership  of 
nearly  13,000  men,  and  sixty-nine  chapters,  of  which  twenty-two 
own  their  own  houses,  and  thirty  chapters  rent  houses.  They 
have  acquired  eight  new  houses  in  the  past  two  years. 

There  is  a  growing  sentiment  among  college  fraternities  that 
so-called  high-school  fraternities  are  not  especially  desirable.  In 
the  December  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  it  has  placed  itself  on 
record  by  publishing  an  extract  from  Mr.  Newman  Miller's  article, 
which  appeared  in  the  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly,  discussing  the  objec- 
tionable features  of  these  rather  juvenile  societies. 

The  Record  of  S.  A.  E.  publishes  in  the  December  issue  an 
elaborate  chart  giving  a  list  of  their  chapters,  the  endowment  of 
the  school,  and  number  of  rivals  which  each  chapter  has.  They 
show  sixty-one  chapters,  five  of  which  own  their  own  houses,  and 
twenty-five  rent  houses. 

Delta  Upsilon,  the  exclusively  Northern  fraternity,  even  more 
northern  than  Kappa  Alpha  is  southern,  held  its  seventieth  annual 
convention  in  Chicago  October  28.  The  December  number  of  its 
magazine  is  very  neat  in  its  bright  green  cover,  and  very  excel- 
lent in  its  account  of  the  convention. 
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Kappa  Alpha  holds  its  twenty-third  convention  in  the  month 
of  June,  and  it  is  at  this  writing  still  open  to  offers  from  any  re- 
spectable city.  Their  Knight  Commander  selects  the  place,  as 
well  as  grants  charters  for  new  chapters ;  does  a  large  salary  go 
with  such  large  powers?  We  notice  that  the  K.  A.s  defray  a 
part  of  each  delegate's  expenses  out  of  a  general  fund,  and  that 
in  spite  of  the  goodly  600  odd  alumni  subscribers  to  the  Journal, 
that  it  is  not  yet  self-supporting,  as  but  few  Greek  journals  are. 

Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  has  issued  and  distributed  to  its  chapters 
a  revised  constitution  and  ritual,  prepared  by  a  commission  of  three,  clothed 
with  full  and  final  powers.  The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  mentions  some  of 
the  new  or  altered  provisions  of  the  constitution  as  follows :  General  of- 
ficers cannot  vote  in  the  election  of  their  successors,  in  convention,  nor  can 
any  such  officer  hold  the  proxy  of  a  chapter  other  than  his  own.  Alumni 
chapters  are  allowed  to  vote  in  convention,  but  must  be  two  years  old  be- 
fore receiving  this  privilege.  At  least  seventy-five  "male  academic  students 
of  freshman  and  higher  grade"  is  the  required  enrollment  for  colleges  seek- 
ing Kappa  Alpha  charters.  The  governing  council  of  the  fraternity  must 
be  unanimous  in  the  issue  of  new  charters.  The  editor  of  the  Journal  is  al- 
lowed 20  per  cent,  of  receipts  from  subscriptions,  which  is  expected  to  yield 
him  over  $500  per  year.  Chapters  are  to  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  $5.00  if  re- 
ports to  general  officers  are  neglected;  and  are  forbidden  to  subject  candi- 
dates to  "humiliating  physical  ordeals." — Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus.

In  addition  to  a  new  medical  hall,  now  nearing  completion, 
Vermont  is  to  have  a  $60,000  agriculture  building. 

Cornell  is  reported  as  having  in  various  stages  of  construc- 
tion a  Goldwin  Smith  Hall  and  a  Rockefeller  Hall  of  Physicians, 
and  has  secured  appropriations  for  three  structures  in  the  depart- 
ment of  agriculture.

Purdue  reports  the  acquisition  of  a  new  physics  hall. 

The  University  of  California  is  erecting  a  new  recitation 
building,  to  be  known  as  ''California  Hall." 

Leland  Stanford  University  laid  the  foundation  for  a  mag- 
nificent $500,000  library  building. 

George  Washington  University  is  to  have  eight  entirely  new 
buildings.  This  as  a  result  of  changing  its  name  from  Columbian 
Universitv  to  the  above. 


Since  the  opening  of  the  new  gymnasium  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  physical  exercise  is  compulsory  upon  all  students 
under  twenty-one  years. 

The  main  building  of  Minnesota  University  was  destroyed 
by  fire  recently,  and  several  valuable  collections  of  books  lost  in 
consequence.  A  $300,000  structure  is  to  replace  the  destroyed 
building. 

Iowa  is  erecting  or  has  recently  completed  two  buildings  for 
the  department  of  medicine,  a  natural  science  hall,  and  an  en- 
gineering hall. 
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Dr.  Edwin  B.  Craighead  is  Tulane's  new  president,  vice  Dr. 
Alderman,  who  became  Virginia's  first  president.. 

Hon.    Hugh   Dougherty   is   the   newly-elected   president   of 
De  Pauw  University. 

Charles    Doe    bequeathed   to   the    University   of    California 
$600,000,  which  is  to  be  utilized  in  the  erection  of  a  library. 

Dr.  Ayres  is  the  new  president  of  the  University  of  Tennes- 
see. 

Ohio  University  has  completed  her  new  Normal  College.

With  this  number  of  the  Palm  there  is  included  as  a  sup- 
plement an  accurate  and  comprehensive  index  of  the  volume 
which  closed  with  the  December  issue.  It  is  confidently  hoped 
that  it  may  prove  a  useful  adjunct  to  those  of  our  readers  who 
bind  their  Palms  as  its  volumes  are  completed.  As  arranged  by 
the  associate  editor,  the  index  is,  however,  something  more  than 
a  valuable  means  of  quickly  referring  to  the  contents  of  the  vol- 
ume. Inspection  will  inform  the  reader  that  it  shows  very  clearly 
the  manner  in  which  our  various  chapter  correspondents  perform 
their  duties. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  chapter  to  supply  a  letter  for  every 
number  of  this  journal.  During  the  year  just  closed  we  have 
had  at  the  highest  fifty-one  chapters  upon  our  rolls.  Indiana 
Gamma  Omicron  was  installed  just  before  the  December  number 
went  to  press,  and  hence  it  is  excluded  for  the  purpose  of  this 
comparison.  Taking  the  number  of  chapters,  then,  at  fifty  for  the 
year,  we  might  conclude  that  two  hundred  letters  should  have 
graced  our  pages.  But  of  these  fifty,  three  chapters  were  not  in 
existence  the  entire  period  covered  by  the   Palm,  and  making 
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allowance  for  them,  the  number  we  should  have  received  would 
be  in  round  numbers  about  one  hundred  and  ninety-three.  An  in- 
spection of  the  index  will  show  that  but  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  were  received — a  failure  by  a  number  of  correspondents  to 
perform  their  duties  just  forty  times.  We  are  persuaded  that  in 
no  case  was  the  neglect  wilful  or  intentional,  and  we  prefer  to 
charge  it  to  forgetfulness  and  inadvertence.  Nevertheless  it  is  a 
violation  of  duty,  and  a  source  of  embarrassment  to  the  editor. 

To  those  who  performed  their  whole  duty  our  thanks  are  due. 
Of  the  fifty  chapters,  twenty-one  responded  on  each  of  the  four 
occasions.  Included  in  these  twenty-one  are  Illinois  Gamma  Xi 
and  Michigan  Beta  Lambda  which,  since  they  came  into  existence, 
sent  the  required  letters.  They,  together  with  the  following,  con-

With  a  desire  of  presenting  to  the  readers  of  the  Palm  the 
best  thoughts  found  in  the  pages  of  contemporary  fraternity  mag- 
azines, the  present  department  has  been  established.  The  average 
reader  has  no  access  to  these  journals,  and  a  brief  review  of 
what  other  fraternities  are  doing,  or  planning,  or  saying,  cannot 
but  be  of  value  to  our  own  readers.

After  all  has  been  said,  Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  will  alone 
decide  whether  to  expand  toward  the  North.  Advice  by  members 
of  other  fraternities  is  therefore  entirely  gratuitous,  save  possibly 
as  an  aid  toward  affecting  a  decision  by  the  fraternity  immediately 
concerned.  Nevertheless,  the  discussion  provoked  by  the  sug- 
gested expansion  interests  every  fraternity  man  by  reason  of  the 
comparisons  made  by  the  various  writers  upon  the  subject.  This 
is  especially  true  of  those  affiliated  with  organizations  having,  like 
Kappa  Alpha,  their  origin  in  the  South,  but  which,  unlike  her, 
have   since   extended   their   northern   boundaries,   among  them 
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Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Sigma,  and  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  In  the  course  of  a  very  ably  written  argument  against 
the  proposed  extension,  Mr.  Verner  M.  Jones  says,  in  a  recent  is- 
sue of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Journal: 

Kappa  Sigma  now  has  thirty-two  chapters  out  of  the  South,  S.  A.  E. 
thirty-four,  and  A.  T.  O.  twenty-eight  [thirty-two?],  out  of  a  respective 
total  of  sixty-eight,  sixty-two,  and  forty-six.  While  the  non-Southern 
chapters  are  now  well  in  the  majority,  with  the  exception  of  Kappa  Sigma, 
A.  T.  O.,  now  having  a  big  balance  against  the  Southern  side  of  the  propo- 
sition, alone  is  still  presided  over  by  a  Southerner.  Even  in  Alpha  Tau 
Omega,  however,  all  members  of  the  "High  Council"  doubtless  its  charter- 
ing board,  are  in  the  North,  sprinkled  from  Burlington,  Vermont,  to 
Chicago.  The  "Board  of  Trustees"  of  S.  A.  E.  all  reside  in  New  York, 
the  residence  of  the  chief  executive,  however,  being  in  Evanston,  Illinois. 
Kappa  Sigma's  "Worthy  Grand  Master"  is  Mark  Sands,  a  Chicagoese, 
making  three  of  the  erstwhile  Southerners  Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Sigma  and 
S.  A.  E.,  to  be  presided  over  by  residents  of  that  immediate  section. 
Verily  Chicago  hustle  is  hard  to  down. 

By  way  of  brief  comparison,  in  the  South  and  Southwest  Kappa  Alpha 
has  forty-six  chapters,  twenty  chapter  houses,  and  thirty-five  urban  alumni 
associations;  while  in  the  same  territory  A.  T.  O.  has  eighteen  chapters, 
three  houses,  and  six  alumni  chapters;  Kappa  Sigma  thirty-six  chapters, 
eight  chapter  houses,  and  thirteen  alumni  chapters ;  and  Sigma  Alpha  Ep- 
silon twenty-eight  chapters,  ten  houses,  and  twelve  alumni  associations. 
This  does  not  take  into  account  our  two  California  chapters  and  their 
houses,  this  on  account  of  their  not  being  Southern,  the  peculiar  conditions, 
however,  not  being  deemed  inconsistent  with  the  Southern  sentiment  of 
the  Order.  This  comparison  also  fails  to  include  our  excellent  alumni 
organizations  in  New  York  City  and  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Jones  seems  to  think  that  grave  danger  will  result  to  his 
fraternity  if  it  elects  to  go  North,  because  of  the  possibility  of 
having  Northern  officers.  To  which  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Pickels,  in 
the  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu,  replies  : 

Lastly,  the  article  to  which  I  refer,  states  that  the  preponderance  of 
chapters  in  the  North  would  redound  to  the  detriment  of  its  Southern  life, 
inasmuch  as  the  balance  of  power  would  be  held  by  the  former  and  the 
latter  would  have  but  a  small  say  in  matters  of  general  management.  Does 
the  gentleman  insinuate  that  such  a  thing  as  "politics"  exists  in  the  councils 
of  any  fraternity?  Heaven  forbid!  Is  not  the  word  "fraternity"  the  very 
antithesis  of  all  that  is  embodied  in  that  synonym  for  trickery,  fraud  and 
corruption?  Do  brothers  rob,  cheat,  and  defraud  one  another?  God  save 
the  mark,  no!  What  care  we  whether  our  brotherhood's  high  council 
resides  North,  South,  East  or  West,  so  long  as  affairs  are  ably  adminis- 
tered?   That  and  that  alone  is  the  point  to  be  desired. 
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Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama in  the  fifties,  and  first  invaded  the  North  in  1883,  when  she 
established  a  chapter  at  Gettysburg.  Regarding  the  results  at- 
tending her  expansion,  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Levere,  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  fraternity,  has  this  to  say  : 

Our  second  Northern  chapter  was  established  in  1885  at  Mount  Union 
College,  Alliance,  Ohio.  Two  years  later  we  entered  Adrian  College, 
Adrian,  Mich.,  and  the  same  year  (1887)  we  entered  Allegheny  College 
at  Meadville,  Pa.  Two  years  later  than  this,  in  1889,  Northern  extension 
began  ni  real  earnest.  Since  1883  we  have  established  in  all  thirty-six 
Northern  chapters.  Two  of  these  are  dead,  the  chapters  at  Trinity  and 
Simpson  Colleges.  The  only  other  two  of  the  thirty-six  that  died  have 
been  revived,  the  chapters  at  Cornell  University  and  Gettysburg  College. 
We  had  twenty-one  chapters  in  1883;  we  now  have  sixty-three,  an  exact 
increase  of  two-thirds.  In  1883  our  total  membership  was  1,218;  until  the 
new  catalogue  appears  there  is  really  no  way  of  telling  what  our  present 
membership  is.  I  believe  that  our  former  E.  S.  R.  has  said  that  it  was 
about  10,000.  I  should  judge  this  to  be  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of 
right.  In  1883  the  total  receipts  of  the  fraternity  from  all  sources  amounted 
to  $535.90.  The  total  expenditures  were  $453.74.  Our  magazine.  The 
Record,  now  costs  us  as  much  for  one  issue  as  it  did  for  the  entire  year 
of  1883.

The  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  reprints  from  the  "Chi  Phi 
Year  Book"  an  article  entitled  ''Building  a  Chapter  House." 
The  author's  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  interior  arrangement 
will  bear  repetition  for  the  benefit  of  those  readers  having  the 
building  of  chapter  houses  in  their  charge : 

The  fraternity  house  should,  and  its  best  examples  do,  contain  all  the 
accommodations  and  conveniences  necessary  to  satisfy  the  daily  life  of  the 
college  man.  It  must  be  arranged  not  only  for  his  study,  but  for  his  recre- 
ation, for  his  eating  and  his  sleeping,  and  must  also  be  adapted  to  the 
peculiar  workings  of  a  secret  fraternity. 

All  the  requirements  may  be  divided  into  four  groups  or  subdivisions : 
(i)  Study,  (2)  Living  (sleeping,  eating,  sanitation).  (3)  Social. 
(4)  Executive. 

The  study  or  individual  student's  working  room  has  been  placed  first 
because  the  work  of  the  college  or  university  must  be  attended  to  in  order 
that  the  chapter  exist  at  all.  In  the  earlier  chapter  houses  built,  and  indeed 
in  some  now  being  planned,  the  study  and  bedroom  being  connected,  form- 
ing, with  a  bathroom  in  the  more  expensive  ones,  a  complete  suite  of  apart- 
ments.   This  close  connection  of  the  two  rooms,  whose  functions  are  en- 
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tirely  different,  has  many  drawbacks,  the  principal  of  which  are  these: 
(i)  The  bedroom  is  occupying  too  prominent  and  too  valuable  a  position, 
and  forcing  some  other  study  into  an  inferior  location.  (2)  The  bedroom 
can  not  be  properly  and  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  if  a  high  degree  of  com- 
fort is  required  it  leads  to  an  excessive  expenditure  for  plumbing. 

At  one  of  our  well-known  universities  the  system  of  devoting  one 
entire  floor  to  bedrooms  and  bathrooms  and  another  floor  to  study  rooms 
is  being  followed.  The  top  floor  is  preferably  devoted  to  the  bed  and  bath- 
rooms; the  floor  below  to  the  study  rooms.  With  this  arrangement  it  is 
always  possible  to  utilize  the  study  floor  where  large  entertainments  are 
given,  leaving  the  sleeping  and  toilet  apartments  undisturbed.  The  first 
floor  is  generally  given  up  entirely  to  the  social  life  of  the  chapter.  Often 
a  guest  room  is  provided  on  this  floor,  and  of  course  such  necessities  as 
cloak  and  toilet  rooms  and  a  convenient  room  for  committee  meetings. 
The  first  floor  should  be  cut  up  as  little  as  possible,  and  so  arranged  that 
the  various  rooms  may  be  thrown  as  nearly  as  possible  into  one. 

The  basement  should  contain  such  rooms  as  the  bicycle  room,  janitor's 
quarters,  heater  and  coal  rooms,  kitchen  and  pantry.  (The  dining  room 
and  butler's  pantry  being  provided  for  on  the  floor  above.) 

The  lodge  room  and  its  accompanying  rooms,  the  all-important  part 
of  every  well-regulated  fraternity  house,  must  occupy  considerable  space, 
must  be  easy  of  access,  but  at  the  same  time  absolutely  cut  off  from  the  rest 
of  the  house.  It  is  usually  placed  either  above  the  sleeping  rooms  or  in 
the  basement.    The  latter  position  is  now  being  largely  used. 

Our  four  divisions  thus  seem  naturally  to  occupy  the  following  posi- 
tions in  the  house: 

Basement — Service    (heating,  ventilating,   supplies,  storage). 

First  Floor — Social  (music,  reading,  conversation,  guests,  also  dining). 

Second  Floor — Study. 

Third  Floor — Sleeping,  toilet.

The  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  a  college  course  for 
the  young  man  who  intends  to  enter  a  business  career  is  again 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  daily  and  periodical  press.  The  au- 
thorities fail  to  concur  in  toto,  though  it  seems  to  be  generally  rec- 
ognized that  the  mental  discipline  and  training  incident  to  the 
completion  of  a  thorough  college  course  must,  of  necessity,  be  of 
inestimable  value  to  a  man  no  matter  v^hat  may  be  his  life's  work. 
From  this  another  question  has  naturally  resulted :  "Why,  then, 
do  so  many  young  men  begin,  but  fail  to  complete,  their  courses  ?" 
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The  editor  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly  has  some  pertinent  re- 
marks on  the  subject,  a  portion  of  which  are  here  given : 

Much  is  to  be  said  in  favor  of  the  satisfaction  to  be  derived  in  having 
completed  a  definite  curriculum,  but  this  is  purely  a  personal  matter,  with 
no  relation  to  the  practical  bearings  of  the  general  question.  It  goes  with- 
out saying  that  membership  in  any  Greek  letter  fraternity  recognizes  that 
a  college  training  is  of  real  value  to  a  young  man;  and,  if  this  be  true,  is 
it  not  worth  while  for  more  men  to  complete  courses  which  are  taken  up? 
Statistics  show  that  only  a  small  portion  of  freshmen  actually  complete 
four  years'  work,  and,  unfortunately,  the  showing  is  not  better  among  fra- 
ternity men  than  among  those  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole  of  any  par- 
ticular institution  of  learning.  If  the  general  principle  applies,  it  should 
apply  with  double  force  to  the  fraternity  men,  and  it  should  be  the  plan 
of  every  fraternity  freshman  to  finish  his  course  even  at  a  sacrifice.  It 
is  remarkable  to  notice  the  few  men  graduating  each  year  from  our  chap- 
ters, and  we  believe  inquiry  would  reveal  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  men 
drop  out  who  could,  with  a  little  sacrifice,  continue  to  the  completion  of 
their  course.  Sigma  Chi  at  the  present  time  is  initiating  an  average  of 
about  four  hundred  men  a  year.  We  are  graduating,  however,  on  an 
average  less  than  two  hundred,  showing  that  50  per  cent  of  our  men  drop 
out  before  the  completion  of  the  college  course.  Membership  in  any  grad- 
uate Greek  letter  society  should  be  an  incentive  for  a  member  to  become 
a  well-rounded  college  man,  and  not  the  half-made  college  man  whom  we 
so  often  meet.

To  the  overworked  and  oft-discouraged  fraternity  editor  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Journal  is  always  a  source  of  satisfaction..  The 
rapidity  by  which  its  editor,  aided  by  the  unstinted  efforts  of 
enthusiastic  brethren  everywhere,  has  increased  his  subscription 
list,  has  already  been  commented  upon  in  these  pages.  The  De- 
cember number  chronicles  an  increase  of  sixty-five  during  the  two 
months  preceding  its  issuance.  Then,  too,  Mr.  Verner  M.  Jones, 
who  handles  the  review  of  the  Greek  press  in  a  manner  pecu- 
liar to  himself,  usually  has  something  very  original  to  say.  In 
the  number  before  us  appears  a  very  thoughtful  inquiry  into 
"Why  Are  Our  Alumni  Indifferent?"  Lack  of  space  forbids  a 
more  exhaustive  extract,  but  what  we  are  giving  we  put  in  larger 
type  than  usual  on  account  of  the  general  importance  and  sea- 
sonableness  of  the  subject.    And  A.  T.  O.  chapters  would  do  wise 
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to  read  carefully  the  suggestions  contained  herein  as  to  retaining 
the  interest  and  support  of  their  alumni : 

"When  a  man  leaves  college  he  doesn't  necessarily  forsake 
everything  connected  with  his  college  life,  but  in  the  busy  affairs 
of  the  world  he  gradually  drifts  away  from  the  things  of  the  past. 
His  work  is  in  the  present,  and  his  thoughts  and  purposes  and  am- 
bitions are  all  of  a  glowing  and  strenuous  future.  He  may  not  be 
indifferent  and  unappreciative,  but,  on  the  contrary,  may  be  genial 
and  receptive ;  still,  the  active  duties  of  life  may  not  allow  the 
leisure  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  good  fellowship  with  men 
with  whom  he  does  not  come  in  actual  contact  and  association. 
On  leaving  college,  with  his  enthusiasm  fresh  upon  him,  the 
college  graduate  should  be  provided  with  the  means  of  keep- 
ing in  close  touch  with  the  friends  and  associations  of  his  college 
days.  If  necessary  his  fraternity  journal  should  be  furnished 
him;  annual  chapter  letters  should  be  sent  him,  and  invitations 
to  all  the  chapter's  social  functions.  Such  attentions  cost  little, 
but  they  will  assist  materially  in  building  up  a  membership  whose 
loyalty  and  enthusiasm  will  become  a  proverb.  Generally  the 
college  graduate  does  not  take  a  college  paper  nor  his  fraternity 
journal,  and  in  a  few  years  at  the  most  he  has  lost  sight  of  college 
friends  and  fraternity.  When  he  is  leaving  college  no  effort 
should  be  spared  to  bind  him  to  the  fraternity,  and  this  can  be 
done  in  no  better  way  than  by  having  him  to  subscribe  for  his  fra- 
ternity journal.  If  this  can  be  done  his  continued  interest  in  the 
fraternity  is  practically  assured. 

"Much  of  the  so-called  indifference  of  the  alumni  is  largely  the 
fault  of  the  active  members  and  of  the  officers  of  the  fraternity, 
who  are,  possibly,  a  little  too  prone  to  think  that  all  the  enthusiasm 
and  all  the  loyalty  of  the  fraternity  is  lodged  in  their  own  breasts. 
It  is  the  fault  of  the  active  and  official  members,  in  that  upon  them 
devolves  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the  fraternity  and  its  affairs 
constantly  before  the  sight,  and,  consequently,  in  the  minds  of  the 
alumni." 

Kappa  Alpha  followed  Alpha  Tau  Omega  into  the  University 
of  Florida,  which  fact  has  furnished  the  text  for  an  article  regard- 
ing its  newborn.  In  speaking  of  "our  rivals,"  of  course  the  writer 
means  us — the  A.  T.  O.'s  there — and  we'll  be  good-natured  and 
will  allow  the  boast  that  we  tried  to  get  all  their  best  men;  but 
really  we  didn't,  and  we  are  pretty  well  satisfied  with  what  we 
did  secure :  !      •  I  /^ 
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The  movement  for  the  establishment  of  this  chapter  was  started  last 
year.  Our  men  were  pledged  and  all  during  the  time  when  the  question  of 
granting  the  charter  was  being  debated  and  seemed  almost  certain  to  be 
defeated,  these  men  remain  loyal  to  us  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  nearly 
all  of  them  were  invited  to  join  another  fraternity.  In  the  late  spring, 
when  the  granting  of  the  charter  seemed  so  uncertain,  one  of  our  rivals 
placed  a  chapter  in  the  institution  and  used  every  effort  to  secure  our  best 
men.  But  our  boys  remained  loyal  to  us,  and  steadfastly  refused  to  enter- 
tain any  other  invitation  until  Kappa  Alpha  refused  them  a  charter.  This 
was  indeed  a  deserved  tribute  to  the  fraternity,  and  one  that  should  cause 
us  to  be  proud  of  the  gallant  band  of  young  men  who  have  just  entered 
the  ranks  of  the  Knights  of  the  Crimson  Cross.

The  December  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu  is  called  an  "Alumni  Edi- 
tion," and  to  make  good  the  cognomen  it  is  emblazoned  with  the 
pictures  of  five  hundred  of  her  members,  which  prove  that 
Sigma  Nu  men  are  no  better  looking  than  the  rest  of  us  mortals. 
It  was  highly  gratifying  to  learn  from  an  essay  on  'Tnter fraternal- 
ism"  that,  "Sigma  Nu  owes  its  existence  to  that  lofty  idea,  that 
noble  principle,  that  no  select  clique  has  the  right  to  usurp  whole- 
sale and  arbitrary  power," — from  which  we  have  concluded  that 
"trust  bursting,"  a  la  Roosevelt,  is  Sigma  Nu's  strong  hand.  The 
University  of  Washington  correspondent  gives  us  this  piece  of 
news :

THE  NEW  PHILADELPHIA  ASSOCIATION 


At  last,  and  after  several  attempts,  the  curtain  rises  and  the 
Philadelphia  Alumni  Association  introduces  itself  to  the  general 
fraternity.  For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  in  the  minds  of 
several  Quaker  City  Alpha  Taus  to  institute  and  bring  about  the 
formation  of  such  an  association,  but  each  effort  met  with  more 
or  less  failure  until  Pennsylvania  Tau  chapter  gave  a  smoker  to 
the  alumni  brothers  on  the  loth  day  of  March,  1905.  There  as- 
sembled at  this  informal  gathering  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  of 
the  alumni,  and  after  indulging  in  the  social  festivities  for  some 
time,  Bro.  Rugh  called  a  meeting  in  the  parlor  of  the  fraternity 
house.  It  was  here  our  association  took  root,  and  I  can  assure  you 
it  did  not  take  long  to  ascertain  the  fact  that  it  was  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  those  present  that  we  should  get  together  and  start 
the  ball  a-rolling.  The  brothers  proceeded  immediately  to  the 
formation  of  the  Association  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  by- 
laws were  adopted  and  officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

It  has  been  established  with  a  membership  creditable  in  num- 
bers and  as  an  organization  it  should  be  without  doubt  of  some  aid 
to  the  chapters  in  Province  Five  and  perhaps  also  to  the  fraternity 
at  large.

OHIO  STATE  UNIVERSITY  AND  BETA  OMEGA 


This  institution  differs  from  all  other  educational  ones  in  the 
State  in  several  particulars.  In  the  first  place,  unlike  all  others, 
it  is  not  a  corporation.  Its  trustees,  seven  in  number,  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  seven  years,  and  confirmed 
by  the  senate ;  their  powers  and  duties  are  prescribed  by  law ;  and 
the  ownership  of  the  property  is  vested  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 
There  are  advantages  and  disadvantages  in  this  method.  Among 
the  advantages  may  be  mentioned  the  insurance  of  a  conservative 
management  and  careful  regard  for  the  public  opinion  of  the 
State.  On  the  other  hand  its  disadvantages  are  that  at  any  time 
the  legislature  may  change  its  character,  alter  its  methods,  or  en- 
tirely abolish  the  institution;  also  having  to  depend  upon  appro- 
priations by  the  legislature,  it  is  not  always  able  to  meet  emergen- 
cies as  they  arise,  nor  to  devise  plans  looking  far  into  the  future. 

In  origin,  "Ohio  State"  is  entirely  different  from  most  uni- 
versities. The  land  grant,  commonly  known  as  the  Morrill  act, 
made  by  the  United  States  under  an  act  approved  by  President 
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Lincoln  in  1862,  provided  that  there  should  be  granted  to  each 
State  an  amount  of  public  land  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for 
each  Senator  and  Representative  to  which  the  State  was  entitled 
by  the  apportionment  of  the  census  of  i860;  the  proceeds  under 
this  act  were  to  constitute  a  perpetual  fund,  the  principle  of  which 
was  to  remain  forever  undisturbed,  and  the  interest  to  be  inviol- 
ably applied  by  each  State,  which  should  take  and  claim  the  bene- 
fits of  the  act,  to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of 
at  least  one  * 'college  where  the  leading  objects  shall  be,  without 
excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including 
military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related 
to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  a  manner  as  the 
legislature  of  the  State  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to 
promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life." 

Under  this  law  Ohio  received,  in  1864,  certificates  of  scrip 
for  630,000  acres,  a  greater  portion  of  which  was  afterwards  sold 
at  fifty-three  cents  an  acre ;  the  receipts  amounted  in  all  to  nearly 
$400,000.  By  law  this  became  a  part  of  the  irreducible  debt  of 
the  State,  on  which  six  per  cent  interest  is  paid.  Again  in  1871 
Congress  gave  to  the  State  of  Ohio  all  unpatented  surveys  within 
the  Virginia  Military  District,  and  in  1872  the  State  gave  these 
lands  to  the  University,  which  have  been  sold  and  the  proceeds 
turned  into  the  irreducible  debt,  so  that  now  this  fund  amounts  to 
more  than  $550,000. 

However,  it  was  not  until  1870  that  an  act  introduced  by 
Hon.  R.  P.  Cameron,  was  passed,  entitled,  "An  act  to  establish 
and  maintain  an  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  in  Ohio." 
Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  institution  was  located  at 
Columbus,  but  it  was  not  opened  for  the  reception  of  students 
until  the  17th  day  of  September,  1873.  Again  in  1878  an  act  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  entitled,  ''An  act  to  reorganize  and 
change  the  name  of  the  Ohio  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege, and  to  repeal  certain  other  acts  therein  mentioned."  The 
act  provided  that  the  institution  should  thereafter  be  designated 
as  "The  Ohio  State  University."  With  this  reorganization  came 
the  larger  and  broader  view  of  the  State's  relation  to  public  edu- 
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cation,  and  since  that  time  "Ohio  State"  has  shared  with  the  other 
pubHc  educational  institutions  a  more  generous  support  by  the 
State. 

The  growth  of  the  university  has  been  very  rapid  considering 
the  opposition  to  it  by  other  educational  institutions  of  the  State. 
In  1873  the  school  was  opened  with  17  students;  in  1883  the  roll 
was  355 ;  in  1893  its  enrollment  was  642 ;  in  1903  the  roll  had  in- 
creased to  1,717.  In  1873  the  faculty  comprised  a  president  and 
seven  professors.  In  1904  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirty 
persons  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  instruction.  There  are  thirty- 
eight  distinct  departments  of  instruction,  and  the  laboratories 
are  not  surpassed  in  the  central  west. 

The  original  building  has  been  enlarged  and  the  university 
now  uses  for  instruction  sixteen  large  and  handsome  buildings. 
At  the  present  time  two  large  ones,  one  for  the  physics  department 
and  one  for  the  ceramics  and  mine  engineering,  are  being  con- 
structed. A  new  building  for  the  chemistry  department  will  be 
started  in  the  spring,  as  the  plans  and  site  have  been  approved 
by  the  trustees  and  money  appropriated  by  the  legislature  at  its 
last  session.  So  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year,  there 
will  be  nineteen  large  buildings  as  a  monument  to  the  advance- 
ment of  education  in  Ohio. 

At  the  present  time  the  Ohio  State  University  comprises  six 
colleges  as  follows:  the  college  of  agriculture  and  domestic 
science;  the  college  of  arts,  philosophy  and  science;  the  college 
of  engineering,  consisting  of  civil  engineering,  architecture,  me- 
chanical engineering,  electrical  engineering,  mine  engineering, 
ceramics,  and  several  short  courses;  the  college  of  law;  the  col- 
lege of  veterinary  medicine.  A  graduate  school  has  also  been  or- 
ganized and  is  making  steady  progress. 

Fraternal  life  at  Ohio  State  is  the  same  as  found  at  most 
of  the  large  universities,  with  a  few  exceptions.  Situated  as  it  is, 
in  a  city  of  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants, 
where  one  is  influenced  by  many  forms  of  amusements,  fraternal 
life  has  not  the  opportunity  for  close  friendship  which  it  has  in  a 
college  situated  in  the  country.  Still,  with  these  many  things 
which  tend  to  separate  the  fellows,  the  ties  of  friendship  are 
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closely  drawn,  and  many  are  the  pleasant  and  gay  times  spent  with 
A.  T.  O.  foremost  in  our  hearts.  Of  the  large  number  of  students 
here,  numbering  during  1903  over  seventeen  hundred,  only  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  belong  to  any  national  fraternity.  At 
present  there  are  eleven  fraternities  and  four  sororities,  not  in- 
cluding the  two  legal  fraternities,  Phi  Delta  Phi  and  Delta  Chi, 
and  also  Theta  Nu  Epsilon.  Ohio  Beta  Omega  chapter  of  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  was  founded  in  1892,  it  being  the 
eighth  fraternity  at  that  time  in  the  university.  Beta  Omega 
during  the  twelve  years  of  its  existence  has  initiated  seventy-nine 
men,  and  has  held  to  a  high  standard  from  its  beginning.  During 
the  present  year  we  are  represented  in  the  faculty  by  Brother 
Rightmire,  an  instructor  of  law.  Brother  Williams,  an  assistant 
in  drawing,  and  Brother  Miller,  professor  of  economics.  Through- 
out all  these  years  Beta  Omega  has  held  her  own  with  the  other 
Greeks. 

In  athletics  Ohio  State  is  making  rapid  strides.  This  year 
finds  it  represented  on  the  gridiron  by  a  team,  which  up  to  the  time 
this  is  written  has  practically  the  championship  of  the  State 
within  its  grasp.  A  large  part  of  this  success  is  due  in  a  measure 
to  the  management  of  Brother  Smith. 

An  article  on  the  university  would  not  be  complete  without  a 
separate  mention  of  our  gymnasium.  A  glance  at  the  cut  will 
convince  anyone  that  Ohio  State  has  one  of  the  largest  and  finest 
gymnasiums  in  the  central  states.  It  aims  to  represent  the  old 
Norman  architecture.  It  contains  a  gymnasium  floor  measuring 
eighty  feet  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  giving  a  floor  space  of 
twelve  thousand  square  feet.  It  contains  two  pools,  one  for  the 
men  and  one  for  the  women. 

I  must  not  fail  to  give  a  short  summary  of  the  class  spirit, 
and  also  the  social  life,  which  goes  to  make  college  life  what  it 
is.  Many  are  the  clashes  between  the  freshman  and  the  sopho- 
more classes  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year.  The  most  noted 
of  these  is  the  annual  cane  rush,  which  is  like  most  cane  rushes 
found  at  other  schools.  Lucky  are  the  freshmen  who  are  able 
to  win,  for  the  "wise"  sophomore  takes  every  advantage  possible 
of  the  unsuspecting  freshman,  and  usually,  although  with  a  less 
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number,  is  able  to  win  the  rush  or  has  gained  the  advantage  when 
time  is  called. 

Social  life  naturally  plays  quite  a  part  at  Ohio  State. 
Throughout  the  college  year,  dances,  both  formal  and  informal, 
are  given  by  the  several  classes;  the  most  elaborate  of  these  are 
the  junior  and  senior  "proms" — the  senior  prom  being  the  most 
prominent  social  function  of  the  school  year,  coming  as  it  does 
during  commencement  week. 

The  future  for  the  university  is  a  dream  of  the  past,  for  now 
the  hopes  and  desires  of  the  faculty  and  student  body  are  to  be 
realized.  Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees 
whereby  the  entire  campus  will  be  remodeled  and  new  roads  will 
take  the  place  of  the  old  ones,  and  an  entire  reorganization  will  be 
put  into  effect.  A  new  main  building  will  take  the  place  of  the  one 
now  standing,  and  to  set  all  this  off  a  design  for  a  triumphal 
arch  has  been  made  so  that  within  the  next  quarter  of  a  century 
will  see  Ohio  represented  by  the  model  university.

A  NOTED  BASEBALL  ALPHA  TAU 


This  year  an  Alpha  Tau  who  has  won  high  honor  for  him- 
self and  his  fraternity,  in  the  athletic  world,  leaves  Trinity  Col- 
lege with  his  A.  M.  and  the  realm  of  the  ball  and  bat  loses  its 
brightest  star  in  this  neck  o'  the  woods. 

Who  is  it  that  has  heard  of  southern  athletics  and  has  not 
of  Brother  A.  B.  Bradsher — the  "wizard  of  Dixie" — the  man 
who  has  made  plain  the  fact  that  one  may  smile  and  smile  (Brad's 
enviable  characteristic)  and  still  be  a  pitcher  of  the  very  first 
class,  and  one  who  is  able  to  strike  out  the  best  batters  of  the 
diamond  with  an  ease  which  is  marvelous. 

Brother  Bradsher  has  made  a  wonderful  record  during  the 
several  years  in  which  he  has  pitched  ball — a  record  by  reason  of 
which  the  "old  gold"  floats  with  Trinity's  blue  in  honor  over 
many  a  well-fought  field — a  record  by  reason  of  which  hun- 
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dreds  of  college  boys  burst  into  a  song  and  yell  of  wild  enthusi- 
asm when  the  Alpha  Tau  pitcher  takes  his  place  because  they 
know  "with  Bradsher  in  the  box  they'll  win  the  game." 

And  "Brad"  upholds  this  record  by  striking  out  from  ten 
to  twenty  odd  men  in  almost  every  game  he  pitches.  Only  re- 
cently he  fanned  twenty-two  out  of  twenty-seven  men  who  faced 
him  from  a  team  which  is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  strongest 
college  aggregations  in  the  country,  having  been  trained  thorough- 
ly by  a  coach  of  national  reputation.  In  this  game  he  allowed 
no  hits  and  gave  no  bases  on  balls. 

In  view  of  such  playing  as  this  he  has  been  chosen  as  first 
pitcher  on  the  "All  Southern"  and  no  doubt  several  northern 
teams  think  this  a  wise  choice  as  Brother  Bradsher  struck  out 
ten,  allowed  only  two  hits  and  left  the  score  two  to  nothing  in 
his  favor  in  the  last  game  he  pitched  against  a  team  from  up 
there.  In  another  one  prior  to  this  he  struck  out  twenty  players 
in  a  visiting  Northern  team  who  certainly  know  how  to  handle 
a  ball. 

The  Atlanta,  Jacksonville,  Macon,  and  other  large  south- 
ern papers  speak  of  him  as  "the  best  known  college  twister  of  the 
South,  and  king  of  the  southern  diamond."  A  recent  issue  has 
this:  "Beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  Bradsher  of  Trinity  is 
the  star  college  slabman  of  Dixie  and  one  of  the  very  greatest 
that  ever  faced  a  southern  firing  line."  Heiseman  of  the  Georgia 
Tech.  says  of  him :  "He  is  the  most  finished  college  twirler  I 
have  seen  during  my  years  of  coaching  in  Dixie — I  believe  he 
is  more  than  ready  for  league  company  and  can  hold  his  own 
with  ease."  Stocksdale  and  other  well-known  league  players 
say  the  same. 

And  yet  Brother  Bradsher  is  as  far  from  professionalism  as 
a  man  well  could  be,  having  done  probably  more  than  any  other 
player  to  promote  the  purification  of  college  athletics  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Southern  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association. 

Playing  ball,  however,  is  not  Brother  Bradsher's  only  forte — 
he  is  a  man  every  inch  and  as  loyal  an  Alpha  Tau  as  ever  wore 
a  Maltese  cross.  While  his  friends  all  believe  he  could  make  a 
name   for  himself  by  playing  professional   ball   he   has   wisely 
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chosen  another  field  and  will  soon  accept  a  responsible  position 
with  one  of  the  largest  business  concerns  in  the  country.

THREE  RHODES  SCHOLARSHIP  BROTHERS 


ARTHUR   HENRY   MARSH,   NEB.   GAMMA  THETA. 

Arthur  Henry  Marsh  was  born  at  Calliope,  Iowa,  July  12, 
1883.  He  is  of  English  descent,  his  parents  having  moved  to 
America  only  a  short  time  before  his  birth;  their  residence  was 
at  Blackheathe  where  many  of  his  relatives  are  living  now.  His 
father  is  an  Episcopal  clergyman  now  located  at  Blair,  Nebraska. 
Brother  Marsh  began  his  preparation  for  college  at  the  high 
school  in  Central  City,  Nebraska,  and  afterwards  attended  the 
Racine  grammar  school  from  which  he  graduated  in  1902  with 
honors.  He  entered  the  University  of  Nebraska  the  following 
fall  with  practically  a  full  year's  advanced  standing.  At  Racine 
he  took  an  active  part  in  athletic  sports;  he  played  at  first  base 
in  baseball  and  in  the  track  events  he  won  three  firsts  in  the 
races,  the  fifty,  one  hundred,  and  four  hundred  and  forty  yard 
dashes  and  came  out  second  in  the  one  mile  run.  At  the  univer- 
sity he  has  devoted  his  time  mostly  to  Latin,  Greek,  Pliilosophy, 
History  and  Rhetoric.  He  with  one  other  man  qualified  for  the 
Rhodes  scholarship  in  1904  and  was  appointed  in  the  spring  of 
1905.  He  was  given  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors  shortly  after  his 
appointment  to  the  scholarship  was  announced.  Brother  Marsh 
joined  Gam.ma  Theta  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  soon  after 
he  came  to  the  university  and  has  been  an  active  and  loyal  mem- 
ber ever  since.

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THE  INFLUENCE  OF  FRATERNITIES  IN 
SECONDARY  SCHOOLS^ 


SPENCER  R.   SMITH, 
Principal  of  the  Wendell-Phillips  High  School,  Chicago. 


The  committee  appointed  by  President  William  R.  Haq^er, 
of  the  University  of  Chicago,  to  report  upon  the  influence  of 
fraternities  and  sororities  in  secondary  schools  to  the  Conference 
of  Academies  and  High  Schools  in  Relations  with  the  University 
of  Chicago,  has  made  such  investigation,  and  herewith  submits  its 
report. 

The  committee  has  not  arrogated  to  itself  any  right  to  speak 
arbitrarily  or  ex  cathedra  on  this  subject,  and  its  report  is  not  an 
expression  of  the  personal  opinion  of  the  members  (although  four 
of  the  committee,  being  high-school  principals,  have  contributed 
their  opinion  along  with  many  others) .  The  committee  has  aimed 
to  collate  the  actual  experience  of  the  leading  academies  and  high 
schools,  to  find  out  just  what  places  these  societies  have  in  our 
secondary  schools,  to  note  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  such 
organizations  as  to  scholarship  and  discipline,  and  to  discover 
what  should  be  the  attitude  of  school  authorities  toward  such  or- 
ganizations in  the  future. 

It  seems  to  the  committee  to  be  only  fair  that  those  who  be- 
long to  such  organizations  should  be  given  a  chance  to  state  their 
"reason  for  being"  from  the  pupil's  point  of  view,  and  as  it  was 
wished  that  the  statement  should  be  just,  it  was  decided  to  write 
to  the  fraternity  boys  and  sorority  girls  to  get  their  point  of  view. 

The  investigation  has  been  conducted  along  three  main  lines : 
(i)  the  experience  of  the  principals  of  the  leading  high  schools 
and  academies  has  been  collected;  (2)  the  fraternity  view  of  the

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matter  has  been  secured  so  far  as  possible;  (3)  the  advice  of  the 
presidents  of  our  leading  colleges  and  universities  has  been  asked. 
To  secure  the  necessary  data,  letters  were  sent  to  fifty-one 
fraternity  members,  fifty-four  educators,  and  five  people  having 
special  information  on  the  subject,  besides  the  letters  sent  to  high 
school  and  academy  principals. 

The  following  questionnaire  was  sent  out  by  the  committee : 

(i)  Are  there  fraternities  or  sororities  in  your  school?  How  many 
of  each?  (2)  Are  these  fraternities  or  sororities  local,  or  are  they  con- 
nected with  national  organizations?  If  not  purely  local,  kindly  give  their 
names.  (3)  Are  these  fraternities  or  sororities  under  supervision  of  the 
faculty  or  recognized  in  any  way  by  the  school  authorities?  If  under 
faculty  supervision,  what  regulations  are  enforced?  Do  the  fraternities 
or  sororities  admit  faculty  members?  (4)  Have  these  fraternities  or 
sororities,  to  your  knowledge,  any  standards  (birth,  wealth,  worth,  etc.), 
governing  the  admission  of  members  and  the  character  of  their  social  life? 
(5)  Do  these  fraternities  or  sororities  occupy  rooms  in  the  school  build- 
ing? Do  they  maintain  chapter  houses  or  rooms  outside  of  the  school? 
Or  are  the  meetings  held  at  the  homes  of  the  members  from  time  to  time, 
without  fraternity  or  sorority  rooms?  (6)  Do  you  have  any  informa- 
tion as  to  conduct  in  these  rooms  or  houses?  Is  smoking,  card-playing, 
or  late  hours  indulged  in?  (7)  Are  the  members  of  fraternities  or  soror- 
ities of  low,  average  or  high  scholarship?  Where  the  scholarship  is  low 
or  average,  is  it  your  opinion  that  it  is  caused  by  the  fraternity  or  sorority 
life?  Or  are  there  other  reasons  for  scholarship  status?  Can  you  cite 
any  case  in  your  school  where  scholarship  has  been  raised  by  the  emu- 
lation of  fraternity  or  sorority  life?  (8)  Do  these  fraternities  or  sorori- 
ties influence  the  social  life  of  the  school?  Do  they  cause  greater  discrimi- 
nation than  ordinary  friendships?  Do  they  affect  class  organization  or 
the  organization  of  school  dramatic,  athletic,  literary,  and  musical  clubs? 
(9)  Do  you  feel  their  influence  in  the  discipline  of  the  school?  (10)  Are 
the  members  of  these  fraternities  or  sororities  pupils  who  are  leaders  in 
the  social  life  of  the  school  or  the  district  in  which  the  school  is  situated? 
(11)  Is  there  apparent  any  feeling  of  distrust  or  jealousy  on  the  part  of 
those  not  invited  to  join  these  fraternities  or  sororities?  (12)  What 
is  the  attitude  of  the  alumni  members  of  the  fraternities  or  sororities 
toward  the  active  membership  of  the  fraternity  or  sorority?  (13)  What 
is  the  attitude  of  parents  toward  the  fraternities  or  sororities  in  your 
school?  (14)  Can  you  give  the  committee  an  idea  of  the  expenses  of 
the  fraternities  or  sororities  to  the  pupil  for  maintenance,  banquets,  din- 
ners, dances,  conventions,  etc.?  (15)  What  is  the  membership  of  your 
school?  (Boys) .  (Girls) .  What  is  the  aggregate  member- 
ship   of    the    fraternities    or    sororities?      (Boys) .      (Girls) . 
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(i6)  What  course  would  you  advise:  (a)  The  abolition  of  fraternities 
or  sororities  as  organizations  in  secondary  schools?  (b)  Their  contin- 
uance under  faculty  supervision?  (c)  Or  their  continuance  as  outside 
organizations  not  under  school  jurisdiction?  Are  your  objections  the 
same  for  the  sororities  as  for  the  fraternities?  (17)  If  there  is  neither 
fraternity  nor  sorority  in  your  school,  are  there  club  organizations  of  a 
social  character  without  the  secrecy  of  the  fraternity?  How  are  they 
managed?  Are  they  under  the  supervision  of  the  faculty?  What  are 
their  tendencies?  (18)  ¥/ould  you  consider  it  advisable  or  desirable  to 
establish  in  secondary  schools  an  honor  society  similar  to  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa?  (Remarks. — Kindly  add  any  information  you  may  have,  favor- 
able or  in  objection,  that  may  not  be  covered  by  the  above  questions.) 

This  questionnaire  v/as  sent  to  464  secondary  schools,  201 
of  which  did  not  answer.  To  these  second  letters  were  sent. 
After  replies  had  been  received  to  the  second  request,  it  was  found 
that  there  were  288  answers  from  principals  outside  of  Chicago, 
and  18  replies  from  principals  in  Chicago,  making  a  total  of  306 
replies.  Of  the  schools  reporting,  120  had  fraternities,  and  it  was 
from  these  that  the  principal  data  were  gathered. 

The  question  in  regard  to  school  and  fraternity-sorority  mem- 
bership was  fully  answered  by  only  19  private  schools  and  71  pub- 
lic schools,  and  it  is  from  their  report  that  the  following  per  cent 
estimate  has  been  made.  In  19  private  schools,  having  a  total  en- 
rollment of  2,207  ^^^^  3-  fraternity-sorority  membership  of  796, 
the  ratio  of  those  in  the  societies  to  the  total  enrollment  was  found 
to  be  36.06.  In  71  public  schools,  having  a  total  enrollment  of 
54,827  and  a  fraternity-sorority  membership  of  4,523,  the  ratio 
was  found  to  be  8.25. 

Of  the  high  schools  to  which  letters  were  sent,  about  170  had 
no  fraternities  or  sororities,  and,  consequently,  were  not  in  a  posi- 
tion, to  state  present  conditions.  However,  some  of  the  princi- 
pals had  had  a  former  experience  on  which  to  base  very  decided 
opinions.  Some  favored  such  organizations ;  the  majority 
strongly  opposed  them.  AlmxOst  without  exception,  the  grounds 
of  opposition  of  these  men  were  the  same  as  those  of  principals 
now  having  to  deal  with  this  problem.  To  avoid  repetition,  we 
will  not  give  these  reasons  now,  but  will  pass  on  to  the  opinions  of 
those  who  have  actual  and  present  experience. 

In   making   a   statement   of  this   phase   of  the   life   of  the 
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secondary  school,  it  will  be  necessary  to  distinguish  sharply  be- 
tween the  private  school  and  the  public  school.  The  fact  that  in 
the  private  school  the  children  are  often  boarding  away  from 
home,  and  that  they  are  fewer  in  number  and  more  nearly  of  the 
same  social  condition  than  are  the  children  in  public  schools, 
makes  the  conditions  entirely  different.  The  principals  of  the 
smaller  private  schools  have  made  the  point  that  their  schools 
so  closely  resemble  the  home  that  any  such  organization  is  alto- 
gether unnecessary.  There  is  no  room  for  little  families  inside 
the  larger  families.  The  larger  private  schools  have,  and  ap- 
prove, the  secret  society.  About  one-half  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment are  members  of  the  secret  societies,  and  no  jealousy  worth 
mentioning  is  shown  by  the  other  half.  They  are  helpful  in  the 
social  life  of  the  school,  and  very  often  are  an  aid  in  the  discipline. 

The  feeling  of  the  private  military  schools  is  somewhat  dif- 
ferent. The  military  spirit  in  them  produces  a  sort  of  democracy 
and  contempt  for  social  "functions"  which  makes  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  **frat"  almost  impossible.  They  have  made  other  ar- 
rangements for  natural  schoolboy  rivalry. 

In  regard  to  establishing  a  society  similar  to  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  opinion  is  divided.  This  idea  is  much  more  popular  in 
private  than  in  public  schools,  and  yet  there  is  fear  expressed 
that  too  much  emphasis  be  put  upon  marks  and  grades.  A  great 
many,  however,  have  deferred  expressing  an  opinion  upon  this 
subject,  so  that  the  data  are  altogether  incomplete. 

The  public  schools  consulted  have  expressed  almost  every 
shade  of  opinion  possible  upon  every  question  asked,  so  that  there 
has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  separating  the  chaff  from  the 
wheat,  and  any  misquotation  here  is  due  to  a  misunderstanding 
of  a  fragmentary  answer.  Fraternities  range  from  one  to  six 
in  number.  In  many  schools  there  is  but  one  sorority.  In  the 
Girls'  High  School  of  San  Francisco  seven  sororities  were  found. 
In  schools  where  both  fraternity  and  sorority  thrive  there  is  also 
great  difference  in  the  number.  Many  schools  have  but  one  of 
each.  In  the  Central  High  School  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  nine  frater- 
nities and  five  sororities  exist.  As  one  principal  has  remarked, 
sororities  and  fraternities  can  be  as  numerous  as  the  Greek  alpha- 
bet, cleverly  manipulated,  will  permit. 
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National  and  local  societies  are  almost  equal  in  number.  In 
most  of  the  schools  heard  from,  faculty  members  have  no  super- 
vision. In  a  few  they  have  indirect  control.  In  many  they  avoid 
supervision  until  interference  is  necessary.  It  is  a  rather  notice- 
able fact  that  sororities  are  more  anxious  to  take  in  women 
teachers  than  fraternities  are  to  take  in  men  teachers.  In  some 
schools  the  faculty  has  avoided  supervision  deliberately  in  order 
to  show  its  feeling  that  the  home  is  responsible  for  this  activity 
of  the  pupils. 

Most  of  the  societies  maintain  that  worth  is  one  of  the  quali- 
fications for  admission.  In  about  half  of  the  schools  the  prin- 
cipals state  that  there  are  no  standards  apparent.  Wealth,  social 
standing,  personal  popularity,  athletic  prowess,  good  fellowship, 
companionability,  school  prominence,  are  all  qualifications.  In 
one  or  two  schools  good  character  and  manly  bearing,  conge- 
niality and  academic  standing,  are  recommendations  for  admission. 
In  one  case  a  girl  was  kept  out  because  she  was  "purse-proud." 
Being  a  Catholic  or  a  Jew  is  also  found  in  two  instances  to  be  a 
bar.  One  unusual  case  of  "fraternity  arrogance"  is  found  in  a 
school  in  Illinois  where  the  principal  states  that  "good  scholarship 
was  frequently  a  bar"  to  membership. 

Wherever  a  fraternity  has  been  able  to  afford  it,  a  chapter 
house  or  rooms  have  been  rented.  Principals  approving  of  fra- 
ternities have  given  them  a  room  or  rooms  in  their  schools  for 
business  meetings,  but  the  social  meetings  are  held  in  chapter 
rooms  or  in  the  homes  of  the  members.  The  sororities  differ  from 
the  fraternities  in  this,  that  the  meetings  are  held  without  excep- 
tion in  the  homes  of  the  girls. 

The  character  of  these  meetings  is  widely  varied.  One 
sorority  is  reported  as  doing  sewing,  needlework  and  cooking  at  its 
meetings.  The  conduct  of  the  girls  is  reported  to  be  perfectly 
proper.  The  boys  have  not  such  a  good  record,  though  there  are 
some  who  "take  pride  in  keeping  the  meetings  respectable." 
Some  principals  report  smoking,  drinking,  card-playing  and  late 
hours,  as  being  habitually  indulged  in,  though  a  minority  of  the 
principals  has  no  such  experience.  Again,  the  conduct  is  quite 
innocent,  nothing  more  dangerous  than  "peanuts,  sandwiches, 
and  lemonade"  being  indulged  in.     However,  dangerous  condi- 
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tions  anywhere  point  to  the  possibility  of  conditions  becoming 
dangerous  everywhere,  and  the  numerous  excesses  should  be  se- 
riously noted. 

The  scholarship  ranges  from  very  poor  to  above  the  average, 
but  is  generally  fair.  There  are  one  or  two  instances  of  sorority 
connections  raising  scholarship,  and  a  few  fraternity  boys  have 
been  braced  up  by  their  fellows;  but,  in  general,  the  tendency 
has  been  to  lower  the  scholarship  by  wasting  time.  Scholarship 
is  simply  forgotten  and  neglected,  while  the  social  side  of  the 
pupil's  life  is  overemphasized.  One  principal  states  an  improve- 
ment in  oral  recitation,  due  perhaps  to  a  gain  in  self  confidence. 

The  societies  influence  the  social  life  of  the  school  wherever 
they  are  numerous  enough  to  do  so,  and  usually  for  the  worse. 
They  form  cliques  and  crowds  that  try  to  run  the  school,  unless 
sternly  repressed  by  the  faculty.  The  large  majority  of  the 
principals  do  not  now  feel  the  influence  of  these  societies  in  the 
discipline  of  the  school,  but  there  are  a  few  cases  where  they  try 
to  "run  things."  Some  of  the  older  schools  in  Massachusetts  and 
New  York  have  found  these  societies  an  aid,  and  their  co-opera- 
tion has  been  very  helpful. 

In  three  out  of  five  cases  the  pupils  belonging  are  social 
leaders  in  the  school.  Sometimes  they  are  prominent  because  of 
being  upper-class  men.  In  some  cases,  although  they  are  not 
leaders,  "they  think  they  are" — a  rather  pertinent  observation. 
The  schools  which  have  had  the  most  trouble  report  their  societies 
to  be  "made  up  most  of  those  inclined  to  be  loud,  rude,  and  dis- 
respectful." 

The  question  of  envy  of  those  not  in  the  societies  is  next. 
There  is  almost  universally  slight,  often  acute,  jealousy.  In  the 
Commercial  High  School  of  Brooklyn  only  35  out  of  1,050  are  in 
the  fraternity.  The  rest  are  not  jealous,  because  they  do  not 
know  that  there  is  any  such  secret  organization  in  the  school. 
This  seems  to  the  committee  a  very  fortunate  state  of  affairs. 

The  attitude  of  the  alumni  members  toward  the  active  mem- 
bership is  generally  friendly,  often  advisory  or  paternal,  and  again 
cordial  and  co-operative.  Sometimes  going  to  college  and  be- 
coming interested  in  college  societies  causes  lack  of  interest  in 
the  old  school  societies. 
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The  parents  are  usually  indifferent,  but  sometimes  friendly. 
The  more  serious  ones  disapprove.  Many  who  disapprove  in 
their  hearts  lack  the  courage  to  say  so.  As  a  Wisconsin  principal 
remarks :  "Parents  in  general  have  no  sense  where  children  are 
concerned.  Perhaps  the  children  have  not  permitted  the  parents 
to  have  an  opinion."  In  one  school  the  fraternity  demands  the 
consent  of  the  parent  as  a  prerequisite  to  admission. 

The  committee  has  not  been  able  accurately  to  estimate  the 
expense.  It  runs  from  $3.50  to  $50  a  year,  exclusive  of  the  cost 
of  carriages,  etc.  In  some  cases  it  is  paid  by  the  week  or  by  the 
month;  sometimes  by  the  year.  One  fraternity  has  an  initiation 
fee  of  $10. 

The  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  fraternities  and  soror- 
ities to  the  total  school  enrollment  varies  widely.  The  average  fra- 
ternity membership  is  thirty,  whether  the  school  contains  one  hun- 
dred or  fifteen  hundred  pupils.  The  only  difference  is  that  in  the 
larger  schools  there  are  more  fraternities. 

The  course  advised  by  the  principals  reporting  is  generally 
unqualified  abolition,  though  many  who  would  like  this  think  it 
impossible,  and  vote  for  their  continuance  under  faculty  super- 
vision. But,  again,  there  are  those  who  state  that  faculty  super- 
vision is  opposed  to  the  fundamental  idea  of  fraternity  life,  and 
that  any  virtue  these  organizations  now  have  in  making  the  mem- 
bers self-reliant  would  be  lost  if  they  were  put  under  the  care  of 
the  faculty. 

Their  continuance  as  outside  organizations  not  under  school 
jurisdiction  appeals  to  many  who  consider  this  fraternity  ques- 
tion a  problem  for  the  home,  and  not  for  the  school.  Others 
think  that,  if  ignored  and  kept  outside,  they  will  die  from  lack  of 
interest,  and  be  ''frozen  out."  The  point  made  is  that  there  is  no 
logical  reason  for  their  existence,  and  that,  therefore,  they  should 
be  excluded,  where  not  already  established,  and  got  rid  of,  where 
they  flourish,  as  soon  and  as  painlessly  as  possible.  Sororities 
are  said  to  cause  more  friction  than  fraternities. 

The  club  instincts  of  the  pupil  of  the  secondary-school  age 
have  found  expression  in  literary,  debating  and  athletic  societies. 
Camera  clubs  and  societies  for  the  study  of  science,  of  music, 
and  of  art,  are  also  popular.     Societies  of  this  sort  are  open,  and 
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lack  secrecy,  initiations  and  class  distinctions.  "Without  excep- 
tion the  results  have  been  good,  the  tendencies  of  the  best,  the 
feeling  of  all  friendly.  These  societies  are  open  to  none  of  the 
objections  urged  against  secret  societies. 

The  advisability  of  establishing  in  secondary  schools  an  honor 
society  similar  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  very  generally  discussed, 
but  the  noes  have  it  three  to  one.  Some  think  it  may  be  good; 
some  think  that  scholarship  and  honor  both  should  be  made  a 
basis  for  admission ;  but  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  it  would 
be  extremely  difficult  to  keep  the  scholarship  standard  uniform. 
One  principal  says :  "Let  us  do  nothing  that  tends  to  create  caste, 
even  the  caste  of  scholarship."  It  is  thought  generally  that 
SUCH  a  society  is  one  of  the  things  to  be  kept  for  college 
DAYS^  and  to  be  avoided  in  secondary  schools,  as  it  tends  to  ape  the 
college,  and  that  the  best  interest  of  the  school  demands  institu- 
tions peculiar  to  its  own  necessities  and  individual  requirements. 

Summing  up  the  arguments  for  and  against  the  secondary- 
school  secret  society,  it  is  found  that  there  are  some  schools  which 
thoroughly  believe  in  and  strongly  favor  the  presence  of  the  secret 
society  in  the  school.  Prominent  among  these  are  Lewis  Institute, 
Chicago,  and  Colgate  Academy,  Hamilton,  N.  Y.  But  these  two 
schools  are  closer  in  spirit  to  the  college  than  is  the  average 
secondary  school. 

The  arguments  made  in  favor  of  fraternities  are :  ( i )  they 
can  be  made  very  useful  to  the  individual  student  as  well  as  to  the 
school  at  large;  (2)  they  aid  school  discipline;  (3)  they  foster 
friendships ;  (4)  they  increase  school  spirit  and  loyalty. 

The  arguments  against  secondary-school  fraternities  and  so- 
rorities were  numerous  and  various,  but  those  recognized  by  the 
committee  are  mainly  these  : 

1.  Their  influence  is  detrimental  to  the  school. — They  have 
been  found  an  evil  and  a  curse.  Their  tendency  is  to  break  up 
all  literary  societies  and  divide  the  school  into  cliques,  and  to 
bring  into  the  school  the  worst  kind  of  politics  and  morals. 

2.  They  are  detrimental  to  the  studenf  himself. — (a)  Posi- 
tively, in  that  they  hurt  his  mind  and  character.  The  greatest 
injury  has  resulted  to  the  members  themselves.  It  causes  a  de- 
cline in  school  interest  and  in  the  preparation  of  school  work.     A 
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Spirit  of  indifference  to  consequences  and  an  air  of  superiority 
seem  to  follow.  Many  never  complete  the  course.  In  their 
fraternity  rooms  rumor  has  it  that  there  is  little  evil  that  boys  can 
indulge  in  that  is  not  carried  on.  (b)  Negatively,  they  are  of 
injury  to  the  student  in  that  they  keep  him  from  doing  things 
that  he  might  otherwise  do  if  he  were  a  loyal  member  of  a  united, 
single-spirited  school.  The  elect  owe  all  that  they  have  of  excel- 
lence in  force,  character,  and  manners  to  lift  the  level  of  the  mass. 
The  school  as  a  social  organization  ought  to  be  unified  by  the 
generous  spirit  of  those  able  to  give,  not  broken  into  suspicious 
cliques.  They  split  the  school  on  every  project  in  which  unity 
is  desirable. 

3.  They  are  unnecessary. — They  fill  no  real  need,  as  the  col- 
lege fraternities  do.  The  students  are  at  home  and  are  too 
young  to  choose  any  life  outside  of  the  home  life,  and  supposed 
to  fill  some  of  its  needs.  They  ape  the  college,  with  no  other  rea- 
son than  to  be  *'collegy." 

4.  They  are  undemocratic. — They  cause  much  jealousy  and 
heart-burning,  especially  among  the  girls.  They  are  a  source  of 
grievance  to  many  who  are  not  "called." 

5.  The  standards  they  set  up  are  different  from,  if  not  op- 
posed to,  the  standards  ideally  set  up  by  the  school  authorities. 
"All  are  organized  on  a  social  basis;  the  faithful  students  that 
neither  dance,  smoke,  or  dress  well  are  not  wanted."  They  "are 
filled  with  sons  and  daughters  of  the  wealthy  to  whom  life  seems 
only  an  idle  dream." 

6.  They  are  often  an  elemenj;  of  danger  in  the  government 
of  the  school,  when  they  have  grown  old  and  strong,  and  are  a 
source  of  much  annoyance  to  the  authorities. 

7.  The  committee,  finding  the  final  argument  against  frater- 
nities and  sororities  very  well  voiced  by  a  gentleman  from  Mas- 
sachusetts, quotes  him  fully : 

Any  system  that  makes  paramount  the  decisions  of  immature  minds 
on  questions  of  social  and  other  school  distinctions  is,  in  my  opinion, 
radically  vicious.  Any  plan  that  tends  to  break  up  the  solidarity  of  the 
school  in  the  interest  of  imaginary  class  distinctions  can  not  be  too  sedu- 
lously avoided.  Any  scheme  that  weakens  the  influence  of  the  master 
and  his  teachers,  and  exalts  the  power  of  pupils  without  regard  to  master 
or  teachers,  strikes  at  the  very  foundations  of  the  American  school. 
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The  absolutely  inane  antics  of  initiation  among  these  secret  societies 
are  enough  to  condemn  them  in  the  minds  of  intelligent  people.  To  my 
certain  knowledge,  the  usefulness  of  more  than  one  headmaster  has  been 
destroyed  in  the  community  by  friction  arising  from  the  prevalence  of 
the  secret-society  evil. 

Hence,  when  some  years  ago  one  of  my  pupils  told  me  that  he  had  been 
asked  to  form  a  chapter  of  a  secret  society  in  our  school,  and  asked  my 
opinion  on  the  subject,  I  dissuaded  him  so  strongly  that  he  willingly  aban- 
doned the  idea. 

For  a  closing  sentiment,  let  me  suggest  the  following:  No  castes,  no 
secret  societies,  no  privileged  classes  in  the  schools;  but  the  schools,  and 
every  feature  of  them,  "of  the  people,  for  the  people,  and  by  the  people." 


LEGAL    STATUS    GIVEN    TO    HIGH-SCHOOL    FRATERNITIES^ 

The  Greek-letter  fraternity  in  the  high  school,  against  which  the  board 
of  education  and  individual  principals  have  waged  a  crusade  of  extermi- 
nation, has  been  given  legal  status  by  Judge  Hanecy,  and  under  a  writ  of 
injunction  the  school  authorities  have  been  restrained  from  interfering  with 
the  rights  of  youths  and  maids  to  organize  into  cliques  with  exclusive  ten- 
dencies. 

"The  common  schools  belong  to  the  people,"  said  Judge  Hanecy,  in 
giving  oral  decision  on  the  right  of  the  school  board  to  disrupt  student 
associations.  "The  powers  of  the  board  are  not  only  definitely  stated, 
but  they  are  limited.  Discriminations  against  students  belonging  to  a 
fraternity  would  be  as  uncalled  for  as  if  the  board  attempted  to  discrimi- 
nate against  a  colored  person,  a  Methodist,  a  Dowie  follower,  or  a  Chris- 
tian Scientist.  It  is  for  the  parents  to  say  whether  their  children  shall 
have  part  in  certain  student  activities. 

"It  is  urged  that  the  fraternities  control  athletics  and  literary  societies. 
A  healthy  mind  can  not  exist  without  a  healthy  body,  and  the  board  of 
education  has  no  right  to  deprive  these  children  of  any  healthful  exercise, 
or  of  any  other  honor  which  they  feel  may  be  theirs,  because  of  the  place 
they  may  win  in  a  school  organization.  As  pupils  they  have  a  right  to  all 
the  privileges  granted  by  law  or  by  the  board  of  education  to  all  other 
students — a  right  not  only  to  attend  school,  but  to  become  members  of  the 
various  organizations  and  associations  permitted." 

The  action  to  test  the  right  of  the  school  board  to  interfere  with 
student  societies  was  brought  by  four  members  of  the  Gamma  Sigma 
Fraternity  chapter  at  the  Hyde  Park  High  School.  Judge  Alton  B. 
Parker  and  many  other  prominent  men  are  among  the  alumni  of  this 
fraternity. 

There  are  ten  fraternities  and  sororities  at  Hyde  Park  which  will  be

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affected  by  the  decision,  and  scores  of  organizations  in  other  schools  will 
profit  by  the  test  case.  Lake  View  High  School  has  especially  put  the  ban 
on  secret  organizations  of  pupils. 

The  board  of  education  will  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Judge  Hanecy, 
and  the  attorneys  of  the  board  have  been  directed  to  prepare  for  fighting 
the  fraternity  issue  to  the  end.

Scoffed  at  or  looked  upon  with 
aversion  by  those  in  authority,  in  its  earlier  years,  it  had  in  its 
incipiency  those  essentials  which  have  since  marked  its  life  and 
growth,  characteristics  which  educational  factors  have  been  since 
forced  to  regard  as  making  toward  the  elevation  and  improve- 
ment of  college  and  post-graduate  life  in  America.  And  no  man 
in  the  United  States  has  done  more  toward  the  upbuilding  of  a 
few  scattered  and  half  organized  associations  of  college  men 
into  great  and  powerful  organizations  than  has  William  Raimond 
Baird.  / 

Each  college  fraternity  has  always  been  peculiarly  sensitive 
regarding  the  characteristics  of  its  own  membership,  its  ideals, 
principles  and  life,  as  distinguished  from  the  others.  Mr.  Baird 
has  always  recognized  and  respected  these  manifestations  of 
fraternity  life  as  essential  to  the  unique  field  which  each  occupies 
in  the  college  world.  He  has  never  sought  to  intrude  upon  that 
privacy  which  every  fraternity  holds  to  be  essential  to  its  exis- 
tence.    At  the  same  time  he  has  collected  a  vast  store  of  informa- 
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tion  which  he  rightly  claims  to  be  the  common  property  of  all 
who  are  interested  in  fraternity  and  college  life.  He  has  the 
only  collection  of  fraternity  publications  from  the  origin  of  the 
first  society  in  the  United  States  to  the  present  time.  He  has 
watched  and  recorded  the  growth  of  each  from  the  beginning. 
He  has  always  been  willing  to  lend  a  hand,  even  to  his  own  per- 
sonal loss,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  duties  of  his  profession.

'MONTICELLO   — THE     HOME     OF      JEFFERSON 
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A  NOTABLE  EDUCATIONAL  EVENT 


The  thirteenth  of  April  meant  much  to  that  historic  institu- 
tion, the  University  of  Virginia.  For  the  first  time  in  its  eighty 
flourishing  years,  a  president  was  formally  installed,  and  that, 
too,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  its  dis- 
tinguished founder.  Not  only  was  there  a  great  outpouring  of 
its  friends  from  every  State  in  the  South,  but  nearly  every  promi- 
nent institution  of  learning  west  of  the  Rockies  sent  one  or  more 
of  its  faculty  to  witness  the  induction  of  Edwin  Anderson  Alder- 
man into  the  executive  office. 

President  Alderman  had  been  serving  several  months,  but 
his  installation  was  accomplished  under  auspices  well  calculated 
to  give  him  and  all  well-wishers  of  the  university  great  encour- 
agement. Although  a  young  man,  who  started  from  humble  cir- 
cumstances in  the  Old  North  State,  he  has  already  been  widely 
heralded  as  the  ablest  educator  and  executive  in  the  South  and 
as  one  of  the  very  ablest  in  the  country.  During  his  brief  term 
he  has  overcome  all  prejudices  against  departing  from  adminis- 
trative plans  that  Jefferson  specifically  designated,  and  has  capti- 
vated faculty  as  well  as  students  by  his  personal  qualities.  The 
attendance  has  increased  to  the  highest  point  ever  known,  and 
there  is  greater  enthusiasm  than  ever  before  for  its  future. 

Applause  swept  the  tables  at  the  banquet  on  the  night  of  the 
13th  when  the  announcement  was  made  that  John  D.  Rockefeller 
had  given  $100,000  "to  found  a  school  of  education,  to  be  called 
the  Curry  Memorial  School  of  Education  of  the  University  of 
Virginia,  in  commemoration  of  the  great  and  distinguished  ser- 
vices of  Dr.  D.  L.  M.  Curry  in  behalf  of  popular  education  in  the 
South."  The  ''$2,000,000  endowment"  movement,  mentioned  in 
detail  in  the  December  Palm^  has  reached  the  figure  of  $214,000, 
and  numbers  among  its  contributors  many  prominent  men. 

Incoming  trains  from  every  quarter  on  the  Southern  and  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  brought  the  visitors,  and  the  old  university 
town  was  filled  with  a  larger  crowd  and  more  life  than  even  com- 
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mencement  times  ever  resulted  in.  Class  exercises  were  suspend- 
ed in  anticipation  of  the  important  events.  The  installatiqn  oc- 
curred in  the  administration  building,  and  occupied  about  three 
hours.  The  interest  centered  in  the  inaugural  address,  which 
Mr.  Alderman  delivered  eloquently  and  in  good  voice,  notwith- 
standing his  recent  affliction  of  tonsilitis.  This  was  followed  by 
a  beautiful  spectacle,  a  torchlight  procession,  in  which  700  students 
and  about  1,000  alumni  participated,  prior  to  the  banquet  in  the 
ancient  room,  where  Lafayette  twice  dined. 

Old  and  young  were  boys  together  again,  singing  the  songs 
of  the  days  past  and  recounting  tales  of  long  ago.  All  the  fra- 
ternities kept  ''open  house"  for  their  alumni  and  friends,  and 
many  were  the  handshakes  between  those  who  met  for  the  first 
time  in  perhaps  many  years.  All  day  long  the  people  from  other 
sections — students  of  years  ago  and  of  recent  years — poured  into 
the  town.  They  came  not  only  from  the  East  but  from  many 
points  in  the  far  west,  north  and  south  and  even  from  foreign 
countries.  A  graduate  from  Porto  Rico  was  foremost  among 
the  many  "boys"  who  gathered  in  front  of  ''Anderson's"  and  even 
a  teacher  in  the  Philippines  was  there.  Representatives  from 
other  colleges  are  almost  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Dr.  Alderman's  speech  was  the  focus  of  attention,  and  it  was 
so  fine  in  spirit  and  delivery  that  these  extracts  are  made  from  it : 

Eighty-seven  years  ago  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  inspired  by 
the  genius  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  guided  by  the  patient  good  sense  of 
Joseph  Cabell,  and  heartened  by  the  encouragement  of  James  Madison 
and  James  Monroe,  laid  the  foundation  of  this  university,  and  dedicated 
it  consciously  to  freedom  for  mind  and  soul,  to  desire  for  knowledge  and 
truth,  and  to  solemn  faith  in  the  justice  and  slow  progressiveness  of  a 
democratic  society.  Men  of  English  and  Scotch-Irish  breeding  long  set- 
tled on  the  soil  of  the  State  had  evolved  a  free  and  forceful  society  of 
gracious  charm  and  distinction,  and  leadership  in  the  republic  then  be- 
longed to  Virginia  through  the  rare  greatness  of  her  sons. 

To  this  university  Thomas  Jefferson  is  something  more  than  a  philos- 
ophy, or  a  figure  in  a  pantheon.  He  is  a  friend,  a  founder,  a  father.  No 
university  in  the  world — not  Bologna,  or  El  Ashar,  or  Oxford,  or  Prague — 
is  so  intimately  associated  with  so  immortal  a  name.  To  us  he  inhabits 
his  high  hill  forever,  an  unwearied,  versatile,  myriad-minded  old  man, 
acquainted  with  glory  and  high  station,  a  smile  of  faith  forever  on  his 
lips,  a  passion  for  freedom  forever  at  his  heart,  knowing  men  deeply  and 
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yet  believing  in  them  and  having  patience  with  them;  subjecting  every- 
thing, with  thoughtful  radicalism,  to  the  test  of  their  advancement ;  watch- 
ing with  patient  eyes  the  slow  rising  walls  of  this  university  for  their 
training,  and  counting  that  foundation  the  greatest  in  the  sum  of  his  vast 
human  achievement. 

Born  of  the  union  of  human  enthusiasm  and  civic  impulse,  the  univer- 
sity of  Virginia  seems  to  me  the  first  deliberate  gift  of  democratic  idealism 
to  the  nation  and  century,  though  three-score  and  seven  institutions  had 
preceded  it  in  the  national  life,  owing  their  origin  to  the  great  historic 
causes  of  religious  zeal,  private  beneficence,  and  high  community  impulses 
for  wisdom  and  guidance. 

In  spite  of  meagre  equipment,  though  at  its  birth  it  was  probably 
the  most  liberally  planned  institution  of  the  country,  in  spite  of  insufficient 
preparatory  training  at  times  for  its  students;  in  spite  of  restricted  scope 
and  inability  to  welcome  into  the  circle  of  liberal  arts  the  growing  mass 
of  new  studies,  the  university  spirit  has  always  informed  our  life — a  spirit 
that  beheld  the  scholar's  life  as  a  fair  and  truthful  thing,  begot  in  youth 
a  desire  not  only  to  acquire,  but  to  add  somewhat  to  the  sum  of  knowledge, 
and  evolved  a  method  of  intensive  thoroughness  that  yielded  knowledge 
of  how  truth  may  be  won. 

Whether  the  University  of  Virginia  shall  realize  its  great  destiny  rests 
upon  the  decision  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  whose  civic  life  it 
has  energized  and  ennobled,  upon  the  will  of  its  alumni  whom  it  has 
invested  with  cultured  manhood,  and  upon  American  citizenship,  whose 
public  spirit  it  embodies.  I  have  emphasized  everywhere  the  idea  of  ser- 
vice due  from  the  university  to  the  State  and  I  shall  continue  this  emphasis, 
for  I  should  sin  against  the  mighty  dead  if  I  did  not  bring  to  these  brave 
young  men  a  straightforward  message  of  social  duty.  In  Ben  Hill's  phrase, 
this  shall  be  the  University  for  Virginia,  as  well  as  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. Great  States  care  for  their  universities,  believing  such  care  to  be 
the  mark  of  greatness  in  States.  I  believe  that  this  State,  which  has  always 
known  how  to  act  broadly,  will  make  it  an  axiom  of  its  legislative  life  to 
cherish  and  strengthen  its  chiefest  in  situation  in  proportion  to  income  and 
prosperity.  The  university  calls  to  her  sons  with  the  confidence  of  a  moth- 
er for  their  constructive  help,  and  they  will  heed  her  call  as  they  have 
heeded  every  call  of  filial  love  and  public  duty.  She  offers  to  men  of 
sentiment  and  foresight  throughout  the  republic  the  privilege  and  oppor- 
tunity of  an  incomparable  service.  An  additional  annual  income  of  $ioo,- 
000  could  be  wisely  used  here.  We  need  men  here  first  and  foremost — 
great  scholars  and  teachers  to  re-enforce  our  overburdened  corps — and 
books  and  instruments  and  buildings  and  then  more  men. 

It  would  be  a  dull  and  senseless  spirit  that  did  not  feel  the  sacred  mean- 
ing of  this  hour,  with  its  unspoken  suggestion  of  human  living  and  human 
dying,  of  patient,  striving,  and  of  dauntless  hope.  There  is  no  despair  in 
such  a  task.    There  is  simply  gratitude  to  God  for  opportunity  and  prayer 
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to  God  for  strength.  I  believe  in  the  essential  idealism  of  the  republic, 
in  its  dependence  upon  knowledge  and  training,  in  a  deep  and  heroic  sim- 
plicity which  lies  at  its  heart,  safe-guarding  it  forever  from  the  tyranny 
of  mob  or  plutocrat.  Set  here  so  faithfully  for  everlasting  service,  this 
university  seeks  its  share  of  the  nation's  growth  and  in  proportion  to  the 
nation's  burden.  Like  the  University  of  Berlin,  it  belongs  to  the  short  list 
of  institutions  which  have  scattered  the  despair  and  lightened  the  sorrows 
of  a  great  people  in  a  time  of  national  trial.  Shall  it  not  like  the  Univer- 
sity at  Leyden,  range  itself  also  in  the  justice  of  God,  among  the  great 
school  of  national  rejoicing,  working  at  the  tasks  and  solving  the  prob- 
lems of  an  era  welded  into  unity  by  common  sacrifice  and  thrilling  with 
the  prophecy  of  boundless  growth  and  triumphant  peace?

One  of  the  features  of  the  installation,  and  one  particularly  in- 
teresting to  A.  T.  O/s,  was  the  "smoker"  given  by  our  chapter 
there  on  Friday  evening,  the  14th.  The  active  chapter  and  visit- 
ing alumni  assembled  about  nine  o'clock,  when  fraternity  inter- 
ests and  other  topics  were  discussed  until  nearly  midnight.  Then 
the  doors  were  thrown  open,  word  was  sent  around  that  friends 
were  welcome  and  guests  from  all  the  other  fraternities  and  their 
alumni  to  the  number  of  about  one  hundred  were  soon  with  them. 
All  through  the  evening  refreshments  were  served,  and  song  and 
story  helped  to  make  the  time  pass  too  quickly. 

Many  of  the  old  alumni  were  prevailed  upon  to  tell  of  the 
"doings"  of  former  days,  and  these  added  to  the  merriment. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  evening  was  one  of  the  most  en- 
joyable in  the  history  of  the  chapter.

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HAZING 

From  the  Rutger's   College   Targum  of  March  9. 


Julian  Hawthorne,  a  producer  of  literary  tit-bits  in  times 
gone  by,  has  earned  a  few  dollars  from  the  publishers  of  Mun- 
sey's  Magazine  through  the  publication  of  a  wildly  denunciatory 
article  on  college  hazing.  It  is  largely  a  rehash  of  fatalities  at 
fraternity  initiations,  with  here  and  there  a  serious  result  of 
hazing  spree.  The  most  serious  incident  that  ever  happened  at 
Rutgers  is  blazoned  forth,  and  the  expression  "lick-spittle,"  cer- 
tainly in  questionable  taste,  is  used  in  connection  therewith. 

We  have  not  the  circulation  of  Munsey's,  nor  have  we  any 
writers  so  gifted,  or,  at  least,  so  famous  as  Mr.  Julian  Haw^- 
thorne.  Being,  however,  in  niedios  res,  so  to  speak,  we  can  claim 
a  more  accurate  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  hazing  problem. 

Mr.  Hawthorne  is  right  on  one  point.  Hazing  persists  in 
most  institutions  today.  Where  its  existence  is  most  strenuously 
denied,  there  it  is  in  presence,  in  all  probability,  most  virulent. 
It  is  not  peculiar  to  colleges — it  is  a  feature  of  the  vast  majority 
of  "select  boarding  schools."  It  is  to  be  doubted  if  there  is  a 
single  custom  more  prevalent  today  than  the  hazing*  of  new 
comers. 

Mr.  Hawthorne  is  wrong  when  he  states  that  hazing  is  in- 
creasing either  in  brutality  or  in  the  number  of  cases.  It  is  sim- 
ply as  it  has  always  been — a  matter  of  necessity.  When  a  man 
needs  hazing  he  will  get  it.  If  not  he  will  be  let  alone.  That  is 
the  rule  today,  as  it  always  has  been. 

The  picture  of  college  hazing  as  drawn  by  newspaper  sensa- 
tionalists, is  as  varied  from  the  truth  as  their  Russo-Japanese-war 
accounts.  Their  delineation  of  the  subject  usually  represents  a 
score  of  husky,  irresponsible  brutes  raining  Spanish  Inquisition 
tortures  upon  some  harmless  yokel  just  broken  from  the  protect- 
ing embrace  of  the  maternal  apron  strings.  This  picture  is  false — 
no  matter  from  what  point  it  be  viewed.  It  is  not  the  harmless 
weakling  who  receives  the  punishment,  the  hazing  is  but  seldom 
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of  a  really  brutal  character,  and  the  Sophomores  are  anything  but 
irresponsible. 

The  college  is  a  nation  in  itself.  In  the  discipline  the  faculty 
is  nothing  more  than  an  advisory  board,  or,  at  most,  a  Supreme 
Court  of  final  appeal.  The  duty  of  maintaining  college  traditions, 
customs  and  the  esprit  de  corps  of  the  whole  is  largely  vested  in 
the  Senior  Class,  assisted,  of  course,  by  the  Juniors.  Such  juris- 
diction, all  will  grant,  is  necessary  and  proper.  Without  it  there 
could  be  no  direction  of  athletics,  no  authorative  movement  by 
the  student  body,  nothing  in  the  way  of  college  debates,  dramatics, 
and  other  striking  features  of  the  undergraduate  life. 

There  are  two  sorts  of  freshmen ;  one  the  harmless  boy,  fresh 
from  home,  whose  plight  only  exists  in  the  imaginations  of  the 
newspaper  men  or  on  the  sheets  of  their  yellow  dailies.  He  is 
really  constantly  receiving  encouragement  and  advice  from  those 
above  him.  He  is  never  molested  because  he  fits  properly  into 
the  place  assigned  for  him.  The  other  freshman  is  less  numerous, 
but  more  conspicuous.  He  is  usually  a  graduate  of  some  large 
prep,  school,  where  he  has  been  accustomed  to  giving  orders  to 
his  youngers.  He  enters  the  college  community  by  no  means 
intending  to  obey  the  constituted  authority  of  his  betters.  Advice 
he  flouts,  and  openly  scorns  the  upper  classmen.  He  is  a  man 
with  whose  anatomy  the  paternal  rod  and  woodshed  has  been  too 
dilatory.  If  he  continues  such  a  course,  he  and  others  following 
his  example,  are  in  a  position  to  disrupt  the  conditions  and  cus- 
toms of  his  alma  mater,  rendering  the  college  government  of  the 
upper  classmen  null  and  void,  and  instituting  a  system  of  collegiate 
anarchy. 

It  naturally  follows  that  such  doings  must  be  stopped.  The 
only  method  used  is  the  supplying  of  that  in  which  the  parental 
authority  has  been  lacking.  There  is  nothing  better  for  such  a 
man  than  a  good  spanking.  That  is  as  far  as  hazing  usually  goes. 
A  generous  application  of  barrel-stave  upon  the  part  of  the 
anatomy  best  suited  for  the  purpose  is  generally  effective — at 
least  here  at  Rutgers.  That  revolting  cruelty  has  sometimes  been 
practiced  at  other  institutions  is  undeniable;  but  the  men  are  to 
blame  and  not  the  system.    Various  inhumanities  have  been  prac- 
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tised  in  our  institutions  for  the  insane^,  on  account  of  the  brutaUty 
of  the  keepers ;  but  should  the  system  of  caring  for  the  insane  be 
abrogated  because  of  the  crime  of  a  few  ? 

The  Sophomores,  by  tradition,  are  the  college  police,  dele- 
gated to  tame  too  ambitious  and  rebellious  freshmen.  There  is  a 
popular  hallucination  that  they  rejoice  in  this  duty.  Far  from  it. 
The  discipling  of  freshmen  is  one  of  the  most  obnoxious  of  the 
duties  that  come  to  the  undergraduate.  A  whole  evening,  which 
might  be  devoted  to  more  pleasurable  occupation,  must  be  given 
up  to  the  coercion  of  one  man  to  the  path  of  duty.  The  average 
Sophomore  has  no  stomach  for  his  task,  but  does  it  from  a  sense 
of  duty  to  his  college.  This  may  seem  strange  doctrine,  but  it  is 
nevertheless  true. 

There  is  hardly  an  undergraduate  today  who  does  not  believe 
in  hazing  for  those  that  need  it,  and  there  are  few  alumni  who 
are  bitterly  opposed  to  it.  Many  a  man  who,  in  great  bitterness 
of  spirit,  has  received  the  bastinado,  has  later  thanked  his  cap- 
tors for  the  lesson  they  taught  him. 

Nevertheless  the  great  popular  opposition  continues,  fomented 
by  the  press.  The  best  argument  in  favor  of  the  system  is  its 
flourishing  existence  today  despite  this  opposition. 
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WITH  THE  EXECUTIVE 


With  this  issue  of  the  Palm  a  couple  of  pages  are  to  be 
devoted  to  the  Executive  Department.  It  is  hoped  by  this  means 
that  a  condensed  statement  of  the  experiences,  purposes,  and 
methods  of  the  administration  of  the  Fraternity  can  be  dissemi- 
nated not  only  to  the  chapters,  but  to  the  reading  alumni ;  and  also 
that  it  may  result  not  only  in  informing  them  as  to  what  is  being 
done,  but,  in  arousing  interest  and  bringing  to  the  administrative 
office  suggestions  and  advice.  The  interest  of  the  alumni  is  the 
one  most  important  thing  which  the  Fraternity  today  needs. 


Among  the  first  duties  of  the  new  Worthy  Grand  Chief  was 
a  visit  to  the  Conclave,  at  Cleveland,  of  the  Ohio  chapters,  on 
February  226..  It  is  needless  to  say  that  a  splendid  time  was 
expected,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  add  that  the  expecta- 
tions were  exceeded  by  the  actual  realization.  To  find  the  rep- 
resentatives of  all  the  Ohio  chapters  and  two  alumni  associa- 
tions, to  the  number  of  one  hundred,  was  almost  as  good  as  going 
to  Congress.  Outside  of  the  pleasure  of  association  with  so 
many  good  brothers,  both  old  and  young,  was  the  observation  that 
the  conclave  has  been  of  practical  use.  More  than  anywhere  else 
it  seems  there  exists  in  Ohio  what  might  be  called  a  common 
standard  for  all  the  colleges  of  what  an  Alpha  Tau  Omega  man 
should  be.  In  some  other  parts  of  the  country  one  college  will 
have  one  kind,  and  another,  another,  but  the  meeting  together 
from  time  to  time  of  these  six  chapters  has  resulted  in  their 
gradually  coming  together  in  agreement  upon  a  type.  Indeed, 
this  result  alone,  without  reference  to  the  undoubted  social  bene- 
fits, makes  it  appear  desirable  to  have  Province  Conclaves  wher- 
ever even  three  chapters  are  within  a  sufficiently  close  geographi- 
cal relation. 

Another  pleasant  experience  was  the  visit  of  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  and  five  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Association  to 
the  banquet  of  Pennsylvania  Tau  at  Philadelphia.    The  splendid 
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chapter  which  we  have  there — the  result  of  the  work  of  some 
loyal  brothers — has  a  full  knowledge  of  how  to  entertain.  And 
it  has  not  only  what  we  have  been  accustomed  to  call  "the  spirit 
of  A.  T.  O.,"  but  it  has  developed  an  amount  of  practical  com- 
mon sense  which  is  enabling  it  to  go  forward  very  rapidly.  It 
has  avoided  one  of  the  dangers  of  chapter  life  in  a  large  university 
by  restricting  the  number  of  its  initiates  from  the  professional 
schools  to  one  for  every  five  from  the  academic  department.  It 
would  seem  that  with  this  balance  retained  nothing  but  success 
could  result.  The  Philadelphia  Alumni  Association,  feeling  the 
need  of  a  more  coherent  existence  on  account  of  this  growing 
chapter  adopted  a  constitution  and  elected  officers  on  this  occa- 
sion. Dr.  J.  T.  Rugh,  who  has  long  been  connected  with  A.  T. 
O.  interests  in  Philadelphia,  was  elected  president.  We  can  con- 
fidently expect  that  the  Fraternity  will  receive  much  assistance 
from  this  association  in  its  plans  for  doing  a  college  man's  work 
in  the  business  world. 


The  appointments  are  announced  of  Brother  Professor  Frank 
G.  Wren,  Boston,  Mass.,  as  Chief  of  Province  Four,  to  succeed 
Brother  Tupper ;  of  Brother  J.  N.  Vandervries,  Lawrence,  Kans., 
as  Chief  of  Province  Three,  to  succeed  Brother  Wilson;  and  of 
Brother  Hamilton  C.  Connor,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Chief  of  Province 
Five,  to  succeed  Brother  Wise.  Other  appointments  will  be  made 
during  the  summer. 


The  worthy  Grand  Chief  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  all 
the  brothers  to  the  kind  of  assistance  which  he  is  having  in  the 
prosecution  of  his  duties.  It  became  evident,  soon  after  his  elec- 
tion, that  it  was  a  matter  of  impossibility  for  him  to  alone  carry 
on  the  correspondence  and  attend  to  the  other  duties  of  his  office, 
so  after  due  consultation  with  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil and  others  the  'Advisory  Cabinet'  was  called  into  being.  This 
Cabinet  is,  of  course,  extra-constitutional,  but  it  is  highly  efficient. 
As  related  in  an  official  letter  to  the  chapters,  it  consists  of 
four  active  secretaries :  Brother  F.  R.  Bott  takes  charge  of  the 
interests  of  the  chapters  and  everything  connected  with  them; 
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Brother  W.  W.  Moss,  who,  as  Alumni  Secretary,  has  taken  upon 
himself  the  burden  of  developing  an  efficient  alumni  organization, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  ready  in  the  fall ;  Brother  F.  O.  Affeld, 
Jr.,  is  devoting  time  and  effort  to  the  formulation  of  a  business- 
like organization  and  method  of  financing  chapter  houses ;  Broth- 
er T.  M.  Jones,  for  ten  years  the  efficient  secretary  of  the  local 
alumni  association,  has  taken  hold  of  the  general  detail  of  the 
administrative  office.  These  four  brothers  all  devote  their  abili- 
ties and  time  to  the  free  service  of  the  Fraternity.  It  is  a  "labor 
of  love"  and  this  public  appreciation  is  the  least  that  can  be  given 
them.  Beside  these  active  helpers  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  has 
the  assistance,  in  an  advisory  capacity,  of  Brothers  Walter  H. 
Page  and  Homer  Folks,  and  of  the  Chairman  of  the  High  Coun- 
cil. It  is  the  intention  to  have  a  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  once  every 
two  months  to  discuss  the  general  welfare  and  policy  of  the 
Fraternity.

A.  T.  O.'s  read  at  the  late  congress  there  was  omitted  the  name 
of  Brother  Arthur  Allin.

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The  Palm  prints  in  full  elsewhere  in  this  issue 
High  School  ^  committee  report  on  the  subject  of  high 

school  fraternities,  for  it  is  felt  that  it  is  a 
matter  that  A.  T.  O.,  in  common  with  other  national  fraternities, 
will  have  to  wrestle  with  sooner  or  later ;  indeed,  it  is  possible  that 
already  a  few  of  our  chapters  are  having  to  deal  with  it,  and  in  the 
absence  of  experience  with  such  things,  are  doubtful  as  to  the 
course  to  pursue.  The  Palm  believes  that  it  is  none  too  soon  to 
form  decided  opinions  on  the  subject,  and  as  aid  to  this  end  quo- 
tations are  here  given  from  several  authorities.  It  is  believed  by 
the  editor  that  no  good  can  come  to  Greek  fraternities  nor  to  the 
individuals  most  concerned,  from  these  juvenile  societies,  and  he 
is  opposed  to  them ;  the  lack  of  maturity  in  them  does  not  accord 
well  with  fraternal  principles,  and  the  new  college  matriculate 
fresh  from  his  juvenile  secrecy,  a  secrecy  which  of  course  calls 
for  some  amount  of  allegiance  and  loyalty,  will  not  by  any  means 
have  a  dignified  and  proper  conception  of  the  principles  of  A. 
T.  O.  if  initiated  therein ;  in  the  nature  of  things  he  can  not  be- 
come the  loyal  member  that  he  ought  to.  In  the  light  of  some 
declarations  made  at  the  late  New  York  Congress  by  the  Worthy 
High  Chancellor  and  the  High  Council,  it  can  be  safely  asserted 
that  A.  T.  O.  places  but  a  small  value  upon  the  divided  allegiance 
which  results  from  a  membership  in  two  or  more  fraternities  by 
the  same  individual.  And  while  profesional  fraternities  are  ex- 
empted from  similar  declarations  and  rulings  by  practically  all 
the  regular  college  orders,  the  editor  verily  feels  that  the  A.  T.  O. 
who  is  an  A.  T.  O.  and  nothing  else  (of  course  student  fraterni- 
ties only  are  meant  now),  is  the  man  who  will  live  closer  to  its 
high  principles  and  will  derive  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  bond ; 
no  man  can  serve  two  masters  well.  The  freshman  with  his  pre- 
conceived and  immaturely  formed  ideas  as  to  fraternities,  gotten 
from  his  membership  in  the  P.  P.  V.,  the  B.  B.  B.,  and  so  forth 
societies  at  the  "South  Side"  and  the  "North  End"  high  schools, 
and  being  dead  certain  that  he  knows  beforehand  what  it  all 
amounts  to,  had  better  be  placed  under  the  ban,  and  if  the  stronger 
fraternities  will  let  it  be  known  that  he  is  undesirable  fraternity 
material  the  prophecy  is  made  that  it  will  not  be  many  moons 
before  these  school  orders  will  have  their  development  arrested 
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and  the  boys  be  seen  finding  a  vent  for  their  desires  in  other  ways 
than  these. 

Naturally,  we  are  all  disposed  to  view  the  rise  of  such  organi- 
zations with  no  serious  thoughts  and  look  with  lenience  upon  the 
boys  in  their  efforts,  but  the  subject  calls  for  more  than  passing 
attention,  for,  to  quite  an  extent  in  some  localities,  these  secret 
aggi'egations  will  be  feeders  for  the  college  fraternity,  and  a  logi- 
cal line  of  reasoning  will  show  that  they  will  not  furnish  by  any 
means  good,  loyal,  appreciative  material. 

The  Sigma  Chi  Quarterly  is  equally  positive  in  its  opposi- 
tion, and  its  editor  says : 

It  is  remarkable  to  note  that  many  of  the  arguments  in  opposition  to 
these  pre-collegiate  societies  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  the  early  days 
aganist  the  college  Greeks,  and  in  some  quarters  these  same  objections  are 
still  being  maintained.  .  .  .  Recent  experiences  in  Chicago  go  to 
show  that  the  courts  can  not  be  depended  upon  to  stamp  out  the  impend- 
ing danger,  as  is  demonstrated  by  the  decision  of  Judge  Hanecy,  quoted  in 
brief  elsewhere.  Our  own  history  leads  us  to  look  upon  the  dictum  of  this 
court  as  good  law,  in  spite  of  our  feeling  of  opposition  to  the  new  system. 
The  desire  for  some  kind  of  an  organization  in  the  high  school  comes 
from  the  wish  of  the  students  to  do  something  outside  of  their  school  work; 
but  the  character  of  the  organization  must  be  molded  by  public  opinion, 
and  the  guiding  hand  in  this  process  must  be  the  Greek-letter  college  man, 
who  looks  back  upon  his  own  college  experience  with  profit,  and  upon  the 
college  fraternity  system  as  a  sacred  right  not  to  be  debauched  by  the  im- 
mature and  inexperienced.  Doubtless  many  parents  and  college  Greek- 
letter  men  may  at  first  blush  be  disposed  to  favor  the  youngsters  in  their 
struggle,  but  before  this  stand  is  taken  the  field  should  be  studied  care- 
fully. 

We  are  informed  that  the  material  from  which  the  report  referred 
to  was  prepared  represents  the  unanimous  opinion  of  both  fraternity  and 
non-fraternity  men.  The  general  tone  of  the  argument  points  to  a  fact 
that  is  harmful  in  many  ways.  It  is  needless  for  us  in  this  connection  to 
go  into  the  question  from  the  standpoint  of  school  administration,  as  we 
are  concerned  only  with  its  effect  on  college  societies.  Among  other  things, 
it  is  shown  that  high  school  fraternities  are  not  a  necessity.  They  en- 
courage the  "collegy"  spirit,  and  nothing  is  more  obnoxious  than  the 
"wise"  and  "heady"  freshman  from  the  view-point  of  the  high-grade 
Greek-letter  men.  As  we  have  stated  before,  the  question  is  full  of  in- 
terest to  every  Sigma  Chi,  and  we  hope  that  the  situation  will  be  studied 
carefully   in   all    its   phases.     We   are   confident   that   these   organizations 
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can  not  with  wisdom  be  made  feeders  to  any  chapter,  and  we  believe  that 
we  ought  not  in  our  own  interest  to  encourage  their  growth. 

On  the  subject  of  "divided  allegiance,"  which  the  Palm 
believes  to  be  disintegrating  and  otherwise  harmful,  the  Delta 
Upsilon  Quarterly  has  this  to  say: 

The  executive  council  has  been  asked  for  a  ruling  on  the  propriety  of 
a  member  of  Delta  Upsilon  joining  Acana,  a  society,  having  chapters 
in  several  Western  universities,  which  requires  that  candidates  for  ad- 
mission shall  be  Master  Masons.  The  president  of  the  council  has  an- 
swered the  inquiry  by  calling  attention  to  this  section  of  the  constitu- 
tion: 

"No  member  of  the  fraternity  shall  belong  to  any  college  society 
membership  which  is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  the  fraternity, 
and  in  particular  no  member  of  the  fraternity  shall  belong  to  any  society 
represented  in  more  than  one  institution,  professional  and  honorary  fra- 
ternities excepted." 

This  declaration  is  plain  and  comprehensive.  Acana  is  evidently  a 
society  represented  in  more  than  one  institution,  and  it  is  just  as  evidently 
neither  professional  nor  honorary.  It  therefore  falls  outside  of  the  bounds 
which  this  fraternity  sets  for  its  members. 

The  second  clause  of  the  quoted  section  was  framed  with  special 
reference  to  Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  membership  in  which  has  been  and  is 
held  to  be  inconsistent  with  membership  in  Delta  Upsilon.  It  operates 
against  Acana  also,  even  though  the  latter  may  have  no  trace  of  the  wire- 
pulling propensities  which  make  the  sophomore  society  offensive. 

To  allow  members  to  join  all  sorts  of  intercollegiate  societies,  Greek 
letter  and  otherwise,  would  be  to  invite  great  danger.  Delta  Upsilon  has 
a  right,  which  it  is  bound  to  exercise,  to  ask  that  all  members  hold  its 
interests  supreme  or  even  exclusive  in  this  particular  field. 

In  the  case  of  Acana  there  is  a  special  question  of  more  than  usual 
import.  If  it  should  become  prosperous  and  attain  to  the  possession  of 
thirty  or  forty  chapters,  what  is  to  hinder  the  Odd  Fellows  or  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  or  any  other  secret  society  of  the  post-collegiate  world  from 
organizing  similar  annexes  in  educational  institutions  of  the  country? 
Such  an  advent  could  scarcely  be  regarded  as  less  than  an  intrusion  into 
undergraduate  life,  which  should  have  to  keep  its  flavor,  its  own  dis- 
tinctive and  characteristic  organizations. 

The  Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus  has  some  fun  at  the  expense  of 
these  juveniles,  and  opines  that: 

Though  the  principals  and  teachers  of  Chicago  high  schools,  and  of 
other  similar  schools  which  are  just  now  plagued  with  the  high  school 
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"fraternity"  and  "sorority"  nuisance,  have  the  sympathy  of  all  fraternity 
men  and  women,  the  aggrieved  parties  are  probably  wrong  in  attributing 
to  these  organizations  of  pigtails  and  thirteen  inch  collars,  all  the  troubles 
which  arise  among  their  students,  due  to  selfishness  and  jealousy.  Any- 
body who  has  gone  through  a  town  or  city  high  school  knows  that  some  of 
the  well-to-do  are  snobbish,  some  of  the  poor  envious  and  falsely  proud, 
and  the  whole  student  body  inclined  to  divide  into  cliques  for  the  slightest 
reasons  or  for  none.  No  doubt  the  presence  of  "fraternities"  serves  to 
accent  all  these  things  by  clothing  them  with  the  semblance  of  loyalty  to 
a  brotherhood  on  the  one  hand  or  resistance  to  organized  greed  upon  the 
other.  It  is  certain  that  old-time  discipline  would  simply  have  said  to  the 
young  "brothers"  with  their  arithmetics  and  "sisters"  with  their  spelling 
books  that  their  organization  must  cease  to  exist — and  they  would  have 
ceased,  without  question.  Since,  however,  the  new  psychology  forbids  the 
old  to  hold  back  the  young  from  their  follies  and  the  new  pedagogy  al- 
lows the  rod  no  place,  it  is  almost  too  much  to  hope  that  the  recent  decision 
of  a  Chicago  judge,  which  practically  takes  away  all  power  of  government 
from  the  school  authorities  of  his  city,  will  be  reversed  upon  the  appeal 
which  has  been  taken.  If  the  adolescent  "fraternity"  and  "sorority"  peo- 
ple, who  are  "just  going  over  Fool  Hill,"  as  somebody  has  put  it,  could  be 
made  to  realize  what  a  set  of  little  sillies  they  are — but  no,  that  is  beyond 
hope.  It  seems  that  we  must  wait  the  passing  of  the  fad,  trusting  that 
some  new  game  or  home  occupation  like  ping-pong  or  pyrography  may 
soon  take  its  place  in  the  focus  of  the  youthful  mind's  attention. 


But  all  of  us  will  not  think  alike  upon  the  matter,  and  equally 
loyal  fraternity  men  will  be  found  to  differ,  somewhat,  at  least. 
Sometime  before  the  Sigma  Chi  editorial  came  out  associate  editor 
Reno,  of  the  Palm,  wrote  the  managing  editor  that  he  favored 
the  youngsters'  side,  and  said : 

In  the  main,  the  same  time-honored  and  thread-bare  arguments  in- 
voked against  the  Greek-letter  college  fraternity  are  now  employed  by 
the  opponents  of  these  high  school  organizations.  It  is,  therefore,  of 
moment  whether  the  college  frat.  man  can  afford  to  stand  by  and  see  a 
system  patterned  after  his  own  wiped  out  by  the  same  arguments  he  so 
long  resented  when  applied  to  his  organization.  If  they  do,  they  will  im- 
plicitly acknowledge  that  the  only  excuse  they  have  for  existence  is  that 
their  "personnel"  happens  to  be  older  than  that  of  the  high  school  body. 

Can  the  high  school  club  and  the  college  fraternity  be  so  far  different 
as  to  make  arguments  true  as  to  the  one  and  not  as  to  the  other?

"Ensconced  upon  the  voluptuous  bosom  of  old  Mississippi,  as  she  lies 
serenely  sleeping  in  the  shades  of  her  wealth  of  pines,  with  her  sides  lan- 
guidly lashed  by  the  Father  of  Waters  and  his  little  son,  and  her  feet  idly 
swinging  in  the  great  Mexican  Gulf,  Alpha  Upsilon's  secretary  had  almost 
forgotten  his  duty  to  his  fraternity." 

Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow. 

T.  N.  E.  has  received  the  stamp  of  disapproval  of  the  frater- 
nities at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  by  their  refusing  to 
permit  their  members  to  join. 

At  the  recent  convention  of  S.  A.  E.,  a  new  salaried  post  was 
created  in  the  office  of  a  chapter  house  officer,  who  acts  as  an 
advisor  in  assisting  the  various  chapters  in  securing  new  chap- 
ter houses  and  in  managing  those  already  acquired. 

The  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll  in  its  February  number  gives  an 
account  of  their  New  York  new  alumni  club  house  located  at 
No.  25  E.  44th  St.  It  has  living  accommodations  for  twelve  men, 
and  has  been  leased  for  a  year  with  an  option  for  another  year. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  eight  hundred  Phi's  in  New 
York,  and  with  this  number  of  alumni  there  should  be  no  doubt 
of  the  success  of  the  venture  from  a  business  point  of  view.  In 
a  fraternity  club  we  should  find  the  acme  of  club  life,  for  no- 
where should  we  find  the  same  congeniality  of  fellowship  and 
similarity  of  taste  as  among  men  trained  under  similar  condi- 
tions and  with  so  many  interests  in  common.  For  these  reasons 
we  shall  expect  that  the  club  will  be  a  great  success  as  a  social 
organization,  and  that  those  Phi  Delta's  who  are  active  members 
will  find  it  a  source  of  much  pleasure. 

An  editorial  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Delta  Tau  Delta 
Rainbow  expresses  a  satisfaction  wtih  things  accomplished  in  the 
matter  of  placing  their  chapters  which  can  not  help  but  be  highly 
gratifying  to  the  members  of  that  fraternity.  But  to  one  looking 
on  from  the  outside  the  following  statement,  "Today  there  are 
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probably  only  four  or  five  colleges  that  would  stand  the  show  of 
even  an  investigation  or  consideration  by  Delta  Tau  Delta,  and 
an  extension  policy  is  hardly  a  factor  in  our  future  work,"  taken 
with  a  hurried  glance  at  their  chapter  roll  as  establishing  the  stan- 
dard by  which  they  judge,  would  suggest  that  the  United  States 
is  peculiarly  unfortunate  in  the  matter  of  first  grade  educational 
institutions.  The  number  appears  to  be  considerably  less  than 
we  had  been  lead  to  believe.  However,  "Some  do  say"  that  to 
be  satisfied  is  the  greatest  blessing,  while  others  hold  that  nothing 
impedes  growth  and  attainment  so  much  as  complacency. 


Five  of  the  six  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Washingfton 
have  formed  a  Pan-Hellenic  Society,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  being  the 
one  who  refused  to  come  in.  Judging  from  the  number  of  these 
societies  being  formed  the  old  jealousies  too  often  found  existing 
between  chapters  of  different  fraternities  are  fast  disappearing. 


The  Phi  Kappa  Psi's  have  adopted  the  sweet  pea  as  their 
official  flower ;  they  have  specified  that  its  colors  shall  be  pink  and 
lavender. 


Apropos  of  the  discussion  regarding  high  school  fraternities 
on  other  pages  of  this  number  of  the  Palm,  here  is  a  clipping 
from  a  Chicago  paper  of  May  i6 : 

Fraternities  and  sororities  at  the  University  of  Chicago  High  School 
are  doomed  to  extinction.  Four  years  from  now  the  last  remnants  of 
these  organizations  will  have  disappeared.  This  sentence  was  pronounced 
as  the  result  of  the  recent  ballot  by  parents  of  the  pupils  to  decide  whether 
or  not  these  organizations  should  continue  to  exist.  The  vote  was  389 
against  their  continuance  and  172  in  their  favor.  The  method  that  the 
faculty  will  probably  use  in  bringing  about  the  extinction  of  these  societies 
will  be  to  forbid  any  members  of  next  year's  freshman  class  from  being 
initiated.  Membership  will  be  confined  to  the  present  students  of  the 
school,  and  when  all  these  have  graduated,  secret  organizations  will  be 
things  of  the  past.  The  faculty  advocates  a  school  society,  open  to  every- 
one in  good  standing,  for  the  purpose  of  intellectual  and  not  social  pur- 
suits. 
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Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  have  in  contemplation  the  erecting 
of  a  memorial  hall  at  Washington  and  Lee  University,  where  their 
fraternity  was  founded.  The  S.  A.  E.  Record  is  also  agitating 
the  erecting  of  a  similar  memorial  at  University  of  Alabama, 
where  S.  A.  E.  was  founded  in  1856.  The  Memphis  convention 
appropriated  $1,000  for  this  purpose  on  condition  that  the  local 
chapter  at  that  point  raises  twice  as  much. 


A  recent  number  of  the  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu  contained  five 
hundred  illustrations. 


At  the  last  convention  of  Beta  Theta  Phi  there  was  at  least 
one  delegate  from  each  of  its  rather  long  list  of  chapters.  Phi 
Delta  Theta  at  its  last  convention  lacked  one  of  having  a  com- 
plete representation,  after  having  had  a  perfect  record  at  its  two 
previous  meetings. 

An  agitation  has  been  started  in  the  Scroll  to  change  the  date 
of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  convention  from  the  last  of  November  to 
a  mid-summer  period.  The  reason  advanced  for  making  the 
change  is  that  the  summer  vacation  has  now  become  a  fixed  habit 
with  the  American  people,  and  that  the  alumni  could  take  advan- 
tage of  this  opportunity  to  attend  the  convention. 

Another  reason,  though  not  mentioned,  is  quite  evident  to 
anyone  who  carefully  reads  the  accounts  of  their  last  enthusi- 
astic meeting,  and  it  is  the  belief  that  the  hot  weather  of  the  sum- 
mer season  more  nearly  approaches  the  conditions  at  the  business 
sessions  of  their  convention,  and  there  would  be  less  probability 
of  the  delegates  taking  cold  in  leaving  a  hot  debate  and  going  out 
in  the  open  air. 

S.  A.  E.  boasted  of  a  daily  paper  at  its  recent  convention  at 
Memphis  which  was  known  as  ''The  Convention  Daily  News," 
and  gave  all  the  local  information  concerning  the  convention  from 
day  to  day.     It  consisted  of  four  four-column  pages. 
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The  58th  annual  convention  of  A  K  E  was  held  in  Chicago 
last  November,  with  representatives  from  all  but  two  chapters. 
This  is  one  of  the  fraternities  that  elects  its  convention  officers 
only  when  a  convention  meets,  and  makes  a  distinction  between 
them  and  its  general  officers.  They  granted  a  charter  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  and  voted  to  come  together  in  New  York  in 
the  fall  of  this  year.  "Bro."  Peary  was  the  star  attraction  this 
time,  and  gave  his  audience  another  new  talk  about  the  North 
Pole. 

It  never  rains  but  it  pours!  Secretary  of  War  Taft  is  not 
only  the  honored  president  of  the  University  Club  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  but  has  also  recently  been  placed  at  the  head  of  that  city's 
Psi  Upsilon  alumni  association.  And  Vice-president  Fairbanks 
is  presiding  over  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  frat.  And  manager  Ridg- 
way,  of  Everybody's  Magazine,  is  doing  the  same  for  the  New 
York  Delta  Upsilon  alumni  club.  And  who  will  now  volunteer 
to  write  the  annals  of  the  unhonored  and  unsung  secretary  who 
in  each  case  will  probably  do  the  work? 

The  General  Assembly  of  Indiana  has  passed  and  the  gov- 
ernor has  signed  a  bill  exempting  from  taxation  the  property  of 
college  fraternities,  including  chapter  houses ;  it  was  passed  prac- 
tically without  opposition,  and  it  is  now  up  to  other  states  to  follow 
the  good  example. 

Kappa  Alpha  is  another  fraternity  that  is  ''dead  set"  against 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon,  and  its  journal's  editor  says  that  the  Central 
University's  chapter  (Kentucky)  did  the  ''manly  thing  in  expell- 
ing men  who  allowed  themselves  to  be  beguiled  by  this  seducer." 
T.  N.  E.  is  getting  some  hard  raps  these  days. 

S.  A.  E.  at  its  convention  in  Memphis  last  December  granted 
three  new  charters,  bringing  the  number  of  chapters  up  to  sixty- 
six  ;  the  new  ones  are  at  George  Washington  University  (Wash- 
ington, D.  C),  University  of  Iowa,  and  Case  School,  at  Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 
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The  S.  A.  E.  Record  makes  mention  that  short  stories  by 
Henry  Snyder  Harrison,  its  editor,  have  recently  appeared  or 
will  appear  soon  in  Leslie's  Magazine,  Everybody's,  Smart  Set, 
and  one  of  the  Munsey  publications.  We  congratulate  the 
Record  upon  the  record  of  its  chief  scribe. 

General  Lew  Wallace  is  dead  and  Vice-president  Fairbanks 
is  living,  so  we  are  told  in  36  pages  of  the  esteemed  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  for  March.  Here's  peace  to  the  ashes  of  the  one  and  long 
life  and  prosperity  to  the  other! 

Beta  Theta  (Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Chapter  of  A  T  A)  during  her  twenty- 
one  years  of  being  claims  a  more  honorable  list  of  university  distinctions 
than  can  be  shown  by  any  other  organization  at  Sewanee,  unless,  perhaps, 
it  be  the  similar  list  preserved  by  our  fiercest  rivals,  Tennessee  Omega 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.     (Correspondence  in  January  Rainbow  of  A  T  A.) 

The  38th  "Karnea"  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  meets  in  New  York 
in  August  this  year,  and  we  are  told  that  it  is  to  be  a  most  "mo- 
mentous gathering  of  Delts." 

Delta  Upsilon  entered  Ohio  State  in  December  last,  making 
thirty-six  chapters  now  to  the  credit  of  this  truly  strong  Northern 
fraternity — the  "social  and  non-secret"  one  as  they  dub  them- 
selves. 


Delta  Tau  Delta  at  the  University  of  Miss,  is  "up  against  it" 
it  seems.  With  only  eight  men  last  year,  and  but  three  to  return 
the  past  fall,  it  is  but  a  remnant  of  what  was  once  the  finest 
chapter  at  Oxford.  "The  chapter  was  never  noted  for  her  large 
membership,  and,  in  fact,  is  opposed  to  it,"  so  we  are  told,  but 
it  now  seems  that  time  has  not  sealed  with  approval  this  bit  of 
wisdom.  This  chapter,  formerly  known  as  the  local  "Rainbow" 
society  or  fraternity,  we  had  been  told,  once  had  the  pick  of  the 
entire  student  body  there,  and  when  absorbed  by  Delta  Tau 
Delta  gave  its  name  to  the  latter's  official  journal.  Though  the 
wooing  of  the  "Rainbow"  by  Alpha  Tau  Omega  once  upon  a 
time  must  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  her  unsuccessful  and  rather 
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lukewarm  efforts,  not  offering  as  much  as  A  T  A,  still  we  are  al- 
ways sorry  to  hear  that  a  fine  chapter  of  any  fraternity  is  in  hard 
luck  and  sore  straits.  Better  luck  to  those  boys  in  the  future, 
but  please  don't  take  in  thirty  all  at  once  as  others  than  the 
Rainbow  fellows  are  in  the  habit  of  doing! 

What  is  said  to  be  a  strong  chapter  of  T.  N.  E.  was  estab- 
li»hed  at  the  University  of  Alabama  in  March.  They  have  as 
chapter  members,  so  it  is  reported,  some  of  the  foremost  men  in 
the  university. 


Since  our  last  letter,  a  great  change  has  taken  place  in  fraternity 
circles  at  Indiana.  The  long  existing  breach  between  the  fraternities  has 
at  last  been  healed,  and  at  a  Pan-Hellenic  "Bohemian"  given  at  the  Bowles 
Hotel  on  January  i8,  the  eight  fraternities  linked  themeslves  together  in 
a  "Pan-Hellenic  League"  and  pledged  their  united  support  to  the  interests 
of  the  university.  As  a  result  of  this  move  there  already  exists  a  better 
feeling  among  the  Greeks,  and  that  college  spirit  will  take  on  new  life  is 
certain.  The  fraternities  will  endeavor  to  get  quarters  in  the  new  Student 
building,  now  being  erected.  (University  of  Indiana  Correspondence  in 
Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus.) 


The  following  account  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  convention 
of  last  fall  is  clipped  from  the  K  S  Caduceus ■' 

The  twenty-eighth  biennial  convention  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  was  held  in 
the  good  convention  town  of  Indianapolis  during  the  week  beginning  Nov. 
21,  1904.  "Father"  Lindley,  only  surviving  founder  of  the  fraternity,  was 
present.  Three  alumni  clubs  and  seven  active  chapters,  with  a  committee 
on  arrangements  of  thirty-five  members,  shared  in  the  expense  and  re- 
sponsibility of  the  convention's  entertainment.  One  night  was  given  to  a 
theatre  party,  where  the  Phi's  festooned  the  house  and  the  stage  with  miles 
of  paper  ribbons  in  their  colors ;  while  reception,  smoker,  dance,  and  all  the 
customary  forms  of  entertainment,  were  not  wanting.  At  the  banquet, 
cable  greetings  were  read  from  a  well-known  Phi,  Dick  Little,  who  appears 
to  be  the  James  Darlington  Hamlin  of  his  fraternity,  but  who  was  in 
Manchuria  as  a  war  correspondent.  F.  J.  R.  Mitchell,  of  Chicago,  was 
made  president  of  the  fraternity,  and  John  H.  DeWitt,  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
was  re-elected  editor  of  the  Scroll.  The  convention  discussed  the  T.  N.  E. 
question  at  great  length,  but  made  no  change  in  Phi  Delta  Theta's  former 
law,  which  permits  any  chapter  to  rule  out  T.  N.  E.  by  individual  action. 
Among  other  items   recommended   by  an   "Internal   Improvement   Com- 
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mittee"  was  a  provision  of  Phi  law  to  the  effect  that  every  Phi  must  wear 
his  badge  at  all  times,  by  day  and  by  night.  The  delegates  from  the  South, 
where  Eastern  poppycock  attracts  less  attention  than  it  does  anywhere  else, 
were  reported  as  especially  strong  in  their  opposition  to  the  new  rule.  It 
was,  however,   adopted. 


Of  the  other  fraternities  all  seem  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  *  A  6 
and  2  X  have  proven  to  be  our  closest  rivals,  and  next  to  us  *  A  0  is 
undoubtedly  the  strongest  fraternity  here,  with  2  X  and  B  0  n  following.

The  Cleveland,  Ohio,  Leader,  of  April  23,  contained  a  sketck 
of  fraternity  life  in  general  at  Western  Reserve  University  and 
Case  School  of  Science,  together  with  illustrations  of  all  the  ''frat" 
houses  at  these  two  schools,  among  which  was  one  of  Gamma 
Kappa's  late  home,  and  from  which  the  boys  have  but  recently 
moved  into  a  larger  one. 

According  to  a  press  notice  the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  convention  at 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  came  to  a  close  on  April  2y,  with  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  selection  of  a  meeting- 
place  for  the  next  convention,  the  adoption  of  a  new  constitution. 
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and  a  big  banquet  at  one  of  the  hotels.     The  next  convention  will 
be  held  in  Richmond,  Va. 

The  new  constitution  was  drafted  and  adopted  by  the  con- 
vention. The  main  point  over  which  the  fight  was  made  was 
whether  or  not  the  fraternity  should  remain  south  of  Mason 
and  Dixon's  line.  After  several  hours  of  debate  it  was  decided 
not  to  extend  the  territory.

The  French  government  has  presented  a  bust  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  has  asked  the  State  for  an 
appropriation  of  $650,000  for  the  maintenance  of  departments 
already  established,  and  $100,000  toward  a  new  museum  of  science 
and  art.  The  prospects  are  that  the  University  will  receive  that 
which  it  seeks. 

Harvard  is  appealing  to  her  friends  for  immediate  assistance 
in  the  shape  of  two  million  dollars.  It  is  said  the  amount  realized 
is  to  be  utilized  in  the  erection  of  several  new  buildings  and  to 
provide  a  more  adequate  endowment  for  several  of  the  depart- 
ments, for  which  there  is  at  present  no  adequate  provision.  Har- 
vard's endowment  has  now  reached  the  sum  of  $17,000,000. 

The  board  of  student  organizations  at  Chicago  have  resolved 
that  hereafter  the  net  income  of  student  enterprises,  such  as  stu- 
dent papers,  university  dances,  socials,  debates,  entertainments, 
shall  be  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  scholarships.  Heretofore 
the  various  managers  received  the  profits. 
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By  a  recent  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  the  Fayer- 
weather  will  case  was  settled  in  favor  of  the  colleges.  Daniel  B.  Fayer- 
weather  died  in  1890,  and  left  to  twenty  colleges  a  sum  which  now  amounts 
to  $5,600,000.  His  heirs  contested  these  bequests  on  the  ground  that  the 
testator  was  incompetent  at  the  time  of  making  the  will  and  had  been 
subjected  to  undue  influence.  No  case  ever  had  a  more  imposing  array 
of  attorneys  on  both  sides,  the  colleges  and  executors  alone  enlisting  a 
total  of  fifty-five  sets  of  counsel.  Yale  is  the  largest  beneficiary  with 
$475,000;  Columbia  and  Cornell  each  receive  $375,000;  six  smaller  colleges 
get  $225,000  each,  and  the  other  ten  get  $275,000  each.  A  curious  fact  in 
connection  with  the  case  is  that  Fayerweather  had  never  received  college 
training,  and  for  years  would  have  no  college  men  in  his  employ. — Record 
of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 

The  University  of  the  South  has  begun  work  upon  the  All 
Saints  Chapel,  which  is  to  cost  $150,000  and  be  one  of  the  most 
perfect  specimens  of  church  architecture  in  America. 

The  University  of  Virginia  had  M.  Jusserand,  the  French 
ambassador,  as  a  guest  recently.  Thomas  Nelson  Page  has 
written  a  very  interesting  history  of  the  University  for  April 
Scrihners. 

Morgan  Hall,  the  largest  dormitory  at  Williams,  was  recently 
destroyed  by  fire. 

The  various  State  universities  seem  to  have  been  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  fact  that  the  respective  legislatures  have  been  in 
session  during  the  winter.  Washington  asked  for  funds  suffi- 
cient to  erect  two  new  buildings ;  Minnesota  requested  $450,000 ; 
Missouri  modestly  demanded  $1,000,000;  Kansas  wants  $275,000, 
and  so  on  down  the  line. 

It  is  reported  that  Johns  Hopkins  is  to  move  from  the  heart 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  locate  at  Homewood — a  160  acre 
tract  of  land  donated  by  a  number  of  public-spirited  Baltimoreans. 
Work  on  the  athletic  field  has  already  commenced  and  sufficient 
funds  are  now  being  solicited  to  complete  the  removal.  The  new 
site  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  picturesque  spots  in  the  State. 
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Tufts  is  also  a  recipient  of  Andrew  Carnegie's  munificence 
in  the  shape  of  a  $100,000  library  building.  The  millionaire  iron- 
master recently  announced  his  intention  to  confine  future  gifts 
to  small  or  denominational  institutions  rather  than  lavish  it  upon 
already  heavily  endowed  State  universities. 

The  University  of  Virginia  has  accepted  a  conditional  gift 
of  $50,000  from  Andrew  Carnegie  for  a  library,  the  University 
to  raise  an  additional  $50,000.  A  like  gift  has  been  accepted 
from  the  same  donor  of  Depauw  University.  Baldwin  Univer- 
sity also  reports  the  receipt  of  $624,000  from  Mr.  Carnegie.  The 
University  of  Maine  has  been  remembered  for  a  similar  purpose 
to  the  extent  of  $50,000. 

Dr.  Elmer  B.  Bryan,  professor  of  education  in  the  University 
of  Indiana,  has  been  elected  president  of  Franklin  College.  Dr. 
Bryan  became  widely  known  in  educational  circles  as  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  in  the  Philippines. 

Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Welsh,  who  has  filled  some  of  the  best  pulpits 
in  the  Methodist  Church,  has  been  elected  president  of  the  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  of  which  he  is  an  alumnus. 

By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Jane  L.  Stanford,  Leland  Stanford,  Jr., 
University  receives  the  bulk  of  her  vast  estate.  Mrs.  Stanford's 
death  was  due  to  strychnine  administered  either  by  a  servant  or 
taken  by  herself  accidentally. 

A  referee  has  found  that  Mrs.  Josephine  L.  Newcomb,  who 
bequeathed  some  $2,000,000  to  the  H.  Sophie  Newcomb  Memorial 
College  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  was  a  legal  resident  of  that  city  at 
the  time  of  her  death. 

Science  Hall,  the  large  five-story  brick  building  at  the  Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic  Institute  at  Blacksburg,  has  been  destroyed  by 
fire,  causing  a  loss  upwards  of  $75,000. 
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Gemson  College,  South  Carolina,  says  a  writer  in  the  K. 
A.  Journal,  is  the  largest  and  best  endowed  scientific  institution 
in  the  South;  it  has  fifty-six  professors  and  509  students  and  a 
K.  A.  president  at  its  head. 

Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  of  Chicago,  a  wealthy  retired  business 
•man,  has  given  $135,000,  distributed  among  five  Southern  col- 
leges :  Guilford  College,  S.  C. ;  Piedmont  College,  Ga. ;  Wash- 
ington College,  Tenn. ;  Grant  University,  Tenn. ;  and  West  Vir- 
ginia Seminary,  W.  Va.  The  gifts  are  with  a  string  attached, 
to  the  effect  that  three  dollars  must  be  raised  for  every  dollar 
g^iven,  and  within  a  year. 

Mr.  Carnegie,  with  usual  generosity,  has  set  apart  $10,000,- 
000  in  bonds,  the  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  to  provide 
annuities  for  college  professors  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and 
Newfoundland,  who,  from  old  age  or  other  physical  disability 
are  no  longer  in  a  position  to  render  efficient  service.  The  bonds 
have  been  transferred  to  a  board  of  trustees,  and  steps  will  be 
taken  at  once  to  organize  a  corporation  to  receive  the  donation. 
The  millennium  is  slowly  coming. 

In  its  suit  against  the  State  for  back  scholarships  due  the 
State  college  under  a  law  of  1892,  Rutgers  College,  New  Jer- 
sey, was  given  the  decision  and  will  get  about  $80,000.  The  vote 
in  the  Court  of  Appeals  stood  six  to  five,  and  Rutgers  says  that 
four  of  the  dissenting  justices  were  graduates  of  Princeton, 
sometimes  called  a  rival  school  in  the  same  State ! 

Vanderbilt  University  at  Nashville  suffered  the  loss  by  fire  of 
the  "Administration"  building  in  April.  Students,  alumni,  and 
citizens  of  the  city  are  working  together  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
one  to  replace  the  old. 

The  proposed  consolidation  of  interests  of  Harvard  and  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  has  at  last  assumed  definite 
shape  and  proportion.     The  full  text  of  what  is  said  to  be  only 
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a  tentative  agreement  was  made  public  sometime  ago  and  has 
already  has  been  assented  to  by  Harvard,  although  her  assent  is 
binding  only  in  the  event  that  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts  sanctions  the  compact.  'Tech"  has  not  at  this 
writing  agreed  to  the  proposition  and  in  view  of  the  opposition 
manifested  by  a  considerable  portion  of  its  governing  board  to 
the  plan,  it  is  difficult  to  predict  what  course  she  will  pursue. 
The  union  will  in  the  main  benefit  'Tech"  to  a  much  greater  ex- 
tent than  Harvard,  and  it  is  believed  that  in  spite  of  this  dissen- 
sion, the  element  favoring  consolidation  will  prevail. 

Under  the  agreement  as  submitted  to  the  public,  the  identity 
of  each  institution  is  for  the  most  part  practically  preserved.  The 
organization,  title,  property,  and  funds  of  each,  together  with  their 
rights  and  duties  in  respect  thereto  are  unaffected,  so  that  Har- 
vard simply  joins  "Tech"  for  the  promotion  of  industrial  educa- 
tion and  research.  The  affairs  are  under  the  direction  of  an 
executive  committee  to  be  composed  of  representatives  of  both 
institutions,  but  chosen  by  the  governing  body  of  "Tech."  This 
committee  is  practically  given  full  and  exclusive  control  and  the 
president  of  the  Institute  remains  president  of  the  committee. 
The  faculty  is  to  consist  of  the  professorate  of  "Tech"  as  now 
constituted,  and  such  Harvard  professors  who  now  give  courses 
at  the  University  leading  to  degrees  in  industrial  science.  The 
University  pledges  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  the 
income  of  all  funds  now  given  to  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School, 
and  also  the  income  of  all  property  which  it  may  hereafter 
acquire  for  the  promotion  of  instruction  in  industrial  science. 
"Tech"  makes  like  pledges  with  reference  to  property  now  in 
its  possession  or  hereafter  acquired.  Provision  is  made  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site  on  the  Charles  River  and  the  erection  thereon 
of  new  buildings  for  the  Institute.  The  Lawrence  Scientific  School 
is  to  be  discontinued  as  soon  as  the  Institute  is  able  to  supply 
instruction  to  all  the  present  students  thereof.  Students  of  the 
Institute  are  to  have  all  the  privileges  of  Harvard  students. 

Friends  of  both  institutions  see  in  these  provisions  a  greater 
"Tech"  and  a  broader,  more  useful  Harvard  and  trust  the  end  so 
long  in  view  will  be  accomplished  in  the  near  future.

The  foUowin^^  is  a  part  of  a  very  thoughtful  editorial  from 
The  Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow  and  is  commended  to  our  readers 
as  an  indication  of  the  policies  likely  to  be  pursued  by  other 
fraternities : 

Holding  to  approximately  common  ideals  and  principles,  the  different 
fraternities  of  today  show  the  distinctions  they  do  as  the  result  of  lines 
of  policy  pursued  in  each  individual  case.  The  one  policy  that  in  the  past 
has  had  the  most  far-reaching  effect  has  been  that  of  extension.  Those 
fraternities  which  earliest  realized  the  future  possibilities  of  the  western 
State  institutions  and  placed  chapters  there  are  today  the  strong,  aggres- 
sive factors  of  the  Greek  world  and,  instead  of  being  practically  unknown 
outside  of  a  limited  section,  their  badges  command  recognition  and  respect 
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from  ocean  to  ocean.  The  eastern  fraternities  of  small  chapter  rolls 
have  contentedly  slumbered  along,  satisfied  with  the  achievement  of  a 
past  generation  and  outstripped  by  their  more  wide-awake  and  progressive 
rivals.  In  many  cases  the  colleges  in  which  these  fraternities  have  chap- 
ters and  which  were  the  prominent  educational  institutions  of  seventy-five 
years  ago,  have  sunk  into  positions  of  unimportance  and  are  unable  longer 
to  attract  as  students  the  most  desirable  type  of  college  and  fraternity 
man.  These  fraternities  have  lost  ground  in  two  ways — by  failure  to  oc- 
cupy new  fields  and  by  the  retention  of  chapters  in  college  graveyards. 

The  growth  of  fraternities  has  also  depended  to  some  extent  on  the  ex- 
ecutive and  administrative  policy  adopted  by  each.  The  early  form  where 
the  entire  government  was  vested  in  one  chapter  soon  proved  inadequate 
to  the  needs  of  a  national  organization  and  today  these  powers  have 
generally  been  delegated  to  a  central  body,  and  when  the  members  of  this 
central  governing  body  are  alumni  members  of  the  fraternity  the  work 
of  that  fraternity  has  shown  the  greatest  aggressiveness  and  consistency. 
This  graduate  control  also  tends  to  produce  a  stability  in  a  fraternity's 
policy  and  its  advantage  is  especially  demonstrated  in  the  healthy  internal 
soundness  of  the  undergraduate  chapters. 

A  close  study  of  the  general  fraternity  field  forces  home  the  convic- 
tion that  year  by  year  the  differences  in  rank  of  the  Greek  fraternities 
will  grow  steadily  less  and  less  and  the  dozen  or  so  of  the  progressive, 
wide-awake  fraternities  of  today  will  ultimately  stand  on  a  plane  of  amost 
equal  excellence.  We  have  not  the  time  now  to  discuss  in  detail  the 
factors  and  conditions  in  the  college  and  Greek  world  that  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  this  result,  but  they  are  well  known  and  appreciated  by  every 
close  observer  and  well-informed  fraternity  man.  The  future  holds  much 
of  promise  for  fraternities,  the  pioneer  days  of  uncertainty  and  struggle 
are  over,  and  they  have  now  a  strong  and  recognized  position  in  the 
college  world.  By  a  close  adherence  to  their  original  principles  and  an 
alert  readiness  to  grasp  new  opportunities  the  next  twenty-five  years  will 
see  the  Greek  fraternities  occupying  a  commanding  position  in  the  colle- 
giate life  of  our  country  and  exerting  a  tremendous  influence  for  good. 

^      ^      ^ 

Kappa  Sigma  is  now  engaged  in  raising  funds  whereby  to 
erect  a  chapter  house  for  its  charge  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 
That  institution  having  been  the  place  of  the  fraternity's  founda- 
tion in  America,  the  building  is  designed  to  answer  the  two- 
fold purpose  of  housing  the  students  and  of  serving  as  a  memo- 
rial to  its  founders  and  the  fraternity  in  general.  As  a  result, 
the  April  number  of  its  journal  is  largely  devoted  to  an  exposi- 
tion of  Virginia,  and  Kappa  Sigma  activities  and  history  as  de- 
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veloped  there.  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  it  might  be  said,  is  project- 
ing a  Hke  idea,  in  furtherance  of  which  the  last  conclave  made 
very  liberal  provision  from  the  funds  of  the  general  fraternity. 

Mr.  Farr,  the  editor  of  The  Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma,  is 
a  recent  acquisition  to  fraternity  journalism,  but  the  number 
before  us  is  proof  positive  that  his  fraternity  has  made  no  mis- 
take in  entrusting  its  journal  to  his  hands.  A  portion  of  an 
editorial  on  "Fraternity  and  Faculty"  will  bear  repetition : 

As  to  the  power  of  the  fraternity  chapter  to  bring  about  reforms  in  the 
case  of  the  idle  or  profligate  individuals,  some  presidents,  deans  and  pro- 
fessors are  skeptical.  These  have  only  themselves  to  blame  for  never 
having  made  use  of  a  power  for  good  which  lay  ready  to  their  hands. 
Those  faculties  which  without  hesitation  throw  upon  fraternity  organiza- 
tions the  responsibility  for  the  good  conduct  of  their  members,  find  a 
ready  response;  for  there  is  no  reputable  college  fraternity  whose  general 
organization  has  not  done  its  part  in  cultivating  the  idea  that  each  indi- 
vidual chapter's  duty  is  to  co-operate  with  the  faculty  which  is  set  over  it, 
in  attempting  to  bring  out  of  every  member  of  the  fraternity  the  best  that 
is  in  him.  If  the  college  faculties  of  the  country  can  be  brought  to  de- 
mand even  more  of  fraternity  chapters  in  this  direction,  the  returns  will 
be  proportionately  greater. 

When  it  is  the  second  problem  which  must  be  solved ;  when  the  student 
body  needs  to  be  held  back  from  acting  foolishly  or  shortsightedly,  the 
fraternity  chapters  afford  the  best  conceivable  means  of  dealing  with  the 
situation.  By  the  connection  of  members  of  the  faculty  with  one  or 
another  fraternity,  or  by  virtue  of  such  cordial  relations  with  them  all  as 
the  right  kind  of  man  cultivates,  the  matter  can  be  dealt  with  from  the 
inside,  and  direction  substituted  for  driving,  timely  counsel  for  the  exer- 
cise of  the  veto  power.  The  coming  college  president  is  the  man  who 
knows  how  to  bend  the  energies  of  every  organization  among  his  students 
in  the  right  direction. 

However,  as  modern  satirists  and  jokers  like  to  point  out,  college  life 
among  us  includes  many  things  not  to  be  classed  with  studies.  It  is  largely 
to  the  work  of  the  fraternities,  in  bringing  forward  the  bright  and  capable, 
in  searching  out  talent  of  every  kind  and  inducing  it  to  remove  the  ob- 
scuring bushel  from  its  light,  that  the  amazing  variety  and  interest,  as  well 
as  the  frequent  financial  success,  of  "student  activities"  is  due.  Whether 
all  these  things  might  as  well  be  dispensed  with  is  a  question  which  is  not 
worth  while  to  discuss,  for  the  college  world  being  what  it  is,  they  will 
continue  to  exist;  and  in  their  operation,  the  fraternities  will  continue 
to  have  a  large  share.  Only  when  a  faculty  with  its  head  in  the  clouds 
leaves  the  student  body  without  the  wise  and  positive  counsel  which  the 
young  have  a  right  to  expect  from  the  old,  will  fraternity  chapters  or 
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fraternity  men  be  in  danger  of  plotting  or  combining  to  restrict  to  them- 
selves such  honors  as  accompany  student  responsibilities.

The  March  Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  is  devoted 
largely  to  the  very  successful  convention  held  in  Memphis  at  the 
same  time  Alpha  Tau  Omega  convened  in  New  York.  One  of 
the  features  of  the  gathering  was  a  newspaper  edited  and  pub- 
lished by  the  delegates  and  distributed  among  the  attendants  on 
the  morning  of  each  day  of  the  convention.  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Kress, 
who  for  several  years  past  very  ably  conducted  the  Greek  press 
review  department,  announced  his  retirement  from  the  editorial 
board.  His  "valedictory"  so  nearly  conforms  to  our  own  ideas 
of  the  duties  incident  to  this  position,  that  we  can  not  refrain  from 
reprinting  a  portion  of  them : 

In  conducting  this  column  he  has  held  largely  to  the  form  in  use 
with  his  predecessors,  his  aim  having  been  to  present  excerpts  from  the 
publications  of  other  fraternities,  the  perusal  of  which  would  help  make 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon's  initiates  broad-minded  Greek-letter  men. 

No  greater  misfortune  can  befall  any  fraternity  than  having  members 
who  can  see  naught  but  ill  in  other  Greek-letter  organizations  and  who  im- 
agine that  they  alone  excel  in  all  good  things.  The  truth  of  the  matter 
is  this:  Men  are  men  the  world  over,  and  you  find  them  in  all  colleges 
and  in  all  fraternities.  Age,  local  prestige,  chapter  houses,  all  these  arc 
of  little  avail  if  a  charter  be  held  by  incompetents  and  undesirables.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  is  filled  with  much  that  cannot 
fail  to  interest  even  a  member  of  a  rival  fraternity — and  be  it 
known  that  Kappa  Alpha  has  honored  itself  by  holding  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  a  "rival,"  Verner  M.  Jones  in  a  very  interesting 
article  on  "Chapter  Leadership"  sums  up  the  duties  and  qualifica- 
tions of  that  individual  in  the  following  words : 

The  chapter  princeps,  however,  is  a  real  shepherd  to  his  flock  in  no 
superficial  sense.  The  responsibilities  of  his  position  include  sound  judg- 
ment discreetly  exercised,  coupled  with  the  ability  to  rightly  command 
when  necessary;  his  example  of  conduct  must  be  high,  and  his  college 
standing  representative;  he  must  have  the  ability  to  institute  and  the  te- 
nacity to  carry  to  a  successful  conclusion  helpful  chapter  enterprises;  he 
must  be  practical  in  finances  and  well  versed  in  executive  matters,  and 
besides  being  informed  in  the   usages  and  traditions   of  his   fraternity, 
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must  be  earnest  and  loyal  to  its  best  interests  and  sincerely  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  chapter  and  each  individual  member. 

"The  Need  of  a  Standard"  furnishes  food  for  reflection.  A 
quotation  therefrom  may  throw  some  light  upon  a  phrase  not 
infrequent  in  our  own  chapter  leaders : 

The  phrase,  qualitas  non  quantitas,  has  received  harsh  treatment  at 
the  hands  of  the  Greeks;  it  has  been  worn  almost  threadbare;  nay,  per- 
haps it  is  even  out  at  the  elbows,  and  has  become  an  object  of  general 
ridicule.  But  though  in  rags  and  tatters,  it  is  still  oftentimes  used  to  cover 
a  multitude  of  sins;  in  fact,  almost  every  one  in  the  fraternity  calendar, 
from  pure,  simple,  unadulterated  laziness  to  just  plain  ignorance  of  the 
rudiments  of  rushing.  Such  an  excellent  old  motto  had  deserved  a  better 
fate.  There  is  a  lesson,  and  a  good  one,  in  the  phrase,  and  it  is  intended 
rather  for  the  large  chapter  than  the  small  one.  When  one  of  our  large, 
flourishing  Omega  Omega  chapters,  with  our  thirty-odd  members  and  our 
pebble-dashed,  moss-green-shingle-stained  chapter  house,  read  how, 
though  few  in  numbers,  the  "brethren"  down  in  that  small  denominational 
college  are  holding  to  the  motto,  "Quality  rather  than  quantity,"  and  are 
striving  to  make  each  member  worthy  of  the  high  calling  whereunto  he  is 
called — well,  the  most  of  us  smile  the  smile  of  the  unbeliever,  so  con- 
ventional has  the  phrase  become.  And  yet  who  shall  say  that  the  small 
chapter  with  its  eight  or  nine  men  is  not  a  better  chapter  proportionately 
than  its  Dives-like  brother,  is  not  living  in  closer  accord  with  the  spirit 
of  the  Ritual?  Page  after  page  has  been  written  upon  the  value  of  the 
small  college  chapter,  nor  do  we  intend  to  add  to  them,  but  merely  to 
stress  the  already  generally  accepted  rule  that  in  genuine  fraternity  spirit 
and  "selectness"  the  small  chapter  in  the  small  college  usually  leads  its 
larger  brethren.  It  therefore  follows  that  the  need  of  a  standard  will  be 
felt  most  by  the  larger  chapters,  irrespective  of  their  enthusiasm.

Toward  the  close  of  the  first  half  of  the  last  century, 
where  now  lies  what  has  been  so  aptly  termed  the  Queen 
City  of  the  picturesque  Lehigh  Yalley,  prospered  the  Borough 
of  Allentown,  a  borough  which  boasted,  it  is  true,  of  but 
4,000  population,  but  which  was  destined,  nevertheless,  to 
become  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  industrial  inland 
cities  of  Pennsylvania.  Surrounded  by  a  dense  grove,  some 
of  the  trees  of  which  are  still  standing,  and  which  then  barri- 
caded the  south-eastern  approach  to  this  Pennsylvania  a 
German  settlement,  was  a  large  double  two-story  stone 
building,  known  as  the  Livingstone  Mansion.  This  mansion, 
even  then  a  monument  to  the  departed  glory  of  the  Living- 
stones, relatives  of  the  Allen  family  who  founded  the  City 
which  beares  their  name,  stood  in  solitary  stateliness  save  for 
a  structure  of  less  pretentious  proportions  a  short  distance  to 
the  east,  which  later  became  known  as  *' Trout  Hall." 

That  he  possessed  an  eye  for  the  aesthetic  may  partly 
explain  why,  in  1848,  the  Rev.  Christian  R.  Kessler,  a  clergy- 
man of  the  Reformed  Church,  singled  these  buildings  to 
cradle  the  realization  of  his  fond  ambition — the  establish- 
ment of  an  institution  of  learning  in  the  historic  little 
borough.  Accordingly,  from  1848  to  1864,  Livingstone  Man- 
sion had  ample  time  to  recover  from  the  shock  of  so  radical 


Note.— The  writer  desires  to  acknowledge  his  indebtedness  to  an  article 
entitled  "  A  Sketch  of  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Iota  Chapter,"  from  the  pen  of 
Ex-Provlnce  Chief  Leo  Wise,  portions  of  which  bearing  upon  the  early  history 
of  the  chapter,  have  been  Incorporated  literally  in  this  paper. 
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and  unprecedented  a  metamorphosis,  and  to  reconcile  itself 
to  its  more  pretentious — though  less  euphonious — name,  the 
Allentown  Seminary. 

In  the  latter  year  the  institution,  submitting  itself  to  the 
unquestioned,  though  unsearchable,  wisdom  of  its  guardians, 
endured  the  wild  dissipations  attendant  upon  a  rechristening. 
Nor  did  it  prove  unequal  to  the  strain  of  being  known  for 
three  interminable  years  as  the  Allentown  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute and  Military  Academy.  These  events  did  not  occur, 
however,  before  the  old  Livingstone  Mansion  had  sustained 
the  dignity  of  an  additional  story,  and  had  been  adjoined  to 
another  structure,  presenting  a  combined  frontage  of  130  feet, 
the  enlargement  being  occasioned  by  the  increase  of  the 
number  of  students. 

In  1867  the  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania, 
which  had  long  sought  an  opportunity  to  establish  a  school  in 
a  central  portion  of  its  territory,  successfully  negotiated  with 
the  authorities  of  the  verbosely  titled  institution,  and 
assumed  control  of  it.  One  of  the  Ministerium's  first,  and 
by  no  means  least  commendable,  acts  was  to  divest  the  school 
of  its  breath-testing  appellation,  and,  already  grown  used  to 
the  redubbing  process,  it  stolidly  accepted  the  name  which  it 
bears  to  this  day. 

Muhlenberg  College  was  named  in  honor  of  the  Kev. 
Henry  Melchior  Muhlenberg,  D.  D.,  the  patriarch  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.  It  was  therefore  as  fitting  as 
it  was  coincidental  that  its  first  president  should  have  been  a 
descendant  of  the  illustrious  patriarch,  the  Rev.  Frederick 
Agustus  Muhlenberg,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  under  whose  eminently 
proficient  supervision  the  college  advanced  so  materially  in 
strength  and  in  prestige. 

It  was  not  until  the  incumbency  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Sadtler,  D.  D.,  who  in  1876  succeeded  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  that 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  appeared  upon  the  horizon  of  the  college's 
perspective ;  that  Alpha  Iota  was  launched  for  weal  or  for 
woe — and  she  has  tasted  of  both — upon  the  turbulent  tide  of 
self-maintenance  on  the  one  hand  and  of  opposition  and 
blind  prejudice  on  the  other.     It  happened  in  this  wise : 
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Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  closing  the  sixteenth  year  of  her 
existence — a  year  characterized  by  a  marked  spirit  of  zeal 
and  aggression.  There  were  at  that  time  fourteen  chapters 
upon  the  roll ;  the  only  one  which  was  not  distinctly  Southern 
being  a  nondescript  community  chapter  called  Illinois  Ohi, 
located  at  Chicago.  For  years  those  at  the  head  of  the  organ- 
ization had  been  toiling  and  laboring  with  the  indomitable 
will  and  perseverance  of  a  Fabian  to  carry  their  principles 
and  their  hearts'  hopes  into  a  wider  territory.  They  particu- 
larly wished  to  place  the  banner  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  upon 
the  northern  side  of  Mason  &  Dixon's  line,  so  that  they  would 
be  able  to  exemplify  what  they  had  preached,  that  they  were 
members  of  a  fraternity  which  was  founded  on  principles 
world-wide,  everlasting,  non-partisan  and  which  recognized 
no  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West,  but  had  for  one  of  its 
primary  objects  the  healing  of  dissensions  caused  by  a  home- 
breaking,  internectine  war. 

At  last  the  new  territory  was  invaded.  The  land,  rich  in 
treasure  and  hope,  which  had  for  so  long  a  time  tempted  the 
anxious  members,  was  entered  and  the  welcome  news  was 
heralded  through  the  fraternity  that  at  last  a  chapter  had 
been  established  in  the  North.  On  April  15th,  1881,  Penn- 
sylvania Tau  was  organized  at  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia by  Bro.  Slyvanus  Stokes.  Bro.  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  Ph.D., 
was  the  first  man  initiated  into  the  chapter,  the  first  member 
of  the  fraternity  who  did  not  claim  the  South  as  his  home. 

Brother  Thomas'  connection  with  his  mother  chapter  was 
of  short  duration,  for  soon  after  his  initiation  he  came  to 
Muhlenberg  College  to  finish  his  course  in  chemistry. 
Imbued  with  love  of  his  fraternity,  believing  in  its  princi- 
ples, moved  with  the  hope  that  its  influence  might  be 
extended,  disregarding  all  obstacles  and  sure  that  Truth 
must  conquer,  he  gathered  together  a  handful  of  kindred 
spirits  and  on  October  14th,  1881,  initiated  the  first  members 
of  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Iota  into  the  mysteries  of  fraternity. 
Although  the  charter  is  dated  September  11th,  1881,  the 
former  date  is  the  correct  one  of  the  real  foundation  of  the 
chapter. 
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The  brethren  of  those  days  were  not  rushed  into  the  fra- 
ternity with  mystic  rites  and  stately  ceremonies.  No  ban- 
quets were  spread  ;  no  toasts  and  sentiments  were  drunk  with 
Burgundy  or  claret,  nor  even  with  the  nectar  of  Gambrinus. 
The  candidate  took  the  solemn  and  binding  obligations  when 
and  where  necessity  might  dictate.  From  place  to  place  they 
roamed  wherever  secrecy  might  be  found.  For  some,  the 
beakers  and  alembics  of  the  laboratory  furnished  the  back- 
ground for  those  who  bound  them  to  render  love  and  obedi- 
ence to  the  fraternity  and  the  brethren.  One  took  his  bonds 
in  the  mid-night  hour  in  the  earth-smelling  cellar  of  an 
unfinished  building,  nothing  but  sweating  walls  echoing  the 
"  80  be  it "  of  those  assembled. 

It  needed  determination  and  grit  in  those  days  to  make 
the  attempt  to  keep  alive  the  newborn  chapter.  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  was  unknown  except  by  reputation  and  the  members 
were  jeered  at  as  being  members  of  a  "  nigger  frat^''  and 
even  the  emblem  of  the  cotton  plant  was  looked  at  with  scorn 
by  the  other  Greeks.  They  were  obliged  to  cope  against  two 
prominent  fraternities,  who  had  chapters  placed  at  the  college 
for  quite  a  time.  Phi  Gamma  Delta's  chapter  was  then  four- 
teen years  old  and  Chi  Phi's  was  but  a  year  younger.  Besides 
these,  there  was  a  local  club  called  the  O.  E's.,  whose  antago- 
nistic influence  was  also  felt. 

Against  such  odds  the  new  chapter  began  its  career. 
The  loneliness  of  the  members  of  these  two  Northern  chapters 
may  be  somewhat  imagined  by  this  plaint  from  a  letter  of 
Penn.  Tau :  '*  The  thing  we  most  lament  is  that,  with  the 
exception  of  Brother  Stokes,  we  do  not  know  a  single  member 
of  the  fraternity  personally.  In  a  Palm  letter  from  Pa.  Alpha 
Iota,  we  see  the  hope  expressed  that  they  may  see  in  it 
*  letters  from  all  the  different  chapters,  especially  our 
Southern  chapters,  of  whose  condition,  we  must  confess,  we 
are  almost  ignorant.' " 

No  matter  what  effort  is  made  or  toil  gone  through,  the 
hard  fact  remains  that  ex  nihilo^  nihil  M.  Try  as  they 
might,  the  members  of  the  chapter  could  only  bring  their 
number  up  to  seven.     They  were  resolved  to  sacrifice  their 
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chapter  rather  than  to  admit  inferior  material.  For  three 
weary  years  the  effort  was  kept  up.  Everything  was  done 
which  zeal  and  honor  could  dictate  to  keep  alive  the  chapter. 
A  hall  was  rented  upon  the  principal  street  of  the  city,  but 
the  expenses  were  too  great  to  maintain  it  long.  At  last  they 
could  do  no  more.  When  several  of  their  men  had  graduated, 
tired  in  spirit  and  sore  at  heart,  with  crushed  but  not 
deadened  hope,  they  sent  back  their  charter. 

They  did  not  give  up  the  fight,  however.  There  was  a 
member  of  the  chapter  constantly  in  the  college  waiting  for  a 
propitious  moment  when  the  bark  could  again  be  launched. 
After  three  years  of  waiting  and  watching,  an  opportunity 
was  seen.  With  but  two  brothers  in  college  completing  the 
senior  year  of  their  courses,  permission  was  secured  to  revive 
the  chapter,  and  in  the  spring  of  1888,  Bro.  Alfred  J.  Yost, 
M.  D.,  now  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Allentown,  was  initiated 
into  the  fraternity.  A  wiser  move  could  not  have  been  made. 
Popular  and  energetic,  full  of  love  for  the  fraternity  and  its 
principles,  he  gave  to  the  cause  all  his  time  and  attention, 
and  no  sacrifice  could  be  too  great  for  him  to  make  to  advance 
the  chapter's  interests.  Under  his  leadership  the  membership 
steadily  increased. 

The  year  1889-'90  was  spent  without  any  permanent  home, 
most  of  the  meetings  and  fully  seven  or  eight  of  the  initia- 
tions being  held  in  the  quarters  of  Bro.  Wm.  H.  Cooper, 
M.  D.,  in  the  east  wing  of  the  college  building,  which,  it  will 
be  remembered,  comprised  the  erstwhile  Livingstone  Mansion. 
Thus  it  appears  that  the  structure  which  harbored  Alpha  Iota 
at  so  formative,  and  indeed  critical,  a  period  in  her  career, 
was  none  other  than  one  of  Allentown's  most  reverend  land- 
marks, as  well  as  the  nucleus  of  the  chapter's  parent  college. 

Almost  contemporaneously  with  the  revival  of  the 
chapter,  the  Kev.  Theodore  L.  Seip,  D.  D.,  was  elected  to 
the  presidency  of  the  college  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  regretted  retirement  from  active  life  of  Dr.  Sadtler. 
Himself  a  fraternity  man,  he  was  kindly  disposed  toward  fra- 
ternities in  general,  and — we  never  fully  learned  why — 
toward  Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  particular.     Certain  it  is  that 
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when,  after  a  service  of  incalculable  value  of  seventeen 
years  he  was  gathered  to  his  richly  earned  reward,  the  alumni 
and  active  brothers  of  Alpha  Iota  were  numbered  among 
those  who,  with  unmistakable  emotions  of  sorrow,  surrounded 
his  bier. 

Alpha  Iota  asserted  herself  with  a  bound.  With  a 
daring  that  seemed  to  court  disaster,  a  very  desirable  suite  of 
rooms  was  rented  in  a  representative  building  upon  the  prin- 
cipal business  thoroughfare  of  the  city,  and  the  chapter  at  no 
time  since  that  moment  has  confronted  any  alarming  reverses. 
On  November  15th,  1894,  a  meeting  of  the  Alumni  residing  in 
Allentown  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  an  organ- 
ization. A  surprisingly  large  number  of  brothers  responded, 
to  the  end  that  "  The  Allentown  Alumni  Association  of  the 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  "  came  into  being,  and  subse- 
quently was  incorporated  according  to  law.  Brother  Ira 
Wise,  who  holds  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  initiate  of 
Alpha  Iota,  and  consequently  one  of  the  first  native  born 
Taus  North  of  Mason  &  Dixon's  line,  was  fittingly  elevated  to 
the  presidency  of  the  association.  The  active  chapter  and 
the  alumni  association  have  labored  hand  in  hand  from  the 
date  of  the  latter's  inception,  each  contributing  her  share 
toward  the  maintenance  of  common  quarters  and  the  furth- 
erance of  common  interests. 

The  year  following  marked  the  removal  of  the  chapter 
hall  to  more  modern  quarters  on  the  same  street,  but  one 
block  nearer  the  business  center  of  the  city.  It  marked  also 
the  withdrawal  of  the  charter  of  our  arch  antagonist,  the 
Epsilon  Deuteron  chapter  of  the  Phi  Gams.  Despite  the  fact 
that  the  Delts — then  in  the  heyday  of  their  might — had 
greeted  our  humble  advent  with  impenetrable  front ;  and  not- 
withstanding their  uncompromising,  and  ofttimes  offensively 
aggressive,  demeanor  toward  us  during  the  entire  fourteen 
years  of  our  coexistence,  we  witnessed  their  dissolution  with 
anything  but  satisfaction,  and  sorrowed  sincerely  at  the 
passing  of  our  fellow  Greeks. 

Possibly  the  most  telling  move  of  our  career  was  made  in 
September,  1897,  when  with  a  suddenness  equaled  only  by 
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the  temerity  of  the  venture,  our  boys  rented  a  commodious 
three  story  house  in  one  of  the  most  exclusive  residential 
portions  of  the  city.  Nor  did  they  stop  there,  but  by  a  com- 
bined— if  somewhat  strained — effort  of  the  alumni  and  active 
brothers,  the  house  was  furnished  as  became  fche  dignity  of 
its  location — to  say  nothing  of  the  distinction  of  its  occu- 
pants. Erelong  "functions"  became  the  order  of  the  day. 
To  describe  the  evening  euchres,  dances,  and  musical  recitals, 
tendered  to  the  Tau  wives  and  sisters,  as  successful  affairs, 
would  be  as  inadequate  as  trite.  The  stag  suppers  and 
smokers  were  nothing  if  they  were  not  inspiring,  while  the 
chapter's  open-house  reception  on  the  afternoon  of  each  com- 
mencement day,  followed  by  an  informal  dance  in  the  evening, 
became  scheduled  affairs.  The  annual  banquets  of  the 
chapter  soon  became  events  of  prime  importance  and  formal- 
ity, at  which  it  was  not  uncommon  to  entertain  representa- 
tives of  neighboring  chapters  and  even  grand  officers  of  the 
fraternity.     Yerily,  success  never  comes  singly. 

Meanwhile,  Muhlenberg  had  literally  outgrown  her  gar- 
ments. To  successfully  maintain  a  rapidly  growing  college 
upon  a  five  acre  plot  of  ground  in  a  congested  section  of  a 
manufacturing  city,  is  a  problem  meet  for  Omniscience  to 
grapple  with  ;  and  it  is  suspected — though  the  suspicion  has 
not  yet  been  voiced  save  in  awed  whispers — that  omniscience 
is  one  of  the  attributes  with  which  the  average  college 
faculty  is  but  imperfectly  endowed.  Hence  self-preservation 
demanded  a  change  in  location.  Accordingly,  at  the  opening 
of  the  new  century,  the  authorities  purchased  a  tract  of  fifty- 
five  acres  immediately  west  of  the  city  limits,  on  which  build- 
ing operations  were  inaugurated  at  once.  The  eighteenth  of 
June,  1903,  witnessed  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the 
administration  building,  the  officiating  at  which  ceremony 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  last  executive  acts  of  the  lamented 
President  Seip.  On  November  28th  of  the  same  year,  the 
foundation  walls  of  Berks  Hall,  the  first  of  a  series  of  dormi- 
tories, were  the  scene  of  a  similar  ceremony.  The  work  of 
the  college  was  begun  in  the  new  buildings  on  January  1st, 
1905,  with  Dr.  Seip's  recently  elected  successor,  the  Kev.  John 
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A.  W.  Haas,   D.  D.,    gracing    the   presidential   chair;    and 
Greater  Muhlenberg  became  an  actuality. 

How  did  all  this  aif ect  Alpha  Iota  ?  Quite  pertinently. 
In  order  to  continue  the  chapter's  close  touch  with  the 
student  body,  the  expediency  of  removing  at  once  to  within 
a  reasonable  distance  from  the  new  grounds  became  start- 
lingly  apparent.  Therefore,  with  a  comingled  feeling  of  joy 
and  regret,  the  boys  bade  adieu  to  their  congenial  surround- 
ings, the  scene  of  so  many  triumphs,  and  in  the  early  part  of 
June,  1905,  assumed  possession  of  a  cozy  homelike  dwelling 
house,  almost  two  miles  removed  from  their  late  quarters, 
but  within  comfortable  reach  of  the  college  in  a  rapidly 
developing  portion  of  the  city. 

They  did  more  !  Doggedly  determined  to  move  no  more 
save  into  a  home  of  their  own,  they  purchased  a  lot,  60  x  150 
feet,  at  the  north-west  corner  of  Twenty-Second  and  Chew 
Streets.  The  lot  is  but  one  block  from  the  college  grounds 
and  has  its  frontage  on  Chew  Street,  which  is  also  the  street 
upon  which  the  administration  building  opens.  Alpha  lota's 
present  home,  therefore,  is  to  be  regarded  as  merely  temporary, 
for  before  very  many  moons  have  waxed  and  waned,  it  is  our 
fond  hope  and  firm  belief  that  visiting  brothers  may  find  refuge 
in  a  Temple,  which — if  it  be  true  that  proprietorship  enhances 
hospitality — will  afford  entertainment  such  as  has  ever  been 
our  ambition,  but  never  our  ability,  to  dispense.

ALPHA  TAU  OMEGA  IN  DEBATE. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  the  increased  attention 
paid  to  college  athletics,  other  phases  of  collegiate  activity 
have  not  been  neglected.  The  student's  monthly  and  yearly 
publications,  the  press  clubs,  the  literary  societies,  and  the 
debating  organizations  still  occupy  a  prominent  position  in 
the  college  world  despite  the  great  and  overshadowing  inter- 
est manifested  in  the  development  of  body  and  brawn.     The

various  societies  existing  at  many  of  our  institutions  for  the 
development  and  exercise  of  forensic  and  oratorical  abilities 
are  quite  as  prosperous  and  as  popular  now  as  when  first 
formed  and  many  of  them  date  their  origin  in  the  seventeen 
hundreds.  Oratorical  contests,  debating  meets,  and  literary 
entertainments  have  not  been  entirely  relegated  to  oblivion 
and  within  late  years  an  increase  in  the  number  and  magni- 
tude of  inter-collegiate  and  inter-university  debating  has  pro- 
duced a  relative  interest  in  debating  as  a  form  of  public 
speaking.  Naturally,  this  interest  has  been  reflected  in  the 
chapter  letters  published  in  these  pages  during  the  past 
several  years  and  it  was  finally  decided  to  solicit  the  various 
chapters  for  such  information  regarding  this  phase  of  student 
endeavor  as  would  permit  us  to  present  to  our  readers  a  birds- 
eye  view  of  the  fraternity  as  a  factor  in  debating.  The  fol- 
lowing represents  the  responses  to  our  repeated  inquiries : 
The  article  is  obviously  incomplete,  but  this  must  be  charged 
to  the  perpetual  silence  by  which  some  of  our  correspondents 
find  it  convenient  to  perform  their  duties.  The  data  secured 
indicates  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  may  well  be  proud  of  the 
record  its  votaries  have  made  for  it  and  themselves  as 
debaters,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  very  slight  recognition  of 
their  achievements  will  not  only  spur  them  on  to  new  laurels, 
but  also  induce  chapters  which  have  not  done  so  to  pay  some 
attention  to  the  honors  incident  to  an  abiding  interest  in 
debating  and  oratory. 

Considering  the  colleges  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
placed  on  our  chapter  roll,  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute 
claims  our  attention  first.  Here  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has 
always  lead  in  oratory  and  at  the  last  inter-State  contest  the 
medal  was  awarded  to  our  good  brother,  W.  R.  Sanford. 
Besides,  another  of  our  Alabama  brothers  is  the  president  of 
the  association  under  whose  auspices  these  annual  contests 
are  held. 

At  the  University  of  Georgia,  the  debating  interests  are 
closely  guarded  by  two  literary  societies,  organized  in  1801 
and  1820,  respectively,  both  of  which  have  prepared  some  of 
the  nation's  best  statesmen,  as  Alexander  Stephens,  Robert 
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Toombs,  Benjamin  Hill,  Henry  Grady,  John  B.  Gordon,  and 
others.  Inter-society  debates  are  held  periodically  and  inter- 
class  contests  annually.  Georgia  meets  debating  teams  from 
Sewanee  and  North  Carolina  each  year.  So  far  Georgia  has 
worsted  the  former  in  each  of  the  two  occasions  upon  which 
they  have  met.  North  Carolina  has  defeated  her  five  out  of 
eight.  The  contestants  are  chosen  by  election  and  the  elec- 
tors have  always  been  most  partial  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
which  is  always  represented  upon  the  various  teams.  At 
present  Bro.  W.  W.  Patterson  is  now  the  most  prominent 
debater  in  the  chapter  and  was  on  the  team  which  met  both 
Sewanee  and  North  Carolina. 

Mercer  has  two  debating  societies  which  hold  debates 
weekly.  An  annual  contest  is  held  between  them,  but  so  far 
no  inter-scholastic  debates  have  been  held.  Recently  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  not  been  particularly"  active  in  debate. 
What  has  been  said  of  Mercer  will  apply  to  Florida  except 
that  our  fraternity  has  been  represented  on  the  various  inter- 
society  meets  by  a  coterie  of  enthusiastic  brothers. 

In  oratory  and  debate,  the  University  of  Colorado  has  met 
with  marked  success.  In  the  oratorical  association  composed 
of  the  five  colleges  of  the  State,  Colorado  has  w^on  five  times 
out  of  ten.  The  debating  interests  of  the  institution  are  in 
the  hands  of  two  literary  societies,  which  hold  weekly  debates 
and  from  their  number  select  members  who  contest  in  inter- 
society  and  inter-collegiate  honors.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has 
always  been  aggressively  active  in  this  branch  of  college  life. 
Bro.  Frank  Hopkins  was  leader  of  the  team  which  beat 
Kansas  in  1901,  ''  on  her  own  grounds."  At  present  Brothers 
Kelley,  Underwood  and  Pearce  are  the  most  prominent  deba- 
ting Taus  in  the  University. 

Simpson  engages  in  both  inter-collegiate  and  inter-society 
debates.  The  inter-collegiate  debates  are  held  under  a  com- 
pact known  as  the  Iowa,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska  League. 
Each  year  preliminary  debates  are  held  between  the  schools 
comprising  the  league  and  the  winners  thereof  meet  in  a  final 
contest.  Class  debates  are  likewise  held,  and  the  Freshmen 
of  Simpson  meet  freshmen  from  various  colleges  during  the 
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year.  The  debaters  for  the  inter-collegiate  contests  are 
chosen  by  the  two  literary  societies.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has 
ever  been  in  the  forefront  at  Simpson.  In  the  old  days,  the 
late  Bro.  Kobert  Y.  Orozier  won  the  first  place  in  the  State 
Oratorical  Contest.  The  present  chapter  gained  recognition 
for  its  debaters  while  still  a  local  organization  and  now  that 
it  has  become  a  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  it  is  hoped  that 
its  efforts  in  this  direction  will  not  be  relaxed.  Brother 
Frank  L.  Mott,  is  easily  the  most  prominent  Tau  debater,  if 
not  the  best  at  the  institution. 

Illinois  has  not  neglected  literary  or  debating  interests. 
Her  teams  have  met  with  success  in  spirited  contests  with 
Indiana  and  Iowa  during  the  past  two  years.  Her  contestants 
are  not  selected  by  the  various  societies  which  exist  there, 
but  are  the  result  of  competitive  preliminary  debates  in  and 
between  the  several  colleges  which  compose  the  University. 
Brother  Louis  0.  Moshell  was  a  member  of  the  teams  which 
gave  Illinois  much  of  her  renown  in  this  line  and  was  the 
only  Greek  letter  man  on  the  said  teams.  His  speech  in  the 
Iowa  debate  is  said  to  have  won  the  contest  for  his  college. 

Public  speaking  at  Hillsdale,  takes  the  shape  of  oratori- 
cal contests  rather  than  debates.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  always 
represented  therein  and  it  is  reported  that  not  one  of  our 
brothers  there  who  has  entered  the  arena  has  failed  to  land 
the  first  prize.  This  is  a  remarkable  record  for  our  Hillsdale 
brethren  and  Brothers  Hogan,  Wood,  Barker,  Uncapher, 
Moeller  of  the  active  chapter  and  Langworthy  and  Warren  of 
the  alumni  are  entitled  to  great  praise  for  the  proud  position 
attained  by  our  chapter  at  this  flourishing  Michigan  college. 

In  eight  years  Albion  won  twelve  out  of  fourteen  inter- 
collegiate debates.  On  nine  of  her  successful  teams  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  been  represented  and  on  eight  of  them  a 
wearer  of  the  Maltese  Gross  has  been  the  leader.  Brother 
Ernest  C.  Hartwell  has  lead  the  college  team  for  four  successive 
years  and  out  of  eighteen  forensic  contests  has  been  ranked 
first  sixteen  times. 

Minnesota  pays  great  attention  to  debate  and  oratory, 
with  the  result  that  her  men   lead   the   northwest   in   this 
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feature  of  student  activity.  Nine  literary  societies  controlled 
more  or  less  by  a  central  board  of  their  own  selection  provide 
the  debaters,  who  contest  with  Iowa,  Chicago,  Michigan,  Min- 
nesota and  Northwestern.  Prizes  for  best  debaters  are  a 
strong  incentive  for  activity  in  this  line.  Our  Minnesota 
chapter  has  not  been  derelict  in  its  duty  in  this  matter  and 
while,  at  present,  the  chapter  is  not  prominently  active,  never- 
theless several  of  her  alumni  are  best  remembered  by  their 
connection  with  the  various  literary  societies. 

Tuft^s  College  maintains  two  societies  which  have  been 
but  recently  organized  and  the  membership  of  which  is 
limited  to  sixteen  students.  Inter-society  debates  are  annual 
as  are  also  debates  with  New  York  University  and  Clark  Col- 
lege. In  the  past,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  been  represented  by 
Brothers  Luret,  Hersey,  Hill,  and  Marion.  At  present, 
Brothers  Miller  and  Currier  seem  to  hold  the  center  of  the 
forum  at  Tuft's. 

Vermont  has  a  *' Green  and  Gold  Debating  Club"  which 
meets  weekly  and  selects  its  best  who  meet  St.  Lawrence  and 
Bates  annually.  While  at  the  University,  Brother  Donohue 
upheld  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  portion  of  the  game.  At 
present,  the  chapter  has  no  leading  debaters  although  several 
of  the  brothers  have  been  successful  in  capturing  prizes  in 
divers  oratorical  contests. 

Cornell  maintains  four  debating  societies — one  for  each 
class  in  the  University.  These  are  formed  directly  after 
matriculation,  the  members  thereof  being  selected  after  a 
competitive  debate.  The  entire  membership  of  these  clubs 
form  the  Cornell  Debate  Union  under  the  auspices  which  all 
the  inter-collegiate  debates  are  held.  These  are  held  annu- 
ally with  Pennsylvania  and  Columbia  and  attract  great  atten- 
tion in  the  Eastern  and  Middle  States. 

Two  societies  at  Gettysburg  fail  to  arouse  much  interest. 
The  last  Tau  to  be  active  in  debating  circles  was  Brother 
George  Rentz.  Gettysburg  is  a  member  of  Pennsylvania 
Inter  Collegiate  Oratorical  Union  and  in  that  way  contests 
with  the  best  orators  of  other  Pennsylvania  schools. 
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Washington  and  Jefferson,  although  an  old  institution 
did  not  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  inter-college  debates  until 
1904,  when  she  defeated  Western  Reserve  and  Wooster.  Thus 
emboldened  she  met  four  colleges  in  1905 ;  was  worsted  by 
Albion  and  the  two  already  mentioned  but  defeated  Alle- 
gheny. Inter-society  debates  are  held  annually  and  in  these 
and  the  aforementioned  Brothers  Dwight  M.  Donaldson  and 
F.  H.  Irwin  have  reflected  great  credit  upon  the  fraternity. 

At  Trinity,  two  societies  hold  debates  among  themselves 
and  with  each  other  and  as  a  school  meet  Emory,  Randolph- 
Macon,  and  Wake  Forest  annually.  In  these  debates  the 
chapter  is  ably  represented  by  Brothers  Leslie  P.  Howard, 
John  F.  Flowers  and  John  W.  Hutchinson. 

Wooster  develops  debaters  in  four  clubs  who  met  and 
defeated  Washington  and  Jefferson  and  Otterbeen  University 
the  past  year.  Brother  Caldwell  is  said  to  have  been  one  of 
the  best  debaters  Alpha  Tau  Omega  ever  had  at  Wooster. 

Yanderbilt,  like  so  many  already  noted,  has  two  societies 
who  have  charge  of  debating  interests  and  meet  each  other 
in  joint  debate  annually.  The  University  also  meets  Sewa- 
nee.  Trinity,  Tennessee  and  Tulane  in  which  events  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  invariably  been  represented.  At  present, 
Brother  John  B.  Tansil  is  regarded  as  the  most  effectual 
speaker  in  the  chapter  and  at  the  University. 

Technics  interest  Lehigh,  Rose,  and  Georgia  Tech.  to  an 
extent  that  none  of  them  pay  much  attention  to  forensics 
save  in  an  incidental  way.  However  at  each  of  these  insti- 
tutions at  least  one  society  is  maintained  and  in  it  all  the 
debating  interest  is  centered.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
these  technical  schools  were  the  most  prompt  in  replying  to 
the  editorial  inquiry  regarding  this  matter,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  neither  is  greatly  interested  in  the  subject  matter.

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SIMPSON  COLLEGE. 


The  home  of  Simpson  College  is  the  quiet  little  city  of 
Indianola,  Iowa.  Indianola  is  a  city  of  thirty-five  hundred 
inhabitants,  the  county  seat  of  Warren  County,  and  is  well 
situated  in  one  of  the  most  healthful,  fertile,  and  beautiful 
regions  of  the  Northwest.  Eighteen  miles  north  of  this  city 
is  Des  Moines,  the  capital  city  of  Iowa,  with  its  exceptional 
advantages  in  libraries,  entertainments,  and  amusements. 
The  interurban  system  of  trains  over  the  Kock  Island  to  Des 
Moines  gives  Indianola  good  railroad  connection  and  makes 
the  city  easy  of  access.  The  Burlington  Koute  enters  India- 
nola from  Chariton  and  offers  connection  with  all  points 
south.  Indianola  has  always  been  the  home  of  a  college  and 
so  its  population  is  adapted  in  a  peculiar  way  to  the  best 
interests  of  a  school.  The  citizens  are  true  to  Simpson  Col- 
lege and  try  to  give  her  an  ideal  college  home.  A  splendid 
grammar  school  system  and  High  School,  the  public  library, 
lately  housed  in  more  comfortable  and  beautiful  quarters  by 
the  gift  of  Andrew  Carnegie,  the  new  asphalt  pavements,  and 
an  energetic  commercial  life  throw  about  Indianola  the  atmos- 
phere of  a  city  and  make  it  a  most  pleasant  residence  town. 
In  the  northern  part  of  this  little  city  is  the  campus  of  Simp- 
son College  with  its  group  of  eight  buildings  in  a  grove  of 
beautiful  maples.  It  is  under  these  shadows  that  the  happy 
citizen  with  his  family  spends  a  quiet  afternoon;  and  'tis 
said  that  in  the  Springtime  Cupid  haunts  the  shady  nooks  and 
that  the  winged  youngster  revels  with  delight  at  the  sight  of 
a  certain  combination  of  man  and  maid  and  a  rustic  bench, 
all  made  silver  by  the  dim  light  of  a  friendly  moon.  To  the 
returning  student  these  same  trees  recall  the  scenes  of  the 
days  that  were  happy  but  strenuous  when  ''beneath  the 
whispering  maples  we  flaunted  the  red  and  gold."  All  the 
interest  of  this  little  city  centers  about  this  grove  and  its 
buildings.  The  incoming  student  is  made  to  feel  the  genial 
cordiality  and  interest  of  the  citizen  that  proves  to  be  his 
helpful  friend  on  the  first  day  of  college  life.  The  faculty 
finds  this  same  body  of  citizens  ready  to  co-operate  with  them 
in  every  good  work  for  the  betterment  of  Simpson. 
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Simpson  College  is  the  property  of  the  Des  Moines  con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  from  it  de- 
rives most  of  its  support  and  patronage.  The  Des  Moines 
conference  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  progressive  of  the 
conferences  of  this  church  as  is  shown  by  its  growth  and 
benevolence.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  its  terri- 
tory comprises  the  southwestern  quarter  of  the  State  of  Iowa 
and  includes  within  its  boundries  Des  Moines,  the  capital  of 
the  State,  and  many  other  important  cities  besides  the  richest 
farm  lands  of  the  State.  .  This  conference  has  a  membership 
of  51,862  and  holds  property  valued  at  $1,935,035.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Simpson  College  is  elected  by  the  conference 
to  have  charge  of  the  management  of  the  school  and  to  elect 
the  faculties.  Simpson  is  the  only  school  maintained  by  the 
Des  Moines  conference  and  so  receives  the  entire  educational 
support  of  her  territory.  This  organization  has  been  very 
loyal  to  Simpson  and  continually  keeps  an  agent  in  the  field 
to  look  out  for  her  interests.  Year  after  year  this  loyalty  be- 
comes more  evident  because  of  the  increasing  financial  sup- 
port and  the  ever  increasing  number  of  students.  In  the  near 
future  two  new  buildings  will  be  erected  upon  the  campus; 
one  a  library,  the  gift  of  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  the  other  a 
beautiful  auditorium  that  will  satisfy  the  demands  for  a 
larger  audience  room.  The  loyal  support  of  the  good  people 
of  southwestern  Iowa  has  made  Simpson  what  she  is  and 
assures  her  of  a  future  of  rapid  and  sound  growth. 

Simpson  College  was  organized  by  the  Des  Moines  con- 
ference of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  1867.  The  school  met  with 
varied  success  until  the  year  1890.  Before  that  time  the 
development  of  the  school  had  been  thwarted  by  a  general 
uncertainty  in  its  management  because  of  an  agitation  to 
move  the  school  to  Des  Moines.  Many  of  the  supporters  of 
the  school  were  in  favor  of  accepting  the  valuable  offers  of 
the  Des  Moines  people  but,  in  the  year  1890,  the  question  was 
finally  settled  and  ever  since  Indianola  has  been  looked  upon 
as  the  permanent  home  of  Simpson  College.  This  strife 
among  the  friends  of  Simpson  did  not  tend  to  allow  the  school 
to  develop  rapidly  and  so  the  school  had  made  only  fair  pro- 
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gress  and  enrolled  some  three  hundred  students  in  a  year. 
After  the  location  of  the  school  had  been  settled  it  was  found 
that  the  people  of  Indianola  were  a  unit  in  supporting  Simp- 
son. The  friends  of  the  school  everywhere  rallied  to  its  sup- 
port and  worked  for  its  advancement.  After  this  time,  the 
College  grew  steadily  and  many  new  friends  and  alumni  were 
added  each  year.  In  1899,  President  Ohas.  Eldred  Shelton, 
LL.D.,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  became  the  president  of  the  school  and 
its  development  since  that  time  has  been  even  more  rapid. 
Too  much  praise  of  his  painstaking  service  can  not  be  given. 
The  school  has  been  strengthened  in  every  department.  The 
number  of  the  student  body  has  been  almost  doubled,  the 
friends  have  been  drawn  closer  to  the  school  and  Simpson  has 
entered  into  the  affairs  of  the  college  world  with  a  new  life. 
The  patrons  of  Simpson  College  have  learned  anew  the  mean- 
ing of  loyalty.  It  is  hoped  that  our  excellent  president  may 
long  guide  the  school  to  ever  increasing  prosperity. 

In  telling  the  story  of  Simpson  one  must  always  give  first 
place  to  her  high  ideals  of  learning  that  make  up  the  most 
prominent  principle  in  the  management  of  the  school  and  is 
that  for  which  the  school  exists.  An  atmosphere  of  thorough 
scholarship  permeates  the  school  and  places  before  all  the 
ideals  of  honest  industry.  Simpson  College  belongs  to  the 
Senate  of  the  M.  E.  Colleges  and  Universities  and  her  work  is 
accepted  by  any  of  the  other  members  of  this  Senate.  This 
organization  is  maintained  by  the  Educational  Society  of  the 
M.  E.  Church  in  order  to  keep  the  educational  requirements 
of  its  institutions  up  to  a  high  standard  and  to  withhold  its 
support  from  schools  that  do  not  meet  its  requirements. 
Among  the  other  schools  of  this  Senate  are  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University,  Wesleyan  University  (Conn.,)  Boston  University, 
Syracuse  University,  Northwestern  University  and  Denver 
University  and  the  above  named  schools  are  the  only  institu- 
tions of  the  Senate  that  are  more  influential  than  Simpson. 
Simpson  lays  her  only  claim  to  excellence  because  of  her 
thorough  and  efficient  college  courses  in  preparation  for  the 
University  course  that  should  follow.  Simpson's  curriculum 
has  established  her  name  for  sound  scholarship  and  many  are 
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the  words  of  commendation  that  come  from  students,  alumni, 
and  prominent  educators.  The  faculty  and  their  thirty  assis- 
tants have  always  shown  themselves  to  be  exponents  of  pro- 
gressive education  and  cordial  helpers  in  whatever  need  may 
be  at  hand.  The  quiet  libraries,  the  clean  and  modern 
laboratories,  the  Greek  club,  the  scientific  association,  and 
the  eight  literary  societies  are  all  marks  of  a  scholarship  that 
delves  deeply  and  an  education  that  is  systematically  efficient 
in  making  well-rounded  men  to  cope  with  the  many  sided 
life  of  the  twentieth  century. 

There  are  three  publications  at  Simpson  College  during 
the  year.  The  Simpsonian  is  a  weekly  paper  published  by 
the  undergraduates.  The  editor  of  this  paper  for  next  year 
is  Bro.  Gose.  The  Zenith  is  the  annual  year  book  of  the  col- 
lege and  is  published  by  the  members  of  the  Junior  Glass. 
Bro.  Mott  is  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  this  book  for  next  year. 
The  Simpson  College  Bulletin  is  published  quarterly  as  the 
oflScial  organ  of  the  faculty. 

The  Simpson  Conservatory  of  Music  has  long  enjoyed  the 
reputation  of  being  the  best  in  the  West,  having  produced 
more  successful  artists  and  teachers  than  any  other  Western 
school.  Its  pupils  are  engaged  both  in  concert  work  and  as 
teachers  in  other  schools  and  everywhere  they  are  a  credit  to 
the  school.  The  course  in  Music  is  very  strong  requiring 
more  than  four  years  after  the  completion  of  the  work  pre- 
scribed for  admission  to  Freshman  standing.  Its  graduates 
are  given  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music.  The  concerts  and 
recitals  are  of  a  very  high  grade  and  they  add  much  to  the 
attractiveness  of  Simpson.  It  is  a  great  honor  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  those  fine  musical  organizations  and  to  share  the 
pleasures  of  a  concert  trip  or  a  glee  club  tour.  From  small 
beginnings  Simpson  has  had  a  steady  growth.  Her  history 
and  development,  her  success  in  contact  with  other  schools, 
her  loyal  company  of  friends  and  alumni,  her  excellent 
courses  of  instruction,  and  the  united  support  of  one  of  the 
largest  conferences  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  all  show  not  only  the 
stability  of  Simpson  College  but  give  promise  of  years  of 
growth  and  prosperity. 
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Simpson  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in  the 
athletics  of  the  State  of  Iowa.  Each  year  she  sends  out  teams 
in  foot-ball,  basket-ball,  and  track  athletics  and  receives  in 
return  the  usual  number  of  victories  and  defeats.  The 
gymnasium  and  fencing  classes  are  very  popular  and  the 
tennis  courts  are  filled  every  pleasant  afternoon.  Trophies 
are  given  for  the  class  contests  in  base-ball,  track  athletics, 
and  in  both  the  men's  and  ladies'  basket-ball  contests.  Bro. 
Weaver  has  been  full-back  on  the  foot-ball  team  for  the  last 
four  years  ;  last  year  he  was  captain  of  the  foot-ball  team  and 
played  a  very  creditable  game  of  basket-ball.  Bros.  Car- 
penter and  Nye  made  the  base-ball  team.  Bro.  Bennison  is  a 
very  good  pole-vaulter  and  also  captain  of  the  track  team. 
Bro.  Howard  is  an  ex-captain  of  the  track  team  and  a  very 
excellent  half-mile  man.  Bros.  Nye  and  Gable  were  mem- 
bers of  a  very  successful  tennis  team.  The  outlook  is  bright 
for  a  successful  year  in  athletics  and  the  Alpha  Taus  of  Beta 
Alpha  will  not  be  in  the  "also  ran"  class.  The  athletics  of 
Simpson  has  been  exceptionally  free  from  professionalism 
and  any  of  the  other  practices  that  are  commonly  classed  as 
unclean  athletics.  The  same  gentlemanly  honesty  that  is  the 
rule  of  the  school  is  the  practice  of  the  athletic  field.  Simp- 
son is  proud  of  the  men  who  have  represented  her  for  they 
are  clean  and  true.  Simpson  is  a  religious  school  with  a 
religion  that  cleanses  her  student  life  and  builds  up  intelli- 
gent, reverent,  and  useful  ideals. 

It  is  a  long  story  to  tell  of  all  the  various  fraternal  organi- 
zations that  have  flourished  and  died  at  Simpson.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  four  fraternities  in  existence  during  the  years 
1889-95  were  forced  to  hand  in  their  charters  because  of 
faculty  and  student  opposition.  But  with  the  growth  of  the 
school  and  the  changes  in  the  faculties  all  fraternity  opposi- 
tion disappeared  and  two  local  organizations  were  formed 
among  the  men  in  the  Fall  of  1902.  Kappa  Theta  Psi  later 
became  a  revived  chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  on  June  7, 
1905.  Alpha  Iota  Phi  became  the  re-established  Beta  Alpha 
Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  on  May  20,  1905.  In  1874,  Pi 
Beta  Phi  established  a  chapter  at  Simpson  and  ever  since  this 
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organization  has  been  in  flourishing  condition  and  they  have 
a  membership  and  alumni  roll  of  which  any  sorority  might 
well  be  proud.  In  1888,  Delta  Delta  Delta  established  a 
chapter  at  Simpson  and  they  have  since  maintained  a  chapter 
that  has  taken  a  very  high  place  in  the  student  life  of  the 
school.  These  fraternities  and  sororities  maintain  the  best 
relations  and  take  the  leading  part  in  the  social  life  of  the 
school.  Many  are  the  jolly  times  that  these  brothers  and 
sisters  of  the  fraternities  spend  together  where  all  is  for- 
gotten in  the  mirth  and  gladness  of  the  occasion.  But  dearest 
to  the  heart  of  an  Alpha  Tau  are  the  times  when  Beta  Alpha 
gathers  about  her  own  fireside  to  spend  an  evening  of  happi- 
ness and  pleasure  under  the  influence  of  a  friendship  that  is 
brotherly  and  a  love  that  fadeth  not  away. 

Although  the  fraternities  lead  in  the  social  life  of  Simp- 
son they  are  ably  seconded  by  the  class,  literary  society  and 
alumni  banquets  and  receptions.  On  Founders'  and  Bene- 
factors' Day,  Simpson's  friends  have  an  annual  reunion  and 
the  banquet  of  this  day  is  the  society  function  of  the  year. 
During  the  Christmas  vacation  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of 
the  State  Teachers'  Association,  the  Des  Moines  Alumni 
Association  and  the  friends  of  the  school  have  an  annual 
banquet.  It  is  at  such  times  as  this  that  society  and  class 
loyalty  are  forgotten  and  to  the  heart  of  each  loyal  alumnus 
comes  the  memory  of  the  days  that  are  past  and  a  feeling  of 
renewed  devotion  to  the  school  that  has  been  his  true  Alma 
Mater.    Then  we  sing  with  feeling  the  oft  repeated  chorus, 

Simpsonia's  sons  we  are  proud  to  be, 

In  keen  defeat  or  in  victory, 
Her  loyal  sons  we  shall  ever  be 

Simpsonia,  Simpsonia.

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THE  RE-ESTABLISHMENT   OF  IOWA  BETA  ALPHA. 

There  were  many  events  in  the  fraternity  life  of  Simpson 
College  which  made  things  interesting  during  the  the  school 
year  of  1904-5.  But  the  red  letter  day  of  the  year  was  Satur- 
day, May  20th,  when  the  local  Alpha  Iota  Phi  Fraternity 
passed  out  of  existance,  and  the  Iowa  Beta  Alpha  Chapter  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  re-established.  Anything  that  could 
be  written  concerning  the  excitement,  the  anticipation,  the 
suppressed  exuberance  of  spirits,  that  possessed  the  boys  for 
days  previous  to  the  20th  would  seem  tame  indeed  compared 
with  the  reality  of  the  experience.  There  had  been  so  many 
disappointments,  as  there  always  are,  so  many  times  when  we 
felt  blue  and  discouraged,  so  often  when  our  hopes  were 
almost  blasted,  that  when  the  good  news  was  really  con- 
firmed, there  was  no  '* holding  in"  possible.  The  old  "frat" 
house  shook  from  garret  to  cellar.  Nor  was  it  confined  to  the 
house.  No  four  walls  were  ever  constructed  that  could  con- 
tain or  restrain  us  in  our  rejoicing.  People  in  that  part  of 
the  city  thought  sure  an  earthquake  was  in  progress.  It  is 
said  that  things  were  shaken  up  so  that  the  old  gentlemen 
who  kept  his  Jersey  in  a  pasture  near  by,  got  a  half  pail  of 
butter  instead  of  milk  from  that  usually  serene  little  beast 
the  next  morning !  Yes,  we  had  to  have  a  bonfire,  too,  and 
suddenly  boxes  and  barrels  appeared  from  several  directions ; 
and  these,  aided  by  a  few  quarts  of  kerosine  borrowed  from  a 
back  porch,  furnished  a  blaze  fit  to  light  up  the  forms  of  as 
jolly  a  bunch  of  fellows  as  ever  held  a  "  pow  wow."  All  the 
uncertainty  of  weeks  past  went  up  that  night  in  smoke,  and 
every  prospective  Alpha  Tau  went  to  sleep  after  the  "  doings  " 
with  a  happy,  confident  smile  upon  his  features. 

The  days  previous  to  the  20th  were  full  of  anticipation 
and  hard  work ;  but  at  last  the  long  looked  for  day  arrived, 
and  with  it  came  our  good  brother  Claude  S.  Wilson,  of  Lin- 
coln, Neb.,  together  with  Brothers  Chas.  H.  Parks,  of  Council 
Bluffs,  R.  E.  Shaw,  of  Glenwood,  O.  W.  Maxwell,  of  Hamp- 
ton, and  M.  E.  Quint,  of  Atlantic.     On  the  morning  of  May 
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20th  the  installation  took  place  at  Brother  Wm.  Buxton's 
beautiful  residence,  and  a  more  suitable  place  could  not  have 
been  found.  Here  the  boys  gathered  at  about  10.00  A.  M., 
trying  the  while  to  look  calm  and  self-possessed ;  but  an 
agitation  was  very  visible  behind  each  brazen  front.  As  we 
passed  one  by  one  into  the  mysteries  of  Alpha  Tau,  farewells 
were  said  to  Alpha  Iota  Phi,  and  greetings  given  to  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  To  the  small  nucleus  of  alumni  members  was 
gradually  added  the  membership  of  the  local,  until  by  11.80 
twenty-three  of  us  had  made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Wm. 
Goat.  After  all  but  one  had  safely  passed  through  the  sacred 
portal  the  new  chapter  was  called  to  order  and  officers  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

After  a  hasty  luncheon,  we  met  again  at  Nicholl's  studio. 
While  we  were  waiting  for  the  photographer  we  indulged  in 
a  most  enthusiastic  "sing"  in  which  everyone  joined.  After 
wo  had  been  "  took  "  we  went  to  the  athletic  park  where  a 
dual  track  meet  was  in  progress  between  Dake  University 
and  Simpson.  Here  we  enjoyed  ourselves  for  several  hours. 
The  meet  over,  we  spent  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon  at 
the  chapter  house,  quietly  and  uproarously  by  turns,  and 
everything  was  prepared  for  a  fitting  climax  to  the  day  at  the 
Maccabee  Hall.  Here  the  old  members  gave  the  new  ones 
an  example  of  what  true  fellowship  in  fraternity  life  means. 
The  hall  was  beautifully  decorated  with  tea  roses  and  ribbons 
of  blue  and  old  gold.  After  all  had  arrived,  the  twenty- 
fourth  man  was  ''put  through,"  our  newly  elected  officers 
officiating,  under  the  able  guidance  of  Brother  Claude  S.  Wil- 
son. Then  the  banquet  was  served  in  style  and  manner  be- 
fitting the  occasion,  and  it  was  perfect  in  every  detail.  Every 
man  seemed  filled  with  the  Alpha  Tau  spirit,  and  over  and 
above  the  click  of  china,  glass,  and  silver,  could  be  heard  the 
clash  of  wit  aud  the  ceaseless  enjoyment  of  a  glorious  fellow- 
ship that  manifested  itself  in  every  word  and  action.  At  last 
the  dainty  viands  had  passed  from  the  field  of  vision,  and 
then  came  a  feast  for  the  soul  such  as  is  rarely  enjoyed.

The  toasts  of  Brothers  Maxwell  and  Shaw  abounded  in 
reminiscences  of  Iowa  Beta  Alpha  in  days  gone  by.  Brother 
Wilson  told  us  something  of  the  history  of  our  fraternity  and 
paid  a  most  glowing  tribute  to  its  founders. 

At  a  late  hour  the  time  to  depart  arrived,  yet  all  were 
loath  to  break  even  for  a  moment  the  blessed  associations 
that  had  meant  so  much  to  every  new  A.  T.  O.  As  we 
wandered  homeward,  tired  but  happy,  every  new  members 
thoughts  were  of  the  new  fraternity  world  into  which  he  had 
just  been  ushered.  The  ritualistic  service  had  impressed 
itself  upon  the  minds  of  each  one ;  and  as  time  was  afforded 
after  the  many  events  of  the  day  to  think  over  what  we  had 
heard  and  seen,  it  seemed  as  though  no  nobler  appeal  could 
have  been  made  to  the  highest  elements  of  man's  nature. 

Pure  friendship  is  a  bright  flame  that  warms  the  hearts 
of  men  and  gives  light  to  every  phase  of  life  ;  but  how  much 
more  glorious  it  is  when  strengthened  by  such  ties  as  those  in 
A.  T.  O.  The  friendship  that  is  founded  merely  upon  con- 
genial habits  and  tastes  is  permitted  by  Providence  to 
embellish  the  world ;  but  it,  with  the  beauty  and  magnifi- 
cence of  this  world  will  soon  pass  away  and  leave  no  trace  of 
its  existence,  while  such  friendship  as  A.  T.  O.  affords  will 
endure  forever,  and  'ere  long  be  transplanted  in  order  to 
adorn  the  paradise  of  God. 

Beta  Alpha  Chapter  will  always  be  gratefull  to  Brother 
Parks  and  the  other  alumni  members  who  did  so  much  for  us.

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THE  ALUMNI  OF  IOWA  BETA  ALPHA. 


About  the  year  1881,  a  company  of  young  men  attending 
Simpson  College  organized  a  local  society,  calling  themselves 
the  Rho  Alphas.  At  that  time,  there  were  two  strong  national 
fraternities  in  the  field,  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi  and  Delta  Tau 
Delta,  and  the  local  organization,  from  necessity,  was  limited 
in  numbers.  It  became  evident  that  if  we  were  to  realize 
any  great  success,  we  must  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  other  fraternities,  and  with  this  end  in  view.  Brother  H. 
L.  Loft  conducted  successful  negotiations  with  the  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  Fraternity,  securing  for  us  Iowa  Beta  Alpha  Chapter. 
The  original  charter  members  were  Brothers  Loft,  Cook, 
Mitchell,  Buxton  and  Parks. 

How  well  we  remember  the  day  of  the  initiation,  and  the 
subsequent  date  of  recognition,  when  on  a  certain  Sunday 
morning,  we  filed  into  Church  wearing,  for  the  first  time,  the 
colors  and  emblems  of  our  beloved  Fraternity. 

We  were  now  ready  to  take  our  stand  of  equality  with 
our  brother  Nationals  in  the  fraternity  life  of  the  College. 
The  Phi  Psi's  and  Delta  Tau's,  always  fighting  for  supremacy, 
greeted  us  kindly,  and  for  some  time  we  held  the  balance  of 
power  between  these  two  old  rivals.  While  the  membership 
was  never  large,  the  quality  of  the  men  selected,  soon  enabled 
us  to  hold  the  front  rank. 

In  the  years  1888  and  1889,  an  anti-fraternity  wave  swept 
over  the  College,  forcing  all  the  organizations  out  of  action. 
Our  Chapter  was  at  that  time  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the 
best  and  strongest  in  the  College. 

As  I  look  over  the  old  membership  list,  I  see  names  that 
have  won  honor  and  distinction,  not  only  while  active 
members  of  the  Chapter,  but  since  then  in  business  and  pro- 
fessional life.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  gifted,  was  our 
beloved  Brother  Robert  V.  Crozier,  whose  untimely  death  a 
few  months  ago,  brought  sorrow  to  many  hearts.  In  his  short 
thirty-four  years  he  had  achieved  honors  that  come  to  few 
men  in  a  life  time.      While  an  active  member  of  Iowa  Beta

Alpha,  he  ranked  high  in  oratory,  and  carried  off  first  honors 
in  the  State  Oratorical  Contest.  After  finishing  his  college 
course,  he  studied  law  and  took  up  his  profession  in  the  State 
of  Idaho.  He  entered  politics  and  was  elected  Speaker  of 
the  House  in  the  State  Legislature.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
he  held  a  high  Federal  position. 

Another  of  our  brothers  of  w^hom  we  are  justly  proud  is 
Rev.  B.  F.  Miller,  who  was  recently  appointed  Presiding 
Elder  of  the  Chariton  District,  Des  Moines  Conference,  Iowa, 
and  who  is  a  power  in  his  chosen  profession. 

I  can  not  enumerate  here,  in  detail,  the  history  and 
achievements  of  each  individual  member  of  the  old  Chapter, 
but  I  can  assure  the  Fraternity  at  large  that  each  one  has 
proven  himself  an  honor  to  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.

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PA.  ALPHA  UPSILON  CHAPTER  HOUSE  DEDICATION. 


The  fourteenth  day  of  June,  1905,  will  forever  stand 
forth  as  the  most  important  day  in  the  history  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Alpha  Upsilon  Chapter.  On  that  day  the  fond  hopes 
and  cherished  ambitions  of  a  generation  of  ardent  Gettys- 
burg youths  were  fully  realized  and  the  finest  and  largest 
chapter  house  at  this  ancient  institution  was  formally  and 
lovingly  dedicated  and  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega.  For  years  the  chapter  and  alumni  have  been 
dreaming  and  preparing  for  this  day.  Around  it,  the  entire 
history  of  the  chapter  centered  and  it  is  pleasant  to  know 
that  when  at  length  it  arrived  the  alumni  had  not  forgotten 
what  it  meant  to  them  and  to  those  who  still  bear  the  banner 
of  sky-blue  and  old-gold  in  the  active  chapter.  A  host  of 
alumni,  imbued  with  the  spirit  that  has  made  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  famous  at  Gettysburg  as  elsewhere,  gathered  to  wit- 
ness the  occasion  and  for  a  little  while  live  again  the  old,  old 
life. 

The  dedication  exercises  were  held  in  the  meeting  room 
of  the  new  house  and  were  called  to  order  by  Brother  George 
S.  Rentz,  '03,  after  which  prayer  was  offered  by  Brother 
Jacob  A.  Diehl,  '03.  After  a  brief  address  of  welcome  de- 
livered by  Brother  George  E,.  Thomas,  '05,  the  founder  of  the 
chapter,  Brother  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia,  now  a 
member  of  the  High  Council,  was  introduced  and  delivered 
the  dedicatory  oration.  Marked  attention  was  given  to  his 
entire  effort  and  vigorously  applauded  as  he  proceeded.  The 
profound  truths  uttered  and  the  timely  advice  and  admoni- 
tion given  have  already  taken  deep  root  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  are  to  maintain  the  Maltese  Cross  here  during  the  next 
several  years  and  will  in  due  time  bear  their  fruit.  The 
address  will  interest  any  Alpha  Tau  and  is  reprinted  here : 

**Two  years  ago  we  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  part  in 
the  services  incident  to  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  this 
handsome  building ;  to-day  we  see  its  completion  and  we  join 
in  its  dedication  to  the  sacred  fellowship  and  lofty  ideals  pre- 
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sented  by  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity.  In  a  sense  this 
is  not  its  first  dedication,  for  it  has  already  been  made  sacred 
to  you,  my  brothers,  by  the  sacrifices  you  have  made  to  in- 
sure that  here,  in  this  beautiful  place,  there  shall  forever  be 
raised  aloft  the  standards  of  our  brotherhood.  Well  done, 
Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon !  This  shall  be  a  beacon  to 
show  the  way  to  a  comfortable  home  for  all  our  Chapters, — 
all  men  qualified  by  heart  and  mind  shall  find  here  a  refuge 
from  the  stress  of  the  world's  reverses, — shall  find  the 
strength  and  support  that  every  earnest  active  student  needs 
in  his  battle  for  a  life  of  unselfish  devotion  to  the  welfare  of 
his  brothers.  Here  surely  upon  the  bosom  of  our  common 
mother,  he  may  rest  awhile  and  draw  new  inspiration  for 
renewed  endeavor.  We  need  not  say  that  the  latch-string  of 
this  Chapter  House  hangs  out  for  every  Alpha  Tau  the  world 
over, — nay,  I  shall  say  more, — that  those  who  live  here  will 
not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  cry  of  sorrow,  pain  or  want,  though 
it  come  from  one  who  knows  not  the  heart  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  It  shall  be  as  a  light  making  life  brighter  about  her 
walls,  3^et  the  warmer  within. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  means  to  be  something  in  the  student 
life  of  Gettysburg  College, — let  all  Greeks  take  notice,  we 
are  here  to  fight  with  them  for  the  real  thing  in  College  life ; 
but  we  shall  fight  just  as  hard  against  sham  and  the  pretense 
that  gives  to  education  its  most  unattractive  aspect.  We 
shall  ask  but  fair  treatment  from  all, — faculty,  trustees  or 
students  ;  but  for  that  we  shall  fight  like  men  who  know  the 
final  outcome  is  certain.  We  shall  ever  have  ready  the  out- 
stretched hand  of  fellow-laborers  in  the  field ;  and  to  the 
Faculty  we  say  :  "  Treat  us  as  fellow-men  ;  let  mutual  esteem 
be  the  bond  that  shall  make  firm  our  friendly  relations.  We 
ask  no  favors, — only  the  simple,  manly  treatment  that  helps 
to  make  strong.  You  can  help  us  by  showing  us  how  we  can 
strengthen  the  weak  points  of  any, — and  we  can  stand  like  a 
granite  wall  at  your  back  in  the  maintenance  of  the  prestige 
of  this  institution.  Her  Alumni  crowd  the  busy  places  of  the 
higher  walks  of  life, — help  us  in  our  efforts  to  follow  in  their 
footsteps.  We  would  be  men,  with  some  of  men's  tasks  and 
a  touch  of  responsibility  to  nerve  us." 
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We  are  an  American  College  Fraternity,  and  the  day  ia 
fast  coming  when  the  busy  money-making  world  will  awake 
to  find,  planted  right  at  the  doors  of  her  citadels,  banners 
which  say — "  thou  shalt  not  rob  thy  brother  and  call  it  busi- 
ness." There  is  a  higher  and  better  man  than  the  Wor- 
shipper of  the  Golden  Calf.  Man  is  to  be  the  finished  pro- 
duct of  the  God-like  forces  playing  upon  an  unselfish 
humanity.  It  can  be, — ah,  indeed  now  is,  if  one  but  looks 
aright  for  it,  perhaps  in  the  circle  of  your  own  homes, — but  I 
am  confident  when  you  see  it  face  to  face,  you  shall  be 
satisfied.  We  stand  for  an  uplifting,  unsordid  Americanism, 
scholarly,  strong,  lovable,  At  times  when  I  think  of  the 
possibilities  of  the  College  Fraternity,  I  am  ashamed  that  she 
has  not  more  fully  entered  into  her  possessions.  Think  of 
the  thousands  of  cultured  young  men  of  this  nation  with  eyes 
single  to  the  country's  good !  Surely  the  day  is  dawning 
when  the  lessons  of  our  Fraternity  altars  are  to  blossom  out 
with  a  type  of  manhood  that  shall  dominate  American  life 
and  effort, — so  that  this  great  country  of  our's  shall  be  the 
home  of  the  happy  as  well  as  the  brave.  Do  you  tell  me  that 
I  but  use  the  magician's  glass  picturing  a  rosy  future?  Then 
let  me  add  that  you  know  not  the  transforming  influence  of 
Fraternity  life  upon  the  College  student.  If  it  has  done  any 
thing  for  him,  it  has  made  him  the  bearer  of  his  own  burdens 
and  of  those  of  his  fellows.  That  is  what  Fraternity  life 
means,  and  I  doubt  very  much  whether  those  who  sneer  at 
our  hopes  ever  practice  the  doctrine.  "  A  dwarf  sees  farther 
than  a  giant  when  he  has  the  giant's  shoulder  to  mount  on," 
— so  I  take  my  position  in  the  great  deeds  already  accom- 
plished by  Alpha  Tau  Omega  when  I  speak  of  the  things  to 
come.  To  you,  my  brothers,  is  committed  the  welfare  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  in  this  region, — guard  her  every  interest 
at  every  point  as  it  effects  your  influence  at  Gettysburg  Col- 
lege. I  say  this, — and  yet  if  ''  in  to-day  already  walks  to- 
morrow," how  sure  I  am  of  the  days  to  come  with  this  build- 
ing as  an  evidence  of  the  strength  and  devotion  of  you  men 
of  to-day ! 

While  we  are  in  the  act  of  commemoration,  the  nation 
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is,  on  this  14th  of  June,  calling  her  young  people  everywhere 
to  think  of  the  American  Flag,  its  adoption,  its  beauty,  its 
significance.  To  all  of  us  it  is  indicative  of  man's  hopes  ;  it 
has  always  waved  to  brighten ;  wherever  it  floats  in  power,  it 
points  to  the  highest  intellectual  development  and  the 
broadest  independence,  with  a  patriotism  that  in  its  unselfish 
devotion  to  the  welfare  of  men  goes  to  those  who  are  in  the 
darker  places  of  the  earth,  beckoning  them  to  the  light  in 
which  we  have  so  long  dwelt  in  happiness.  That  glorious 
emblem  of  our  liberties  is  dear  to  us  as  Alpha  Taus.  We  are 
proud  of  our  origin  and  subsequent  development, — and  I  but 
agree  with  wiser  men  when  I  say  that  there  is  no  more  suc- 
cessful agency  in  the  making  of  national  love  and  unity  than 
our  dear  old  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  Born  in  the  South  land,  in 
the  throes  of  our  War,  founded  by  noble  Americans  who  felt 
the  need  of  the  ties  of  brotherhood,  she  soon  held  out  that 
same  warm  hand  to  the  North.  To-day  she  is  indeed  national, 
East,  West,  South,  North,  all  alike  pledged  to  the  protection 
of  that  Flag  and  our  native  land  as  we  are  to  the  sacred 
things  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  To-day  we  have  52  Active 
Chapters  at  as  many  of  the  educational  institutions  of  our 
land.  Are  they  not  the  bright  stars  on  our  field  of  blue? 
And  when  one  thinks  of  the  dear  old  State  of  Pennsylvania 
and  the  brightness  with  which  her  star  blazes  in  the  national 
constellation,  we  are  filled,  amidst  these  hallowed  surround- 
ings, with  the  high  resolve  that  our  Chapters  in  this  State 
shall  yet  be  the  keystone  of  our  beautiful  arch,  loyal  sup- 
porters of  the  officers  of  the  Fraternity  to  whom  she  never 
calls  in  vain  for  help.  And  now,  once  again,  let  us  turn  to 
your  Chapter  House.  Alpha  Taus  understand, — but  suppose 
one  not  a  Greek,  should  happen  to  inquire  of  you,  **  why  do 
you  put  time,  money  and  energies  into  this  building?" 

What  answer  would  spring  to  your  lips,  what  sermon  lies 
in  these  stones?  "For  show  alone  and  to  impress  the  multi- 
tude?" God  forbid.  "For  pleasures  coming  from  happy 
meetings  and  reunions?"  Aye,  but  better.  It  stands  for 
"Home"  in  its  broadest  sense — in  what  one  might  call  its 
Twentieth    Century    sense.       To    one   man   whom    I   know. 
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"Home''  means  the  place  he  has  provided  for  himself,  his 
wife  and  two  children.  His  mind  ranges  no  further.  '*  All 
well "  there  means  "  all  well  with  the  world."  Such  during 
the  centuries  gone,  was  mainly  the  outlook  of  men.  But 
these  latter  days  have  brought  an  extended  view  and  broaden- 
ing sympathies — and  the  beautiful  meaning  of  "  Brother  " 
as  a  part  of  ''  Home  "  is  shining  out  as  an  electric  sign  gleams 
forth  against  a  midnight  sky.  For  that  word  in  its  fullest 
beauty  and  deepest  meaning,  your  house,  for  which  you  have 
labored  so  faithfully,  stands  to-day.  Under  its  roof,  he  from 
California  is  as  near  and  dear  as  your  own  classmate.  In 
that  sense,  each  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  House  speaks 
to  the  passer-by  the  same  lesson  taught  by  the  old  divine, 
*'  The  world  is  my  parish." 

Let  each  minutest  stone  of  this  building,  over  the  com- 
pletion of  which  we  are  so  justly  rejoicing,  stand  for  a 
brother  Alpha  Tau,  all  joined  by  those  strongest  binding 
forces,  sympathy  and  love,  and  the  result  shall  be,  "  a  build- 
ing not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens." 

May  God  so  grant. 


At  the  conclusion  of  his  effort,  a  recess  was  declared  to 
allow  the  honored  brother  to  retire  in  order  to  fulfill  an  im- 
portant business  engagement  at  home.  As  he  left  the  hall 
the  "  Hip  Hurrah "  was  given  with  a  vim  heard  only  at 
Gettysburg. 

Brother  Hamilton  0.  Conner,  the  newly  appointed  Chief 
of  Province  V.,  likewise  made  a  most  inspiring  address. 
Brief  and  pointed,  he  outlined  the  duties  of  the  hour  that 
have  devolved  upon  us  by  reason  of  better  quarters.  His 
words  were  greatly  appreciated,  the  universal  verdict  being 
that  the  affairs  of  this  province  have  been  committed  to  safe 
hands.  *'The  Chapter  House"  was  the  theme  of  the  next 
address  and  was  delivered  by  Brother  Bortner,  of  York,  to 
whose  untiring  energy  and  enthusiastic  devotion,  our  present 
proud  eminence  is  in  a  great  part  due.  Impromptus  by 
Brothers  Gerhardt,  Hutton,  Hoover  and  others  each  praising 
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the  work  thus  far  accomplished  and  pledging  anew  the 
valued  devotion  of  the  alumni  ended  the  formal  portion  of 
the  ceremonies  after  which  adjournment  was  had. 

All  then  gathered  on  the  porch  where  they  were  regaled 
with  some  choice  stories  and  reminiscences  of  the  days  that 
have  passed  by  the  older  alumni.  Here,  Brothers  Gerhardt 
and  Hutton  fathered  a  generous  order  on  the  furniture  man 
for  enough  oak  and  mahogany  to  fix  up  the  parlor.  As 
schemers  the  pair  mentioned  sue  par  excellence. 

In  the  evening  the  annual  banquet  was  held.  The  event 
beggars  description  and  indeed  requires  none — an  Alpha  Tau 
banquet  is  the  same  the  world  over.  After  the  menu  had 
been  fully  discussed  the  toastmaater,  Bro.  George  S.  Rentz, 
called  on  the  following  brethren  who  ably  responded  to 
their  several  toasts.  "  Good  of  the  Order,"  Bro.  A.  J.  W. 
Hutton;  " Reminiscences,"  Bro.  Gerhardt ;  '' The  Goat,"  Bro. 
Bortner;  "A  Bit  of  Congress,"  Bro.  Hoover;  "Alumni  Co- 
operation," Bro.  0.  C.  Hartman.  After  a  number  of  un- 
scheduled toasts  the  banquet  was  declared  over  and  amid  a 
din  of  shouts  all  adjourned  to  the  parlor  where  the  finishing 
touches  to  a  wonderful  chain  of  events  were  to  be  finally 
made.  Here  it  was  decided  that  in  order  to  place  the  affairs 
of  the  chapter  in  the  best  possible  shape  for  all  time  a  com- 
mittee of  fourteen  should  be  appointed  to  meet  in  Gettysburg 
on  June  28,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  corporation  under 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  and  further,  for  the  purpose  of 
accepting  the  building  from  the  hands  of  the  building  com- 
mittee. This  committee  has  since  met  and  attended  to  its 
business. 

The  house  is  three  stories  high,  being  built  of  brick  with 
buff  trimmings.  The  first  floor  is  finished  in  weathered  oak. 
The  main  stairway  is  an  imposing  feature.  On  the  first  floor 
are  the  parlor  and  reception  hall.  The  second  floor  consists 
of  the  meeting  hall  and  cloak  rooms.  The  third  floor  is 
devoted  to  a  pool  room  and  a  very  cozy  den.  The  absence  of 
sleeping  and  dining  rooms  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
use  of  fraternity  houses  for  dormitory  purposes  is  prohibited 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.     But  the  foundations  for  a  large 
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addition  on  the  rear  are  already  built  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  portion  of  the  edifice  will  be  completed  in  the  course  of 
a  few  years.  The  house  is  located  directly  opposite  to  the 
college  campus  and  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  buildings  in 
the  town. 

Five  of  the  six  fraternities  represented  at  Gettysburg 
occupy  houses.  All  of  these  with  the  exception  of  ours  are 
situated  on  the  campus.  The  sixth,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon, 
has  rooms  up  town.

TWO  RECENT  STATE  CONCLAVES. 


ALABAMA. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Alabama  Conclave  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity  was  held  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  on 
Saturday,  June  17th,  1905,  at  10.30  A.  M.,  at  the  Hillman 
Hotel. 

Owing  to  the  uncertainties  as  to  date  of  meeting,  and  to 
a  postponement  once  made,  the  attendance  was  small — by  no 
means  what  it  would  have  been  had  there  been  a  thorough 
understanding  as  to  the  date.  In  addition  to  this  uncertainty, 
the  meeting  was  held  just  when  the  men  were  scattering  away 
from  their  chapters  on  their  way  home  from  college,  a  most 
unfortunate  time  for  the  holding  of  any  meeting  where  con- 
siderable attendance  is  desired. 

Representatives  of  each  of  the  Alabama  chapters  were 
present,  as  were  also  several  alumni,  including  Bro.  Clark 
Williams,  of  the  Birmingham  Alumni  Association,  Bro.  Hugh 
Martin,  Fraternity  Architect,  and  Bro.  Allen,  Provincial  Chief. 

An  organization  was  effected  with  Bro.  S.  L.  Ledbetter, 
Jr.,  of  Alabama  Beta  Delta,  as  President,  and  Bro.  S.  W. 
Averytt,  of  Alabama  Alpha  Epsilon,  as  Secretary. 

A  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted,  which  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  High  Council 
for  approval. 
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Probably  the  most  important  action  taken  was  the 
authorizing  and  directing  of  the  incorporation  of  a  corporate 
body  to  be  known  as  The  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Chapter  House 
Association.  The  incorporation  of  this  body  was  left  to  Bro. 
Allen,  with  instructions  that  the  incorporation  be  made  by 
three  men  from  Alabama  Alpha  Epsilon,  three  men  from 
Alabama  Beta  Delta,  and  a  tenth  man  from  one  of  the 
Georgia  chapters — all  of  the  incorporators  to  be  alumni. 

The  object  of  this  association  is  to  give  definite  form  and 
direction  and  a  legal  status  to  the  effort  to  build  chapter 
houses.  After  attending  to  routine  business,  the  meeting 
adjourned  in  order  to  attend  a  base-ball  game  between  two  of 
the  professional  teams;  and  in  the  evening  a  small  theatre 
party  was  made  up  to  attend  a  performance  of  Fra  Diavola, 
at  a  summer  theatre  at  East  Lake,  a  near  resort. 

All  in  all,  the  meeting  was  a  success  in  spite  of  the  small 
attendance,  and  we  believe  that  it  will  mark  the  beginning  of 
a  movement  among  the  chapters  productive  of  great  good. 


GEORGIA. 

Members  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  met  in 
Atlanta  Saturday  and  organized  the  Georgia  Conclave  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  electing  the  following  officers :  J.  S. 
Eeane,  of  Georgia  Beta  Iota  chapter,  New  Orleans,  La., 
President;  G.  A.  Green,  Georgia  Alpha  Beta,  Washington, 
Ga.,  Vice-President ;  Paul  E.  Jernigan,  Georgia  Alpha  Zeta, 
White  Plains,  Ga.,  Secretary ;  L.  F.  Daley,  Georgia  Alpha 
Theta,  Wrightsville,  Ga.,  Treasurer. 

The  conclave  was  called  by  Vassar  Allen,  of  Birmingham, 
Ala.,  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Province  No.  1,  and  was  attended 
by  delegates  from  all  the  chapters  of  the  Fraternity  in  the 
State.

A,  T.  O*  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


The  following  clippings  from  The  Michigan  Daily ^  pub- 
lished by  the  students  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  will 
interest  not  only  the  many  friends  of  Brother  Dr.  A.  M. 
Clover,  (O.  Beta  Omega)  but  also  close  students  of  qualita- 
tive chemistry. 

A  new  peroxide  has  been  discovered  in  recent  researches  conduced  in 
the  chemical  laboratory.  The  importance  of  this  discovery  can  hardly  be 
exaggerated.  Until  recent  years,  organic  peroxides  were  of  interest  only 
from  a  purely  chemical  standpoint.  The  discovery  of  their  germicidal  pro- 
perties at  once  made  them  valuable  thereapeutic  agents.  A  peroxide  is  the 
only  germicide  that  can  be  used  internally  in  the  treatment  of  disease. 
Consequently  their  use  has  revolutionized  the  treatment  of  cholera,  typhoid 
fever  and  all  intestinal  diseases. 

This  epoch-making  discovery  was  made  at  this  university  several  years 
ago  and  since  then  the  field  of  peroxides  has  been  extensively  investigated 
in  the  laboratories  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  The  first  peroxide 
having  these  valuable  properties  was  discovered  by  Dr.  A.  M.  Clover,  for- 
merly instructor  in  the  chemical  laboratory,  and  now  acting  director  of  the 
government  laboratories  in  the  Philippines.  These  peroxides  were  asceto- 
zone  and  alphazone,  the  latter  being  more  practicable  for  general  use,  as  it 
has  not  the  highly  explosive  properties  of  ascetozone. 

The  new  peroxide  discovered  recently  in  the  university  laboratories 
combines  all  the  efficient  germicidal  properties  of  the  two  former  products 
and  such  admirable  physical  properties  as  make  it  entirely  practicable  for 
commercial  purposes.  Judging  from  the  extensive  use  of  ascetozone  and 
alphozone,  the  possibilities  of  the  new  peroxide  in  the  treatment  of  diseases 
are  very  promising,

As  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Allentown,  (Pa.)  Brother  Dr. 
A.  J.  Yost  (Pa.,  Alpha  lota,  '90)  has  already  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  metropolitan  press.     His  endeavor  to  rid  the 
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city  departments  of  petty  grafting  has  been  widely  com- 
mended upon  throughout  the  State  and  his  efforts  generally 
endorsed.  The  Philadelphia  North  American  has  on  several 
occasions  devoted  a  large  amount  of  space  to  the  various 
events  that  have  thus  far  marked  his  administration.  The 
following  is  taken  therefrom  : 

Without  haviag  made  a  single  ante-election  pledge,  Dr.  Alfred  J.  Yost 
was  elected  Mayor  of  Allentown  last  February  by  a  majority  of  1,400,  and 
although  he  has  been  in  ojBfice  less  than  four  months,  he  has  made  it  known 
that  the  city  must  be  purged  of  grafting  of  every  description,  and  that  he 
will  fight  the  plunderers  and  boodlers  to  a  finish.  Discipline  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  city  government  is  Mayor  Yost's  pet  idea,  and  the 
shaking  up  that  he  has  begun  has  opened  the  eyes  of  the  office  holders. 

Up  to  date,  Mayor  Yost  has  removed  Chief  of  Police  George  L.  Smith, 
Night  Sergeant  or  Police  Charles  H.  Bogh,  Night  Watchman  William 
Heater  and  Edward  Gallagher,  a  Pipeman  in  the  Fire  Department,  and 
further  dismissals  in  the  Police  Department  are  expected  as  soon  as  the 
Mayor  has  completed  the  investigation  now  under  way. 
*  *  *  -x-  -Jf 

In  his  inaugural  address  last  April,  Mayor  Yost,  addressing  the  new 
Chief  of  Police,  said  : 

"  You  undoubtedly  will  be  brought  in  contact  from  time  to  time  with 
inducements  to  do  what  your  conscience  forbids,  and  upon  the  action  thereof, 
in  a  great  measure,  will  lie  your  success  or  failure  in  this  undertaking. 
Your  training  as  a  detective  in  the  last  eleven  years  undoubtedly  should 
serve  you  well  in  this  position.  Remember,  however,  that  your  relations 
during  this  administration  are  decidedly  different,  in  that  you  are  the  ser- 
vant of  a  city  where  personal,  social  or  political  affiliations  dare  not  conflict 
with  duties." 

In  addressing  the  patrolmen  when  he  took  his  oath  of  office,  Mayor 
Yost  said  :  "  You  are  to  command  respect,  and  show  the  same  in  return, 
not  only  upon  the  streets,  but  in  the  City  Hall  as  well.  *  *  *  Any  per- 
son serving  under  this  administration  who  is  found  guilty  of  either  directly 
or  indirectly  accepting  any  commission  or  present  for  work  done  on  mate- 
rials furnished  the  city  will  be  immediately  dismissed  from  the  service. 

"  At  times  men  overestimate  their  importance,  imagining  that  their  ser- 
vices are  indispensable.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  as  no  one  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  government  is  of  so  much  importance  that  his  place  can 
not  be  filled  in  case  of  a  vacancy." 

Brother  Yost  is  best  remembered  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
circles  as  the  re-organizer  of  Pennsylvania  Tau  and  its  main- 
stay during  several  very  trying  years.

A  beautiful  wedding  took  place  at  8.30  last  evening  in  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church  in  Bryden  road,  when  Judge  Roy  Lee  Wildermuth  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Miss  Goldie  Musser  Johnson,  the  pretty  debutante  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Edward  Johnson. 

The  stately  new  church,  where  the  ceremony  was  held,  never  appeared 
more  beautiful  than  last  evening,  with  its  softly  shaded  lights,  its  floral 
decorations,  its  assemblage  of  smartly  attired  wedding  guests. 

About  the  altar  and  organ  loft  tall  palms  and  exotics  were  grouped, 
while  masses  of  peonies,  showiest  of  the  spring  flowers,  were  arranged  in 
clusters  everywhere.  The  windows  were  especially  effective,  latticed  as 
they  were  with  strands  of  green  vines,  interlaced  with  pink  blossoms. 

Rev.  Dr.  E.  S.  Lewis  read  the  impressive  marriage  service.  The  bride 
was  attended  by  Mrs.  William  Meek  as  matron  of  honor,  while  her  maids 
were  :  Miss  Clara  Johnson,  Miss  Carolyn  Morton,  Miss  Ruth  Church  and 
Miss  Elsie  Winkler,  of  Alabama.

The  bride  is  a  young  girl  of  unusually  charming  personality,  and  has 
been  one  of  the  most  popular  girls  in  society  ever  since  her  debut  early  in 
the  winter.

The  issue 
also  contains  a  halftone  likeness  of  our  former  Worthy  High 
Chancellor,  and  the  following  comment : 

George  Mechlin  Hosack,  an  authority  on  bank  and  trust  company  con- 
solidation law,  is  the  author  of  a  valuable  article  published  in  this  issue  of 
Trust  Companies.  He  was  born  in  Dayton,  Armstrong  County,  Pa., 
October  7,  1866,  and  is  of  Scotch-Irish  ancestry  ;  was  educated  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  graduated  from  Connellsville  High  School  in  1886.  In  1887 
entered  the  literary  department  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  devoted 
his  time  to  special  study  of  economics  in  the  School  of  History  and  Politi- 
cal Science  ;  entered  the  law  department  in  1889  ;  graduated  as  Bachelor  of 
Laws  in  1891,  and  admitted  to  practice  in  the  Circuit  and  Supreme  Courts  of 
Michigan.  Returning  to  Fayette  County,  Pa.,  he  read  law  with  Hon.  S. 
Leslie  Mestrezat,  now  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania;  1892, 
admitted  to  the  Fayette  County  bar.  After  practicing  at  Uniontown  for  one 
year  he  removed  to  Pittsburg,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  Allegheny 
County  bar,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  United  States 
District  and  Circuit  Courts. 

He  served  two  years  as  secretary  of  the  Fayette  County  Republican 
Committee;  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  (Pa.)  1897-99-1901  ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Corporations,  and  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  He  devotes  his  attention  principally 
to  the  practice  of  corporation  law,  and  has  made  a  special  study  of  the  sub- 
ject of  corporation  taxation.  Member  of  Duquesne,  University,  Americus 
and  Tariff  Clubs  and  Harrisburg  Club.  Is  a  Mason,  being  member  of 
Crescent  Lodge  No.  576,  F.  and  A.  M.,  Tancred  Commandery  No.  48, 
Knights  Templar,  and  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  In  1893  married  Delia  C. 
Clark,  of  Connellsville  ;  they  have  two  children.

On  another  page  mention  is  made  of  the  death  of  Brother 
Clark  W.  Clement  of  Mich.  Beta  Chapter.  A  newspaper 
published  in  his  home  city  speaks  thus  of  the  accident  which 
summoned  him  to  an  early  death : 

One  of  the  saddest  accidents  Gobleville  has  experienced  in  many  a  day 
occurred  Monday  morning  about  7.30,  when  Martin  W.  Clement,  Clark 
Clement  and  Fay  Clark  attempted  to  move  a  freight  car  from  near  Over- 
acker's  coal  sheds  down  in  front  of  some  piles  of  lumber  to  load  it  with 
lumber.  The  breaks  on  this  particular  car  did  not  work  and  they  thought 
they  had  it  coupled  to  another  on  which  they  did,  but  when  it  got  started  it 
was  found  the  coupling  did  not  hold  and  let  this  particular  car  loose,  and 
being  down  grade,  Clark  Clement  tried  to  stop  it  with  a  crow  bar  and  in 
some  way  was  thrown  under  the  wheels  and  they  passed  over  his  left  arm, 
breast  and  neck  killing  him  instantly.     He  was  a  very  promising  young  man 
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about  nineteen  years  old,  a  graduate  of  our  high  school  and  had  spent  one 
year  at  Hillsdale  College  and  was  home  on  his  vacation.  His  sudden  and 
untimely  demise  cast  a  gloom  over  the  whole  town.  The  funeral  was  held 
at  the  house  Wednesday,  and  as  a  mark  of  respect  all  the  business  places 
closed.  He  leaves  a  father  and  mother  and  two  sisters  besides  a  host  of 
friends  to  mourn  his  loss.

It  belongs  to  a  young  man  who  was  in  the  nineties  a 
student  of  Adrian  college,  zealous,  painstaking  and  industrious,  he  devoted 
the  same  energy  to  his  studies,  to  athletics,  to  the  social  life  of  the  college, 
which  has  made  him  famous  in  the  literary  world.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  and  is  well  remembered  and  highly 
esteemed  by  all  the  frates  in  urbe. 

After  leaving  college  he  went  to  New  York  city  and  there  became 
engaged  in  the  college  settlement  work.  Here  he  became  acquainted  with 
a  Russian  Jewess,  whom  he  afterward  married.  He  has  had  quite  an  exten- 
sive experience  in  newspaper  work,  has  been  dramatic  editor  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Companion,  and  the  latest  number  contains  one  of  his 
characteristic  short  stories.  His  book,  "The  Walking  Delegate,"  is  the 
sensation  of  the  hour  in  the  line  of  literature.

Dr.  Flick  will  deliver  a  paper  on  "The  Prognosis  of  Tuberculosis,"  and 
another  on  "The  Work  of  the  Phipps  Institute."  Dr.  Walsh  will  give  an 
account  of  the  work  of  the  White  Haven  sanitorium,  and  will  also  discuss 
"  The  Kidneys  in  Tuberculosis."  Dr.  McCarthy  is  to  read  a  paper  on  the 
work  on  the  brain  and  nervous  system  in  tuberculosis,  from  observations 
made  in  the  Phipps  Institute.  While  Dr.  Ravenel  will  not  have  an  essay, 
he  is  the  American  reporter  of  the  congress,  and  as  such  will  give  a  general 
account  of  the  work  in  this  country. 

Brother  Ravenel  was  initiated  into  Tennessee  Omega  in 
1879,  and  from  1882  until  1886  served  as  a  member  of  the 
High  Council .  He  is  best  remembered  by  his  fraternity  for 
the  re-establishment  of  South  Carolina  Alpha  Chi  (Citadel) 
which  has  since  become  defunct.  Dr.  Ravenel  now  resides  at 
Lansdowne,  Pa.,  and  will  no  doubt  be  interested  in  the  new 
Philadelphia  association.

MANILA. 
Unfortunately  your  request  for  six  hundred  words  on  our  oriental 
A.  T.  O's  was  not  delayed,  and  reached  me  in  sufficient  time  to  reply  for  the 
next  issue  of  the  Pai,m.  It  seems  a  century  since  last  September  when  I 
said  good-bj'^e  to  the  boys  of  Manila,  and  were  you  to  ask  me  what  I  "  Do 
not  know  about  them,"  I  am  quite  sure  I  could  go  the  limit,  for  their  letters 
to  me  are  possibly  as  frequent  as  those  to  the  Pai,m.  However,  for  some 
unaccountable  reason  I  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Hanna,  and  ininiedi 
ately  decided  that  the  poor  fellow  must  be  growing  careless  to  devote  so 
much  time  to  correspondence.  I  have  had  the  letter  framed,  or  would  have 
forwarded  it  to  the  PaIvM.  It  is  surely  a  prize  winner — it  has  no  com- 
petition. 
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Brother  Hanna  dwells  at  some  length  upon  the  internal  affairs  and 
believes  that  the  Philippines  will  eventually  come  to[the  front,  which  proves 
a  remarkable  contrast  between  the  Manila  of  to-day  and  the  Manila  of  1901. 
The  most  noticeable  improvement  is  with  the  transportation  facilities.  The 
tropical  heat  makes  it  imperative,  and  much  more  preferable  to  ride  rather 
than  walk — in  1901,  the  Carromatto  (which  was  the  vehicle  of  transporta- 
tion) was  practically  the  only  source  of  conveyance — to-day,  electric  cars 
whiz  through  the  streets  at  a  speed  which  reminds  the  American  that  he  is 
at  home.  Brother  Hanna  states  that  the  great  cry  in  the  Philippines  to-day 
is  "  Give  us  Railroads,"  he  states  that  this  is  not  confined  to  the  business 
population,  but  to  the  government  as  well.  There  are  vast  regions  in  the 
Islands  where  wealth  enough  could  be  produced  to  give  the  Islands  pros- 
perity, but  there  is  only  one  method  of  transportating  the  produce  of  the 
soil  to  the  coast,  and  that  is  by  the  antiquated  Carabao- Carts.  There  are 
fortunes  in  the  forests,  but  the  trees  die  and  fall  without  an  attempt  to  save 
them,  in  like  fashion  the  hemp  and  sugar  interests  of  the  Archipelago  are 
stunted,  by  lack  of  transportation.  Commercially  speaking,  it  may  be 
stated  that  a  depression  is  on  in  all  parts  of  the  Islands.  It  is  the  conten- 
tion among  the  prominent  ones  in  the  Islands,  that  this  wave  will  continue 
until  the  first  sign  of  decreasing  prosperity  in  the  states.  At  which  time  a 
boom  in  the  Philippines  is  expected.  This  is  evcdently  true,  for  as  long  as 
capital  can  find  ready  investments  here  in  the  states,  it  is  not  going  to  cross 
the  sea  in  search  of  them.  However,  the  administration  is  admirably 
coping  with  the  situation — adopting  a  conservative  and  sure  policy,  which 
will  no  doubt  result  in  noticeable  improvement  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
Islands. 

The  most  encouraging  part  of  Brother  Hanna's  letter  was  his  report  on 
the  Manila  Alumni  Association.  He  says  it  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
Occasionally  a  new  Alpha  is  resurrected  and  taken  into  the  fold.  All  the 
brothers  are  doing  nicely  in  their  respective  professions.  Brother  Hanna's 
modesty  is  accountable  for  the  little  news  concerning  his  own  progress,  but 
from  other  sources  I  am  informed  that  through  his  presistent  efforts  his 
merchantile  business  has  advanced  to  one  of  the  foremost  business  concerns 
in  the  Orient.  I  trust  that  it  will  not  compromise  Brother  Hanna,  if  I  state 
that  in  1901  he  arrived  in  Manila  with  a  limited  amount  of  change  in  his 
pocket— his  success  in  four  years  demonstrates  the  fact  that  good  A.  T.  O.

White, 
meantime,  was  doing  the  honors  as  floor-manager  at  the  magnificent  com- 
mencement ball.  It  was  quite  a  surprise  to  us  to  receive,  a  few  days  ago,  a 
catalogue  of  the  Southern  Dental  College,  of  Atlanta,  with  the  superscrip- 
tion in  the  characteristic  chirography  of  our  "  old  lady."  Dr.  A.  M.  Jack- 
son, "  Big  Jack  "  is  learning  to  pull  teeth,  as  preparation  for  pulling  the 
wool  over  the  eyes,  and  the  strings  off  the  pocket-books  of  future  victims. 

The  recent  session  of  the  State  Legislature  was  productive  of  influences 
which  will  affect  the  University  in  a  great  degree.  An  act  was  passed 
abolishing  all  the  State  educational  institutions,  heretofore  working  in  more 
or  less  opposition  to  each  other,  and  providing  at  the  same  time  for  the 
establishment  of  a  University  of  the  State  of  Florida.  This  is  of  course  in 
effect  merely  a  continuation  of  the  University  of  Florida,  at  Lake  City.  In 
fact,  the  faculty  is  practically  the  same.  However,  for  political  reasons,  the 
bill  contained  a  clause  providing  that  the  location  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  Florida  should  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Control  pro- 
vided for  in  the  bill,  the  location,  however,  to  be  at  one  of  several  contest- 
ing cities  clearly  indicated.  Offers  were  made  by  the  several  cities,  and  the 
Board,  for  reasons  of  its  own,  selected  Gainesville  as  the  site  of  the  Univer- 
sity. It  was  provided,  however,  that  the  University  should  remain  at  Lake 
City  for  another  year  in  order  for  adequate  preparation  to  be  made  at  the 
new  site.  Matters  stand  thus  at  present.  It  should  be  added  that  there  are 
statements  that  Lake  City  intends  to  fight  the  removal  to  the  last  ditch, 
though  we  can  not  tell  to  just  what  extent  this  will  materialize  at  present. 
Of  course  upon  the  opening  of  college  there  will  be  a  better  opportunity  for 
seeing  what  the  fin?i  result  will  be.  One  of  the  strong  objections  to  the 
change  is  the  fact  tjiat  our  present  equipment,  instead  of  being  inferior  and 
inadequate,  is  equal  to  that  of  very  many  of  the  best  colleges  of  the  South. 
At  all  events,  we  will  be  at  the  old  stand  for  at  least  another  year,  and  will 
be  delighted  to  have  any  and  all  A.  T.  O's.  coming  this  far  South  drop  by 
and  give  us  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  them  as  long  as  they  will  stay.

Since  my  appointment  as  Provincial  Chief  I  have  visited  four  out  of  the 
eight  chapters  in  this  Province  and  have  investigated  the  conditions  in  the 
other  four.  Generally  speaking  tidings  of  progress  come  from  each  chap- 
ter and  with  this  healthy  state  of  affairs  we  can  look  forward  to  another 
year  of  continued  prosperity  and  success. 

The  dedication  of  the  Chapter  House  at  Gettysburg  on  June  14th  was  an 
event  long  to  be  remembered  by  those  present.  It  was  very  fitting  that  an 
undertaking  of  that  kind  and  of  that  magnitude  should  have  been  made  an 
occasioH  of  ceremony  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  assure  the  brethren  of 
Alpha  Upsilon  of  the  hearty  congratulations  of  Province  No,  5  on  the  com- 
pletion of  such  a  grand  structure  to  the  interests  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  It 
teaches  us  the  lesson  of  work,  courage  and  success.  The  brethren  of  Alpha 
Upsilon  active  and  alumni  have  planned  for  twelve  long  years  to  erect  a 
house,  many  obstacles,  during  that  period,  confronted  the  promoters  and 
made  the  future  look  dim  and  uncertain,  but  the  dedication  of  their  house 
showed  that  they  had  mounted  them  all  and  the  door  of  success,  which  was 
before  only  in  view,  was  thrown  wide  open.

I^et  it 
be  known  by  every  member  of  her  Chapter  and  every  future  member  that 
we  are  champions  for  certain  principles  which,  if  properly  inculcated  will 
bring  eternal  honor  to  ourselves  and  lasting  good  to  mankind.  It  was 
highly  gratifying  to  find  the  commanding  influence,  enthusiasm  and  sup- 
port of  the  Alumni  at  the  Dedication  Exercises.  The  love  and  pride  dis- 
played by  the  Alumni  for  our  Fraternity  is  certainly  the  subject  of  com- 
ment, for  never  before  have  I  experienced  such  loyalty  to  sky  blue  and  old 
gold. 

There  is  another  Chapter  in  this  Province  which  I  wish  to  direct  parti- 
cular attention  to,  namely,  Alpha  Rho  at  lychigh  University.  It  has  main- 
tained a  strong  healthy  existence  since  its  organization  on  the  ninth  day  of 
June  1903  and  just  recently  moved  to  new  and  more  comfortable  quarters 
where  the  good  work  of  the  past  is  sure  to  continue.  I  can  say  without 
hesitation  "when  any  wandering  Willie  Alpha  Tau  comes  to  South  Bethle- 
hem he  will  be  assured  of  the  grasp  which  thrills." 

In  closing,  would  like  to  say  that  I  desire  the  various  chapters  in  the 
Province  to  get  in  communication  with  me  on  their  return  to  college.

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With  awe  and  trepidation  we  assume  the 
Salutatory*       duties  of  the  position  lately  vacated  by  Bro. 

Hendree  P.  Simpson.  During  the  brief 
period  that  he  guided  the  destinies  of  this  journal,  the  Fra- 
ternity came  to  a  thorough  realization  of  the  calibre  of  the 
man  who  occupied  the  editorial  chair.  His  ability,  energy 
and  activity  had,  long  'ere  he  retired,  gained  full  recognition 
and  adequate  appreciation.  That  while  thus  engaged  he 
should  be  compelled  to  relinquish  the  editorship  is  a  distinct 
and  sequal  loss  to  the  whole  Fraternity,  which  must  and  does 
labor  under  a  deep  and  lasting  obligation  to  the  good  and 
devoted  brother. 

A  thorough  appreciation  of  the  character  of  the  men  who 
have  been  our  predecessors  and  a  knowledge  of  the  records 
that  endear  them  to  the  whole  brotherhood  require  us  to 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  this  office  with  no  great  or  ardent 
desire  to  excell.  If  we  can  equal  their  efforts  we  shall  be 
satisfied.

The  first  named  is  already  too  well  known  to  our 
readers  to  require  any  further  introduction.  For  the  present, 
he  will  have  charge  of  the  department  devoted  to  reviews  of 
the  Greek  press.  Brother  Hartzell  will  be  remembered  as  the 
author  of  several  very  excellent  A.  T.  O.  songs  contributed  to 
these  pages  during  the  past  few  years,  most  of  which  will  be 
reproduced  in  the  forthcoming  Song  Book.  So  far,  no  distinc- 
tive portion  of  the  work  has  been  assigned  to  him  and  until 
our  plans  are  more  matured  he  will  continue  to  aid  the 
Editor-in-Chief  in  a  general  capacity. 

The  Fraternity  and  the  Palm  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  acceptances  of  these  brothers  and  we  have  no  doubt 
but  that  the  future  will  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  our  appoint- 
ments. 
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The  High  Council,  ever  active  in  caring  for 
J,000.  the  best  interests  of  the  Fraternity  has  not 

allowed  the  present  editor  to  assume  control 
of  the  Palm  without  exacting  certain  conditions  and  require- 
ments. Of  these,  the  most  important  to  us  and  to  the  Frater- 
nity is  the  absolute  and  unqualified  insistence  that  hence- 
forth this  journal  must  be  entirely  self-supporting.  Those 
who  are  aware  of  the  true  state  of  our  affairs  will  possibly 
discern  in  this  mandate  a  futile  grasping  for  Utopian  ideals. 
Nevertheless,  the  High  Council  is  unquestionably  justified  in 
seeking  to  shift  the  burden  of  sustaining  the  Palm  from  the 
general  of  the  Fraternity  to  the  private  purses  of  our  vast 
and  loyal  membership  and  the  present  editor  pledges  his 
solemn  word  that  during  his  administration  every  effort  will 
be  directed  toward  the  attainment  of  this  end. 

To  make  this  journal  self-supporting,  two  courses  are 
available.  Either  the  expenses  must  be  confined  to  the 
present  income  or  our  income  must  be  amplified.  The  first 
alternative  is  feasible  but  unadvisable  unless  the  Fraternity 
desires  to  lower  the  high  standard  it  has  maintained  in  Greek 
journalism.  If  the  expenditures  are  reduced  the  Palm  will 
suffer  in  size,  neatness  and  completeness,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  Fraternity  would  not  at  this  time  countenance  such 
a  backward  movement.  Nor  will  such  a  step  be  taken  until 
the  present  management  is  full}"  convinced  that  the  Frater- 
nity will  not  or  can  not  support  the  kind  of  a  magazine  to 
which  it  has  lately  accustomed  itself.  Until  then,  the  latter 
alternative  will  be  adopted  and  every  nerve  strained  to  secure 
a  larger  income  for  the  Palm.  We  have  reached  this  decision 
only  after  due  deliberation  and  reflection  upon  the  immen- 
sity of  the  task  we  must  assume  and  of  the  almost  insur- 
mountable obstacles  in  our  way.  But  it  has  come  to  pass  that 
no  other  choice  is  now  open  to  us,  and  relying  upon  the  aid 
of  the  entire  Fraternity  we  propose  to  direct  the  energies  of 
this  editorship  to  the  production  of  an  income  ample  enough 
to  secure  the  publication  of  a  journal  which  will  fittingly  and 
adequately  represent  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

To  do  this  but  one  course  presents  itself.  More  subscri- 
bers must  be  secured.     One  Thousand  Subscribers  must  be 
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had  before  the  Birmingham  Congress  convenes  !  With  one 
thousand  additional  subscribers  the  Palm  can  be  made  self- 
supporting,  if  not  a  source  of  profit  to  the  Fraternity.  With 
one  thousand  subscribers,  the  Palm  can  enter  new  fields, 
embrace  other  opportunities  and  carry  into  effect  some  of 
the  plans  for  interesting  the  Alumni,  so  long  a  cherished  idea 
of  the  High  Council.

La.  Beta  Epsilon,  Tulane ;  Texas  Gamma  Eta,  University  of 
Texas ;  N.  Y.  Alpha  Lambda,  Columbia ;  Va.  Delta,  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia.  We  regret  the  necessity  that  compells  us 
to  resort  to  this  drastic  action,  but  a  failure  to  comply  with 
three  distinct  requests  for  a  chapter  letter  merits  the  extreme 
penalty.  That  no  preceding  editor  has  imposed  the  fine  is  no 
reason  why  the  present  editor  should  fail  to  do  so.  The  Palm 
would  have  no  valid  excuse  for  its  existence  without  its  quar- 
terly letters.  Its  force  and  usefulness  are  diminished  with 
each  omission  of  a  chapter  epistle,  and  we  are  resolved  that 
henceforth  chapters  must  either  perform  their  duties  in  this 
matter  or  pay  the  fine.  We  trust  that  hereafter  chapters 
will  by  a  prompt  performance  of  their  duties  relieve  the 
editor  of  the  very  disagreeable  task  of  penalizing  delinquents.

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UNDERGRADUATE  LIFE  AT  OXFORD  UNIVERSITY. 


[In  reply  to  Brother  Reno's  request  for  an  article  on  Oxford  University, 
I  wrote  him  expressing  the  fear  that  nothing  new  and  interesting  remained 
to  be  said  on  the  subject  ;  for  with  characteristic  American  keenness  to  lay 
hold  on  a  good  thing,  the  Rhodes  Scholars  have  been  flooding  the  country 
for  a  year  with  descriptions  of  Oxford  life  and  customs.  But  as  my  objec- 
tion has  been  overruled  by  the  Editor,  and  as  my  own  experience  with  col- 
lege publications  enables  me  to  appreciate  the  value  to  be  attached  to  copy 
of  any  kind,  I  feel  constrained  to  resurrect  the  well-worn  theme  and  do  my 
best  with  it.] 

***** 

The  tourist  who  stops  off  for  a  day  at  Oxford  without  a 
competent  guide  to  show  him  about  judiciously,  is  almost 
sure  to  go  away  disappointed  in  the  town  and  University  of 
whose  beauty  he  has  heard  so  much.  What  the  casual  visitor 
sees  is  a  few  lofty  spires  and  towers  and  an  apparently  end- 
less mass  of  gray,  crumbling  buildings.  If  he  come  in  the 
Fall  or  Winter,  rain  will  be  falling,  the  air  will  be  damp  and 
raw,  the  streets  muddy.  Add  to  these  annoyances  an  un- 
reasonably steep  hotel  bill  and  the  obsequiousness  of  number- 
less unnecessary  servants.  On  the  whole,  therefore,  we  may 
conclude  that  the  impressions  left  on  the  mind  of  our  sup- 
posititious traveller  will  not  be  very  pleasant. 

Let  the  same  gentleman  return  during  the  Summer  Term, 
with  a  week  at  his  disposal  and  an  undergraduate  friend  in 
the  University.  It  is  an  utterly  hopeless  task  to  attempt  an 
adequate  picture  of  Oxford  during  the  Summer  Term,  and  I 
am  already  condemned  to  failure  before  I  begin.  The 
stranger  is  initiated  into  the  beauties  of  St.  John's,    Wor- 
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cester  and  new  gardens,  with  their  wealth  of  flowers,  beauti- 
fully kept  lawns,  trees  and  shrubbery ;  he  is  taken  to  Magda- 
len, where  almost  in  the  heart  of  the  city  there  is  a  primeval 
forest  filled  with  deer ;  he  strolls  around  Addison's  Walk  and 
can  well  believe  that  the  poet  and  essayist  caught  some  of  his 
inspiration  from  the  murmur  of  the  Cherwell  and  the  thou- 
sands of  silver-throated  songsters  that  frequent  these  shady 
environs.  Best  of  all,  the  undergraduate  has  a  **punt." 
Very  few  Americans  know  anything  about  the  joys  of  punt- 
ing. The  punt  is  a  flat  bottomed  boat  large  enough  for  four 
persons  and  the  punter,  who  stands.  The  boat  is  lined  with 
heavy  cushions  and  is  ideal  for  an  afternoon's  reading  or 
idling.  Our  tourist  is  taken  down  the  Isis  as  far  as  Iffley 
Mill  or  Sandford,  where  they  have  tea  or  a  glass  of  ale ;  or 
perhaps  they  go  the  other  direction,  up  the  Cherwell,  a 
smaller,  but  lovelier  stream.  Scattered  along  the  bank  are 
scores  of  fellows  tied  up  in  shady  spots,  some  asleep,  others 
reading,  chatting  and  smoking  ;  farther  on  there  is  a  group  of 
undergraduates  having  a  picnic  dinner ;  and  possibly  in  the 
backwaters  others  are  having  a  swim  in  the  clear,  cool  water. 
Eights  Week  comes  on  about  this  time,  the  greatest 
event  of  the  Oxford  year.  Oxford  now  presents  the  appear- 
ance of  the  fashionable  summer  resort — the  weather  is  always 
fine,  the  ladies  are  here  by  hundreds,  lively  colors  predomi- 
nate ;  fine  equippages  throng  the  streets.  Along  the  river  in 
Christ  Church  meadow  the  college  barges  are  covered  with 
spectators ;  while  the  opposite  bank  of  the  stream  is  crowded 
with  undergraduates,  hurrying  along  to  Iffley  Mill,  a  mile 
down,  to  see  the  start  and  run  with  the  boats.  'Tis  a  wonder- 
ful sight !  At  the  signal  for  the  start,  a  perfect  bedlam 
arises — pistol  shots,  shouts  of  "Well-rowed,  New,"  ** Well- 
rowed,  Merton,"  rattles,  horns,  as  much  racket  as  fifteen 
hundred  fellows  can  make,  urging  their  respective  college 
boats  either  to  bump  the  boat  ahead  or  pull  away  from  the 
one  behind.  For  six  days  the  races  go  on  and  many  changes 
take  place  in  the  position  of  the  boats.  Happy  the  man  who 
rows  in  the  boat  at  the  head  of  the  river.  Can  anyone  ever 
forget  such  scenes  as  these  ? 
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Our  traveller  has  by  this  time  decided  that  this  is  quite 
a  different  Oxford  from  the  one  he  saw  in  the  Winter.  But 
I  must  leave  the  physical  aspect  of  the  University  and  pass 
on  to  other  matters. 


Oxford  University  is  composed  of  some  twenty-two  or 
twenty-three  colleges  or  **  foundations,"  each  with  its  own 
history,  customs  and  traditions.  The  functions  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  such  are  confined  to  the  conducting  of  examinations, 
granting  of  degrees,  proctorial  work,  and  like  matters.  The 
student,  of  course,  owes  a  double  allegiance  to  the  University 
and  to  his  college,  just  as  the  American  citizen  owes  a  double 
allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  to  the  State  in  which  he 
lives.  The  main  interests  of  the  undergraduates  are  con- 
nected with  his  college,  for  there  he  must  live,  do  his  work, 
and  make  his  friends.  He  knows  few  men  outside  of  the 
college  and  regards  the  other  foundations  as  natural  rivals  in 
all  undergraduate  activities. 

The  Rhodes  Scholars  are  scattered  among  the  various 
colleges,  not  more  than  five  being  in  any  one  college.  We 
find  life  within  the  quadrangle  very  pleasant.  Each  man  has 
a  separate  suite  of  rooms — a  large,  well-furnished  sitting- 
room,  a  bedroom,  and  a  smaller  room  for  odds  and  ends.  He 
shares  with  some  eight  or  ten  other  fellows  the  services  of  a 
''  scout,"  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  things  in  order,  wake  one 
in  time  for  chapel,  serve  breakfast,  lunch  and  tea  in  the 
sitting  room,  and  to  relieve  one  of  all  unnecessary  encumb- 
rances in  the  way  of  half-emptied  wine  bottles,  stray  cigars, 
etc.  The  ordinary  undergraduate  day  might  be  thus  de- 
scribed. The  scout  wakes  him  at  7.00  and  is  told  to  come 
again  at  7.15,  each  minute  being  of  incalculable  value  at  that 
time  of  day ;  is  waked  again  at  7.15  ;  jumps  into  a  cold  bath ; 
has  a  run  to  make  chapel ;  returns  in  fifteen  minutes  and  goes 
back  to  bed  or  takes  a  nap  in  his  comfortable  armchair, 
before  a  perfect  dream  of  a  winter  morning  fire.  About  nine 
o'clock  the  scout  serves  "brecker."  Breakfast  in  Oxford  is  a 
great   institution.     Over   here   in   Heidelberg,   where   I   am 
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spending  the  summer,  the  little  coffee,  bread  and  butter, 
which  the  Germans  facetiously  call  breakfast  almost  bring 
tears  to  my  eyes  when  I  think  of  the  deliciously  cooked  oat- 
meal, toast,  fish,  chops,  bacon  and  eggs  which  the  Oxford 
kitchen  affords.  Breakfast  is  the  meal  at  which  most  of  the 
undergraduate  entertaining  is  done ;  for  very  little  lunch  is 
taken,  as  the  men  go  out  for  exercise  immediately  there- 
after; and  dinner  must  be  taken  in  Hall  with  the  whole 
student  body.  After  breakfast  one  usually  has  two  or  three 
lectures,  or  if  not,  spends  the  morning  reading.  The  after- 
noon until  five  is  given  over  to  sport.  At  five  tea  is  had. 
We  have  all  become  converted  to  the  tea  habit.  It  is  really 
necessary  to  have  some  food  after  hard  exercise,  since  lunch 
is  very  light.  After  tea  two  hours  remain  before  Hall.  This 
time  is  variously  spent,  by  the  industrious  in  reading ;  by 
others,  in  card-playing,  billiards,  etc. 


The  peculiar  Oxford  code  has  been  a  great  handicap  to 
the  Americans  in  a  social  way.  The  law  is  that  every  man 
shall  run  with  his  own  **year."  Third  year  men  don't  asso- 
ciate to  any  noticeable  extent  with  second  year  men,  and  the 
Freshmen  are  left  entirely  to  themselves.  Furthermore, 
every  first  year  man  is  a  "Fresher,'*  no  matter  what  his  age 
or  educational  attainments.  If  he  were  a  Ph.  D.  from  the 
Hopkins  or  Harvard  and  decided  to  take  a  course  at  Oxford, 
he  would  be  treated  as  a  Freshman.  As  most  of  us  Ameri- 
cans are  about  three  years  older  than  the  average  English 
Freshman,  we  have  naturally  found  very  little  of  common  in- 
terest with  them.  They  are  beginning  college  life  and  are 
fresh  in  the  most  violent  sense  of  the  term,  while  we  are 
almost  without  exception  graduates,  and  quite  a  number 
have  taken  their  M.  A.  degrees.  As  it  was  a  case  of  Fresh- 
man or  nothing,  the  inevitable  has  resulted :  the  Americans 
flock  together.  We  have  a  debating  club  which  meets  once  a 
week  to  discuss  topics  of  interest  in  American  life.  I  believe 
it  is  unquestionably  true  that  most  of  us  are  keeping  up  with 
American  thought  and  problems  much  better  now  than  we 
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did  when  at  home.  We  have  not  heretofore  formed  any 
social  club,  because  it  was  felt  that  we  should  endeavor  to 
Kiix  as  much  as  possible  with  the  English  undergraduates. 
But  beginning  with  October  there  will  be  an  American  Olub, 
with  suitable  rooms  and  the  appurtenances  of  the  ordinary 
club. 

Of  course  there  are  no  fraternities  here  of  the  American 
kind,  but  in  every  college  the  congenial  men  run  together, 
and  fraternities  exist  in  everything  but  name.  Each  college 
usually  has  some  club,  election  to  which  is  considered  a  great 
honor.  They  are  all  drinking  clubs,  usually  meeting  once  a 
week  for  a  dinner,  with  cards  afterwards.  These  clubs  have 
distinctive  uniforms  instead  of  pins. 

There  is  also  a  great  inter-collegiate  or  'Varsity  club, 
called  *' Vincents,"  membership  in  which  is  made  to  depend 
on  athletic  or  literary  ability,  or  prominence  in  the  great 
debating  society,  the  Union.  Most  of  the  men  who  have  won 
their  "Blues"  are  members  of  Vincents.  The  Blue  is  awarded 
to  men  who  have  made  the  'Varsity  teams  in  boating,  foot- 
ball, track,  and  cricket ;  the  half-Blue  is  given  for  tennis, 
golf,  and  lacrosse. 

I  find  this  letter  about  to  grow  out  of  all  reasonable 
bounds,  and  as  it  is  impossible  to  speak  of  the  many  interest- 
ing phases  of  Oxford  life  in  one  letter,  I  shall  be  obliged  to 
choose  the  two  institutions  which  seem  most  interesting  and 
unique  and  say  something  of  them.  These  are  the  Proctorial 
System  and  the  Examination  Schools. 

There  are  many  rules  of  more  or  less  absurdity  which  the 
undergraduates  are  expected  to  observe.  Many  of  these 
have  become  obsolete  with  the  march  of  civilization,  but  one 
can  still  read  in  the  Book  of  Regulations  which  is  given  to 
every  undergraduate  at  matriculation,  that  he  must  not  enter 
any  public  house,  nor  wear  flashy  clothes,  nor  keep  dogs, 
attend  the  theatre,  swear,  gamble,  or  play  marbles  on  the 
principal's  front  walk.  The  rules  that  are  still  attempted  to 
be  enforced  are  the  wearing  of  cap  and  gown  in  the  street  at 
night,  entering  cafes,  and  speaking  to  females.  To  enforce 
these  rules,  which  no  one  ever  pretends  to  obey,  if  he  thinks 
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the  infraction  can  with  impunity  be  committed,  there  are 
University  officers  called  Proctors — "Proggins"  or  "Progs" 
in  the  Oxford  tongue,  who  roam  the  streets  until  midnight, 
at  which  hour  all  undergraduates  must  be  in  college  under  a 
heavy  penalty,  ranging  from  fines  of  five  to  twenty-five 
dollars  to  "rustication,'*  or  suspension.  The  '* Prog's"  labors 
are  assisted  by  a  bevy  of  charming  creatures  called  "  Bull- 
dogs," or  '*  Bullers,"  whose  duty  it  is  to  give  chase  in  case  an 
intercepted  lawbreaker  essays  to  do  a  440  stunt.  The  Bullers 
are  usually  fleet  of  foot  and  know  all  the  short  cuts.  If  the 
Proctor  sees  a  man  without  cap  and  gown,  or  speaking  to  a 
woman,  and  suspects  that  he  is  an  undergraduate,  he  very 
politely  asks,  '*  Are  you  a  member  of  this  University."  He 
then  takes  the  unfortunate's  name  and  college  and  intimates 
that  it  would  be  a  very  great  pleasure  if  the  victim  would 
call  to  see  him  the  next  day,  at  which  time  the  fine  or  other 
penalty  is  made  known.  At  first  the  Americans  found  the 
Oxford  system  of  paternalism  very  distasteful.  One  has  to 
pay  a  fine  for  entering  college  after  nine  o'clock,  and  cannot 
leave  college  at  all  after  that  hour.  If  a  lecture  is  cut,  the 
don  will  send  the  messenger  around  to  see  why  you  didn't 
come.  The  English  dons  would  be  horrified  at  the  idea  of  a 
free  University  as  we  have  in  America.  Nothing  like  the 
honor  system,  either  in  conduct  or  examinations,  is  known.  I 
have  ventured  to  express  the  opinion  to  older  undergraduates 
that  this  sort  of  thing  will  eventually  be  changed.  They 
seem  to  think  not,  believing  that  the  paternal  form  of  govern- 
ment is  so  deeply  rooted  in  the  prejudices  and  history  of  the 
place  that  it  can  never  be  changed.  I  doubt  if  any  Oxford 
don  would  admit  that  the  American  system  is  better. 


The  system  of  examinations  in  Oxford  is  probably  the 
most  interesting  feature  of  the  University,  and  a  discussion 
of  it  necessitates  a  few  words  as  to  the  way  in  which  the 
undergraduates  are  prepared  for  the  "  Schools,"  as  examina- 
tions are  called.  Three  examinations  are  necessary  for  the 
ordinary  degree,  taking  the  classical  course  as  the  type — Ke- 
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sponsions,  Moderations,  and  Finals.  Responsions  corresponds 
to  the  American  entrance  examinations,  and  is  usually  taken 
before  going  into  residence.  Upon  entering  in  October,  the 
Freshman  is  assigned  to  one  of  the  college  Fellows,  as  Tutor. 
His  Tutor  maps  out  the  work  of  the  year,  gives  him  a 
schedule  of  lecturers  and  hours,  of  which  he  usually  has 
about  twelve  per  week.  Attendance  on  lectures  is  much 
better  than  in  America.  The  lectures  are  without  exception, 
so  far  as  my  observation  extends,  men  of  extraordinary 
ability,  and  masters  of  their  respective  subjects.  Respon- 
sions being  out  of  the  way,  the  Freshman  must  be  thinking  of 
Moderations  at  the  end  of  his  first  year.  This  School  is 
usually  taken  in  one  year,  so  as  to  leave  two  full  years  for  the 
final  schools,  no  examinations  occurring  in  the  interval  be- 
tween Moderations  and  Finals.  The  University  Statute  has 
prescribed  the  books  that  will  be  used  in  the  schools ;  so  the 
lecturers  in  the  various  subjects  set  to  work  and  thoroughly 
elucidate  the  subject  matter  of  the  texts  set.  They  speak 
slowly  and  distinctly,  and  the  men  take  down  verbatim 
what  is  said.  About  all  the  work  one  does  during  term  time 
of  the  first  year  is  to  attend  lectures  faithfully.  [The  first 
year  is  usually  given  over  to  making  friends  and  getting  the 
newness  of  the  situation  worn  off.]  Here  enters  the  great 
anomoly  of  Oxford  life.  The  vacations  are  three  in  number 
and  aggregate  28  weeks,  leaving  only  24  weeks — three  terms 
of  eight  weeks  each,  for  the  College  year.  As  soon  as  the 
term  ends,  the  undergraduate  gathers  up  his  books  and 
voluminous  notes  and  retires  to  his  home  in  the  country, 
where  he  *' reads"  during  the  whole  vacation.  In  Oxford 
term  time  is  play  time,  vacations  are  for  work. 

As  examinations  in  the  same  books  have  been  going  on 
for  scores  and  scores  of  years,  and  as  the  past  examination 
papers  are  available,  the  Tutors  are  able  to  do  their  work 
with  a  view  to  what  will  probably  be  the  questions  asked  in 
the  Schools.  I  don't  mean  to  say  that  the  Tutors  are  able  to 
''spot"  a  man  so  that  he  can  get  through  the  schools  by 
being  able  to  answer  a  certain  limited  number  of  questions 
This  is  as  far  as  possible  from  being  the  case.     The  papers 
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that  have  been  set  in  the  past  years  cover  completely  and 
thoroughly  the  whole  range  of  the  subjects.  What  the  Tutor 
does  is  this :  in  his  notes  he  gives  clear  and  full  answers  to 
questions  that  might  conceivably  be  asked  covering  the 
subject-matter  of  the  book  in  hand,  and  by  setting  papers  for 
the  men  to  write,  he  gives  them  practice  in  answering  ques- 
tions that  have  been  set.  He  then  criticises  the  papers  as  to 
length  or  the  answer  and  manner  of  treatment.  I  don't 
think  the  above  is  very  clear,  and  I  can  best  explain  by  an 
illustration.  Say  that  the  examination  will  be  in  the  Bible, 
which  every  undergraduate  must  take.  The  ordinary  student 
in  attempting  to  *'  get  up "  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  would 
never  think  of  studying  Paul's  speeches  at  various  places, 
and  he  could  probably  make  no  sense  out  of  them  if  he  did. 
The  Tutor  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Schools 
often  set  one  of  Paul  speeches,  and  then  he  explains  in  clear, 
simple  language  the  meaning  of  every  speech  that  Paul 
makes. 

Papers  in  the  Schools  are  graded  into  Glasses,  first, 
second,  third,  fourth,  and  Pass.  It  is  the  ambition  of  every 
brilliant,  hardworking  man  to  get  a  "First."  It  is  an  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  thing  to  do,  for  one  must  not  only  know 
his  work,  but  must  be  a  natural  born  essayist;  he  must  write 
fluently,  clearly  and  above  all  rapidly.  A  man  who  has  taken 
a  "First"  at  Oxford  has  many  avenues  open  to  him  in  life. 
The  civil  service  and  all  educational  interests  seek  him. 

The  "  Schools  "  presents  a  very  interesting  appearance  on 
the  morning  of  an  examination.  It  is  an  immense  modern 
building  well  adapted  for  its  purposes.  When  the  hour  for 
the  examination  draws  near  the  High  Street  is  thronged 
with  fellows,  dressed  in  "cap,  gown,  and  white  tie,"  hurrying 
to  the  Schools  building.  The  statute  requires  ''  cap,  gown, 
and  white  tie."  A  picture  postal  of  Oxford,  shows  a  crowd 
of  Freshmen  going  to  the  Schools  for  the  first  time,  dressed  in 
the  required  cap,  gown  and  white  tie,  but  unadorned  as  to 
their  legs  and  feet.  This  is  illustrative  of  the  literalness 
with  which  the  English  take  things.  I  told  an  English  boy 
last  night  that  one  had  to  use  a  telescope  to  see  the  top  of 
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some  of  the  buildings  in  New  York,  and  he  believed  it 
implicitly. 

Of  course,  examinations  are  going  on  in  dozens  of  sub- 
jects at  once.  An  old  white-haired  janitor  stands  in  the  hall, 
calling  out  the  rooms  for  the  various  subjects,  and  five  or  six 
hundred  men  surge  and  crowd  to  their  respective  halls. 
Entering  the  long  examination  hall,  one  sees  endless  rows  of 
desks,  each  with  a  name  pasted  thereon,  and  equipped  with 
writing  material,  and  a  printed  list  of  questions.  Several 
dons  parade  in  their  gorgeous  gowns  up  and  down  the  aisles 
to  prevent  cheating. 

When  the  examiners  have  had  time  to  read  over  the 
papers,  the  undergraduates  are  summoned  for  an  oral 
examination — called  a  "  viva."  The  public  may  attend  these 
oral  examinations.  This  is  the  part  of  the  examination  that 
strains  one's  nerves,  for  the  number  of  questions,  the  kind  of 
question  and  the  general  manner  of  the  questioners  indicate 
whether  a  fellow  has  been  successful  or  not.  If  one's  paper 
has  been  good,  the  viva  voce  is  perfunctory,  only  two  or  three 
questions  being  asked ;  if  poor,  a  viva  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes  follows. 


I  will  now  close  with  a  few  remarks  as  to  the  personnel 
of  the  Rhodes  Scholars.  The  first  batch  are  forty- three  in 
number,  every  State  and  Territory  being  represented  except 
Mississippi,  Florida,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  and  Nevada.  Of 
the  43,  20  are  fraternity  men.  Delta  Upsilon  leads  with  four ; 
Beta  Theta  Pi  comes  next  with  three ;  Phi  Delta  Theta  and 
Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  each  has  two;  while  Sigma  Nu, 
Zeta  Psi,  Kappa  Sigma,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Ohi  Psi,  Phi  Gamma 
Delta,  Alpha  Psi,  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  each  has  one. 
Probably  the  majority  of  the  Rhodes  Scholars  who  are  not 
members  of  fraternities,  are  from  colleges  where  there  were  no 
fraternities. 

The  Rhodes  Scholars  represent  many  types  of  man  and 
mind.  If  one  of  the  number  may  be  allowed  to  pass  judg- 
ment on  the  other  forty-two,  the  fellows  seem  to  me  to  be 
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about  as  strong  a  crowd  of  young  men  as  could  well  be  col- 
lected. With  three  or  four  exceptions  they  are  graduates, 
are  men  of  23  in  average  age,  accustomed  to  leadership  in 
their  home  institutions — men  not  likely  to  have  their  ideals 
overturned  by  the  blandishments  of  European  life.  The 
athletic  element  does  not  dominate  the  group,  as  might  have 
been  expected  from  the  requirements  of  the  Rhodes  will. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  appreciable  number  of  book- 
worms among  us.  So  that  while  the  Rhodes  Scholars  have 
several  athletes  who  have  already  won  the  Blue  and  others 
who  will  probably  take  "  Firsts,"  the  average  is  an  all-round 
good  fellow — knows  how  to  work  when  necessary,  is  keen  for 
some  kind  of  sport,  keeps  his  eyes  open  to  what  is  going  on, 
trying  to  get  the  good  out  of  Oxford  life  without  imbibing 
too  much  of  the  evil.  Speaking  generally,  they  would  be 
described  by  the  typical  English  expression,  '*  jolly  good 
fellows."  Most  of  them  know  better  than  to  call  on  four 
aces  and  can  tell  the  difference  between  sparkling  Moselle 
and  ye  real  live  Mum's. 

We  have  received  many  attentions  from  the  English  peo- 
ple. They  are  naturally  hospitable,  and  then  too  they  have 
seized  on  us  as  a  means  of  furthering  the  entente  cordiale  be- 
tween the  two  nations.  We  have  been  the  guests  at  many 
excursions,  picnics,  dinners  and  dances.  Both  in  Oxford  and 
London  the  people  have  treated  us  with  exceptional  courtesy, 
and  the  fellows  have  made  many  pleasant  acquaintances  in 
both  cities. 

I  am  the  only  Alpha  Tau  in  Oxford,  but  I  am  happy  to 
learn  from  Brother  Reno  that  three  others  will  come  over  this 
fall.  An  Alpha  Tau  "  brecker  "  will  be  one  of  the  first  social 
occurrences  of  the  new  college  year.  Fraternity  life  is  the 
thing  I  have  most  felt  the  need  of  in  Oxford — the  best  part  of 
college  life  is  denied  us  here. 

With  fraternal  greeting  for  the  fraternity  in  general  and 
in  particular  for  any  Alpha  Beta  brethren  who  may  read 
these  pages.

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LEHIGH  UNIVERSITY  AND  PA*  ALPHA  RHO. 


During  the  last  two  decades  the  most  noteworthy  move- 
ment in  educational  circles  has  been  the  use  of  technical  and 
scientific  education.  What  was  once  regarded  as  a  narrow 
and  secondary  department  of  learning  has  deepened  and 
broadened,  until  now  no  longer  a  puny  and  slighted  append- 
age to  the  '^  Classics  "  it  has  become  their  more  vigorous  and 
hardy  rival,  if  not  their  acknowledged  peer.  With  this  wide- 
sweeping  change  and  its  effect  on  our  Universities  the  history 
of  Lehigh  is  most  intimately  connected,  and  she  stands  to-day 
a  splendid  example  of  the  American  Technical  University, 
devoted  to  the  most  abstruse  of  the  practical  sciences  and 
sending  out  her  sons  to  struggle  with  the  great  engineering 
problems  through  which  man  has  achieved  so  much  and 
through  which  he  must  draw  more  and  more  from  Mother 
Earth  those  life-giving  elements  that  will  support  unnumbered 
billions.  Such  is  Lehigh,  and  such  was  her  aim  and  mission 
in  1882  when  the  banner  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  planted 
within  her  gates  by  that  stalwart  Brother,  N.  Wiley  Thomas ; 
and  such  is  her  aim  and  mission  to-day  when  that  beloved 
banner  is  upheld  and  carried  forward  by  the  loyal  brothers  of 
Penna.  Alpha  Rho. 

Any  sketch  of  Lehigh  would  be  incomplete  if  it  did  not 
begin  with  some  mention  of  its  Founder;  for,  like  so  many 
other  American  institutions,  Lehigh  University  owes  its  incep- 
tion and  endowment  to  the  openhanded  benefactions  of  one 
who  saw  the  needs  of  his  state,  and  with  noble  generosity 
endeavored  to  supply  the  means  of  meeting  them. 

The  Honorable  Asa  Packer  was  born  at  Groton,  Connecti- 
cut, in  the  year  1805,  but  at  the  age  of  eighteen  he  set  out  to 
seek  his  fortune  in  northern  Pennsylvania.  In  this  land  of 
his  adoption  he  prospered  and  after  a  time  became  interested 
in  extensive  coal  mines.     The  maturing  of  his  plans  in  this 
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connection  resulted  in  the  Lehigh  Valley  Kailroad,  and  later 
brought  him  recognition  from  the  people  of  the  state  who  in 
1848  placed  him  on  the  Judicial  Bench,  in  1852  elected  him 
to  represent  his  district  in  the  National  Congress,  and  finally 
in  1868  nominated  him  for  Governor.  At  all  times  a  liberal 
man  he  conceived,  as  the  years  went  on,  a  project  destined  to 
be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  his  adopted  home. 

It  was  in  the  fall  of  1864  that  Judge  Packer  announced 
his  intentions  of  founding  an  institution  of  learning  in  the 
Lehigh  Valley,  and  for  this  purpose  set  aside  the  sum  of 
$600,000,  which  was  at  that  time  probably  the  greatest  offer- 
ing an  American  had  ever  laid  upon  the  altar  of  learning. 
A  board  of  trustess  was  soon  appointed  and  its  first  meeting 
held  July  1865.  As  a  result  the  office  of  President  was  ten- 
dered to  Henry  Coppee  LL.  D.,  a  graduate  of  West  Point  and 
at  that  time  a  Professor  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  accepted  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in  April  1865.  The 
institution  had  already  been  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
Pennsylvania  as  Lehigh  University,  and  in  1866  she  began  her 
career  of  usefulness  with  the  words  of  Bacon  for  her  motto : 
''''Homo  Minister  ei  Interpres  Naturae^ 

The  building  of  the  University  was  begun  on  a  tract  of 
fifty-six  acres  in  South  Bethlehem.  The  towns  of  the  Bethle- 
hems  are  situated  on  the  Lehigh  River  and  overlooked  by 
South  Mountain.  On  this  mountain,  the  buildings  grouped  in 
terraces  possess  a  commanding  view  across  the  splendid  valley 
to  the  distant  Blue  Ridge  Mountains.  The  Bethlehems  were 
founded  in  1740  by  a  band  of  Moravians  who  controlled  the 
government  until  1884,  and  their  quaint  religous  observances, 
particularly  at  Easter,  not  to  mention  their  periodic  Bach 
Festivals  have  given  them  more  than  local  fame.  Along 
more  material  lines  may  be  mentioned  the  great  Zinc  and 
Steel  Works  situated  most  economically  at  the  junction  of 
tlie  New  Jersey  Central,  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading,  and 
the  Lehigh  Valley  railroads  which  thus  connect  with  them 
the  iron  and  coal  mines  of  the  region,  besides  the  cement 
industry  so  successfully  here  inaugurated.

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The  University  opened  with  five  courses,  the  course  of 
study,  however,  being  the  same  in  all  during  the  first  two 
years.  Dormitories  were  originally  provided,  but,  as  the 
attendance  increased  room  became  too  valuable  and  the 
students  were  forced  to  find  accomodations  in  the  town.  This 
condition  has  favored  the  growth  of  Fraternities  and  chapter 
houses,  and  owing  to  their  urgent  need  they  have  always  been 
an  important  factor  in  the  University  life  :  in  fact,  a  frater- 
nity can  here  fulfill  its  highest  destiny,  for  its  opportunities 
are  the  broadest. 

If  the  need  for  fraternities  was  great,  they  on  their  part 
were  not  slow  in  taking  advantage  of  the  new  field.  The 
reputation  of  Lehigh  was  growing  and  her  graduates  were  on 
the  road  to  success.  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  was  the  first  to  raise 
the  banner  of  Hellenism  but  became  extict  in  1886.  Chi  Phi 
followed  in  1872  and  Delta  Tau  Delta  in  1874.  In  1881  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  began  her  memorable  invasion  of  the  North.  A 
little  later  in  the  same  year,  N.  Wiley  Thomas  was  pursuing 
his  studies  at  the  neighboring  institution  of  Muhlenberg 
where  he  founded  Pa.  Alpha  Iota.  A  student  of  Lehigh 
residing  in  Allentown  became  interested,  he  introduced  others, 
and  before  long  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Kho  was  planted  at 
Lehigh,  with  W.  B.  Ainey,  J.  A.  Schmidt,  0.  0.  Zeigler,  K.  S. 
Brenig,  J.  0.  Buckner  as  her  charter  members.  The  chapter 
prospered  from  the  first  and  it  at  once  took  a  leading  position 
among  the  Greeks ;  but  about  1886  there  came  an  unaccount- 
able falling-ofF  in  numbers  until  the  roll  was  reduced  to  two 
men,  which  was  followed  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  charter  in 
1889.  But  when  our  prospects  looked  blackest  the  seemingly 
extinguished  flame  was  quickened  into  life.  Brother  E.  B.  Clark 
of  South  Carolina  Alpha  Phi  became  an  affiliate,  and  Brother 
L.  W.  Glazebrook,  of  Georgia  Alpha  Zeta  and  later  worthy 
Grand  Chief,  was  located  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  South  Beth- 
lehem. By  the  efforts  of  these  the  chapter  was  revived  and 
entered  upon  a  brilliant  period,  a  large  and  comfortable  house 
near  the  campus  was  secured,  their  numbers  increased  and 
college  honors  were  showered  upon  them. 
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In  the  meantime  Lehigh  had  been  steadily  growing;  and 
in  1871  Judge  Packer  increased  his  already  large  gifts  to  the 
University  and  did  away  with  all  fees.  In  1875  President 
Coppee  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  John  M. 
Leavitt.  Soon  after  this  the  Library  wai  erected  by  the 
Founder  as  a  memorial  to  his  daughter.  In  1879  Judge 
Packer  died  securing  in  his  will  larger  gifts  to  the  institution 
which  he  had  founded  and  lived  to  see  take  its  rank  as  one  of 
the  best  of  its  kind  in  America. 

In  1880  President  Leavitt  resigned  and  the  honorable 
Robert  A.  Lamberton,  LL.  D.  was  called  to  the  Presidency. 
During  his  incumbency  Lehigh  enjoyed  an  era  of  great  pros- 
perity ;  the  Packer  Memorial  Chapel,  one  of  the  handsomest 
in  the  state,  a  spendidly  equipped  Chemical  and  Mettallur- 
gical  Labratory  and  an  up-to-date  Gymnasium  were  added  to 
the  buildings  already  on  the  campus.  The  faculty  was 
increased  and  several  new  courses  were  installed.  Doctor 
Lamberton's  brilliant  administration  was  closed  in  1893  by  his 
sudden  death ;  and  for  two  years  Lehigh  was  without  a  Presi- 
dent. In  1895  Thomas  Messinger  Drown,  LL.  D.  was  secured 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  During  his  administration  Lehigh's 
reputation  steadily  increased  and  each  year  found  her  better 
equipped  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  her  founder.  In  1904  the 
learned  and  honored  Dr.  Drown  died.  His  loss  has  been 
keenly  felt,  not  only  at  Lehigh  but  in  educational  and  scien- 
tific circles  throughout  the  country. 

But  to  return  to  Alpha  Rho.  After  the  revival  in  1891  they 
prospered  greatly  and  fortune  seemed  to  lavish  her  gifts  upon 
them,  but  little  could  they  forsee  what  the  fates  held  in  store 
for  them.  In  1895  everything  seemed  favorable  for  in  all  de- 
partments of  college  life  they  were  in  the  van.  When  the  term 
of  1896  began,  six  men  for  different  reasons  did  not  return  to 
college,  the  chapter  being  seriously  handicapped  thereby. 
To  make  matters  worse,  several  who  did  return  to  college 
were  forced  to  drop  out,  which  in  large  part  accounts  for  the 
withdrawal  of  the  charter  in  the  following  year. 

But  fortunately  Alpha  Rho  was  not  destined  to  remain 
long  absent  from  the  Greek  ranks  of  Lehigh.     In  1900  the  Psi

Alpha  Kappa,  a  local  fraternity  was  organized,  and  after  a 
successful  existence  of  three  years  the  members  were  initiated 
into  the  mysteries  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  by  our  beloved 
founder  and  Ex-Provincial  Chief  Leo  Wise  aided  by  many 
brothers  of  Alpha  Iota. 

The  revived  chapter  began  its  career  with  seventeen  men 
located  in  a  comfortable  house  and  has  continued  to  strenghten 
its  position  ever  since.  The  most  noteworthy  step  was  the 
leasing  of  a  more  fitting  chapter  house.  Its  central  location, 
its  pleasant  surroundings,  and  its  interior  arrangement  make 
it  exceptionally  suited  to  our  needs.  Even  our  rivals  admit 
that  it  is  surpassed  by  none  of  the  many  chapter  houses  of 
the  University.  It  is  furnished  from  top  to  bottom  and  can 
accommodate  fifteen  or  twenty  men.  The  chapter  roll  now 
numbers  twenty  men  whose  aim  and  purpose  is  to  make 
Alpha  Rho  the  most  congenial,  the  firmest,  and  the  best 
chapter  that  Lehigh  can  boast. 

The  excessive  time  required  for  engineering  subjects  in 
connection  with  the  exacting  and  rigid  requirements  of 
Lehigh  has  handicapped  all  branches  of  athletics,  but  the 
interest  and  support  manifested  by  students  and  alumni  alike 
has  enabled  her  to  turn  out  very  creditable  teams.  In  lacrosse 
this  has  been  particularly  so,  Lehigh  having  four  times  held 
the  championship  of  the  United  States. 

In  all  branches,  athletics  included,  Lehigh*s  prospects 
were  never  brighter.  On  the  last  Founder's  Day  the  new 
President  Henry  S.  D.  Drinker  was  installed  and  ground  was 
broken  for  a  new  building  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  social 
life  of  the  students ;  the  ceremonies  were  attended  by  a  large 
number  of  alumni  and  educators  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
Lehigh  has  always  stood  for  a  high  standard  of  excellence  and 
he  who  would  bear  away  her  diploma  must  lead  a  strenuous 
existence  during  his  life  within  her  gates — and  many  fall  by 
the  wayside.  Fourteen  courses  are  offered  :  two,  in  the  school 
of  General  Literature,  the  remaining  twelve  in  the  school  of 
Technology.  The  teaching  force  consists  of  sixty-two  pro- 
fessors and  instructors.  Students  are  drawn  from  all  parts  of 
America  and  many  foreign  countries  are  represented.     In  fact 
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her  reputation  may  be  said  to  be  world-wide.  Indeed,  as  a 
well-known  daily  paper  put  it,  "  Lehigh  has  a  position  which 
is  more  appreciated  in  Sibera,  South  America,  or  the  Klondike 
than  at  home." 

A  strong  feature  of  the  student  life  are  the  Engineering 
Societies.  Nearly  every  course  has  its  society  at  whose  meet- 
ings papers  pertaining  to, the  course  are  read  and  discussed. 
This  programme  is  followed  by  one  in  a  lighter  vein  when 
student  and  faculty  members  combine  on  equal  terms  to  do 
justice  to  a  light  repast,  followed  by  smoking,  songs  and 
anecdotes.  There  are  three  college  publications  :  the  Epitome 
has  been  edited  annually  by  the  Junior  Class  since  1875 ;  the 
Brown  and  White  is  a  semi-weekly  and  contains  all  the 
college  news ;  while  the  Burr  appears  monthly  in  lieu  of  a 
*'  funny  "  paper. 

Other  organizations  are  the  Forum,  the  Chess  Club,  the 
Mustard  an  Cheese,  the  Arcadia,  and  the  Sophomore  Cotillion, 
But  the  keynote  of  the  student  life  is  the  Fraternity.  There 
are  nineteen  chapters  in  all  and  eighteen  chapter  houses.  It 
is  in  these  that  the  student's  happiest  hours  are  spent ;  his 
life  centers  in  them  and  life-long  friendships  are  formed. 
Well  may  the  alumnus  look  lovingly  back  to  the  years  spent 
in  the  chapter  house,  as  the  familiar  lines  rise  before  him. 

*'  Should  auld  acquaintances  be  forgot

THE  CLEVELAND  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Cleveland  Alumni  Association  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
has  been  in  existance  since  1892.  There  were  at  that  time 
less  than  a  dozen  brothers  in  the  city,  yet  their  love  for  their 
fraternity  brought  them  together. 

From  this  date  until  1901,  except  for  the  year  1896,  the 
life  of  the  organization  was  uneventful.     As  with  the  most  of 
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such  associations  the  enthusiasm  ebbed  and  flowed,  now 
high,  now  low.  The  membership  increased  but  slowly.  In 
1896,  however,  the  high-water  mark  of  the  old  organization 
was  reached.  Cleveland  had  been  selected  as  the  meeting 
place  for  the  fifteenth  Congress  of  the  general  fraternity.  In 
preparation  for  that  event  a  charter  was  granted  to  the  local 
organization  by  Larkin  W.  Glazebrook,  then  Worthy  Grand 
Chief,  under  the  date  of  Nov.  23,  1896. 

The  enthusiasm  at  the  time  of  the  Congress  among  the 
alumni  of  the  city  was  at  a  fever  heat  and  its  effect  was  felt 
long  after. 

The  spring  of  1901  marks  the  new  birth,  the  beginning 
of  the  new  life,  of  the  Cleveland  Alumni  Association.  The 
organization  of  a  chapter  of  A.  T.  O.  in  Cleveland,  Gamma 
Kappa  at  Western  Reserve  University,  gave  the  brothers  in 
Cleveland  something  to  work  for  and  with. 

There  has  been  no  decline  in  Alpha  Tau  spirit  since  that 
event.  The  Chapter  and  the  Association  have  worked  hand 
in  hand.  The  aid  and  assistance  which  the  older  members  of 
the  fraternity  have  given  the  chapter  boys  has  been  of  very 
great  value.  On  the  other  hand,  the  vim  with  which  the 
college  boys  take  hold  of  the  fraternity  work  can  not  help  but 
stir  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who  come  in  touch  with  them. 

The  Reserve  Chapter  has  had  still  another  influence 
upon  the  Association  and  that  is  to  increase  its  membership. 
The  majority  of  the  graduates  remain  in  Cleveland  and  they 
have  added  a  new  and  powerful  force  to  the  alumni  organiza- 
tion. 

The  Association  usually  holds  four  social  gatherings 
during  the  year,  and  so  far  these  have  consisted  in  banquets 
held  at  some  one  of  the  leading  hotels  of  the  city.  The  col- 
lege boys  always  attend  these  occasions  and  help  to  swell  the 
number  gathered  together. 

For  some  time  the  brothers  who  were  conveniently 
situated  took  Saturday  lunch  together  at  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Club  rooms.  This  gave  a  more  frequent  chance 
for  the  exchange  of  fraternal  greetings. 
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The  officers  of  the  Association  are  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  above-mentioned  officers  and  a  chair- 
man elected  at  large. 

James  B.  Kuhl,  M.  S.,  LL.  M.,  (Ohio  Alpha  Psi)  is  the 
founder  of  the  Association  and  its  President  for  the  past  five 
years  in  succession.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Cleve- 
land Bar,  a  Knight  Templar  and  a  32  degree  Mason,  member 
of  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  member  of  the 
Ohio  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  admission  to  the  Bar. 

O.  W.  Carpenter,  (Ohio  Beta  Eta),  is  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Association.  ''  Carp  "  furnishes  the  fun.  He  is  always 
loaded  with  stories  and  primed  for  action.  Bro.  Carpenter  is 
a  member  of  the  Cleveland  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  is  well 
known  throughout  the  city.  He  is  the  general  agent  for  the 
Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  position  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  is  filled  by  H.  J. 
Coates.  Bro.  Coates  represents  the  younger  element  of  the 
A.  T.  O's  in  Cleveland.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Gamma 
Kappa  at  Reserve,  graduating  the  year  the  Chapter  was  in- 
stalled. He  is  a  member  of  the  Cleveland  Bar  and  is  a  32 
degree  Mason. 

Probably  no  member  of  the  Alumni  Association  is  more 
loved  by  the  boys  of  Gamma  Kappa,  and  deservedly,  than 
Kev.  W.  A.  Kenney,  Ohio  Alpha  Nu,  the  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Bro.  Kenney  is  pastor  of  the  Wood- 
land Hills  M.  E.  Church.  For  the  past  two  years  he  has  re- 
sided at  the  Fraternity  house,  and  his  help  and  counsel  have 
been  of  untold  benefit  to  the  chapter.  To  a  large  extent  by 
his  efforts  they  have  been  able  to  fit  up  and  arrange  the 
Fraternity  house  so  that  it  is  by  far  the  most  attractive  house 
at  Reserve. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Association  is  between 
sixty  and  seventy.  To  go  into  a  detailed  account  of  the  per- 
sonnel would  be  impossible.  The  majority  of  the  men  come 
from  Ohio  colleges  although  not  all. 

Bro.  James  E.  Church,  Secretary  of  the  Land  Title 
Abstract  Co.,    was  a  charter  member   of  the  chapter  at  St. 
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Lawrence  University.  W.  J.  Bower,  of  the  Guaranty  Title 
and  Trust  Co.,  is  also  an  alumnus  of  that  Chapter. 

Bro.  E.  W.  Northrop  hails  from  the  University  of 
Vermont. 

The  occupations  and  professions  represented  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  are  most  diversified.  There  are 
lawyers  and  preachers,  insurance  agents  and  teachers, 
bankers,  clerks,  etc. 

Probably  the  best  known  brother  in  Cleveland  to  Alpha 
Taus  generally  is  Prof.  E.  F.  Eldredge.  Bro.  Eldredge  is  Bro. 
Hickok's  predecessor  as  Province  Chief,  and  has  been  promi- 
nent in  the  general  councils  of  the  fraternity.  He  is  assis- 
tant principal  of  the  latest  addition  to  the  high  schools  of 
Cleveland,  our  good  Bro.  H.  H.  Oully,  being  the  principal. 

Bro.  F.  P.  Shumaker  is  a  member  of  the  Ohio  Senate, 
and  has  been  renominated  by  the  Republican  party  to  succeed 
himself. 

There  are  many  others  deserving  of  mention.  Prof.  Wm. 
E.  Ambler  is  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Case  School  of 
Applied  Science.  W.  T.  S.  Culp,  D.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  is  engaged  in 
the  lecture  field.  Bro.  Lewis  B.  Foote  is  with  the  Guardian 
Savings  and  Trust  Company.  Dr.  B.  B.  Kimmel,  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Cleveland  Homeopathic  Medical  College,  is  an 
alumnus  of  Ohio  Alpha  Nu.  Dr.  M.  J.  Lichty  comes  from  the 
same  chapter.  Prof.  W.  J.  Monks  is  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  the  Lincoln  High  School.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Cleveland  Bar,  as  is  Bro.  C.  M.  Lemmon  who  was  one  of  the 
original  founders  of  the  Association.  Rev.  L.  H.  Royce  is 
pastor  of  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church. 

Among  the  younger  members,  Bros.  L.  T.  Beman,  Roy 
E.  Curtis,  Jas.  Michael,  and  John  Fish,  might  be  mentioned 
as  particularly  active  in  fraternity  matters,  and  there  are 
many  others. 

The  prospects  for  the  future  of  Alpha  Tau  in  Cleveland 
seem  most  bright.

No  PEOPLE  are  so  loyal  to  New  England  as  those  who  no 
longer  reside  there.  All  over  the  country  the  man  or  woman 
who  can  prove  New  England  descent,  even  in  the  second  or 
third  generation,  is  sure  to  make  you  acquainted  with  the 
fact,  especially  if  you  have  yourself  proclaimed  that  the  same 
honor  is  yours.  Similarly  in  the  case  of  the  New  England 
college.  There  are  institutions  scattered  over  the  country 
which  base  their  claim  for  educational  patronage  very  largely 
upon  the  fact  that  they  are  modeled  after  New  England  insti- 
tutions and  were  founded  by  New  England  men.  But  such 
colleges  are  also  much  like  their  founders.  Both  feel  out  of 
place  east  of  the  Alleghenies. 

None  the  less  the  college  in  the  West  is  the  lineal  descen- 
dant of  the  college  in  the  East.  You  are  sure  of  it  when  the 
two  are  compared  with  institutions  that  have  grown  up  under 
the  influence  of  the  University  of  Virginia.  Even  to-day 
secondary  schools  are  only  beginning  to  prosper  in  the  South, 
and  many  older  colleges  are  composed  of  various  "  schools  " 
which  students  may  enter  with  great  differences  in  their  pre- 
paratory accomplishments.  But  in  the  West  the  New  Eng- 
land idea  of  entrance  requirements  has  everywhere  prevailed. 
It  is  true  that  the  severity  of  examinations  has  been  some- 
what relaxed  and  students  enter  with  high  school  certificates, 
often  of  varying  values.  But  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  by  no 
means  unknown  in  New  England,  and  in  the  western  as  truly 
as  in  the  eastern  institution  there  prevails  a  very  distinct 
belief  in  the  necessity  of  uniform  entrance  requirements. 
The  catalogues  of  most  institutions  of  any  repute  whatsoever 
will  also  show  a  tolerable  uniformity  in  courses  of  instruction. 

If  one  compares  the  better  class  of  educational  institu- 
tions in  the  West  with  those  in  the  East,  both  as  regards 
equipment,  faculty  and  the  character  of  instruction,  the  result 
will  be  surprisingly  favorable  to  the  western  institution.  A 
few  years  ago  it  was  customary  to  speak  in  very  slighting 
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terms  of  the  western  college  and  to  rank  it  as  hardly  more 
than  an  ordinary  eastern  high  school.  It  is,  of  course,  true 
that  there  are  still  many  institutions  in  the  West  which  in 
character  are  far  below  the  names  which  they  bear,  but  it  is 
also  true  that  they  are  already  being  pushed  out  of  existence, 
or  to  a  change  of  name.  Various  associations  of  colleges  are 
rapidly  making  it  difficult  for  the  educational  charlatan  to 
thrive.  Within  the  past  ten  years  there  has  also  been  a 
remarkable  advance  in  the  endowment  of  the  small  college 
under  denominational  influence.  He  who  visited  these  church 
colleges  fifteen  years  ago  would  hardly  recognize  them  to-day. 
Their  endowments,  it  is  true,  are  not  enormous,  but  they  are 
sufficient  to  guarantee  the  future.  Their  buildings  are  modern 
or  thoroughly  renovated.  On  their  campus  will  be  seen  the 
customs — minus  most  of  the  nonsense — of  eastern  colleges, 
and  their  faculties  are  rapidly  being  manned  by  men  who 
have  had  thorough  graduate  training.  I  am  not  speaking 
now,  it  will  be  remembered,  of  the  magnificent  state  univer- 
sities, which  are  peers  of  any  institutions  in  the  world.  Nor 
am  I  thinking  of  richly  endowed  institutions  like  the  North- 
western University,  the  University  of  Chicago  and  Leland 
Stanford  Junior  University,  or  of  such  institutions  as  Oberlin 
and  Western  Reserve,  which  have  passed  the  collegiate  stage 
pure  and  simple  and  have  their  strongly  manned  professional 
schools.  I  have  in  mind  colleges  like  Lake  Forest,  Illinois 
and  Knox  in  Illinois ;  Iowa  and  Cornell  in  Iowa ;  Beloit  in 
Wisconsin ;  Denison,  Kenyon,  Miami,  Marietta,  Wooster, 
Ohio  Wesleyan  in  Ohio;  DePauw  and  Wabash  in  Indiana; 
Drury  in  Missouri ;  Carleton  in  Minnesota;  and  Colorado  in 
Colorado.  There  are  many  of  them  and  to  mention  all  would 
require  more  space  than  is  at  my  disposal. 

COLLEGE    AKCHITECTURE. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  the  persistence  of  type  even  in 
the  buildings  in  the  older  of  these  institutions.  The  original 
New  England  colleges  had  only  two  or  three  buildings.  One 
of  these  at  least  was  a  dormitory,  as  plain  and  comfortless  as 
the  barracks  or  the  factory  buildings  of  the  middle  of  the  last 
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century.  The  recitation  hall,  with  its  belfry,  generally  stood 
either  between  or  somewhat  out  of  line  with  the  two  dormi- 
tories. Such  simplicity  of  equipment  marked  the  days  when 
the  ideal  of  education  was  classical,  and  students  were  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  absolutely  uninstructed  in  physical 
science.  Gymnasiums,  art  museums,  laboratories  and  librar- 
ies were  unknown.  The  dormitories,  the  recitation  hall  and 
the  college  fence  made  the  **  yard  "  or  "  campus." 

Speaking  roughly,  any  college  founded  in  the  West  before 
1850  had  the  same  rectangular,  bare  dormitory  and  the  reci- 
tation hall.  The  fence  was  lacking,  but  the  belfry  was  pre- 
sent. The  appearance  of  one  large  building  in  which  could 
be  grouped  the  recitation-rooms,  dormitories  and  chapel  and 
library  marks  the  influence  of  new  forces  in  educational 
matters.  Occasionally  one  will  find  one  or  more  of  these  old 
college  buildings  built  after  the  classic  style  with  noble 
columns,  but  this  is  more  true  of  the  southern  college  build- 
ing than  of  the  western.  A  somewhat  interesting  evidence 
of  the  transition  to  the  idea  of  a  single,  huge  college  building 
is  to  be  seen  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  where  the  two 
brick  buildings  of  the  traditional  shape  were  joined  into  one 
large  building  by  the  erection  of  a  connecting  rotunda. 

By  the  middle  of  the  century  this  type  of  college  archi- 
tecture became  less  common,  and  the  colleges  which  sprang 
up  throughout  the  West  were  dominated  by  the  idea  of  a 
single  large  building.  To  a  large  extent  this  idea  doubtless 
arose  in  the  state  universities,  where  very  naturally,  the  state 
capitol  served  as  model.  The  main  building  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  is  an  example  of  this  new  type  of  college  build- 
ing. Even  when  the  colleges  which  were  not  state  institutions 
came  to  erect  their  buildings  they  brought  the  various  interests 
of  the  institution  under  one  roof.  Sometimes  these  buildings 
were  dignified  as  well  as  large,  but  often  the  rather  crude 
ambitions  of  the  architect  resulted  in  architectural  unattrac- 
tiveness.  Within  late  years,  however,  the  pendulum  seems 
to  have  swung  backward,  and  in  all  the  colleges  which  are 
now  being  so  rapidly  furnished  with  modern  buildings,  it  is 
only  exceptionally  that  the  great  structures  of  a  generation 
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ago  are  duplicated.  Perhaps,  after  all,  the  real  cause  of  the 
"omnibus"  building  was  the  characteristically  American 
desire  to  get  as  much  culture  as  possible  for  one's  money ! 

DIFFERENCES   BETWEEN   EAST   AND   WEST. 

In  some  particulars  circumstances  have  forced  the  west- 
ern college  into  independent  developments.  Thanks  to  the 
existence  of  good  secondary  schools,  the  eastern  college  almost 
never  had  or  has  a  preparatory  department.  The  western 
college  almost  as  invariably  has.  Sometimes  this  has  proved 
a  serious  hindrance  to  the  college,  and,  of  late  years,  under 
the  combined  pressure  of  competition  with  the  state  univer- 
sities and  the  association  of  colleges  of  certain  collegiate 
standing  and  of  rules  governing  athletics,  the  preparatory 
department  has  been  sharply  differentiated  from  the  collegiate 

In  another  way,  also,  the  western  college  differs  from  its 
prototype.  Almost  without  exception  it  is  co-educational. 
Here  again  the  influence  of  the  state  university  has  been 
doubtless  felt  strongly.  Colleges  of  collegiate  rank  intended 
exclusively  for  women  are  lacking  in  the  West.  They  are  not 
needed.  Oo-education  is  a  matter  of  course.  How  deep- 
seated  is  the  belief  that  young  men  and  women  should  have 
precisely  the  same  educational  opportunities  was  unexpect- 
edly evidenced  in  the  recent  excitement  over  the  decision  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  to  supplement  the  advantages  of 
co-education  by  establising  separate  colleges  for  men  and 
women  during  their  freshman  and  sophomore  year. 

THE    COMMON    IDEAL. 

In  its  ideals  the  western  college  has  been  almost  without 
exception  a  child  of  New  England  parents  quite  as  truly  as  in 
the  matter  of  its  organization  and  buildings.  It  is  uniformly 
the  child  of  the  church.  In  fact,  one  might  almost  say,  the 
child  of  New  England  Congregationalism.  Oberlin  in  Ohio, 
Illinois  in  Illinois,  Beloit  and  Ripon  in  Wisconsin,  Iowa 
College  in  Iowa,  Colorado  College  in  Colorado,  Drury  in 
Missouri,  and  Carleton  in  Minnesota,  were  all  founded  by 
Congregationalists.     But  the  Presbyterians,  Baptists,  Metho- 
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dists,  Disciples  and  other  denominations  have  also  founded 
colleges,  some  of  which,  like  Drake  University  and  North- 
western University,  have  grown  to  be  large  institutions- 
The  University  of  Chicago,  from  its  inception  under  Baptist 
influences,  has  been  upon  university  rather  than  college  lines. 
Most  of  these  institutions,  however,  still  retain  their  purely 
collegiate  character. 

What  is  the  ideal  to  which  the  college  East  and  West  is 
loyal  ?  If  we  were  to  answer  this  question  from  the  not  very 
distant  past,  it  would  undoubtedly  be  "  culture."  The  uni- 
versity, we  have  been  told,  stands  for  investigation  and 
method.  Its  discipline  is  that  of  a  specialist.  On  the  other 
hand  the  secondary  school  stands  for  elementary  mental  disci- 
pline by  the  means  of  studies  which  have  no  connection  with 
bread  and  butter.  Between  these  two  used  to  lie  the  field  of 
the  college.  The  ancient  languages,  mathematics,  and,  to  a 
more  limited  extent,  English  literature  and  science,  all  treated 
from  the  point  of  view  of  general  culture  rather  than  of  pro- 
fessional inquiry,  have  made  up  its  curriculum.  To  a  consi- 
derable degree  the  same  is  true  to-day.  But  the  idea  of  cul- 
ture as  something  distinct  from  ability  to  make  one's  living 
is  rapidly  disappearing.  The  great  majority  of  people  who 
graduate  from  college  now  enter  business.  What  the  college 
does  for  such  students,  both  East  and  West,  is  to  make  them 
more  self-reliant,  more  possessed  of  general  information,  and 
better  able  for  the  intellectual  tasks  which  the  complicated 
modern  society  is  giving  them.  It  does  not,  however,  either 
in  the  West  or  in  the  East,  give  many  of  them  an  interest  in 
literature  or  science  as  elements  of  culture.  If  they  become 
devoted  to  such  matters,  they  generally  undertake  to  make 
their  living  by  teaching  them. 

Whether  or  not  this  modification  of  the  ideal  of  the 
college  is  really  an  improvement  will  be  a  subject  of  general 
contention.  On  the  one  hand,  if  one  looks  only  at  the  remark- 
able success  attending  the  graduates  of  the  college  of  the  old 
type,  it  may  be  argued  that  the  change  is  a  detriment.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  one  compares  the  curriculum  of  the 
(>ollege  of  to-day  with  that  of  the  college  of  twenty-five  years 
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ago,  it  is  clear  that  the  range  of  human  interest  has  been  cer- 
tainly vastly  increased.  The  elective  system,  more  or  less  modi- 
fied has  uniformly  resulted  in  the  increase  of  men  especially  fit- 
ted to  pursue  certain  lines  of  scientific  investigation.  Perhaps 
this  fact  overbalances  the  dangers  of  too  early  specialization. 
We  have  not  yet  quite  come  to  the  conclusion  that  all  colleges 
should  introduce  courses  directly  preparing  men  for  industrial 
life,  but  already  a  very  considerable  advance  has  been  made 
in  that  direction  by  the  establishment  of  undergraduate 
schools  of  commerce,  administration  and  of  journalism,  in 
several  of  our  great  universities. 

It  is  unwise,  if  indeed  not  impossible,  for  colleges  with 
faculties  of  fifteen  or  twenty  to  compete  in  the  matter  of 
special  training  in  all  branches  with  institutions  completely 
equipped  with  laboratories  and  with  faculties  ranging  into 
the  hundreds.  The  question  is  both  of  the  number  of  students 
and  of  income.  A  college,  for  example,  with  an  income  of 
between  $40,000  and  $50,000,  in  a  location  where  its  professors 
can  live  comfortably  on  $J,800  or  $2,000  a  year,  is  in  position 
to  oflFer  all  reasonable  opportunities  for  culture  to  an  under- 
graduate body  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  to  three  hun- 
dred students.  But  specialization  can  not  be  carried  far. 
The  vital  question  for  such  institutions  is  whether  or  not  they 
will  frankly  urge  men  who  wish  to  become  specialists  to 
attend  universities,  and  undertake  themselves  to  do  except- 
ionally strong  work  in  the  general  discipline.  Only  by  a 
decision  thus  to  devote  itself  to  thoroughness  rather  than  to 
extent  of  education,  can  the  American  college  keep  itself  true 
to  anything  like  its  important  function  as  a  source  of  culture 
rather  than  of  professional  accomplishment. 

THE    FUTURE    OF   THE    COLLEGE. 

What  is  to  be  the  future  of  the  colleges  ?  On  the  one 
side  are  the  magnificently  endowed  and  equipped  universi- 
ties ;  on  the  other  side  are  the  secondary  schools  steadily 
taking  over  the  work  formerly  done  in  the  freshmen  and  even 
sophomore  years  of  college  life.  Can  the  college  as  an  insti- 
tution survive  ?     No  answer  can  be  given  to  such  a   question 
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which  disregards  different  geographical  conditions.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  in  the  East  loyalty,  born  of  generations  of 
alumni,  will  continue  to  send  colleges  students.  In  the  West 
denominational  interests  and  local  pride,  as  well  as  call  for 
economy,  will  work  toward  the  same  result.  But  in  both 
cases  we  are  beginning  to  see  that  the  continuance  of  the 
college  is  possible  only  as  it  arranges  its  courses  to  make  its 
last  year,  if  indeed  not  the  last  two  years,  anticipatory  of 
graduate  work  by  its  graduates.  Universities  with  profes- 
sional schools  are  all  but  a  unit  in  so  arranging  their  courses 
that  a  man  may  make  his  academic  and  professional  degree 
in  six  years.  To  meet  this  competition  the  smaller  colleges 
are  making  such  arrangements  with  professional  schools  as 
will  admit  their  graduates  to  advanced  credit. 

At  the  same  time  there  is  growing  up  in  the  Middle 
West,  under  the  influence  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  an 
educational  type  which  is  different  from  either  the  college  or 
the  university,  that  is,  the  institute.  Two  institutions  of  this 
class,  the  Lewis  Institute,  of  Chicago,  and  the  Bradley  Poly- 
technical  Institute,  of  Peoria,  are  in  equipment  and  endow- 
ment superior  to  many  colleges  of  high  rank.  Yet  they  do 
not  undertake  to  carry  men  farther  than  the  sophomore  year 
in  college,  and  do  not  give  the  academic  degree.  Their 
graduates  are,  however,  ready  to  enter  most  professional 
schools  or  to  take  up  in  various  universities  work  leading  to 
the  professional  schools,  which  will  at  the  same  time  give 
them  the  academic  degree.  These  institutes  have  not  as  yet 
met  with  general  acceptance  in  the  pedagogical  world,  but  it 
is  not  difficult  to  believe  that  the  tendencies  of  colleges  in  the 
West  during  the  next  generation  will  be  toward  the  models 
they  have  set. 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  from  one  point  of  view  this 
tendency  to  sacrifice  culture  for  professional  equipment  is  to 
be  deplored.  It  seems  but  one  more  phase  of  the  commer- 
cializing process.  If  one  did  not  hope  that  experience  would 
in  some  way  correct  the  belittling  of  the  ideals  for  which  the 
college  has  stood  in  the  past,  this  forecast  of  the  future  would 
certainly  cause  consternation.     It  is  one  thing  to  interest  a 
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man  in  studies  that  will  help  him  make  a  living,  and  quite 
another  to  interest  him  in  studies  which  will  help  him  to 
enjoy  life.  The  old  college  stood  for  both.  The  newer 
education  just  now  is  standing  almost  entirely  for  the  former. 
It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  such  an  ideal  can  last.  The 
college  professor  must  be  something  more  than  a  man  who 
pursues  the  trade  of  educating  people  to  make  money.  He 
must  stand  fundamentally  for  moral  idealism.  There  are 
already  beginning  to  appear  evidences  that,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  architecture,  so  in  the  case  of  its  ideals,  the  college  is  to 
swing  toward  the  standards  of  the  older  institutions.  We  do 
not  want  our  institutions  to  produce  men  out  of  sympathy 
with  common  human  endeavor,  but  neither  do  we  want  them 
to  produce  merely  well-trained  business  men.  Somewhere 
between  the  two  extreme  ideals  lies  that  mingling  of  culture 
and  commercial  efficiency  to  which  one's  optimism  bids  one 
feel  our  collegiate  education  is  tending,  both  East  and  West. 
And,  if  we  mistake  not,  quite  as  rapidly  in  the  West  as  in 
the  East. — Shaler  Mathews  in  World  To-day.

Oharles  F.  Moog. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  we  learn  of  the  death 
of  Brother  Oharles  Frederick  Moog,  who  for  the  past  several 
months  had  been  ill  of  pulmonary  trouble,  which  caused  his 
death.  Brother  Moog  was  one  of  the  most  staunch  and  loyal 
sons  of  Alpha  Tau. 

He  was  born  near  Richmond,  Virginia,  August  30, 1878, 
and  was  the  son  of  James  R.,  and  Wilhelmina  Moog.  The 
greater  part  of  his  life  however  was  spent  in  Baltimore.  His 
preparatory  education  was  received  in  the  Baltimore  City 
College,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  course  he  accepted  a  posi- 
tion as  private  secretary  to  Mrs.  John  K.  Cowen,  which  he 
held  for  some  time,  finally  deciding  to  take  a  college  course 
and  entering  St.  Lawrence  University  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  with 
the  Class  of  1903  in  the  Fall  of  1899.  He  was  at  once 
recognized  as  one  of  the  star  men  of  the  class  and  was 
pledged  to  Alpha  Omicron  Chapter  of  which  his  brother,  Wil- 
son T.  Moog  was  already  a  member  of  the  proceeding  class. 

Brother  Moog  was  one  of  the  most  capable  men  of  his 
class  and  won  great  credit  to  himself  both  as  a  student  and  as 
a  man  amongst  his  fellow  men.  He  was  a  great  base  ball 
enthusiast  and  easily  made  the  base  ball  team  and  also  the 
track  team  of  his  Freshman  year.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
first  year,  however,  he  decided  to  again  take  up  a  business 
life  for  which  he  had  more  than  ordinary  talent.  Accord- 
ingly he  again  became  private  secretary  to  Mrs.  Cowen  and 
spent  the  greater  part  of  his  time  in  Aiken,  S.  C.  Later  he 
entered  the  real  estate  business  in  Aiken,  at  the  same  time 
continuing  in  the  service  of  Mrs.  Cowen  with  whom  he  re- 
mained until  a  short  time  before  his  death.  About  a  year 
ago  he  made  a  trip  to  South  America  and  it  was  at  this  time 
that  his  health  broke  down.  For  the  last  few  months  his  con- 
dition was  critical  and  his  life  was  despaired  of  and  it  was 
known  to  his  family  that  he  could  not  live.  During  this 
period  he  suffered  the  most  intense  pain,  yet  he  murmured 
not  a  word  against  his  condition  and  bore  his  sufferings  with 
the  most  Spartan  fortitude. 
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Brother  Moog  was  one  of  the  most  sterling  members  of 
Alpha  Tau.  Always  calm  and  collected  no  matter  what 
happened.  He  was  genial  and  warm-hearted,  making  scores 
of  friends  wherever  he  went,  by  his  honorable  principles  and 
his  perfect  frankness.  His  character  was  that  of  rare 
strength  coupled  with  an  unassuming  modesty,  which 
endeared  him  to  his  brother  Alpha  Taus,  all  of  whom  re- 
member him  as  a  sincere  and  true  brother  ready  to  do  his 
utmost  at  any  time  for  any  one  of  them  and  often  as  he 
passed  from  their  jolly  circle,  was  heard  that  highest  compli- 
ment that  can  be  paid  a  man,  "There  goes  a  man."  He  was 
a  man,  a  strong  and  true  man  and  after  all  that  is  all  that 
makes  an  Alpha  Tau. 

He  died  at  the  residence  of  his  parents  in  Baltimore, 
Wednesday,  July  26,  1905,  with  his  family  at  his  bedside. 

The  memory  of  his  charming  fellowship  will  ever  remain 
in  the  mind  of  every  member  of  Alpha  Omicron  Chapter, 
who  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  him  and  the  impression 
left  as  the  result  of  his  fine  character,  was  such  that  it  can  be

THE  WORTHY  GRAND  CHIEF* 


The  Advisory  Cabinet  held  its  first  meeting  for  this 
season  on  October  7th.  All  the  members  of  the  cabinet 
were  present  together  with  the  Chairman  of  the  High 
Council. 

The  present  condition  of  the  fraternity  was  outlined  as  a 
basis  for  discussion  of  the  plans  for  further  development. 
Among  existing  facts,  especially  impressive  was  the  cleavage 
existing  between  the  active  membership  and  the  alumni.  It 
is  apparent  that  the  distinct  break  in  fraternity  relationship, 
which  occurs  at  the  time  the  men  leave  college,  has  resulted 
in  separating  the  more  mature  and  consequently  more 
valuable  advisers  from  participation  in  the  affairs  of  the  fra- 
ternity. When  it  is  considered  that  our  fraternity  includes 
governors,  senators,  representatives,  bishops,  and  leading  citi- 
zens in  all  professions  and  businesses  whose  minds  have  made 
them  the  successes  that  they  are,  it  is  evident  that  there  is  a 
weakness  in  the  organization  that  permits  the  activities  of 
these  men  to  be  no  longer  used.  All  were  initiated  into  the 
fraternity  when  college  men  and  naturally  its  affections  and 
sympathies  are  as  undying  as  the  memories  of  the  college  life 
itself.  The  alumni  all  respond  to  the  grip  and  the  pass  word 
no  matter  what  their  age.  This  was  evidenced  by  the  follow- 
ing incident : 

A  member  of  old  Virginia  Beta  called  upon  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  recently.  He  had  been  out  of  touch  with  the 
fraternity  for  thirty  years,  but  accidently  hearing  of  the  fact 
that  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  was  in  New  York  City,  where 
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he  had  business,  he  gave  expression  to  the  old  memories  and 
sympathies  by  calling  upon  him  to  ask  how  the  "  old  frat " 
has  been  getting  along  ? 

There  are  many  such  cases  in  the  6,000  alumni  which  the 
fraternity  includes.  The  weakness  in  this  case,  as  in  all,  lies 
in  the  fact  that  there  is  no  way  by  which  the  interest  of  this 
alumnus  could  be  permanently  enlisted.  He  still  looks  upon 
the  fraternity  as  a  *'  college  club."  There  are  approximately 
6,000  alumni  and  750  active  members.  It  would  seem  that 
the  time  has  come  for  the  development  of  the  activities  of 
this  vast  neglected  proportion  of  the  best  and  most  experi- 
enced minds  which  the  fraternity  has.  The  various  chapters 
exist  as  local  clubs.  Great  loyality  exists  in  all  of  them,  but 
the  organic  union  between  them  is  very  slight  because  at 
most  the  organism  has  but  a  duration  of  four  years.  Then 
the  various  atoms  which  made  it  up  are  shot  out  into  the 
world  and  the  nexus  which  should  bind  them  together,  as  for 
four  years  it  has  bound  them,  is  broken. 

To  solve  the  problem  of  connecting  the  alumni  to  the  fra- 
ternity in  a  vital  and  permanent  way  was  a  matter  of  an 
hour's  discussion  and  varying  ideas  were  presented.  The 
complexity  and  great  importance  of  the  question,  however, 
made  it  seem  best  to  delay  definite  action  until  another 
meeting. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Chief  would  call  the  attention  of  all 
the  alumni  to  the  Palm,  especially  noting  the  value  it  may 
have  in  bringing  to  notice  the  whereabouts  of  old  friends.  A 
perusal  of  the  personal  columns  is  sure  to  develop  something 
of  interest  about  the  boys  of  former  days. 

It  has  been  desired  by  some  that  the  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  express  his  opinion  as  to  expansion  or  anti-expansion  of 
the  fraternity. 

The  attitude  of  this  ofl&ce,  so  far  as  it  can  be  defined  by 
either  of  these  terms,  is  anti-expansionist.  It  is  not  desirable 
to  extend  the  fraternity  beyond  certain  limits. 

These  limits,  it  would  seem,  are  the  limits  of  good  insti- 
tutions and  good  men.  A  good  institution  in  an  old  com- 
munity may  be  very  different  from  a  good  institution  in  a 
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new  one.  The  far  West  is  a  new  country  and  any  national 
fraternity  must  be  adequately  represented  at  least  in  its 
State  institutions.  To  enter  these — at  present — small  colleges 
at  this  time  means  that  the  prestige  that  comes  with  entering 
on  the  ground  floor  will  make  the  fraternity  going  there 
to-day  the  powerful  one  of  the  future.  It  would  thus  seem 
that  entrance  into  any  of  the  State  universities  of  the  West 
is  a  question  purely  and  simply  of  good  men  applying  for  a 
charter.  Of  course  no  anti-expansionist  is  opposed  to  good 
men  being  initiated  into  the  fraternity — the  more  good  men, 
the  better.  It  wood  seem,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  institu- 
tions in  the  East  into  which  the  fraternity  might  have  oppor- 
tunities to  go  are  to  be  judged  by  other  rules.  It  is  here,  a 
question  of  the  desirability  of  an  institution  having  a  long 
history,  a  well-known  standing  and  a  settled  community 
about  it  plus  the  one  of  the  character  of  the  men.  There  are 
many  institutions  which  are  too  small  or  in  which  already  too 
many  fraternities  exist.  At  the  same  time,  there  are  some  in 
which  the  conditions  are  especially  ripe.  For  instance,  one 
institution  of  undoubted  standing  and  rapidly  growing  in 
which  a  club  that  has  maintained  its  existence  and  has 
belonged  to  the  ''inter-fraternity  council"  for  over  four 
years,  with  a  membership  of  approximately  twenty-five  men, 
seems  to  have  demonstrated  the  validity  of  its  opportunity. 
To  accept  such  a  club  into  the  fraternity  is  not  adding  another 
fraternity  to  the  ones  which  are  already  there  but  is  taking 
advantage  of  a  permanent  and  staple  entity  which  shows 
itself  to  be  so  virile  as  to  demand  recognition. 

To  reject  applications  requires  great  experience,  accurate 
information,  and  clear  judgment.  The  mere  disapprobation 
of  one  brother  should  not  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  the 
interests  of  the  fraternity  where  many  other  minds  are 
agreed. 

The  Worthy  Grand  Ohief  hopes  to  see  every  brother  who 
comes  to  New  York.  He  always  has  time  to  talk  to  the  boys, 
young  or  old.

A,  T.  O-  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


The  following  clipped  from  the  Columbus  Evening  Dis- 
patch will  doubtless  interest  many  of  our  Ohio  readers.  The 
young  man  named  is  an  initiate  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu. 

MARYSVII.I.B,  Ohio,  Sept.  2.— News  of  the  world's  great  tennis  tourna- 
ment at  Champery,  Switzerland,  was  received  here  to-night  from  Professor 
William  Ernest  Weld,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  D.  Weld,  of  this  city,  who  is 
a  teacher  in  the  Presbyterian  College  at  Bierut,  Syria.  He  is  now  enjoying 
his  vacation  in  Switzerland.  Professor  Weld,  who  graduated  at  Wooster  a 
few  years  ago,  was  considered  the  best  tennis  player  in  that  college,  and 
one  of  the  best  in  the  United  States.  In  the  tournament  which  opened  at 
Champery,  August  14th,  for  the  championship  of  Valais,  Mr.  Weld  not  only 
won  the  gentlemen's  open  singles  against  Swiss,  Austrian,  French,  English 
and  American  competitors,  but  h«  was  also  victor  in  the  gentlemen's  handi- 
caps, singles,  mixed  doubles,  handicaps  and  gentlemen's  doubles  handicaps 
— every  event  in  which  a  male  player  participated. 

It  was  a  wonderful  achievement  for  this  Marysville  boy,  arrayed  as  he 
was  against  many  of  the  best  tennis  players  in  Europe,  In  the  open  singles 
(17  entries),  he  was  pitted  in  the  final  round  against  Smythe,  of  England, 
who  won  the  tournament  last  year.  In  his  letter  Mr.  Weld  says  :  "  He  was 
the  man  I  most  feared  because  he  played  exceedingly  steady.  Hanel,  an 
Austrian  player,  was  supposed  to  win  this  year's  championship  with  ease, 
but  he  was  not  steady  enough,  yet  he  had  the  most  brilliant  stroke  I  ever 
saw  in  my  life." 

Mr.  Weld  before  starting  for  the  Orient  last  summer,  helped  to  win  for 
Marysville  all  of  the  gold  medals  that  were  offered  at  the  Silver  Lake 
tournament  at  Bellefontaine.  Mr.  Weld's  great  victory  in  the  contest  at 
Switzerland  places  him  in  the  front  rank  with  the  very  best  tennis  players 
in  the  world.  Professor  Weld  is  an  all-round  athlete,  and  his  many  friends 
in  Union  County  and  college  chums  at  Wooster  and  other  places  will  be 
glad  to  hear  of  his  victories.

THE  GREEK  PRESS. 

By  Hkndree  p.  Simpson. 


The  September  number  of  the  Sigma  Ohi  Quarterly  is 
mainly  taken  up  with  an  account  of  their  27th  "  Grand 
Chapter  "  : 

The  ever-debatable  question  of  extension  was  again  the  subject  of  con- 
siderable discussion,  both  official  and  unofficial,  and  both  on  and  off  the 
floor  of  the  convention.  It  must  be  conceded  that  expansionists  will  reap 
much  consolation  from  the  freely  expressed  sentiment  in  favor  of  enlarging 
the  Chapter  roll,  and  from  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  matter.  The  report  of  this  body  was  concise  and  to  the  point,  as 
follows  : 

We  consider  that  the  feeling  of  the  Fraternity  on  the  subject  of  exten- 
sion may  be  summed  up  in  two  sentences.     They  are  : 

1.  We  believe  in  conservative  extension. 

2.  We  want  the  best  or  nothing. 

3.  We  have  taken  up  and  thoroughly  discussed  the  Arkansas  petition, 
and  we  hereby  indorse  and  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  the 
petitioners. 

Further  on  we  learn  why  the  Sigma  Chi's  entered  Arkan- 
sas, though  how  this  and  a  few  other  fraternities  regard  the 
anti-fraternity  law  at  present  on  that  State's  statute  books,  is 
a  matter  that  a  part  of  the  public  would  like  to  be  informed 
upon.  Is  it  or  is  it  not  a  dead  law,  or  are  such  grants  a 
manifestation  of  indifference  to  a  law  now  somewhat  for- 
gotten but  liable  to  be  invoked  and  applied  at  "any  old 
time  "  says  the  Quarterly  : 

It  has  been  seldom  in  recent  years  that  a  Grand  Chapter  has  been  will- 
ing to  assume  the  responsibility  of  granting  a  new  charter,  but  the  facts 
surrounding  the  presentation  of  a  petition  from  students  in  the  University  of 
Arkansas  were  so  strong  that  the  proposal  was  approved  without  marked 
opposition.  Grand  Praetor  J.  Blanc  Monroe,  who  had  personally  investi- 
gated the  matter,  was  a  potent  factor  in  bringing  about  favorable  action, 
and  made  a  number  of  speeches  on  the  floor  of  the  convention.  The  grant- 
ing of  this  charter  will  give  the  Fraternity  fifty-five  active  Chapters. 
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The  Sigma  Nu  Delta  comes  along  with  the  date  of 
October  15  in  a  neater  dress  than  we  have  ever  before  seen 
this  enterprising  journal.  Editor  Woods  thinks  that  the 
"brothers"  need  a  more  frequent  communication  with  the 
publishers  and  officers,  and  he  says  something  interesting  of 
this : 

To  meet  a  demand  made  by  a  small  but  intelligent  and  persistent 
number  of  brethren  at  the  last  Grand  Chapter,  it  has  been  decided  to  alter 
the  dates  and  number  of  issues  of  the  Delta.  The  first  issue  of  each  new 
volume  has  for  six  years  been  appearing  in  mid-summer — when  it  was 
reasonably  supposed  it  would  be  easy  to  collect  a  full  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Chapters  for  the  preceding  year.  However,  even  by  offering 
cash  prizes,  the  reporters  have  been  a  hard  lot  to  interest  in  this  important 
business. 

As  an  example  this  issue  could  not  have  appeared  on  time  with  the 
handful  of  letters  then  at  hand.  So  it  is  believed  best  to  begin  a  new  date 
for  the  opening  issue  and  to  make  them  more  frequent,  if  possible.  There- 
fore, the  editor  will  endeavor  to  print  six  instead  of  four  numbers  this  year, 
and  to  that  end  invites  the  heartiest  co-operation  of  those  brothers 
especially  in  whose  behalf  this  experiment  is  largely  being  tried.  It 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  substitution  of  six  less  elaborate  issues  will 
give  the  satisfaction  derived  from  four  more  complete  and  better  illustrated 
editions.  The  promptness  of  the  reporters  will  largely  determine  the 
matter.  Remember  the  dates  selected,  and  send  in  copy  four  weeks  in 
advance,  following  it  up  with  later  information — Oct.  15,  the  present  issue  ; 
Dec.  1st ;  Feb.  ist ;  April  ist ;  June  ist.  If  sufficient  data  is  collectible  for 
a  mid-summer  issue  it  shall  appear.  The  law  requires  but  quarterly  Deltas, 
but  the  extra  labor  will  be  devoted  to  an  effort  to  see  if  there  is  any  sub- 
stantial grounds  to  the  claims  made  by  some  that  a  more  frequent  appear- 
ance of  the  Delta  will  be  beneficial.

The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  for  October  comes  to  us 
almost  a  month  late,  but  with  full  accounts  of  its  recent  con- 
vention. We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Alumni  at  Asheville,  did  the  graceful  act  in  sending  flowers 
to  adorn  the  presiding  officer's  table.  To  the  mind  of  the 
humble  reviewer  undoubtedly  the  best '' impression  "  of  the 
convention's  work  is  that  of  their  California  delegate,  and 
we  infer  from  it  that  pure  fraternity  affairs  were  not  the 
only  charm  attached  to  his  experience,  and  further  that  the 
K.  A's  do  not  allow  business  to  interfere  with  a  due  senti- 
mental regard  for  surrounding  scenery. 
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In  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll  for  October  is  a  charm- 
ingly written  article,  one  most  pleasing  to  read,  on  Hanover 
College,  Hanover,  Indiana.  A  small  school,  but  one  of  high 
aims  it  seems ;  the  kind  to  which  fortunately  many  of  us  owe 
our  education,  and  to  which  we  look  back  with  the  tenderest 
feelings,  thanking  a  kind  Providence  and  the  conditions  of 
the  time  that  the  smallness  of  the  institution  allowed  us  an 
intimate  contact  with  this  and  that  example  of  human  noble- 
ness and  erudition.  This  extract  should  be  interesting  to 
many  of  us : 

Nearly  500  men  have  been  graduated  from  this  pioneer  college.  Nearly 
5,000  students  have  been  enrolled  since  the  days  of  the  old  academy. 
Among  the  graduates  have  been  men  of  great  usefulness  and  some  of  great 
distinction.  A  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  another  nominee  for 
that  office,  several  Governors  and  United  States  Senators  have  been  among 
her  graduates.  She  has  sent  educators,  ministers,  missionaries,  lawyers  and 
doctors  around  the  world.  Her  influence  in  the  West  has  been  sweet  and 
stimulating,  touching  thousands  of  homes  with  new  breadth  and  definite 
purpose,  and  making  life  for  two  generations  and  a  half  richer  and  more 
effective. 

How  has  she  done  this?  She  is  a  poor  college  so  far  as  wealth  is  con- 
cerned. She  has  never  been  able  to  equip  herself  even  after  the  modest 
desires  of  the  men  who  are  working  hard  to  keep  Hanover  up  to  her  high 
ideals  in  spite  of  her  limited  means.  From  the  very  start  the  consecration 
of  her  teaching  force  has  been  the  crown  of  Hanover's  glory.  Men  of  bril- 
liant parts  have  served  their  day  through  this  college  with  a  heroism  unsur- 
passed on  any  mission  field,  and  when  the  annals  of  the  Christian  martyrs 
are  finally  inscribed,  there  will  be  found  among  the  most  devoted  and  self- 
denying  of  these  servants  of  the  ages,  the  teachers  of  the  small  colleges  who, 
without  the  glamour  and  romance  that  accompanies  difficult  mission  work, 
have  stood  to  serve  God  and  their  generation.  These  have  been  the  men 
that  have  held  Hanover  to  her  standards  in  the  face  of  well-nigh  invincible 
difiiculties. 

Her  faculty  to-day  is  of  that  same  stalwart,  rugged,  enduring  type  of 
manhood  as  of  old.  This  type  of  manhood,  embellished  with  all  the 
accomplishments  of  the  scholar  and  graced  with  the  virtues  of  the  Christian 
gentleman,  fairly  reaches  the  acme  of  pedagogical  ideals.  The  course  of 
teaching  espoused  by  these  good  men  and  the  equipment  put  into  their 
hands  have  never  been  bigger  than  the  men.  We  have  never  seen  the  col- 
lege first  as  we  approached  to  study  it,  but  the  men  who  have  stood  to 
teach.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  Men  first,  mechanical  appliances  next. 
The  curriculum  of  Hanover  College  has  never  been  a  complicated  and  be- 
wildering array  of  special  courses  and  electives  that   are  apt  to  beguile  a 
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student  from  the  pathway  of  old-time  and  fundamental  classical  standards. 
She  has  dared  to  be  simple  and  strong.  Her  fondness  for  pioneer  and 
primitive  solidity  has  never  left  her.  Her  conservative  faculties  have 
never  run  off  into  pedagogical  vagaries  nor  espoused  the  mere  fads  of  the 
educational  world.  She  has,  however,  found  a  way  to  combine  the  old-time 
classical  standards  of  a  curriculum  of  general  culture  with  a  practical 
scientific  course,  wisely  aware  of  the  new  and  constantly  changing  life-con- 
ditions. These  two  courses,  with  the  electives  at  the  students'  disposal, 
leave  none  of  the  fundamentals  of  college  culture  untouched.  Upon  these 
high  planes  of  scholastic  endeavor,  with  a  faculty  of  never  more  than 
fifteen  men  and  a  student  body  never  more  than  two  hundred,  Hanover  has 
from  year  to  year  maintained  higher  class  room  averages  than  the  largest 
universities  in  the  land. 

Personal  contract  is  the  big  word  in  the  teaching  standards  of  Hanover. 
It  is  the  curriculum  plus  the  personality  of  the  professor.  This  is  the 
essence  of  true  teaching.  Here  men  and  women  meet  their  teachers. 
They  know  them  and  their  ideals.  They  learn  them  as  men,  while  learning 
from  them  as  heads  of  departments.  What  the  professor  is,  has  a  chance  to 
work  as  a  strong,  weighty  influence  in  the  student's  life  while  he  is  listen- 
ing to  what  the  professor  says.

The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  for  October  has  an  article 
by  one  of  its  Brown,  '81,  members  on  the  "  Seventy  Years  of 
Delta  Upsilon,"  which  makes  interesting  reading  and  these 
extracts  are  made  from  it  : 

We  look  back  to-night  to  the  year  1834,  when,  at  Williams,  these  men, 
with  twenty-eight  others  from  the  three  lower  classes,  formed  the  "  Social 
Fraternity."  Mr.  Bross  said  that  they  enlisted  some  of  the  best  men  in 
college.  And  we  may  believe  it.  They  had  the  valedictorians  of  the  classes 
of  '37,  '39,  '40,  '42,  and  '43,  the  salutatorians  of  '38  and  '39,  and  the  philoso- 
phical orators  of  '38  and  '42,  not  to  follow  the  list  further.  Yet  these  men, 
we  are  told,  were  treated  with  ridicule  and  contempt.  Their  strength  of 
purpose  was  severely  tested,  but  they  stood  by  their  principles. 

In  1837  they  adopted  as  a  badge  a  square  golden  key  and  the  motto 
'*  Ouden  Adelon,^''  "  Nothing  secret."  At  Union,  in  1838,  similar  condi- 
tions gave  rise  to  an  independent  organization  called  the  "  Equitable 
Union,"  with  the  motto  '*  Ouden  Adelon.'"  In  1840  efforts  were  made  to 
unite  the  two  societies  under  a  common  name,  but  the  plan  was  dropped 
until  1847.  In  that  year  an  open  society  was  organized  at  Amherst,  under 
the  name  Delta  Sigma.  In  the  same  year  another  open  society  was  formed 
at  Hamilton,  called  the  "  Social  Fraternity,"  with  a  badge  like  that  in  use 
at  Williams ;  and  about  the  same  time  a  society  with  similar  aims  was 
formed  at  Western  Reserve  called  the  Delta  Psi. 
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Through  correspondence  initiated  by  Hamilton  the  first  convention  was 
held  at  Troy  in  1847.  It  was  a  convention  called  the  "Anti-Secret  Confede- 
ration." A  second  convention  was  held  at  Albany  in  1849.  At  Wesleyan  in 
1850  a  society  called  the  "Equitable  Fraternity"  was  formed,  and  in  the 
same  year  there  was  a  convention  at  Williamstown.  In  1851  a  fourth  con- 
vention was  held  at  Union.  To  this  last  convention,  in  addition  to  those 
coming  from  the  societies  named,  delegates  were  sent  from  a  society  known 
as  Delta  Psi,  of  Vermont  University,  and  in  1852  a  convention  was  held  at 
Vermont  and  articles  of  confederation  were  adopted. 

Of  these  early  Chapters,  indeed  of  all,  Hamilton  stands  pre-eminent. 
Williams  became  inactive  in  1863  and  remained  so  for  twenty  years  ;  Union 
was  inactive  from  1865  to  1868  ;  Amherst  from  1862  to  1869  ;  Adelbert  from 
1857  to  1865  ;  Wesleyan  disbanded  in  1852  ;  Vermont  withdrew  in  1854  ;  but 
Hamilton  formed  in  1847,  brought  about  the  organization  of  the  confedera- 
tion and,  never  inactive,  has  persisted  with  undiminished  success  and 
unabated  zeal  for  fifty-seven  years. 

In  1852  Chapters  at  Colby  and  Rochester  were  formed  ;  in  1856  Middle- 
bury  followed  ;  Bowdoin  was  added  in  1857  ;  and  Rutgers  was  organized 
in  1858.  It  was  in  1858  that  the  present  Fraternity  badge  was  adopted.  At 
the  same  time  Mr.  Gardner,  of  Amherst,  the  Chairman  of  the  Badge  Com- 
mittee, proposed  the  motto  ''  Dikaia  Upoikeke"— justice  our  foundation. 
Up  to  this  time  various  badges  had  been  in  use — at  Amherst  the  Delta 
Sigma,  at  Hamilton  the  Theta  Sigma,  at  Middlebury  the  Zeta  Phi  ;  Williams 
requested  leave  to  wear  its  key  as  long  as  it  chose.  It  was  not  until  1864, 
when  the  new  constitution  was  adopted,  that  Delta  Upsilon  was  formally 
recognized  as  the  name  of  the  Fraternity. 

In  1859  in  was  provided  that  the  three  Senior  Chapters, 
subject  to  ratification,  should  be  entitled  to  form  new  Chapters 
in  the  intervals  between  conventions. 

In  1859,  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  formation  of  the 
'•  Social  Fraternity  "  at  Williams,  we  had  nine  living  Chapters  in  five  States. 
In  1884,  at  the  end  of  fifty  years,  we  had  eighteen  living  Chapters  in  nine 
States,  with  a  roll  of  3,878  members.  Now,  after  twenty  more  years,  we 
have  thirty-five  living  Chapters  in  fifteen  States  and  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  with  a  roll  of  9,122  members,  and  will  shortly  add  a  thirty-sixth 
active  Chapter  with  an  additional  forty-seven  members.

We 
understand  that  there  is  another  to  enter  next  year." — Delta 
of  Sigma  Nu. 

"  It  is  rumored  at  WofFord  that  a  local  is  being  formed 
with  intent  to  petition  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  which  had  a 
Chapter  there  from  1891  to  1894.  It  is  said  also  that  the  six 
Chapters  now  at  Wafford  occupy  the  field  fully  and  that  the 
granting  of  additional  charters  would  be  unwise." — Caduceus 
of  Kappa  Sigma. 

Sigma  Nu  installed  a  Chapter  at  Montana. 

Delta  Chi  (legal)  held  its  eleventh  annual  convention  at 
Toronto  in  June.  Among  other  business  transacted,  it  was 
decided  to  place  the  publication  of  the  official  journal  in 
private  hands  with  a  right  of  the  fraternity  to  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  profits.  The  constitution  tinkers  were  present 
and  grafted  some  new  ideas  on  to  the  organic  law.  The 
ritual  was  likewise  altered  and  the  building  of  Chapter  houses 
recommended. 

This  fraternity  entered  Virginia  and  Leland  Stanford 
recently  and  is  now  considering  Western  Keserve  but  denied 
a  charter  to  the  St.  Louis  Law  School. 

Delta  Tau  Delta  is  the  latest  fraternity  to  enter  Missouri. 

Beta  Theta  Pi  held  its  sixty-third  annual  convention  at 
the  Park  Avenue  Hotel,  New  York,  during  the  second  week 
of  July.  One  thousand  Betas  are  said  to  have  been  in 
attendance.  Iowa  State  was  granted  a  charter  and  Denver 
chosen  as  the  place  for  the  next  convention. 
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Kappa  Alpha  (Southern)  met  in  convention  at  Ashville, 
N.  0.,  in  June  last.     Northern  extension  was  not  discussed. 

''  While  Kappa  Sigma  was  the  first  of  the  fraternities  of 
of  Southern  origin  to  establish  a  chapter  in  the  north — although 
the  claim  has  been  made  erroneously  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega — 
the  object  was  not  accomplished  until  1880  at  Lake  Forest." — 
Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma.
